Which  exhibits  separately  the  canal  upon  which  it  is  alleged  that 
the  claims  respectively  arose ;  it  also  presents,  in  alphabetical  order, 
the  name  and  residence  of  each  claimant,  and  the  general  nature  of 
the  claim,  the  amount  demanded,  designating  such  as  are  pending 
by  virtue  of  special  statutes ;  also  such  as  have  been  referred  to  the 
Appraisers  by  the  Commissioner  in  charge,  as  well  as  those  cases  in 
which  the  Appraisers  have  a  general  jurisdiction. 

The  Appraisers  have  taken  the  liberty  of  presenting  herewith, 
more  in  detail  the  information  sought  than  the  resolution  seems  to 
require,  in  the  belief  that  the  same  would  bq  more  satisfactory  to 
your  honorable  body. 

They  also  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  it  is  highly  probable  that  some 
of  the  cases  pending  are  not  valid  and  just  ones,  while  others  are 
for  amounts  much  larger  than  can  be  established  on  the  hearing. 
Prior  to  the  act  of  April  27, 1866  (chap.  836,  Laws  of  1866),  claim- 
ants were  not  required  to  '^  file  a  detailed  statement  of  their  claim, 
verified' by  oath,"  and  it  appears  to  have  been  the  custom  to  file 
claims  for  gross  sums,  in  the  seeming  expectation  that  the  claim 
would  be  ''cut  down,"  and  that  it  was  necessary  to  furnish  a  margin 
sufficiently  large  for  that  purpose.  Now,  however,  under  the  act 
referred  to,  it  is  requisite  that  claims  should  be  made  out  "  in  detail, 
and  verified  in  the  same  manner  that  pleadings  are  required  by  law 
to  be  verified."

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SUFFRAGE  AND  QUALIFICA-* 
TIONS    TO   HOLD    OFFICE,   AS   AMENDED  BY  THE 
•COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE,  AND    AS   FURTHER 
AMENDED  AND  ADOPTED  BY  THE  CONVENTION. 

1  Section  1.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 

2  years,  who  shall  have  been  for  ten  days  a  citizen  and  an  inhabit- 

3  ant  of  this  State  one  year  next  preceding  an  election,  and  for  the 

4  last  four  months  a  resident  of  the  county  where  he  may  offer  his 
6  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  at  such  election  in  the  election

7  where,  for  all  officers  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  elective

4  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation:   "I  do

7  State  of  New  York,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the

PETITION 

FROM  NEW  YORK  STATE  WORKINGMEN'S  ASSEMBLY. 

New  Yobk,  July  22, 1867. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  the  Slate  of  New 
Yorkf  in  session  assembled: 

Gentlemen  :  At  a  special  session  of  the  New  York  State  Work- 
ingmen's  Assembly,  held  in  the  city  of  Albany,  June  25th,  26th , 
27th  and  28th,  1867,  we,  the  undersigned,  were  appointed  a  oom- 
mittee  to  lay  before  your  honorable  body  the  subjects  herein 
contained — adopted  unanimously  by  said  Workingmen's  Assembly. 
We  earnestly  hope  and  respectfully  request  that  they  may  receive 
your  attention  and  meet  your  approval.  We  would  petition  you 
that  they  be  engrafted  in  the  new  Constitution  of  the  State  now 
under  consideration  by  your  honorable  body ;  believing  as  we  do, 
that  we,  the  workingmen  of  the  State,  are  entitled  to  a  hearing  and 
l^islation  in  our  behalf,  by  your  Convention.

EIGHT  HOURS. 

We  would  therefore  petition  your  honorable  body  to  engraft  into 
the  fundamental  law  of  the  Slate  a  clause  declaring  that  eight  hours 
Vol.  hl  11 
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shall  constitute  a  day's  work  on  all  public  works  of  the  State,  and 
in  all  establishments  incorporated  by  State  law,  where  minors  are 
employed  as  operatives  therein. 

HOMESTEAD  EXEMPTION  ACT. 

And  we  woul4  further  petition  you  that  the  homestead  exemption 
act  of  1860,  idxbi^pting  the  house  and  lot'  of  the  w^rkingman  or 
head  of  a  family  from  all  future  debt  or  mortgage,  be  so  incorporated 
in  the  new  Constitution  that  the  benign  intentions  of  that  law  shall 
not  hinge*1ipcn  its  being  xeedrded  in  the  county  or  any  other  clerk's 
office ;  and  also  that  the  monetary  discrimination  be  stricken  out, 
illustrating  to  the  working  classes  of  this  State  that  although  money 
may  be  a  great  desideratum,  there  is  a  greater  still  than  that   • 

STATE  PRISON  LABOR. 

Also,  that  a  clause  be  inserted  in  the  new  Constitution  to  the  effect 
that  :QO.  mechanical  branch  of  business  or  part  thereof,  that  may 
come  in  conflict  with  honest  mechanical  labor,  be  taught  in  any  of 
the  prisons  of  the  State  as  id  now  done  to  the  great  detriment  and 
injury  of  %\ie  working  classes  of  this  State. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  MINORS  IN  MANUFACTORIES. 

We  would  further  petition  your  honorable  Convention  to  engraft 
into>the  Constitution  a  clause  prohibiting  the  employment  in  manu- 
facturing  estaUishments  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  and 
prdhibidtig  the  employment  of  minors  more  than  eight  hours 
per  day.

SCHOOLING'  OF  APPRENTICES. 

In  consideration  of  the  present  system  of  employing  apprentices  as 
many  hours  as  adults,  thereby  giving  no  time  to  improve  the  mental 
with  the  physical  man,  and  believing  it  desirable  thitt  a  higher  stand- 
ard of  intelligence  should  exist  among  the  mechanics  of  America, 

• 

W^  li^ould  therefore  petition  your  body  for  the  ini^rtibti^'of  a 
dause  in  the  Constitution  providing  that  at  least  three  months 
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attendanoe  in  everj  twelve  at  a  public  sohool  of  every  minor 
employed  as  an  apprentice  to  any  trade,  or  part  of  a  trade,  and  that 
the  person  or  persons  employing  said  minor  or  apprentices  shall 
attend  to  the  enforcement  of  such  law. 


WEEKLY  PAT  TO  EMPLOYEES. 

We  also  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  grievance  under  which 
a  portion  of  the  working  commtii^ity  suffer  a  disadvantage,  and  at 
times  a  loss  which  they  are  illy  able  to  bear,  by  the  £ulure  of  corpo- 
rations. Although  the  amount  thus  lost  may  appear  small  yet  it  is 
all  we  have  to  depend  on  for  the  support  and  care  of  our  families. 
As  a  case  in  point  we  would  refer  you  gentlemen  to  the  failure  of  a 
mill -corporation  in  the  village  of  Cohoes,  one  year  ago  or  there 
abouts,  whereby  much  suffering  was  entailed  upon  the  operatives 
and  their  families  by  the  loss  of  their  earnings  by  such  failure.  We 
would  therefore  petition  your  honorable  body  to  insert  a  clause 
making  it  imperative  on  all  firms  or  corporations  organized  under 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  to  pay  their  employees  the 
amount  due  them  weekly,  under  a  penalty  for  each  neglect. 

INOORPORATION  OF  BENEVOLENT  AND  PROTECTIVE  SOCIETIES. 

We  also  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  there  are  a 
large  number  of  societies  in  this  State  of  a  benevolent  and  protec- 
tive nature,  who  desire  to  become  incorporated.  They  are  at  present 
placed  to  great  inconvenience,  delay  and  expense  if  they  so  desire 
to  become  incorporated,  as  this  inconvenience  arises  from  the  absence 
of  a  general  law  under  which  they  could  become  incorporated  with- 
out a  special  act : 

We  would,  therefore,  petition  your  honorable  body  to  incorporate 
into  the  organic  law  of  the  State,  a  general  law  by  which  such 
benevolent  and  protective  societies  may  become  incorporated  by  a 
simple  legislation. 

In  submitting  to  the  consideration  of  your  honorable  body  the 
above  mentioned  measures,  which  as  the  representatives  of  the  work- 
ingmen  of  the  State  to  your  honorable  body  we  now  do  in  accord- 
ance with  our  instructions,  we  would  respectfully  ask  that  they 
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receive  at  your  hands  that  attention  which  their  importanoe  to  ub  as 
workingmen  renders  essential,  hoping  that  the  prayer  of  this  our 
petition  to  have  the  same  or  similar  matter  engrafted  in  the  Consti- 
tution, will  be  granted  by  your.honorable  body.

Sir — The  Comptroller,  in  the  absence  of  the  Commissioners  of 
tlie  Land  Office,  and  in  response  to  a  resolution  of  the  Convention 
pissed  on  the  17th  inst.,  viz : 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Curtis, 

Sesoived,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  be  requested 
to  communicate  to  this  Convention  their  proceedings  under  chapter 
481  of  the  Laws  of  1866,  authorizing  the  sale  of  lands  donated  to 
this  State  by  the  United  States, 

Respectfully  submits  the  following 

REPORT. 

By  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2d,  1862,  it  was  provided 
that  there  should  be  granted  to  the  several  States,  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  said  act,  public  lands  equal  in  quantity  to  thirty 
tboosand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  representative  in  Congress  to 
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which  the  States  respectively  were  entitled  by  the  apportionmeiit 
under  the  census  of  1860.  The  terms  and  conditions  of  the  grant 
are  set  forth  in  the  act. 

By  the  act,  chapter  twenty,  Laws  of  1863,  this  State  declared  its 
acceptance  of  the  grant  in  conformity  with  the  seventh  section  of  the 
act  of  Congress,  and  thus  became  entitled  to  and  received  from  the 
United  States,  land  scrip,  consisting  of  6,187  pieces  of  160  acres 
each,  representing  in  all  990,000  acres.  The  scrip  was  delivered  to 
the  Comptroller,  who  was  authorized  to  receive  it  by  the  act,  chap. 
460,  passed  May  5, 1863.  and  with  the  approval  and  concurrence  of 
other  State  officers,  to  dispose  of  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  it  for 
cash  or  public  stocks,  yielding  not  less  than  five  per  cent. 

The  intention  of  the  Legislature  in  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
May  5,  1863,  appears  to  have  been  merely  to  provide  for  a  sale  of 
the  scrip  and  the  care  and  management  of  the  proceeds,  until  some 
provision  should  be  made  for  ^heir  application  to  the  object  contem- 
plated in  the  act  of  Congress.  This  was  done  by  the  act,  chapter 
511,  passed  May  14,  1863,  which  appropriated  the  income  an4 
revenue  to  be  derived  from  time  to  time  from  the  investment  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  land  scrip,  to  the  People's  College,  located 
at  Havanna,  for  the  use  of  that  Institution,  in  the  mode  and  for  the 
purposes  defined  in  the  act  of  Congress.  There  were  conditions 
qualifying  this  grant,  which  are  particularly  set  forth  in  the  act  of 
May  14,  to  which  reference  is  made. 

One  of  these  conditions  was,  that  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Regents  of  the  University,  the  proceeds  of  the  investments  should 
exceed  the  needs  of  the  Institution,  the  excess  should  be  withheld; 
and  the  fiflh  section  contemplates  a  distribution  of  the  excess  to 
other  colleges  complying  in  their  arrangements  and  instruction  to 
the  requisitions  of  the  act  of  Congress.  The  conditions  of  the  grant 
to  the  People's  College  under  the  act  of  May  14,  not  having  been 
fully  complied  with  by  the  Trustees  of  that  Institution,  the  Legis- 
lature by  the  act,  chapter  585,  passed  April  27,  1865,  establishing 
the  Cornell  University,  made  a  conditional  transfer  of  "  the  income, 
revenue  and  avails  to  be  received  from  the  investment  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  lands,  or  of  the  scrip  therefor,  or  of  any  part 
thereof,  granted  to  this  State  by  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  July 
2,  1862,"  to  that  Institution.  The  conditions  on  which  the  grant 
depended,  were : — 
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Iflt  That  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell  should  donfite  to  the  XJDivereitj  4.he 
fom  of  fi^e  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

2d.  That  he  should  pay  over  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Genesee  Col- 
1^  located  at  Lima  in  this  State,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollara 

8d.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  People^s  College  should  not  within 
three  months  comply  with  the  terras  on  which  the  benefits  of  the 
act  of  1868  were  to  be  continued  to  them. 

The  compliance  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Cornell  with  the  first  and 
wectmd  conditions,  and  the  failure  of  the  Trustees  of  the  People's 
CSoU^e  to  comply  with  the  third,  made  the  grant  to  the  Cornell 
University  absolute,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress. 

Under  the  act  of  May  5th,  1863,  the  aggregate  sales  to  November 
24^  1865,  were  176,000  acres,  of  which  8,000  acres  were  sold  at  83 
centa^  68,000  acres  at  85  cents,  and  100,000  acres  at  50  cents,  the 
aTerage  rate  being  65  cents  nearly. 

These  sales  were  all  for  cash  except  100,000  acres,  which  were 
sold  to  Mr.  Cornell,  on  a  proposition  made  by  him  and  accepted  by 
mj  predecessor,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  officers  mentioned  in 
tiie  act  of  1863,  except  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  who  was 
absent,  to  purchase  that  quantity  at  50  cents  per  acre ;  and  in  addi- 
tion to  pay  over  all  the  profits  on  a  sale  of  the  lands  to  the  Cornell 
Umversity.  On  this  transaction  the  personal  bond  of  Mr.  Cornell 
for  $50,000  was  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  purchase  money,  secured  by 
1,000  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  "Western  Union  Telegraph  Com- 
ptoy,  the  earnings  of  the  stock  to  be  applied  on  the  interest  occur- 
ring on  the  bond. 

The  forgoing  brief  references  to  the  legislation  of  this  State  and 
the  proceedings  taken  in  accordance  with  it,  bring  the  subject  down 
to  the  session  of  1866,  and  more  fully  within  the  scope  of  the  reso- 
lation  of  the  Convention  under  consideration. 

The  intention  of  the  Legislature  in  the  passage  of  the  act  of  April 
10th,  1866,  so  far  as  it  can  be  gathered  from  its  provisions,  was  to 
secure,  if  practicable,  a  sale  of  that  portion  of  the  lands  donated 
to  this  State,  still  undisposed  of,  on  such  terms  as  would  bring  into 
the  State  Treasury  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution  to  which  the 
trails  of  the  land  had  been  previously  granted  by  the  act  of  1865,  a 
nun  that  should  more  nearly  represent  its  actual  yalue  than  the  cur- 
rent rates  at  which  the  scrip  was  at  that  time  selling.    The  act  of 
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Copgress  had  placed  thosQ  States  in  which  there  were  no  public  lands 
open  to  entry,  at  a  serioos  disadvantage,  by  the  prohibition,  perhaps 
unavoidable,  that  no  State  should  acquire  title  to  land  not  within  its 
own  territorial  jurisdiction.  It  was  notorious  that  several  States 
thus  situated,  had  sold  this  scrip  at  prices  varying  from  sixty  to 
eighty  cents  per  acre,  and  the  sales  under  the  act  of  186S,  showed 
that  unless  some  different  plan  was  adopted,  no  more  favorable  result 
could  be  looked  for  here ;  to  part  with  a  property  worth,  if  propeily 
managed,  several  millions  of  dollars,  for  a  few  hundred  thousands, 
did  not  appear  wise,  if  any  way  could  be  devised  to  obtain  its  valoe^ 
and  it  was  to  avoid  such  a  sacrifice  if  possible,  that  the  law  of  1866 
was  enacted. 

The  duty  of  carrying  out  the  act  under  c<)nsideration  devolved 
on  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office,  in  consequence  of  the 
fidlure  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Cornell  University,  to  make  applicsr 
tion  to  the  Comptroller  for  the  purchase  of  the  unsold  scrip.  The 
failure  to  agree,  or  rather  the  failure  on  the  part  of  the  trustees  to 
make  any  application  whatever  in  the  premises,  having  been 
reported  by  the  Comptroller  on  the  26th  day  of  June,  1866,  the 
Commissioners  decided  to  receive  applications  from  individuals,  ci 
which  but  one  was  presented,  that  from  the  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell,  who 
proposed  to  become  the  purchaser  at  the  price,  and  on  the  conditions 
indicated  in  the  act,  and  on  the  24th  of  July  following  an  arrange- 
ment was  concluded  with  that  gentleman,  which  formed  the  basis 
of  the  agreement  subsequently  executed  by  him  and  the  Commis« 
sioners  of  the  Land  Office,  which  is  given  at  length  in  the  following 
extracts  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  to  which  reference 
is  made.  It  may  be  added  in  this  connection,  that  no  application 
from  any  other  individual  or  individuals  could  have  been  antici- 
pated, inasmuch  as  there  was  no  other  person  who  would  have 
agreed  to  such  a  disposition  of  the  profits  arising  from  the  location 
of  the  scrip,  as  the  act  required. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office,  June  26, 
1866, 

The  Comptroller  presented  the  following  communication : 

By  the  act,  chapter  481,  Laws  of  1866,  the  Comptroller  is  author- 
ized to  sell  the  lands  donated  to  the  State  under  the  act  of  Congress, 
approved  July  2, 1862,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Cornell  University,  at 
such  price  as  he  may  fix  not  less  than  thirty  cents  per  acre,  and 
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fiOing  to  make  such  disposal  of  them,  the  Commissioners  of  the 
iMDd  Office  are  empowered  to  receive  applications  from  any  person 
or  penoDS  for  the  purchase  of  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  said  lands 
at  the  price  so  fixed  by  the  Comptroller,  and  sell  the  same  under 
eertain  conditions  mentioned  in  the  act 

No  spplications  having  been  made  by  the  Trustees  for  the  purchase 
of  the  scrip,  and  there  being  no  evidence  that  they  desire  to  enter 
into  a  negotiation  with  that  object,  any  arrangement  for  its  disposal 
to  other  parties  will  devolve  on  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land 
Offioa 

The  ComptroUeri  therefore,  respectfully  refers  the  accompanying 
eommnnication  from  the  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell  to  the  Commissioners  for 
such  action  as  they  may  deem  proper.  The  Comptroller  adds  for 
the  information  of  the  Board,  that  in  compliance  with  the  provislbns 
of  the  act,  chap.  481,  before  referred  to,  he  has  fixed  the  price  of  the 
scrip  at  fifty  cents  per  acre,  which  is  somewhat  less  than  the  present 
market  price,  for  small  parcels,  but  which,  in  consideration  of  the 
large  quantity  to  be  disposed  of,  and  the  fact  that  the  prospective 
profits  to  be  derived  from  the  location  and  sale  of  the  lands  are  to 
go  into  the  State  Treasury,  he  considers  fair  as  well  for  the  purchaser 
as  the  State.

Comptroller. 

Albany,  June  9,  1866. 

To  Hon.  Thomas  Pillhouse,  Comptroller  : 

Deab  Sib — ^In  reply  to  your  favor  of  May  25th,  1866,  expressing 
the  conclusion  you  had  come  to  afler  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
•ct,  chap.  481,  of  the  Laws  of  1866, 1  most  respectfully  inform  you 
that  I  differ  with  you  in  regard  to  the  proper  construction  and  intent 
of  the  law. 
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Appreciating,  however,  as  I  do  most  folly  your  motives  &r  demr- 
ing  to  give  the  utmost  possible  seeurity  and.  permanency  to  the 
funds  which  are,  in  a  great  degree,  to  constitute  the  endowment  of 
the  Cornell  University,  I  shall  most  cheerfully  acc^t  your  views  so 
far  as  to  consent  to  place  the  entire  profits  to  be  deiiv^  firom  the 
sale  of  the  lands  to  be  located  with  the  CoU^e  Land  scrip  in  the 
treasury  of  the  State,  if  the  State  will  receive  the  money  as  a  separ 
rate  fund  from  that  which  may  bo  derived  &om  the  sale  of  the  scrip 
and  will  keep  it  permanently  invested^  and  appropriate  the  proceeds 
from  the  income  thereof  annually  to  the  Cornell  University  subject 
to  the  direction  of  the  Trustees  thereof  for  the  general  purpose  of 
said  Institution,  and  not  to  hold  it  Subject  to  the  restrictions  which 
the  act  of  Congress  places  upon  the  fund  derivable  from  the  sale  of 
the^  College  Land  scrip,  or  as  a  donation  from  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  but  as  a  donation  from  Ezra  Cornell  to  the  Cornell 
University. 

Acting  upon  the  above  basis,  I. propose  to  puchase  said  Land 
Scrip,  as  fast  as  I  can  advantageously  locate  the  same,  paying  there* 
for,  at  the  rate  of  thirty  cents  per  acre  in  good  seven  per  cent  bonds 
and  securities,  and  oblipting  myself  to  pay  the  profits  as  specified 
in  chapter  481,  of  the  Laws  of  1866,  into  the  treasury  of  the  State 
as  follows :  Thirty  cents  per  acre  of  said  profits  to  be  added  to  the 
College  Land  Scrip  Fund,  and  the  balance  of  said  profits  to  be  placed 
in  a  separate  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Cornell  University  fund,  and 
to  be  preserved  and  invested  for  the  benefit  of  said  Institution,  and 
the  income  derived  therefrom  to  be  paid  over  annually  to  the  trus- 
tees of  said  University  for  the  general  purposes  of  said  Institution* 
K  the  above  proposition  is  accepted  by  the  Comptroller,  and  the 
amount  of  profits  realized  from  the  sale  of  the  lands  which  I  believe 
can  be,  it  will  produce  the  following  sums  as  the  endowment  pro- 
perty of  said  University. 

First — ^The  amount  in  the  treasury  of  the  State  real- 
ized from  former  sales  is, $114,000 

The  amount  to  be  received  from  the  sale  of  800,000 

acres  of  scrip,  at  80  cents  per  acre, ; 240,000 

The  amount  of  profits  equal  to  80  cents  per  acre  on 
800,000  acres,  to  bring  the  College  Land  Scrip  Fund 
up  to  the  market  value  of  the  scrip, 240,000

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Skosik — ^A  fond  to  be  realized  from  the  balance  of 
profits  which  are  expected,  to  arise  fix>m  the  sale 
of  lands  located  with  the  800,000  acres  of  scrip  after 
paying  the  above  SO  cents  per  acre,  estimated  to  be 
two  dollars  per  acre, $1,600,000 

Thikd. — The  fund  donated  by  E.  Cornell  to  meet 
ihe  leqairement  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  chap.  —

If  my  expectations  are  realized,  the  above  will  be  the  amount  of 
cuh  funds  invested  in  productive  securities.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  I  have  donated  to  the  University  a  fiirm  and  building  lots  of 
the  value  of  $50,000,  upon  which  its  buildings  are  being  erected ; 
also,  $10,000  in  cash,  to  purchase  the  Jewett  Cabinet  of  the  Paleon- 
tology of  New  York.

Besdved^  That  the  communication  this  day  received  from  the 
Comptroller  relating  to  the  College  Land  scrip  belonging  to  the 
Cornell  University  fund,  together  with  the  letters  of  the  Hon.  Ezra 
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Cornell,  also  submitted  by  the  Comptroller,  be  entered  in  fall  upoa* 
the  minutes  of  this  Board. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  offered  the  following  resolution : 

JSesolvedj  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  the  price  affixed  by 
the  Comptroller  to  the  College  Land  scrip  belonging  to  the  Cornell 
University,  is  as  lo\/  as  he  would  be  justified  in  placing  them,  as 
provided  by  act,  chapter  481,  Laws  of  1866. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  then  offered  the  following  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  foregoing  resolution : 

Besolved^  That  the  minimum  price  named  in  act,  chap.  481,  of  the 
Laws  of  1866,  for  the  College  Land  Scrip  Fund  would  be  in  cor 
opinion,,  all  that  the  Comptroller  should  ask  for  the  s^me,  provided 
the  security  for  the  performance  of  the  requirements  of  the  act  shall 
be  tangible  and  ample. 

The  ayes  and  noes  were  called  for  on  the  amendment :

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  then  passed,

At  a  meeting  of  the  Cpnmiissioners  of  the  Land  Office,  held  July 
'  24, 1866  :— 

Present — Lieutenant-Governor,  Comptroller,  Attorney-Gteneral| 
Speaker  of  Assembly. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell,  for  the 
purchase  of  the  land  scrip  donated  to  the  State  of  New  York  by  the 
United  States,  the  Attorney-General  presented  and  read  the  follow* 
ing  draft  of  an  agreement : 

Whereas  under  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2, 1862,  en- 
titled ''An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Terri- 
tories which  may  provide  Colleges  for  the  benefit  of  Agriculture 
and  the  Mechanic  Arts,"  there  were  granted  to  such  States  and  Teiv 
ritories  out  of  the  public  domain  lands  in  the  proportion  of  thirty 
thousand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  as  fixed  by  the 
apportionment  for  1860. 

Arid  Whereas  the  State  of  New  York  by  act  of  its  Legislature 
passed  March  4, 1863  declared  its  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  said  act  of  Congress,  and  thus  became  entitled  to,  and  received 
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Us  distribatire  and  proportionate  share  in  said  grant  in  the  form  of 
hnd  scrip  representing  nine  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  acres,  to 
be  disposed  of  and  the  proceeds  applied,  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  Congress  before  mentioned : 

And  Whereas,  by  a  series  of  acts  subsequently  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  this  State,  to  which  reference  is  made,  the  avails  of  the 
scrip  hdd  by  the  State  were  devoted  to  the  benefit  and  endowment 
of  the  Cornell  University,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  in  said  acts 
set  forth : 

And  Whereas^  to  facilitate  the  early  disposition  of  such  scrip,  and 
in  addition  to  the  price  at  which  it  might  be  sold,  to  secure  to  the 
sud  University  the  profits  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  lands  located 
under  such  scrip,  the  Legislature,  by  the  act,  chapter  481,  passed 
fil  10, 1866,  provided  as  follows,  viz : 


"Sec.  1.  The  Comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to  fix  the  price 
at  which  he  will  sell  and  dispose  of  any  or  of  all  the  lands  or  land 
scrips  donated  to  this  State  by  the  United  States  of  America,  by  act 
of  Congress,  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  and  entitled  '  An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States 
and  territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  instruction  in  agri- 
culture and  the  mechanic  arts.'  Such  price  shall  not  be  less  than 
at  the  rate  of  thirty  cents  per  acre  for. said  lands.  He  may  contract 
for  the  sale  thereof,  and  sell  the  same  to  the  trustees  of  the  Cornell 
University.  If  the  said  trustees  shall  not  agree  with  the  said  Comp- 
troller for  the  purchase  thereof,  then  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land 
Office  may  .receive  from  any  person  or  persons  an  application  for  the 
purchase  of  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof  at  the  price  so  fixed  by 
the  said  Comptroller,  and  may,  if  they  are  satisfied  that  the  said 
person  or  persons  will  fully  carry  out  and  perform  the  agreement 
liereinafler  mentioned,  sell  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  to  the  said 
person  or  persons.  But  the  said  trustees  or  such  person  or  persons 
diall  at  the  same  time  make  an  agreement  and  give  security  for  the 
performalle  thereof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Comptroller,  to  the 
effect  that  the  whole  net  avails  and  profits  from  the  sale  of  scrip 
or  the  location  and  use  by  said  trustees,  person  or  persons  of  the  said 
lands,  or  of  the  lands  located  under  said  scrip,  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  as  such  net  avils  or  profits  are  received,  to  be  paid  over  and 
devoted  to  the  purposes  of  such  institution  or  institutions  as  have 
been  or  shall  be  created  by  the  act,  chapter  five  hundred  and  eighty- 
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five,  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixtj-five  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
hereinbefore  mentioned.  And  the  said  trustees,  person  or  persons 
to  whom  the  said  lands  or  scrip  shall  be  sold,  shall  report  to  the 
Comptroller  annually,  under  such  oath  and  in  such  form  as  the 
Comptroller  shall  direct,  the  amount  of  land  or  scrip  sold,  the  prices 
at  which  the  same  have  been  sold,  and  the  amount  of  money 
received  therefor,  and  the  amount  of  expenses  incurred  in  the  loca^ 
tion  and  sale  thereof" 

"  Sec.  2.  The  Comptroller  is  authorized  from  time  to  time  as  he 
shall  see  fit  to  make  such  examination  into  the  actions  and  doings  of 
his  vendees  of  said  lands  or  scrip  therewith,  as  he  shall  deem  neces- 
sary to  ascertain  and  determine  what  are  the  net  avails  of  the  said 
lands  or  scrip  from  the  sale  or  from  the  location,  and  use  thereof  by 
his  said  vendees." 

"  Sec.  3,  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately." 

And  whereas  the  Comptroller  in  accordance  with  the  act  last  men- 
tioned and  recited  has  fixed  the  price  of  said  script  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  cents  per  acre,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  said  University  have 
through  their  President  declined  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of 
said  scrip,  wherefore  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  are 
authorized  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  to  any  person  or  persons, 
at  the  price  so  fixed  by  the  Comptroller  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  in  said  act,  chapter  481  contained  : 

Now,  therefore,  this  agreement  made  this  dAy  of  July, 

eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -six,  between  the  people  of  the  State  of 
New  York  through  their  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  of  the 
first  part,  and  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell  of  the  second  part  witnesseth : 

That  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  hereby  agree  to  sell,  convey 
and  deliver  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  all  of  the  aforesaid  land 
scrip  now  in  the  possession  and  ownership  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  consisting  of  five  thousand  and  eighty -seven  certificates,  each 
representing  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  on  the  following  terms 
and  conditions : 

1st.  That  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  receive  said  scrip 
from  time  to  time  as  the  same  can  be  judiciously  and  properly 
located,  in  parcels  representing  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand 
acres,  paying  therefor  into  the  treasury  of  the  State,  on  its  assign 


nient  and  delivery  to  him  by  the  Comptroller,  at  the  rate  of  thirty 
cents  per  acre  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  and  at  the 
flame  time  depositing  with  the  Comptroller  stocks  or  bonds  to  be 
approved  by  him,  to  an  amount  equal  to  an  additional  thirty  cents 
per  acre,  as  security  (for  the  fulfillment  by  said  party  of  the  second 
part  of  the  conditions  of  this  agreement,  on  the  fulfillment  of  which 
sach  Btocks  or  bonds  shall  be  returned  to  said  party  of  the  second 
part). 

2d.  That  whenever  any  parcel  of  scrip,  sold  and  delivered  to  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  agreement, 
shall  have  been  located  by  him,  or  his  agents,  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  hereby  agrees  that  he  will,  without  delay,  furnish  to  the 
Comniissioners  of  the  Land  Office  of  this  State,  or  to  some  member 
thereof,  to  be  designated  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  a  full  and 
complete  list,  and  description  of  the  land  so  located. 

And  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  within  at  least  sixty  days 
thereafter,  and  from  time  to  time  subsequently,  as  may  be  found  . 
expedient,  affix  to  each  quarter  section,  or  fractional  part  thereof,  a 
minimam  valuation  at  which  the  same  may  be  sold  by  said  party  of 
the  second  part ;  and  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  agrees 
that  he  will  from  time  to  time,  whenever  required  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Land  office,  render  for  their  information  to  the  Comp- 
troller, a  full,  just  and  true  account  of  all  sales  made  by  him,  and 
will  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State  the  whole  of  the  net  profits 
arising  therefrom,  which  shall  be  ascertained  by  deducting  from  the 
gross  receipts  on  sales,  the  original  cost  of  thirty  cents  per  acre, 
the  cost  and  expenses  attending  the  location  and  management  of 
said  lands,  the  taxes  assessed  and  paid  on  the  same  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  and  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per 
annum,  on  the  several  amounts  actually  expended  for  such  purposes. 
Bat  it  is  expressly  agreed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  that  he 
will  not  sell  any  portion  of  said  lands  at  a  price  below  the  minimum 
valuation  thereon,  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Land  office. 

3d.  That  the  foregoing  stipulations  and  conditions  shall  apply  to 
each  and  every  parcel  of  scrip  assigned  and  delivered  to  said  party 
of  the  second  part,  under  this  agreement,  and  the  Comptroller  shall 
defer  or  suspend  further  assignments  and  deliveries  of  scrip  when- 
ever the  party  of  the  second  part  fails  to  perform  such  stipulations 
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five,  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
hereinbefore  mentioned.  And  the  said  trustees,  person  or  persons 
to  whom  the  said  lands  or  scrip  shall  be  sold,  shall  report  to  the 
Comptroller  annually,  under  such  oath  and  in  such  form  as  the 
Comptroller  shall  direct,  the  amount  of  land  or  scrip  sold,  the  prices 
at  which  the  same  have  been  sold,  and  the  amount  of  money 
received  therefor,  and  the  amount  of  expenses  incurred  in  the  loca- 
tion and  sale  thereof" 

"  Sec.  2.  The  Comptroller  is  authorized  from  time  to  time  as  he 
shall  see  fit  to  make  such  examination  into  the  actions  and  doings  of 
his  vendees  of  said  lands  or  scrip  therewith,  as  he  shall  deem  neces- 
sary to  ascertain  and  determine  what  are  the  net  avails  of  the  said 
lands  or  scrip  from  the  sale  or  from  the  location,  and  use  thereof  by 
his  said  vcndeea" 

"  Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately." 

And  whereas  the  Comptroller  in  accordance  with  the  act  last  men* 
tioned  and  recited  has  fixed  the  price  of  said  script  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  cents  per  acre,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  said  University  have 
through  their  President  declined  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of 
said  scrip,  wherefore  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  are 
authorized  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  to  any  person  or  persons, 
at  the  price  so  fixed  by  the  Comptroller  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  in  said  act,  chapter  481  contained  :

That  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  hereby  agree  to  sell,  convey 
and  deliver  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  all  of  the  aforesaid  land 
scrip  now  in  the  possession  and  ownership  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  consisting  of  five  thousand  and  eighty-seven  certificates,  each 
representing  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  on  the  following  terms 
and  conditions : 

1st.  That  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  receive  said  scrip 
from  time  to  time  as  the  same  can  be  judiciously  and  properly 
located,  in  parcels  representing  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand 
acres,  paying  therefor  into  the  treasury  of  the  State,  on  its  assign 
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iieni  and  ddivery  to  him  by  the  Comptroller,  at  the  rate  of  thirty 
eentB  per  acre  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  and  at  the 
suae  time  depositing  with  the  Comptroller  stocks  or  bonds  to  be 
approved  by  him,  to  an  amount  equal  to  an  additional  thirty  cents 
per  acre,  as  security  (for  the  fulfillment  by  said  party  of  the  second 
part  of  the  conditions  of  this  agreement,  on  the  fulfillment  of  which 
sach  BtodcB  or  bonds  shall  be  returned  to  said  party  of  the  second 
part). 

2d.  That  whenever  any  parcel  of  scrip,  sold  and  delivered  to  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  agreement, 
ahall  have  been  located  by  him,  or  his  agents,  the  said  party  of  the 
seoood  part  hereby  agrees  that  he  will,  without  delay,  furnish  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  of  this  State,  or  to  some  member 
thereof,  to  be  designated  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  a  full  and 
complete  list,  and  description  of  the  land  so  located. 

And  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  within  at  least  sixty  days 
thereafter,  and  from  time  to  time  subsequently,  as  may  be  found 
expedient,  affix  to  each  quarter  section,  or  fractional  part  thereof,  a 
minimam  valuation  at  which  the  same  may  be  sold  by  said  party  of 
the  second  part ;  and  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  agrees 
that  he  will  from  time  to  time,  whenever  required  by  the  Commis- 
rionen  of  the  Land  office,  render  for  their  information  to  the  Comp- 
troller, a  fall,  just  and  true  account  of  all  sales  made  by  him,  and 
win  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State  the  whole  of  the  net  profits 
iiising  therefrom,  which  shall  be  ascertained  by  deducting  from  the 
gross  receipts  on  sales,  the  original  cost  of  thirty  cents  per  acre, 
the  cost  and  expenses  attending  the  location  and  management  of 
flud  lands,  the  taxes  assessed  and  paid  on  the  same  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  and  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per 
tanam,  on  the  several  amounts  actually  expended  for  such  purposes. 
Bot  it  is  expressly  agreed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  that  he 
will  not  sell  any  portion  of  said  lands  at  a  price  below  the  minimum 
Taloation  thereon,  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Land  office. 

3d  That  the  foregoing  stipulations  and  conditions  shall  apply  to 
each  and  every  parcel  of  scrip  assigned  and  delivered  to  said  party 
of  the  second  part,  under  this  agreement,  and  the  Comptroller  shall 
defer  or  suspend  further  assignments  and  deliveries  of  scrip  when- 
eter  the  party  of  the  second  part  fails  to  perform  such  stipulations 
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and  conditions,  in  respect  to  any  scrip  sold  and  deliyered  to  him^ 
until  tbej  have  been  complied  with. 

4th.  That  as  often  as,  and  whenever  the  party  of  the  second  pari 
shall  furnish  a  description  of  any  of  the  labds  selected  and  located 
by  him  under  and  by  virtue  of  said  scrip,  he  shall  immediately  exe- 
cute a  mortgage  thereon  to  the  people  of  this  State,  to  be  approved 
by  the  AttorneyOeneral,  conditioned  that  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  will  fully  keep  and  perform,  each  and  every  of 
the  terms  and  conditions  which  by  this  agreement  he  is  required  to 
do,  keep  and  perform.  And  this  agreement  is  declared  to  be  a  con- 
tinuing agreement,  and  a  suit  or  suits  at  law,  or  in  equity  may  be 
from  time  to  time  instituted  and  maintained  thereon  and  upon  any 
or  all  of  said  mortgages,  for  any  violation  of  such  terms  or  conditions^ 
whenever  such  violation  may  occur. 

Said  mortgages  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Comptroller,  or  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office. 

5th.  That  whenever  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall'sell  or  dis- 
pose of  any  portion  of  the  lands  acquired  by  him  under  this  agree-, 
ment,  and  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  the  net  profits  resulting 
from  such  sales  after  the  deductions  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  pro- 
vided for,  the  parties  of  the  first  part  shall  execute  and  deliver  a  full 
and  sufficient  release  of  the  portion  sold  from  the  lien  of  the  mort- 
gage, so  that  a  clear  title  can  be  vested  in  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers. 

6th.  That  of  the  moneys  arising  from  sales  made  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  as  herein  pro- 
vided, a  proportion  equal  to  thirty  cents  per  acre  shall  be  added  to 
and  form  a  part  of  the  fund,  known  and  distinguished  on  the  records 
of  the  Comptrollers  office  as  the  "College  Land  Scrip  Fund,"  and 
the  remainder  shall  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  fund,  to  be 
known  as  the  Cornell  Endowment  Fund,  the  principal  of  which  shall 
forever  remain  unimpaired,  the  income  to  be  from  time  to  time,  and 
as  the  same  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  Legislature,  paid  over  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Cornell  University  to  be  by  them  devoted  to  the 
purposes  of  the  Institution. 

7th.  That  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  agrees  to  pur- 
chase  the  whole  of  the  aforesaid  scrip,  and  select  and  locate  land 
under  and  by  virtue  thereof,  and  execute  mortgages  thereon,  as  here- 
inbefore provided  within  four  years  from  the  date  hereof,  and  that 
he  will  sell  the  said  lands  and  pay  the.  net  profits  arising  from  such 
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Ales,  into  the  treasury  of  this  State  within  ten  years  from  the  date 
liereof,  and  that  until  the  same  shall  be  so  sold  and  the  net  profits 
so  paid,  he  will  pay  all  taxes  which  may  be  assessed  thereon,  and 
piesenre  and  maintain  a  title  thereto  unimpaired,  to  which  the  liens 
created  by  said  mortgages  shall  attach. 

And  if  any  event  shall  occur  making  it  needful  for  the  people  of 
this  State  to  incur  any  expense  to  preserve  the  lien  of  said  mort. 
gages,  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  and 
payment  may  be  enforced  against  him  personally  and  by  the  fore- 
i^osDie  of  any  or  all  of  said  mortgagea 

And  i^  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  hereinbefore  fixed,  any 
of  said  scrip  shall  remain  with  this  State,  or  any  of  said  lands  shall 
lemain  unsold,  the  said  scrip  shall  revert  to  the  people  of  this  State, 
to  be  sold  to  such  persons,  and  for  the  benefit  of  such  institutions, 
18  under  the  act  of  Congress  donating  such  scrip,  the  Legislature 
may  designate ;  and  the  said  mortgages  may  from  time  to  time  be 
fbfedosed  and  the  lands  covered  by  the  same  may  be  sold  for  such 
prices  as  they  may  bring  at  public  sale,  without  any  liability  to  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  for  deficiencies  or  the  inadequacy  of  the 
proceeds  to  reimburse  him  for  the  cost  of  said  scrip,  or  expenses 
incident  to  the  selection,  location,'  or  management  of  said  lands  or 
taxes  thereon. 

The  lieutenant-Govemor  oflFered  the  following  resolution : 

Besolvedf  That  the  draft  of  the  agreement  between  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Land  Office,  of  the  one  part,  and  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell 
of  the  other  part  as  above  read,  be  engrossed  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  Comptroller  executed  on  the  part  of  the  State  by  the  Deputy 
Secretary  of  State,  as  ex-officio  Secretary  of  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Land  Office,  upon  its  due  execution  by  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell  on 
his  part 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office,  held  Sep- 
tember 18,  1866  : 

Present — ^Lieutenant-Governor,  Comptroller,  Treasurer,  Attorney- 
General,  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 

The  Comptroller  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  of  this  Board,  adopted  July  24, 1866, 
providing  for  the  execution  of  an  agreement  with  the  Hon.  Ezra 
Cornell  for  the  sale  to  him  of  the  College  Land  scrip,  held  by  this 
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State,  be  rescinded,  and  that  in  lien  of  said  agreement,  this  Board 
accepts  the  modified  agreement  this  day  submitted,  and  the  Deputy 
Secretary  of  State,  as  ex-ofl5cio  Secretary  of  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Land  Office,  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  said  last  mentioned 
agreement  upon  the  due  execution  by  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell  on  his  part 
On  motion,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

This  agreement  made  this  fourth  day  of  August,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six,  between  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  through 
their  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office,  acting  under  and  by  virtue 
of  chapter  481  of  the  Laws  of  1866,  of  the  first  part,  and  Ezra 
Cornell  of  Ithaca,  New  York,  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth : 

That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agree  to  sell  and 
assign  and  deliver  to  the  party  of  the  second  part,  all  of  the  Agricul- 
tural land  scrip  now  in  the  possession  or  ownership  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  consisting  of  five  thousand  and  eighty-seven  certificatesi 
each  representing  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  on  the  following 
terms  and  conditions : 

1st  That  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  receive  said  scrip 
from  time  to  time  as  the  same  can  be  judiciously  located,  in  parcels 
representing  not  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  acres,  paying  there- 
for into  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  on  its  assignment  and  delivery  to 
him  by  the  Comptroller  at  the  rate  of  thirty  cents  per  acre  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  in 
other  good  and  safe  stocks  or  bonds,  to  be  approved  by  the  Comp- 
troller, and  drawing  not  less  than  five  per  cent  interest  per  annum, 
and  at  the  same  time  depositing  with  the  Comptroller  stocks  or 
bonds  to  be  approved  by  him,  to  an  amount  equal  to  an  additional 
thirty  cents  per  acre,  as  security  for  the  fulfillment,  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  of  the  conditions  of  this  agreement,  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  the  execution  of  a  mortgage  to  the  State  on  the  land  to  be 
entered  and  located  with  said  scrip,  on  the  fulfillment  of  which,  said 
stock  or  bonds  so  deposited  as  security  shall  be  returned  to  said 
party  of  the  second  part. 

2d.  That  whenever  any  parcel  of  scrip  sold  and  delivered  to  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  agreement 
shall  have  been  located  by  him,  or  his  agents,  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  hereby  agrees,  that  he  will,  without  delay,  furnish  to 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  of  this  State,  or  to  some 
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member  thereof,  to  be  designated  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  a 
Aill  and  complete  list  and  description  of  the  land  so  located. 

And  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  within  at  least  sixty  days 
thereafber  and  from  time  to  time  subsequently,  as  may  be  found 
expedient^  fix  a  minimum  valuation  by  quarter  sections  at  which  the 
same  may  be  sold  by  said  party  of  the  second  part 

And  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  agrees,  that  he  will 
annually  and  from  time  to  time,  whenever  required  by  the  Commis- 
siooeia  of  the  Land  Office,  render  for  their  information  to  the  Comp- 
troller a  full,  just  and  true  account  of  all  sales  and  leases  made  by 
huDy  said  report  to  be  made  in  such  form  and  under  such  oath  as  the 
Comptroller  shall  direct,  and  will  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State 
the  whole  of  the  net  profits  arising  therefrom,  which  shall  be  ascer- 
tained by  deducting  from  the  giross  receipts  on  sales  the  original  cost  of 
thirty  cents  per  acre,  the  cost  and  expenses  attending  the  location, 
management  and  sale  of  said  lands,  the  taxes  assessed  and  paid  on  the 
same  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  and  the  interest  at  the  rate  of 
seven  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  several  amounts  actually  expended 
and  liabilities  incurred  for  such  purposes.     But  it  is  expressly 
agreed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  that  he  will  not  sell  any  por- 
tion of  said  lands  at  a  price  below  the  minimum  valuation  thereon, 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Land  Office,  without  first  obtaining  their  consent  to  do  so  in  writing. 
Sd.  That  the  stipulation  and  conditions  of  this  agreement  shall 
apply  to  each  and  every  parcel  of  scrip  assigned  and  delivered  to 
laid  party  of  the  second  part  under  this  agreement,  and  the  Comp- 
troller shall  defer  or  suspend  further  assignments  and  deliveries  of 
scrip  whenever  the  party  of  the  second  part  fails  to  perform  such 
stipulations  and  conditions,  in  respect  to  any  scrip  sold  and  delivered 
to  him  under  this  agreement,  until  they  have  been  complied  with. 

Except,  nevertheless,  that  stocks  or  bonds  as  security  for  the  return 
and  mortgage  of  lands  located  under  scrip  to  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  shall  in  no  case  be  required  when  there  shall  remain  in  the 
hands  of  the  Comptroller  by  virtue  of  this  agreement,  mortgaged 
lands  not  released,  equal  in  quality  to  the  scrip  which  may  be  issued 
to  the  party  of  the  second  part  and  remain  not  located  and  mort- 
gaged as  provided  by  this  agreement. 

4th.  That  as  oflen  as  and  whenever  the  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  furnish  a  description  of  any  of  the  land  selected  and  located 
hj  him  ander  and  by  virtue  of  said  scrip  he  shall  immediately  exe- 
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cute  a  mortgage  tbereon  to  the  People  of  this  State,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Attorney-General,  conditioned  that  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  will  fully  keep  and  perform  each  and  every  of  the  terms 
and  conditions  which  by  this  agreement  he  is  required  to  do,  keep 
and  perform. 

And  this  'agreement  is  declared  to  be  a  continuing  agreement, 
and  a  suit  or  suits  at  law,  or  in  equity  may  be  from  time  to  time 
instituted  and  maintained  thereon,  and  upon  any  or  all  of  said  mort- 
gages for  any  violation  of  such  terms  and  conditions  whenever  such 
violation  may  occur. 

Said  mortgages  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Comptroller,  or  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office. 

5th.  Whenever  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  sell  or  dispose 
of  any  section  of  the  land  acquired  by  him,  under  this  agreement, 
and  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State  the  net  profits  resulting  from 
such  sale,  after  the  deductions  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  provided 
for,  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  party 
of  the  second  part  a  full  and  sufficient  release  of  the  portion  sold 
from  the  lien  of  the  mortgage,  so  that  a  clear  title  can  be  vested  in 
the  purchaser  or  purchasers. 

6th.  That  of  the  moneys  arising  from  sales  or  leases  made  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasiiry  as  herein 
provided,  a  proportion  equal  to  thirty  cents  per  acre  shall  be  added 
to  and  form  a  part  of  the  fund  known  and  designated  on  the  records 
of  the  Comptroller's  Office  as  the  "College  Land  Scrip  Fund;"  and 
the  remainder  shall  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  fund,  which 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  "  Cornell  University,"  to  be  knows  as 
the  "  Cornell  Endowment  Fund,"  the  principal  of  which  shall  for- 
ever remain  unimpaired,  the  income  to  be  annually  appropriated  by 
the  Legislature  and  paid  over  from  time  to  time  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Cornell  University  to  be  by  them  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  the 
Institution. 

7th.  That  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  further  agrees  to  pur- 
chase the  whole  of  the  aforesaid  scrip,  and  select  and  locate  lands 
under  and  by  virtue  thereof,  and  execute  mortgages  thereon  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  within  four  years  from  the  date  hereof,  and 
that  he  will  sell  the  lands  within  twenty  years  from  date,  and 
pay  the  net  profits  arising  from  such  sales  into  the  Treasury  of  this 
State,  and  that  until  the  same  shall  be  sold  and  the  net  profits  so 
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piid,  he  will  pay  all  taxes  which  may  be  assessed  thereon  and  pre- 
senre  and  maintaiii  a  title  thereto  unimpaired,  to  which  the  liens 
created  by  said  mortgages  shall  attach. 

And  if  any  event  shall  occur  making  it  needful  for  the  people  of 
this  State  to  incur  any  expense  to  preserve  the  lien  of  said  mort- 
gages, the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of 
aaidlanda 

And  if  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  four  years  herein- 
before fixed,  any  of  said  scrip  shall  remain  with  this  State  and  not 
have  been  paid  for  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  the  same  shall 
be  released  thereafter  from  the  conditions  and  stipulations  of  this 
agreement 

Hod.  Ezra  Cornell  made  the  following  application : 

I  apply  for  such  temporary  modification  of  my  agreement  with 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Ofiice,  in  relation  to  the  College 
Luid  serip,  so  that  for  the  present  the  Comptroller  will  receive  an 
angnment  of  Land  Seceiver's  certificates  in  lieu  of  a  mortgage  on 
the  lands  to  be  patented  to  me  on  such  certificates.

The  Attorney-General  offered  the  following  resolution: 
JSesohedf  That  in  order  to  facilitate  the  location  of  the  Land  scrip 
eontracted  to  be  sold  to  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell  (reference  being  had  to 
the  agreement  made  with  him)  the  Comptroller  is  authorized  to 
receive  an  assignment  of  Land  certificates,  mentioned  in  above  pro- 
position to  the  extent  of  100,000  acres,  to  be  held  temporarily  in 
lieu  of  a  mortgage  thereon,  and  as  and  for  a  mortgage,  until  patents 
can  be  obtained  therefor,  and  the  same  may  be  mortgaged  by  said 
Cdmell,  as  provided  by  his  agreement. 
On  motion,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office,  held  May 

15,1867: 
Prestnt — ^Lieutenan^Govemor,  Secretary  of  State,   Comptroller, 

Treasurer, 
The  Comptroller  offered  the  following  resolution : 
Resolved^  That  the  resolution  offered  by  the  Attorney-Gen.eral,  on 
the  application  of  the  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell,  and  adopted  by  the  Board, 
on  the  18th  day  of  September,  1866,  authorizing  the  Comptroller  to 
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issue  to  the  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell,  land  scrip  representing  100,000 
acres,  on  receiving  from  him  an  assignment  of  an  equal  amount  of 
certificates  of  location,  be  extended  so  as  to  cover  an  additional 
100,000  acres,  for  the  purpose,  and  on  the  conditions  set  forth  in 
said  resolution. 

On  this  resolution,  the  roll  was  called,  and  all  present  answering 
in  the  affirmative,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office,  held  June 

18, 1867 : 

Present — Secretary  of  State,  Comptroller,  Treasurer,  Attorney- 
General,  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Speaker  of  Assembly. 

The  Secretary  of  State  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Besblved,  That  the  Comptroller  be  advised  and  authorized  to  re- 
ceive the  personal  bonds  of  the  Hon.  Ezra  Cornell  for  the  Land  Scrip 
contracted  to  be  sold  to  him  by  virtue  of  chapter  481  of  the  Laws  of 
1866,  as  the  same  shall  hereafter  be  issued  to  him,  to  the  amount 
of  thirty  cents  per  acre,  drawing  not  less  than  five  per  cent  interest 
Such  bonds  to  be  secured  by  the  assignment  of  all  land  scrip  issued 
to  him  and  heretofore  located,  and  all  other  scrip  to  be  hereafter 
issued  so  soon  as  located,  or  by  mortgage  of  the  lands  so  located 
whenever  patents  shall  be  obtained  therefor.  Such  assignments  to 
be  held,  also,  in  lieu  of  the  mortgages,  provided  for  in  the  agree- 
ment between  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  and  said 
Cornell,  bearing  date  on  the  fourth  day  of  August,  1866. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  foregoing  extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Land  Office,  give  the  proceedings  of  that  Board  under  the  act  of 
1866,  down  to  the  present  time.  It  only  remains  to  explain  certain 
portions  of  the  agreement  of  August  4th,  that  may  appear  in  conflict 
with  the  act  of  Congress,  and  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State. 

1st  The  first  section  of  the  act  of  1866,  provides  that  "  the  whole 
net  avails  and  profits  from  the  sale  of  scrip  or  the  location  and  use 
of  the  said  lands,  or  of  the  lands  located  under  said  scrip,  shall  from 
time  to  time,  as  such  net  avails  or  profits  are  received,  be  paid  over 
and  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  such  Institution  or  Institutions  as 
have  been  or  shall  be  created  under  the  act,  chap.  585  of  the  Laws  of 
1865,  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned.*' Considered  separately,  the  Legislature  would  appear  to 
have  retained  under  this  clause  large  discretionary  powers,  in  the 
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of  the  profits  arising  from  ^ales.    Taken,  however,  in 
eoniiectioii  with  the  exclasive  grant  of  these  profits  to  the  Cornell 
TTiuTeTnty  by  the  act  of  1866,  on  conditions  that  had  been  fullj 
complied  with,  bj  the  founder  of  that  Institution,  it  could  not  be 
eonstraed  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  previous  law,  without  impairing 
the  oUigatioii  of  a  contract    Believing  this  to  be  the  equitable  and 
fidr  eoostruction  of  the  clause  and  that  it  must  be  sustained  by  the 
courts  on  any  question  that  might  arise,  the  Commissioners  decided 
to  admit  into  the  agreement  with  Mr.  Cornell,  the  provision  which 
limiti  the  application  of  the  net  profits  when  paid  into  the  treasury 
to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Institution  which  by  the  failure  of  the 
People's  Collie  had  become  entitled  to  them  by  the  act  of  1865. 
An  additional  reason  for  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners 
was  drawn  from  the  consideration  that  by  no  possibility  could  the 
pfovistODS  of  the  act  of  1866,  appropriating  the  avails  of  the  lands 
sold  '^la  such  Institution  or  Institutions  as  have  been  or  shall  be 
created  by  the  act,  chapter  585,*'  be  so  construed  as  to  cover  any 
loititations  except  those  mentioned  therein,  because  the  act  contained 
no  provision  for  the  creation  of  others,  and  of  those  mentioned,  the 
People's  College  having  failed  to  comply  with  the  terms  imposed, 
the  Cornell  University  had  become  the  sole  beneficiary  of  the  grant 
2d.  By  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  it  is  provided, 
"That  in  no  case  shall  any  State  to  which  land  scrip  may  be  issued, 
be  allowed  to  locate  the  same  within  the  limits  of  any  other  State  or 
of  any  territory  of  the  United  States,  but  their  assigns  may  locate 
the  said  land  scrip  upon  any  of  the  unappropriated  lands  of  the 
United  States,  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents,  or  less,  per  acre."    In  deciding  on  the  security  to 
be  taken  for  the  performance  of  the  agreement,  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Land  Office  were  of  the  opinion,  that  in  view  of  the  importance 
of  the  transaction,  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  time  that  would  be 
required  to  complete  it,  no  form  of  personal  security  was  admissible, 
bat  that  a  mortgage  should  be  required  on  the  lands  as  located.    The 
only  question  that  arose  here,  was  as  to  the  effect  of  a  foreclosure  of 
the  mortgage,  and  the  possible  acquisition  of  title  by  the  State  under 
soch  a  procedure.    Could  it  in  any  sense  be  considered  an  evasion 
of  the  prohibition  contained  in  the  act  of  Congress  7    The  conclu- 
sion was  that  it  could  not,  when  it  resulted  from  the  enforcement  of 
I  lawful  remedy,  and  if  otherwise,  that  the  difficulty  would  be 
aroided  by  a  sale  to  other  parties,  or  to  some  person  to  hold  as 
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trustee  for  the  State.  The  qiiestioD,  howeyer,  is  not  likely  to  be  a 
practical  one,  in  view  of  a  resolution  of  the  CommiaBioners  of  the 
Land  Office,  passed  September  18,  1866,  providing  for  a  substitu- 
tion of  assignments  of  certificates  of  location  instead  of  a  mortgage 
security. 

Sd.  By  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  the  monies 
derived  from  sales  of  the  lands  donated,  are  to  form  a  perpetual 
fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished ;  and 
by  the  fifth  section,  "  no  portion  of  said  fund,  nor  the  interest 
thereon,  shall  be  applied  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  purchase,  ereo* 
tion,  preservation  or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings."  la 
deciding  what  portion  of  the  income  of  the  money  paid  into  the 
Treasury  under  the  agreement  with  Mr.  Cornell,  would  be  subject  to 
this  limitation  as  to  its  use  'and  application,  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Land  Office  assumed  that  the  prohibition  applied  only  to  the  pur- 
chase money  received  by  the  State  on  a  sale  of  the  scrip,  and  that 
the  ultimate  profits  to  be  derived  from  the  location  and  sale  of  the 
Jands  by  the  purchaser,  formed  no  part  of  the  purchase  money,  and 
need  not  therefore  be  included.  The  nominal  price,  however,  whidi 
was  fixed  on  the  scrip  by  the  act  of  1866,  and  for  which  it  was  sold, 
in  consideration  of  the  stipulation  to  pay  over  the  net  profits,  being 
less  than  the  market  rates,  it  was  stipulated  in  the  sixth  section  of 
the  agreement  that  an  additional  thirty  cents  per  acre  from  the  net 
profits,  should,  when  such  profits  were  paid  into  the  Treasury,  be 
added  to  the  purchase  money,  thus  increasing  the  price  to  sixty  cents 
per  acre,  the  current  rate  for  the  scrip,  at  the  date  of  the  transaction, 
and  limiting  the  purposes  to  which  it  may  be  applied  in  conformity 
with  the  terms  of  the  grant  by  Congresa 

4th.  It  will  be  noticed  that  by  the  resolutions  of  the  Commission- 
ers  of  the  Land  Office  of  September  18th,  1866,  and  May  15th  1867, 
the  Comptroller  was  authorized  to  receive  assignments  of  certificates 
of  location  as  security  for  the  performance  of  the  agreement,  instead 
of  mortgages  as  therein  provided.  This  modification  was  made  on 
the  application  of  Mr.  Cornell,  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  taking  out 
patents  for  the  lands  as  located,  which  it  would  have  been  necessary 
to  do,  before  mortgages  could  be  executed,  thus  occasioning  delay  in 
the  locating  of  the  scrip,  as  under  the  agreement  it  is  required  that  a 
mortgage  shall  be  executed  on  each  parcel  of  scrip  delivered  to  the 
purchaser,  before  the  delivery  to  him  of  an  additional  quantity. 
By  substituting  an  assignment  of  ceitificates  of  location  issued  by

ibe  BegisteiB  of  the  Land  Office  on  the  selection  of  the  lands,  with- 
oat  awaiting  the  fonnal  issue  of  patents,  the  process  of  locating  was 
hastened^  withoat,  it  is  believed,  in  any  way  impairing  the  security. 
The  scrip  is  issued  no  &ster  than  certificates  of  location  are  assigned, 
and  such  certificates  are  worth  a  sum  in  excess  of  an  equal  quantity 
of  scrip,  represented  by  the  cost  and  expenses  of  location.  Practi- 
cally the  scrip  is  returned  to  the  State  in  a  new  form  and  increased 
in  yalua 

6th.  By  the  act  of  1866,  it  is  provided  that  the  net  avails  of  the 
lands  "shall  from  time  to  time,  as  such  net  avails  or  profits  are 
received,  be  paid  over  and  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  such  insti- 
tation  or  institutions  as  ,have  been  or  shall  be  created  by  the  act, 
chap.  686,  Laws  of  1865.''  A  question  arose  here,  whether  under 
this  dause  these  net  profits  should  be  required  to  be  paid  into  the 
tretsury  of  the  State,  or  whether  by  the  terms  of  the  act,  any  part 
of  them  could  be  permitted  to  pass  under  the  control  and  guardian- 
flhip  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University.  The  Commissioners  of  the 
Ltnd  Office  after  due  consideration,  decided  that  they  must  be  paid 
into  the  treasury,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  following  letter  from 
the  Comptroller  to  Mr.  Cornell,  to  which  he  refers  in  his  communi- 
cation of  Jane  9th,  1866,  which  has  been  already  given  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office.

DsAB  Sir — Since  my  interview  with  you  on  the  subject  of  the 
disposal  of  the  College  Land  scrip,  I  have  carefully  considered  the 
provisions  of  the  act,  chapter  481,  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  and  have  come  to  the  following  conclusions : 

1st  That  the  direction  to  fix  the  price  and  sell,  given  in  the  act  is 
not  mandatory,  but  allows  the  Comptroller  to  exercise  discretionary 
powers. 

2d.  That  there  is  no  power  given  to  sell,  at  any  price,  except  to 
persons  who  will  agree  to  account  for  and  devote  the  avails  '^  to  the 
purposes  of  such  institution  or  institutions  as  have  been  or  shall  be 
created  by  the  act,  chapter  585  Laws  of  1865." 
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Sd.  That  if  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  that  the  n^t  amis 
of  the  scrip  or  any  portion  of  it  should  be  plaoed  under  the  control 
and  management  of  any  person  or  corporate  bodj^  instead  of  in  the 
treasury  of  the  State,  the  language  of  the  act  fails  to  express  it 

4th.  That  as  neither  the  State  nor  any  person  or  body  corporate 
is  expressly  made  the  custodian  of  the  avails  of  the  scrip,  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Legislature  in  respect  to  the  caria  and  custody  of  them 
can  only  be  inferred. 

5th.  That  the  inference  that  it  was  intended  the  avails  should  be 
placed  in  the  treasury  arises  naturally  fron  a  consideration  of  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress,  with  which  it  may  fairly  be  pre- 
sumed the  legislation  of  this  State  is  to  harmonize. 

6th.  That  to  allow  the  avails  or  any  portion  of  them  to  pass  into 
other  hands,  would  be  so  clearly  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  Congress  referred  to,  that  if  it  was  intended  to  make  such 
a  disposal  of  them,  it  should  have  been  expressly  stated  in  the  act, 
and  not  left  to  be  inferred. 

7th.  That  aside  from  other  considerations,  the  safety  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  avails  of  the  scrip  as  a  fund  to  be  devoted  to  the  cause 
of  education,  would  be  more  fully  provided  fpr  by  placing  it  in  the 
treasury  of  the  State,  the  income  to  be  drawn  therefrom  only  on 
appropriations  made  by  law,  than  by  passing  it  over  to  a  body  cor* 
porate  where,  from  the  changes  occurring  from  deaths,  resignations  or 
otherwise,  there  could  be  no  assurance  of  a  fixed  and  definite 
policy  in  regard  to  its  use,  and  when,  if  used  contrary  to  the  objects 
and  purposes  contemplated  in  the  acts  of  Congress  and  of  the  Legis: 
lature  of  this  State,  the  remedy  would,  to  say  the  least,  be  uncertain 
and  incomplete. 

It  is  perhaps  unnecessary  to  add  that  in  arriving  at  these  conclu- 
sions, and  proposing  as  I  do  to  make  them  the  basis  of  my  action 
under  the  law,  I  am  governed  by  no  other  consideration  than  a 
desire  to  aid  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  great  work  which  you 
have  undertaken.  In  my  opinion  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  the 
fund  which  is  to  form  the  main  endowment  of  the  University  should 
be  realized  as  sooil  as  practicable,  by  a  location  of  the  scrip  and  a 
sale  of  the  lands;  so  far  I  am  confident  you  will  agree  with  me,  the 
only  question  where  there  can  be  any  difference  is,  as  to  the  custody 
of  the  avails  thereafter,  so  far  as  the  income  is  concerned ;  it  can  be 
of  no  practical  importance  to  the  friends  of  the  University,  whether 
it  be  derived  from  investments  under  the  control  of  the  State  or  of 
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the  Tnulees ;  in  either  case  it  must  go  to  the  support  of  the  Insti- 

tQtioii ;  nor  oun  the  question  of*  the  custody  and  control  of  the  prin- 

eiptl  be  of  any  more  practical  importance  except  on  the  supposition 

that  if  tamed  over  to  the  Trustees  under  the  act  of  the  last  session  it 

might  perimps  be  used  for  purposes  not  contemplated  in  the  grant  by 

Congress.    On  this  Tiew  of  the  question,  I  am  hopeful  that  as  you 

ha¥e  a  greater  interest  in  the  formation  of  a  permanent  and  ample 

endowment  for  the  Institution  than  any  other  individual,  we  may 

agree  on  some  plan  under  which  you  can  become  the  purchaser  of 

the  scrip  held  by  the  State,  with  such  provision  as  to  the  disposal 

cS,  the  proceeds  as  will  conform  with  what  I  conceive  to  be  the 

xeqnirements  of  the  law.

6th.  There  has  been  delivered  to  Mr.  Cornell  since  the  date  of  the 
agreement,  scrip  representing  288^000  acres,  100,000  acres  under 
tbe  original  agreement  of  August  4th,  1866,  and  188,000  acres 
voder  the  agreement  as  modified  by  the  resolutions  of  the  Commis- 
ooners  of  the  Land  office  of  September  18th,  1866,  and  May  15th, 
IB67.  For  the  thirty  cents  per  acre  on  the  first  100,000  acres,  (he 
bond  of  Mr.  Cornell  was  accepted,  secured  by  the  deposit  of  $80,000 
of  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Com- 
pany, and  a  further  deposit  of  $27,000  of  these  bonds  was  required 
ii*8ecurity  for  the  performance  by  Mr.  Cornell  of  the  conditions  of 
tbe  agreen:ent  with  respect  to  executing  a  mortgage.  For  the  re- 
maining 188,000  acres  the  State  holds  by  assignment,  certificates 
of  location  representing  an  equal  amount,  and  the  personal  bonds  of 
Mr.  Cornell  for  the  thirty  cents  per  acre,  received  without  collaterals 
in  oonformi^  with  tbe  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land 
Oflfee  of  June  18, 1867.  The  object  of  this  resolution  was  to  relieve 
the  purchaser  from  the  obligation  to  pay  the  thirty  cents  per  acre  in 
cash,  in  view  of  the  large  advances  necessary  to  be  made  by  him 
from  time  to  time  in  the  location  of  the  scrip,  and  for  other  expenses 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  several  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
As  the  certificates  of  location  represent  the  full  value  of  the  scrip 
whatever  that  may  be,  increased  by  tbe  cost  of  location,  the  State 
cannot  in  any  event  lose  by  an  arrangement,  under  which  the  one  is 
exchanged  for  the  other,  acre  for  acre,  and  the  payment  of  the  thirty 
cents  per  acre  merely  suspended  until  the  lands  are  sold. 
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7tb.  By  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  it  is  provided, 
'^  That  all  the  expenses  of  management,  superintendence  and  taxes 
from  date  of  selection  of  siud  lands  previous  to  their  sale,  and  all  ex- 
penses incarred  in  the  management  and  disbursement  of  the  moneys 
which  may  bo  received  therefrom,  shall  be  paid  by  the  States  to 
which  they  may  belong,  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  States,  so  that 
'  the  entire  proceeds '  of  the  sale  of  the  said  lands  shall  be  applied 
without  any  diminution  whatever,  to  the  purposes  hereinafter  men* 
tioned."  This  provision  is  substantially  incorporated  in  the  act  of 
May  5,  1863,  although  it  would  seem  to  have  no  application  to  a 
simple  sale  of  scrip,  and  to  be  limited  in  its  operation  to  Stat^ 
selecting  lands  open  to  entry  within  their  own  limits,  instead  of 
receiving  land  scrip.  In  the  one  case,  there  would  be  the  expenses 
of  selection,  management  and  sale,  to  be  provided  for ;  in  the  other, 
there  might  not  be  any  expenses  whatever. 

Whether  it  will  become  necessary  hereafter  to  advance  out  of  the 
treasury  the  cost  attending  the  selection,  management  and  sale  of 
the  lands  entered  with  the  scrip  received  under  the  act  of  Congress, 
will  depend  upon  whether  such  a  transaction  as  that  authorized  by 
the  act  of  1866,  is  to  be  considered  a  sale,  or  an  agency  with  a  trans- 
fer of  title,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  object  in  view.  K 
the  former,  it  would  appear  that  these  expenses  may  be  paid  as  pro* 
vided  for  in  the  agreement  with  Mr.  Cornell,  from  the  moneys 
received  on  sales,  without  evading  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress. J£  the  latter,  the  ''  entire  proceeds ''  of  such  sales,  without 
any  deduction,  would  have  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  and  the 
expenses  provided  for  in  some  other  way.  On  the  first  supposition, 
in  conformity  with  which,  it  will  be  seen  by  the  agreement,  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  have  acted,  the  avails  of  the  scrip 
coming  into  the  treasury,  would  be  decreased  in  amount  On  the 
second,  they  would  be  increased,  but  at  the  cost  of  the  General 
Fund. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  respectfully  suggested,  that  there  should  be 
some  constitutional  guarantee  of  the  inviolability  of  the  fund  con- 
templated by  the  act  of  1866,  and  of  its  application  to  the  objects 
and  purposes  mentioned  in  the  act  of  1865,  so  far,  at  least,  as  such 
a  guarantee  can  be  properly  extended  to  a  contract  not  yet  fulfilled.

Hon.  William  A.  Wheeler,  President  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
ventwn: 

Sib — ^Paranant  to  a  resolution  of  tbe  Convention,  27th  ultimo, 
I  herewith  transmit  a  list  of  applications  for  pardons,  stating  the 
natore  of  the  offenses  in  classes,  and  the  place  of  confinement  The 
infimnation  sought  had  not  before  been  compiled  or  tabulated,  and 
it  became  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  the  inquiry  to  make  minute 
inyestigation  of  all  the  pardon  records  of  the  Executive  Department, 
requiring  considerable  time. 

As  will  be  observed,  the  table  presented  is  defective  in  respect  of 
die  years  1847  and  1848 ;  1855  and  1856,  of  which  there  are  no 
pttdoQ  records  in  this  department. 
Vol.  in.  21 
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It  may  be  further  remarked,  that  the  records  of  1869  and  1860| 
do  not  disclose  an  aggregate  proper  for  comparison  with  the  aggre- 
gates  of  other  years,  for  the  reason  that  during  those  years  the  inter- 
views of  the  Governor  with  convicts  at  the  annual  visitations  of  the 
prisons,  were  noted  and  entered  as  applications  for  pardons.  In 
other  years  the  memoranda  of  such  interviews  have  not  been  entered 
in  the  Begbters  of  Applications ;  consequently,  the  aggregates  of 
these  two  years  are  too  great  for  the  purpose  of  comparison,  to  the 
extent  of  the  number  of  visitation  interviews  recorded ;  and,  there- 
fore, deducted  at  the  foot  of  that  part  of  the  table  devoted  to  those 
years.  Thus,  it  will  be  seen,  the  aggregates  of  all  the  years  are 
made  comparable,  while  the  table  shows  the  true  state  of  the 
records.  Had  my  interviews  with  convicts  during  the  years  1885 
and  1866  been  included  as  applications  for  pardons  in  the  tabular 
statement  of  those  years,  the  totals  of  applications  would  have  been 
increased  by  hundreds. 

In  this  connection,  it  seems  proper  to  add  that  the  number  of 
applications  yearly  made,  affords  a  very  inadequate  idea  of  the  labor 
imposed  upon  the  Chief  Executive  officer  of  the  State  by  his  inves- 
titure with  the  pardoning  power.  An  application  for  pardon, 
although  denied,  still  remains  on  file  as  an  open  case,  until 
the  sentence  has  become  satisfied,  either  by  its  expiration  or 
by  the  death  or  discharge  of  the  convict.  And  while  open, 
each  application  is  subject  to  be  reviewed  at  any  time  because 
of  the  addition  of  new  matter  or  the  solicitation  of  those  whose  heart- 
felt interest  will  demand  renewed  attention.  Thus,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1866  there  were  on  file  392  open  cases ;  and  there  were 
during  the  year  467  additional  cases  presented,  making  a  total  of 
859  applications,  each  of  which  demanded  the  executive  attention, 
at  least  once,  and  many  of  them  required  repeated  reviewal,  because 
of  additional  documentary  and  oral  representations  The  applica- 
tions filed  during  that  year,  as  in  other  years,  constituted  little  if 
any  more  than  one-half  of  the  number  which  the  Governor  was 
called  upon  to  decide.  If  to  this  is  added  the  annual  visitation  to 
the  State  prisons,  the  duties  imposed  on  the  Governor  in  this  depart* 
ment  of  the  public  service  may  be  quite  correctly  estimated. 

As  will  be  inferred,  the  applications  yearly  made  furnish  no  data 
of  the  proportion  between  applications  made  and  pardons  granted. 
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To  aaoertain  this  propoltioD,  the  whole  number  of  open  cases,  and 
not  the  cases  filed  in  any  one  year,  should  be  made  the  basis  for 
calculation.  I  regret  that  owing  to  the  manner  in  which  the  records 
hare  been  kept^  I  am  unable  to  furnish  the  number  of  re-examina- 
tions of  cases  on  file  daring  each  year.

Articles  of  agreement,  made  and  concluded  this  nineteenth  day 
of  September,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  between 
Edwin  H.  French,  of  the  village  of  Fulton,  county  of  Oswego,  of 
the  first  part,  and  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  of  the  second 
part,  whereby  it  is  covenanted  and  agreed  as  follows : 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  do  hereby  covenant  and  agree 
that  he  will,  for  the  term  of  three  and  one-fourth  years  from  the  first 
day  of  October  next,  furnish  and  keep  on  hand  all  the  materials 
necessary,  which  shall  be  of  sound  and  good  quality,  and  perform  all 
the  labor  necessary  to  put  and  to  keep  in  good  repair,  and  well  bot- 
tomed out  to  its  original  base  or  bottom^  line  and  width  of  prism, 
free  from  obstructions,  and  in  good  navigable  condition,  at  all  times 
during  the  season  of  navigation,  and  reconstruct  and  relay  all  slope, 
vertical,  pavement  walls  and  docking,  and  to  break  the  ice  in  the 
canal,  to  the  extent  that  the  Canal  Commissioner  in  charge  may 
require,  to  facilitate  the  passage  of  boats,  towards  the  close  of  naviga- 
tion, all  that  portion  of  the  Erie  Canal  known  and  distinguished  as 
Superintendent  Section,  No.  5,  extending  from  the  head  of  Lock  No. 
45  to  the  east  bank  of  the  Oneida  Lake  Canal,  at  Higginsville ;  also 
including  its  banks  and  tow-path,  walls,  pavement,  docking,  locks 
(except  weigh-locks,)  aqueducts,  dams,  bridges,  basins,  side-cuts, 
guard-banks,  feeders,  reservoirs,  culverts,  waste-weirs,  creeks,  chan- 
nels, ditches,  lock  and  watch  houses,  and  every  other  structure  or 
thing,  of  whatever  name  or  designation,  connected  therewith ;  and 
to  construct  or  reconstruct  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Canal  Commis- 
sioner in  charge,  the  same  shall  become  necessary,  and  on  such  plan 
as  the  said  Commissioner  shall  direct,  any  of  the  bridges  or  other 
mechanical  structures  which  are  now  out  of  repair,  or  which  may 
fail  or  require  reconstruction  during  the  period  of  this  contract 
(except  as  hereinafter  stated ; )  but  when  the  same  shall  be  more 
expensive  than  it  would  be  if  constructed  according  to  the  original 
plan,  the  party  of  the  first  part  is  to  be  paid  the  difference,  but 
which  shall  only  be  paid  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Division  Engi- 
neer of  the  Eastern  Division,  that  he  has  examined  the  location,  and 
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made  the  estimate  by  which  the  said  difference  was  ascertained,  and 
that  it  is  a  proper  and  reasonable  charge  for  such  extra  cost 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  provisions  of  this  contract  for 
payment  of  the  difference,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Division  Engi- 
neer, between  the  cost  of  a  structure  or  work,  according  to  the 
original  plan  and  the  plan  as  it  may  be  changed,  shall  not  apply  to 
any  case  where,  by  the  notice  of  letting  or  notices  posted  and 
annexed  to  the  contract,  such  change  of  plan  is  contemplated  or 
indicated ;  and  that  in  such  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  ishall 
make  the  structure  or  work  in  accordance  with  the  change  so  con- 
templated or  indicated  without  any  other  compensation  than  the 
Qsnal  compensation  provided  by  this  contract 

In  all  cases  of  breaches  in  the  banks  or  failure  of  any  of  the 
stractores  on  the  said  section,  or  any  other  casualty  which  does  now 
or  may  obstruct  navigation,  the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  give 
immediate  notice  to  the  Commissioner  in  charge  and  the  Auditor  of 
ike  Canal  Department,  and  to  employ  such  force  upon  its  repair  or 
reconstruction  as  will  ensure  its  completion  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  to  the  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  party  of  the  first  part, 
under  this  clause  of  the  contract  And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the 
Canal  Commissioner  in  charge  shall  have  power  to  direct  the  number 
of  men,  teams  and  implements  that  he  may  deem  necessary  to  be 
employed  or  purchased  to  use  in  making  such  repair  or  reconstruc- 
tion ;  and  in  all  cases  the  work  of  repair  or  reconstruction  shall  be 
dene  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  aforesaid  Canal 
Commissioner;  and  all  damages  that  may  accrue  from  entering 
upon  lands  to  obtain  materials,  together  with  the  cost  of  the  mate- 
rials, for  such  repairs  or  reconstruction,  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
appraisal  of  the  Canal  Appraisers,  or  settled  by  the  Commissioner,  as 
now  provided  by  law,  and  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  or  first  to 
become  due  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  on  this  contract,  afiier  such 
appraisal,  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  unless  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  previously  adjust  the  said  damages  by  an  amicable 
settlement  with  the  claimants.  And  it  is  further  mutually  agreed 
between  the  parties  hereto,  that  in  case  the  actual  expense  of 
repairing  any  breach  which  may  occur  upon  any  part  of  the  canal, 
nde-cuts,  locks  or  feeders,  embraced  in  this  contract,  or  any  struc- 
ture connected  therewith,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  the  whole  of  such  excess  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the 
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second  part,  and  the  repairs  involving  such  excess  shall  he  done 
under  the  directions  of  the  Commissioner  in  charge. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  (except  as  modified  in 
the  general  notice)  to  have  the  locks,  waste-weirs  and*  feeders  on  the 
said  section  well  and  properly  attended,  the  locks  to  bo  attended 
night  and  day  through  the  season  of  navigation,  and  to  have  good 
and  sufficient  lights  at  the  locks  at  all  times  during  the  nigbt. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  give  prompt 
and  sufficient  assistance  to  boats  or  floats  obstructed  by  bars,  or  low 
water,  or  "jams"  or  boats  in  the  canal,  or  any  navagable  feeder  em- 
braced in  this  contract,  and  to  assist  the  unloading  of  sunken  boats, 
.without  charge,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Superintendent  is 
required  to  do  under  section  No.  26  of  the  Canal  Begulations  of  1858. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  cause  all 
Canada  thistles  and  other  noxious  weeds  growing  on  the  banks  of 
the  canal,  to  the  width  Owned  by  the  State,  to  be  cut  down  twice  in 
each  and  every  year — once  between  the  fifteenth  day  ^f  June  and 
the  first  day  of  July,  and  once  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  August 
and  first  day  of  September.  Also  to  cause  all  dead  horses  and 
other  animals  found  in  the  canal,  or  in  or  upon  any  structure  or 
work  belonging  thereto,  to  be  promptly  removed  therefrom,  and 
buried  or  otherwise  properly  disposed  of. 

It  is  agreed,  further,  between  the  parties  to  this  contract,  that  the 
party  of  the  first  part  may  prosecute  offenders  for  violations  of  the 
Canal  Laws  and  Begulations  committed  upon  that  portion  of  the 
canal  or  other  works  embraced  in  this  contract,  or  upon  any  stroo* 
ture  connected  therewith,  and  recover  the  same  penalties  imposed  by 
law  or  any  existing  resolution  of  the  Canal  Board  as  might  .have 
been  recovered  for  like  offenses  if  prosecuted  by  a  Canal  Superin- 
tendent; and  the  amount  of  such  penalties  recovered  shall  be 
accounted  for  to  the  State  (except  in  ca^es  hereiuafter  provided),  by 
deducting  from  monthly  payments  to  said  party  of  the  first  port; 
but  said  party  of  the  first  part  may  sue  in  his  own  name,  and 
recover  to  his  own  use  the  actual  damages  he  may  have  sustained  in 
consequence  of  such  trespass. 

It  is  agreed,  further,  between  the  parties  to  this  contract,  that  the 
party  of  the  first  part  shall,  at  all  times,  enforce  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions made  with  reference  to  driving  horses  or  cattle  upon  the 
towing  path  of  the  canal,  and  that  any  penalty  that  may  be  recov- 
ered by  virtue  of  such  laws  or  regulations,  shall  belong  to  the  said 
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party  of  the  first  part  The  party  of  the  first  part  shall  also  prose- 
cute and  recover  to  his  own  use  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  of 
zegulatioBS  in  reference  to  throwing  or  discharging  any  filth,  dead 
animids  or  putrid  substance  in  the  canal. 

The  material/boats,  tools  and  implements  belonging  to  the  State, 
vhich  are  specifllsd  in  the  annexed  schedule  as  being  upon  or  belong* 
ing  io  that  portion  of  the  canal  embraced  in  this  contract,  and  which 
amounts  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  three  thousand  six  hundred 
and  fimr  dollars  and  ■f^\y  shall  be  received  and  taken  charge  of  by 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  when  paid  for,  shall  become  the  prop- 
estj  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part ;  such  payment  shall  be 
made  in  eash,  at  the  time  of  signing  this  contract 

Aad  it  is  fuither  agreed,  that  the  work  embraced  in  this  contract 
shall  be  performed  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Canal  Com- 
miflBioDer  in  charge,  and  at  such  times  and  seasons,  at  such  places  in 
the  work,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  aforesaid  Commissioner  shall 
direct ;  and  particular  reference  shall  at  all  times  be  had  to  the  navi- 
giUion  of  the  Erie  Canal,  the  safety,  protection  and  security  of  the 
bulks  and  of  the  mechanical  structures  in  any  manner  connected 
vith  the  work  herein  contracted  for ;  and  all  precautionary  measures 
that  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  security  and  protection  of  the 
atweBaid  section  of  the  canal,  and  the  navigation  of  the  same,  shall 
bd  carried  into  effect  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  levels 
filled  up  and  drawn  off,  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Commissioner 
•foresaid. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  promises  and  agrees 
not  to  give  or  sell,  or  allow  to  be  given  or  sold,  by  any  agent  or 
igmts  in  his  or  their  employ,  any  ardent  spirits  to  the  workmen,  or 
any  other  persons,  on  or  near  the  line  of  said  canal,  or  allow  any  to 
be  brought  on  the  work  by  the  laborers  or  any  other  persons.  And 
the  said  party  of  the  first'  part  hereby  further  promises  and  agrees  to 
perform  the  several  stipulations  of  this  contract  by  himself  and  work- 
men under  his  own  immediate  superintendence,  and  not  by  a  sub- 
contract or  sub-contractor. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  if  at  any  time  any  overseer-or  work- 
man employed  by  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  declared  to  be 
unfiuthful  or  incompetent  by  the  C»inal  Commissioner  or  Superin* 
tendent  of  Bepairs  having  charge  of  said  work  on  that  part  of  the 
canal  embraced  in  this  contract,  the  party  of  the  first  part,  on  notice 
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of  such  declarati6n,  shall  forthwith,  dismiss  such  person,  and  shall 
no  longer  employ  him  on  any  part  of  the  work. 

And  it  is  farther  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  this  eon- 
tract,  or  any  interest  in  the  same,  shall  not  be  assignable  to  any 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  without  the  written  consent  of  ap- 
proval of  the  Canal  Commissioner;  and  in  case  of  assignment^  wiA 
such  approval,  the  same  shall  not  be  effectual  for  any  purpose  what» 
ever,  without  the  written  consent  to  such  assignment  of  the  sureties 
furnished  for  the  performance  of  the  contract,  or  such  assignee 
furnishing  such  new  and  satisfactory  security  as  may  be  required,  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  chap.  829  of  the  laws  of  1854i 
and  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  ^'An  act  to  secure  the  pay^ 
ment  of  wages  to  laborers  employed  on  the  canals  and  other  public 
works  of  this  State,"  passed  April  10,  1850. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  understood  and  agreed  between  the  par^ 
ties  to  this  contract,  that  in  case  of  delays  arising  in  the  progress  of 
the  work,  either  from  neglect  or  inability  on  the  part  of  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  which  may  retard  the  opening  of  the  Erie  Canal,  or 
in  any  way  embarrass  or  interfere  with  its  navigation,  or  any  repair 
of  any  kind  embraced  in  this  contract,  which  the  Canal  Commi»> 
sioners  may  direct  to  bei  done,  or  in  case  the  party  of  the  first  part 
shall  omit  to  do  or  perform  any  act  or  thing,  or  to  furnish  any  mar 
terials  by  the  time  or  times  appointed  in  this  contracti  or  when 
directed  by  the  Commissioner  in  charge,  said  Canal  Conamissioaer 
may  employ  or  direct  the  Superintendent  of  Repairs  to  employ  a 
sufficient  force  and  to  purchase  the  necessary  materials  to  prosecute 
the  work,  or  such  portions  of  it  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Comr 
missioner  may  be  necessary  to  secure  navigation,  and  keep  the  said 
section  in  proper  repair,  or  to  fully  perform  this  contract  on  like  part 
of  the  party  of  the  first  part :  And  all  expenses  incurred  in  the 
performance  of  such  work  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  said  Canal  Com* 
missioner,  and  the  amount  shall  be  charged  to  the  account  of  the 
aforesaid  party  of  the  first  part,  and  deducted  from  the  payments 
hereby  agreed  to  be  paid  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
receive  into  and  pass  through  that  portion  of  the  canal  or  feeders 
included  in  this  contract,  at  all  times,  all  and  so  much  water  as  may 
be  necessary  or  required  for  the  use  or  navigation  of  any  part  or 
parts  of  the  canal  dependent  upon  or  connected  with  the  said  portion 
thereof  included  in  this  contract,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
directed  by  the  Canal  Commissioner  in  charge. 
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In  case  the  State  or  Division  Engineer  or  Superintendent  of  Re- 
pair, sball  certify  to  the  said  Canal  Commissioner,  or  to  the  Contract- 
ing Board,  that  the  repairs  upon  that  portion  of  the  canals  embraced 
in  thiA  contract  are  not  promptly  and  properly  made,  or  that  unsuit- 
able materials  are  used,  or  that  the  locks  are  not  well  and  properly 
litteoded,  or  the  navigation  is  not  kept  free  from  jams  from  boats, 
timber  or  other  obstructions,  or  the  feeders  to  said  canal  are  neglect- 
ed, so  that  there  is  not  sufficient  water  for  navigation,  or  that  any 
part  or  portion  of  this  contract  has  been  viofated;  for  all  or  either 
of  the  above  causes  of  neglect  by  said  party  of  the  first  part,  the 
CSanal  Commissioner  may  withhold  said  monthly  drafts  from  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Contracting  Board  may  declare  the 
said  contract  abandoned,  and  thereupon  the  Canal  Commissioner 
shall  take  charge  of  the  work  embraced  in  this  contract,  and  make 
the  repairs  necessary  to  maintain  navigation,  in  the  manner  provided 
for  by  chap.  105,  Laws  of  1857,  in  cases  where  said  repairs  are  not 
performed  by  contract,  until  the  Contracting  Board  shall  re-let  said 
repairs. 

In  consideration  of  the  faithful  performance  of  this  contract  by 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees 
to  pay  therefor,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  applicable  to 
catud  repairs,  by  a  draft  on  the  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department, 
the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  equal 
monthly  payments,  commencing  with  the  first  day  of  November^ 
1864,  deducting  therefrom  fifteen  per  cent,  to  be  held  to  the  end  of 
each  year,  as  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  this  contract ; 
which  fifteen  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year,  shall  be  paid  at  the 
expiration  of  the  third  month  of  each  succeeding  year  thereafter,  in 
case  the  provisions  of  such  contract  have  been  fully  complied  with. 
The  notice  of  letting  issued  by  the  Contracting  Board  on  the 
fifteenth  day  of  August,  1864 ;  also  the  notices  posted  up  at  the  time 
and  place  of  letting,  copies  of  which  are  herewith  attached,  are  con- 
sidered a  part  of  this  contract,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable 
to  the  work  herein  contracted  to  be  done.

Contract  for  keeping  in  repair  Superintendent  Section,  No.  2,  of 
the  Erie  canaL 

Articles  of  2\greeinent  made  and  concluded  this  tbirteentb  daj  of 
September,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixtj-five,  betweeo 
Charles  A.  Donaldson,  of  the  village  of  Foltonville,  county  of 
Montgomery,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  people  of  the  Stale  of  New 
York,  of  the  second  part,  whereby  it  is  covenanted  and  agreed  as 
follows: 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  do  hereby  covenant  and  agree 
that  he  will,  for  the  term  of  three  and  one  fourth  years  from  the 
first  day  of  October  next,  furnish  and  keep  on  band  all  the  materials 
necessary,  which  shall  be  of  sound  and  good  quality,  and  perform 
all  the  labor  necessary  to  put  and  to  keep  in  good  repaif,  and  well 
bottomed  out  to  its  original  base  or  bottom  line  and  width  of  prwD, 
free  from  obstructions,  and  in  good  navigable  condition,  at  allt^sei 
during  the  season  of  navigation,  and  reconstruct  and  relay  all  4ope| 
vertical  or  pavement  walls  and  docking,  and  to  break,  the  ice  ip  the 
canal,  to  the  extent  that  the  Canal  Commissioner  in  chaige  may 
require,  to  facilitate  the  passage  of  boats,  towards  the  oio3e  of  navi- 
gation, all  that  portion  of  the  Erie  canal  known  and  distiBgoiahed 
as  Superintendent  Section  No.  2,  of  the  Erie  canal,  -extending 
from  the  west  end  of  the  Lower  Mohawk  aqueduct  to  the  h^d  of 
lock  number  twenty-seven  (27),  and  is  thirty -two  miles  in  length; 
also  including  its  banks  and  tow-paths,  walls,  pavements,  ^ockingi 
locks  (except  weigh-locks),  aqueducts,  dams,  bridges,  basins,  aide- 
cuts,  guard-banks,  feeders,  reservoirs,  culverts,  waste-weirs,  ereek 
channels,  ditches,  lock  and  watch  houses,  and  every  other  structure 
or  thing,  of  whatever  name  or  designation,  connected  thereifith ; 
and  to  construct  or  reconstruct  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Canal  Comr 
missioner  in  charge,  the  same  shall  become  necessary,  and  on  such 
plan  as  the  said  Commissioner  shall  direct,  any  of  the  bridges  or 
other  mechanical  structures  which  are  now  out  of  repair,  or  which 
may  fail  or  require  reconstruction  during  the  period  of  this  contract

expensive  than  it  would  be  if  constructed  according  to  the  original 
plan,  the  party  of  the  first  part  is  to  be  paid  the  diffeienoe^  bat 
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which  shall  only  be  paid  upon  the  certidcate  of  the  Diviaion  £ngi« 
oeer  of  the  Eaatem  Division,  that  he  has  examined  the  location,  and 
made  the  estimate  bj  which  the  said  difference  was  ascertained,  and 
that  it  is  a  proper  and  reasonable  charge  for  sach  extra  cost 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  provisions  of  this  contract  for 
payment  of  the  difference,  npon  the  certificate  of  the  Division  Engi- 
neer, between  the  cost  of  a  stnictare  or  work  according  to  the 
original  plan  and  the  plan  as  it  may  be  changed,  shall  not  apply  to 
aay  case  where,  by  the  notioe  of  letting  or  notices  posted  and 
anneied  to  the  contract,  such  change  of  plan  is  contemplated  or 
indicated ;  and  that  in  such  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
make  the  strnctare  or  work  in  accordance  with  the  change  so  con- 
templtted  or  indicated  without  any  other  compensation  than  the 
ttoal  compensation  provided  by  this  contract. 

la  all  eases  of  breaches  in  the  banks  or  failure  of  any  of  the 
itrtietares  on  the  said  section,  or  any  other  casualty  which  does  now 
or  may  obstruct  navigation,  the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  give 
immediate  notice  to  the  Commissioner  in  charge  and  the  Auditor  of 
the  Chural  Department,  and  to  employ  such  force  upon  its  repair  or 
noenatractionas  will  insure  its  completion  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment^  to  the  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  party  of  the  first  part, 
iiader  this  claum  of  the  contract*  And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the 
Omal '  Commissioner  in  charge  shall  have  power  to  direct  the 
nnmber  of  men,  teams  and  implements  that  he  may  deem  necessary 
to  be  employed  or  purchased  to  use  in  making  such  repair  or  recon* 
atraction ;  and  in  all  oases  the  work  of  repair  or  reconstruction  shall 
he  done  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  aforesaid  Oanal 
Ootamiasioner ;  and  all  damages  that  may  accrue  from  entering  upon 
lands  to  obtiun  materials,  together  with  the  cost  of  the  materials,  for 
sneh  repairs  or  reconstruction,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  appraisal  of  the 
Guud  Appraisers,  or  settled  by  the  Commissioner,  as  now  provided 
by  law,  and  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  or  first  to  become  due 
to  the  party  of  the  first  part  on  this  contract,  after  such  appraisal,  as 
hereinafter  provided  for,  unless  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
previously  adjust  the  said  damages  by  an  amicable  settlement  with 
the  claimants.  And  it  is  further  mutually  agreed  between  the 
patties  hereto,  that  in  case  the  actual  expense  of  repairing  any 
breach  which  may  occur  upon  any  part  of  the  canal,  side-cuts,  locks 
or  £9eders^  embraced  in  this  contract,  or  any  structure  connected 
therewith,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  the  whole 
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of  such  excess  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part^  and 
the  repairs  involviag  such  excess  shall  be  done  uader  the  directions 
of  the  Commissioner  in  charge. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  (first  part  agrees  to  have  the  loclcs, 
waste-weirs  and  feeders  on  the  said  section  well  and  properly 
attended,  the  locks  to  be  attended  night  and  day  through  the  season 
of  navigation,  and  to  have  good  and  sufficient  lights  at  the  locks  at 
all  times  during  the  night,  and  to  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  a  reg« 
ular  account  of  the  lockages  at  such  locks  as  the  Auditor  shall 
designate,  to  be  sworn  to  by  the  lock  tender,  and  to  be  sent  to  the 
Auditor  on  the  first  day  of  every  month. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  farther  agrees  to  give  prompt 
and  sufficient  assistance  to  boats  or  floats  obstructed  by  bars,  or  low 
waters,  or  "jams ''or  boats  in  the  canal,  or  any  navigable  feeder 
embraced  in  this  contract,  and  to  assist  the  unloading  of  sunken 
boats',  without  charge,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Superintendent  is 
required  to  do  under  section  No.  26  of  the  Canal  B^ulations 
of  1858. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  cauise  all 
Canada  thistles  and  other  noxious  weeds  growing  on  the  banks  of 
the  canal,  to  the  width  owned  by  the  State,  to  be  cut  down  twice  in 
each  and  every  year — once  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  Juno  and 
the  first  day  of  July,  and  once  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  Angost 
and  first  day  of  September.  Also  to  cause  all  ^dead  horses  and 
other  animals  found  in  the.  canal,  or  in  or  upon  any  structure  or 
work  belonging  thereto,  to  be  promptly  removed  therefrom,  and 
buried  or  otherwise  properly  disposed  of. 

It  is  agreed,  further,  between  the  parties  to  this  contract,  that  the 
party  of  the  first  part  may  prosecute  offisnders  for  violations  of  the 
Canal  Laws  and  Regulations  committed  upon  that  portion  of  the 
canal  or  other  works  embraced  in  this  contract,  or  upon  any  struc- 
ture connected  therewith,  and  recover  the  same  penalties  imposed  by 
law  or  any  existing  resolution  of  the  Canal  Board  as  might  have 
been  recovered  for  like  oflfenses  if  prosecuted  by  a  Canal  Superin* 
tendent;  and  the  amount  of  such  penalties  recovered  shall  be 
accounted  for  to  the  State  (except  in  cases  hereinafter  provided),  by 
deduction  from  monthly  payments  to  said  party  of  the  first  part ; 
but  said  party  of  the  first  part  may  sue  in  his  own  namCi  And 
recover  to  his  gwn  use  the  actual  damages  he  may  have  sustained  in 
consequence  of  such  trespass. 
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It  IS  agreed,  further,  between  the  parties  to  this  contract,  that  the 
party  of  the  first  part  shall,  at  all  times,  enforce  the  laws  and  regu- 
lations made  with  reference  to  driving  horses  or  cattle  upon  the 
towing  path  of  the  canal,  and  that  any  penalty  that  may  be  recov- 
ered by  virtue  of  such  laws  or  regulations,  shall  belong  to  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part.  The  party  of  the  first  part  shall  also  prose* 
cote  and  recover  to  his  own  use  for  any  violations  of  the  laws  or 
legulaUoDS  in  i-eference  to  throwing  or  discharging  any  filth,  dead 
animals  or  putrid  substance  in  the  canal. 

The  material,  boats,  tools  and  implements  belonging  to  the  State, 
which  are  specified  in  the  annexed  schedule  as  being  upon  or 
belonging  to  that  portion  of  the  canal  embraced  in  this  contract,  and 
which  amounts  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  two 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  sixteen  cents  ($7,287.16,)  shall 
be  received  and  taken  charge  of  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
when  paid  for,  shall  become  the  property  of  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part;  such  payment  shall  be  made  in  cash  at  the  time  of 
ligning  this  contract. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  work  embraced  in  this  contract 
ihall  be  performed  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Canal 
Commissioner  in  charge,  and  at  such  times  and  seasons,  at  such 
plaoes  in  the  work,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  afoisesaid  Commis- 
abner  shall  direct ;  and  particular  reference  shall  at  all  times  be  had 
to  the  navigation  of  the  Erie  canal,  the  safety,  protection  and  secu- 
rity of  the  banks  and  of  the  mechanical  structures  in  any  manner 
connected  with  the  work  herein  contracted  for;  and  all  precau- 
tioaary  measures  that  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  security  and 
protection  of  the  aforesaid  section  of  the  canal,  and  the  navigation  of 
the  same,  shall  be  carried  into  effect  by  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  and  the  levels  filled  up  and  drawn  off,  as  shall  be  directed  by 
the  Commissioner  aforesaid. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  promises  and  agrees 
not  to  give  or  sell,  or  allow  to  be  given  or  sold,  by  any  agent  or 
tgents  in  his  or  their  employ,  any  ardent  spirits  to  the  workmen,  or 
any  other  persons,  on  or  near  the  line  of  said  canal,  or  allow  any  to 
be  brought  on  the  work  by  the  laborers  or  any  other  persons.  And 
the  said  party  of  ihe  first  part  hereby  further  promises  and  agrees  to 
perform  the  several  stipulations  of  this  contract  by  himself  and 
workmen  under  his  own  immediate  superintendence,  and  not  by  a 

rab-eontract  or  sub-contractor. 
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And  it  is  farther  agreed  that  if  at  any  tinle  any  ovetseer  or  work- 
man employed  by  said  party  of  the  first  shall  be  declared  to  be 
unfaithful  or  incompetent  by  the  Canal  Commissioner  or  Superior 
tendent  of  Repairs  having  charge  of  said  work  on  that  part  of  the 
canal  embraced  in  this  contract,  the  party  of  the  first  part,  on  notiee 
of  such  declaratioDi  shall  forthwith  dismiss  suph  person,  and  shall  no 
longer  employ  him  on  any  part  of  the  work. 
:  And  it  is  further  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  this  oon* 
tract,  or  any  interest  in  the  same,  shall  not  be  assignable  to  aaj 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  without  the  written  ooasent  or 
approval  of  the  Canal  Commissioner ;  and  in  odae  of  assigiitneiit 
with  such  approval,  the  same  shall  not  be  efifectual  for  any  parpoao 
whatever,  without  the  written  consent  to  such  assignment  of  the 
saretiea  famished  for  the  performance  of  the  contract,  or  suoh 
assignee  furnishing  such  new  and  satisfactory  security  as  may  be 
recjuired,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  chap.  829  of  the  Lawi 
of  1854,  and  the.  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  secure  tlKi 
payment  of  wages  to  laborers  employed  on  the  canals  and  other 
public  works  of  this  State,"  passed  April  10,  1850. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  understood  and  agreed  between  tho 
parties  to  this  contract,  that  in  case  of  delays  arising  in  the  prpgros 
of  the  work,  either  from  neglect  or  inability  on  the  part  of  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  which  may  retard  the  opening  of  the  Erie  canal|  oe 
in  any  way  embafrass  or  interfere  with  its  navigation,  or  any  repair 
of  any  kind  embraced  in  this  contract,  which  the  Canal  Comno^is* 
sioners  may  direct  to  be  done,  or  in  case  the  party  of  the  first  part 
shall  omit  to  do  or  perform  any  act  or  thing,  or  to  furnish  any 
materials  by  the  time  or  times  appointed  in  this  contract,  or  when 
directed  by  the  Commissioner  in  charge,  said  Canal  Commiasioiier* 
may  employ  or  direct  the  Superintendent  of  Bepairs  to  employ  a

And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  said  paity  of  the  first.pfurt  ahaU 
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noeiye  into  and  pass  througli  that  portion  of  the  ^canal  or  feeders 
iocladed  in  this  contract,  at  all  tim&,  all  and  so  much  water  as  may 
be  necessary  or  required  for  the  use  or  navigation  of  any  part  or 
parts  of  the  canal  dependent  upon  or  connected  with  the  said  por- 
tion thereof  included  in  this  contract^  and  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  directed  by  the  Canal  Commissioner  in  charge. 

In  case  the  State  or  division  Engineer  or  Superintendent  of 
Bepair  sball  certify  to  the  said  Canal  Commissioner,  or  to  the  Con- 
tracting Board,  that  the  repairs  upon  that  portion  of  the  canals 
'  embraced  in  this  contract  are  not  promptly  and  properly  made,  or 
that  unsuitable  materials  are  used,  or  that  the  locks  are  not  well  and 
properly  attended,  or  the  navigation  is  not  kept  free  from  jams 
from  boats,  timber  or  other  obstructions,  or  the  feeders  to  said  canal, 
are  neglected,  so  that  there  is  not  sufficient  water  for  navigation,  or 
thai  any  part  or  portion  of  this  contract  has  been  violated ;  for  all 
(^  either  of  the  above  causes  of  neglect  by  said  party  of  the  first 
part,  the  Canal  Commissioner  may  withhold  said  monthly  drafts 
from  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Contracting  Boiurd  may 
declare  the  said  contract  abandoned,  and  thereupon  the  Canal  Com- 
nussioner  shall  take  charge  of  the  work  embraced  in  this  contract, 
and  make  the  repairs  necessary  to  maintain  navigation,  in  the 
manner  provided  for  by  chap.  105,  Laws  of  1857,  in  cases  where 
aaid  repairs  are  not  performed  by  contract,  until  the  Contracting 
Board  shall  relet  said  repairs. 

In  consideration  of  the  faithful  performance  of  this  contract  by 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees 
to  pay  therefor,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  applicable  to 
canal  repairs,  by  a  draft  on  the  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department, 
the  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  dollars 
($17,740)  per  annum,  payable  in* equal  monthly  payments,  com- 
mencing with  the  first  day  of  November,  1865,  deducting  therefrom 
fifteen  per  cent,  to  be  held  to  the  end  of  each  year,  as  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  this  contract;  which  fifteen  per  cent  for 
the  previous  year  shall  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  month 
of  each  succeeding  year  thereafter,  in  case  the  provisions  of  such 
contract  have  been  fully  complied  with. 

The  notice  of  letting  issued  by  the  Contracting  Board  on  the 
seventh  day  of  August,  1865 ;  also  the  notices  posted  up  at  the  time 
and  place  of  letting,  copies  of  which  are  herewith  attached,  are  con- 
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Bidered  a  part  ot  this  contract,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable 
to  the  work  herein  contracted  to  be  done.

Oeneral  Notice  to  Proposers  for  Hepairs. 

The  (Jontracting  Board  requires  of  contractors  for  repair  sections, 
at  all  times,  as  well  during  the  suspension  of  navigation  as  during 
the  navigation  of  the  canals,  to  receive  into  and  pass  through  the 
whole,  or  any  portion  of  the  public  works  under  their  care,  all  or 
any  water  required  by  the  Canal  Commissioner,  and  to  do  and  per- 
ibnn  all  and  any  labor  and  services  necessary  to  supply  any  mills 
or  machinery,  or  for  any  hydraulic  or  other  purposes,  in  all  cases 
where  the  waters  of  the  canals  have  been  leased  for  such  purposes, 
or  where  there  is  any  duty  uppn  the  State  to  supply  water  from  the 
canals  for  any  purpose  whatever.  They  will  also  be  required,  at 
all  times,  to  pass  as  much  water  through  all  or  any  portion  of  the 
section  or  sections  under  their  care  for  the  supply  of  any  other  por- 
tion of  the  canals,  and  to  keep  the  water  to  such  height  in  each  of 
the  levels,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Commissioner  or  Superintend- 
ent in  charge. 

The  locks,  bridges,  and  other  structures  are  considerably  out  of 
repair ;  the  banks  of  the  canal,  in  places,  are  too  low,  and  the  prism 
Ao,  in  places,  has  become  filled  in  from  wash  of  the  banks  and  de- 
posits from  streams  or  otherwise ;  the  repairs  of  said  structures  and 
Ae  raising  and  maintaining  of  which  banks  to  the  original  height 
ttlablished  and  designed  for  the  same  above  bottom  line  of  canal, 
the  cleaning  out  and  preserving  the  prism  of  full  dimensions,  and 
wen  bottomed  out  to  its  base  or  bottom  line  and  width  of  prism,  as 
DOW  established,  the  cleaning  out  of  all  creek  channels,  culverts, 
ditches,  &c.,  will  be  required  to  be  done  by  the  contractor  for  the 
aeetion;  and  it  is  hereby  intended  and  understood  that  the  cost  of 
the  work  specified  shall  be  included  in  the  yearly  contract  price. 

Contractors,  on  their  respective  sections,  or  any  person  in  their 
employ,  will,  in  no  case,  be  allowed  to  charge,  demand,  collect,  or 
leoeiye,  by  themselves,  or  any  other  person  for  them,  or  either  of 
tiiem,  any  compensation,  fee  or  reward  (except  what  is  especially  per- 
Biitted  by  the  contract)  for  the  performance  or  non-performance  of 
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any  datv  imposed  bj  the  contract ;  nor  to  grant  any  exclusive  pri- 
vileges, either  for  or  without  compensation,  nor  lease  or  dispose  of 
any  property,  land  or  water,  belonging  to  the  State. 

Contractors  are  also  especially  required  not  to  allow  any  wood| 

stones,  or  rubbish  of  any  kind,  to  be  put  upon  the  banks  of  the 

canal  on  their  respective  sections,  and  whenever  such  obstructions 

occur,  the  contractors  must  cause  them  to  be  removed  immediately.

Jtepairs  of  Section  No.  2,  JSrie  Canal — Special  Notice  to  Contradon. 

The  contractors  to  whom  maj  be  awarded  the  contract  for  the 
repairs  of  Section  No.  2,  of  the  Erie  canal,  will  be  required  to  keep 
in  repair  the  wing  dam  at  Rexford  Flats  until  the  completion  of  the 
new  dam  at  that  place,  when  he  will  be  required  to  take  and  keep  in 
repair  the  new  dam,  and  such  other  works  as  may  be  undertaken  by 
the  State,  before  the  commencement  of  the  contract 

The  upper  aqueduct  across  Mohawk  river,  at  Rexford  Flati^ 
requires  a  new  trunk,  which  will  be  put  in  by  the  State,  the  coming 
winter.  The  contractora  to  whom  the  contract  may  be  awarded, 
will  be  required  to  keep  the  present  trunk  in  repair  until  the  new 
one  is  completed,  and  after  that  keep  the  new  trunk  in  repair. 

The  timber  and  plank  docking  between  Schenectady  and  Lodt 
Na  2S,  requires  rebuilding,  which  will  be  done  by  the  State  during 
the  ensuing  winter.  The  contractors  to  whom  the  work  may  be 
awarded,  will  be  required  to  keep  the  old  docking  in  repair  until 
the  new  docking  shall  be  completed,  and  after  that,  to  keep  the  new 
docking  in  repair.  Any  timber  docking  not  embraced  under  tlie 
head  of  timber  and  plank  docking^  must  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  oon* 
tractors.

Contract  for  keeping  in  repair  Superintendent  Section  No,  1,  JErie  candL 

Articles  of  agreement,  made  and  concluded  this  thirty-first  day 
of  December,  in  the  year  eig&teen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  between 
William  C.  Stephens,  of  the  village  of  Fulton,  county  of  Oswego, 
of  Ae  first  part,  and  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  of  the 
aeoond  part,  whereby  it  is  covenanted  and  agreed  as  follows: 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  does  hereby  /covenant  and  agree 
that  he  will,  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  and  including  the  first 
dqr  of  January,  1867,  next,  furnish  and  keep  on  hand  all  the  mate- 
liab  necessary,  which  shall  be  of  sound  and  good  quality,  and  per- 
Ibrm  all  the  labor  necessary  to  put  and  keep  in  good  repair  and 
well  bottomed  out  to  its  original  base  or  bottom  line  and  width  of 
prism,  free  from  obstructions,  and  in  good  navigable  condition,  at 
all  times  during  the  season  of  navigation,  and  reconstruct  and  relay 
all  slope,  vertical  or  pavement  walls  and  docking,  and  to  break  the 
ice  in  the  canal,  to  the  extent  that  the  Canal  Commissioner  in  charge 
may  require,  to  facilitate  the  passage  of  boats  toward  the  close  of 
navigation,  all  that  portion  of  the  Erie  canal  known  and  distin- 
guisheil  as  Superintendent  Section  No.  1,  of  the  Erie  canal,  com- 
mencing at  the  south  end  of  the  Albany  basin  and  extending  to  the 
west  end  of  the  lower  Mohawk  aqueduct,  including  the  Port  Schny- 
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ler  and  West  Troy  side-cats,  and  the  Champlain  canal  from  the 
junction  to  the  foot  of  guard  lock  on  the  south  side  of  the  Mohawk 
river  at  Cohoes,  the  Troy  dam,  sloop  lock  and  the  pond  above,  also 
including  its  banks  and  towpatb,  walls,  pavements,  docking,  lock% 
including  weigh-locks,  aqueducts,  dams,  bridges,  basins,  side-cuts^ 
guard-banks,  feeders,  reservoirs,  culverts,  waste  weirs,  creek  chan- 
nels,  ditches,  lock  and  watch  houses,  and  every  other  structure  or 
thing,  of  whatever  name  or  designation,  connected  therewith;  and 
to  construct  or  reconstruct  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Canal  Commis- 
sioner in  charge,  the  same  shall  become  necessary,  and  on  such  plan 
as  the  said  Commissioner  shall  direct. 

In  all  cases  of  breaches  in  the  banks  or  failure  of  any  of  the 
structures  on  the  said  section,  or  any  other  casualty  which  does  now 
or  may  obstruct  navigation,  the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  give 
immediate  notice  to  the  Commissioner  in  charge  and  the  Auditor  of 
the  Canal  Department,  and  to  employ  such  force  upon  its  repair  or 
reconstruction,  as  will  insure  its  completion  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment,  to  the  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  party  of  the  first  part| 
under  this  clause  of  the  contract.  And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the 
Canal  Commissioner  in  charge  shall  have  power  to  direct  the  number 
of  men,  teams  and  implements  that  he  may  deem  necessary  to  be 
employed  or  purchased  to  use  in  making  such  repair  or  reoonstruo* 
tion  ;  and  in  all  cases  the  work  of  repair  or  reconstruction  shall  be 
done  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  aforesaid  Canal 
Commissioner ;  and  all  damages  that  may  accrue  from  entering  npon 
lands  to  obtain  materials,  together  with  the  cost  of  the  materiabi  for 
such  repairs  or  reconstruction,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  appraisal  of  the 
Canal  Appraisers,  or  settled  by  the  Commissioner,  as  now  provided 
by  law,  and  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  or  first  to  become  due 
to  the  party  of  the  first  part  on  this  contract,  afler  such  appraiaali 
as  hereinafter  provided  for,  unless  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
shall  previously  adjust  the  said  damages  by  an  amicable  aettlem^it 
with  the  claimants.  And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  Contracting 
Board  may  and  shall  hereafter  settle,  prescribe  and  direct  the 
method  and  manner  by  which  the  cost  and  expense  the  contraotor 
may  be  put  or  incur  in  repairing  said  breaches  in  banks  of  the  canal 
or  failure  in  structures,  or  other  casualty  that  may  obstruct  naviga- 
tion. And  it  is  further  mutually  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto, 
that  in  case  the  actual  expense  of  repairing  any  breach  which  may 
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(wear  upon  any  part  of  the  canal,  side-cuts,  locks  or  feeders, 
embnoed  in  this  contr^t,  or  any  structure  connected  tberewitb| 
dud]  exceed  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars,  the  whole  of  such 
ezoen  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  parti  and  the  repairs 
iufolving  such  excess  shall  be  done  under  the  directions  of  the  Gom- 
susBioner  in  charge. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  have  tlie  looks, 
waste-weiis,  and  feeders  on  said  section  well  and  properly  attended, 
and  to  have  good  and  sufficient  lights  at  the  locks  at  all  times 
doling  the  night,  as  specified  in  the  published  notice  of  the 
regulations,  and  the  general  and  special  notice  attached  to  this  con* 
tnct|  and  to  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  a  regular  account  of  the 
lockageB  at  such  locks  as  the  Auditor  shall  designate,  to  be 
sworn  to  by  the  locktender,  and  to  be  sent  to  the  Auditor  on  the 
flist  day  of  every  month. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  give  prompt 
and  sufficient  assistance  to  boats  or  floats  obstructed  by  bars,  or  low 
mteis,  or  "jams "  of  boats  in  the  canal,  or  any  navigable  feeder 
cmbcaoed  in  this  contract,  and  to  assist  the  unloading  of  sunken 
boats  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Superintendent  is  required  to  do 
TUider  Besolution  No.  26  of  the  Canal  Begulations  of  1858. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  cause  all 
Ouiada  thistles  and  other  noxious  weeds  growing  on  the  banks  of 
the  eaoal  to  the  width  owned  by  the  State,  to  be  cut  down  twice  in 
Mch  and  every  year — once  betwieen  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  and 
tbeflret  day  of  July,  and  once  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  August 
and  the  first  day  of  September.  Also  to  cause  all  dead  horses  and 
odier  animals  found  in  the  canal,  or  in  or  upon  any  structure 
orwork  belonging  thereto,  to  be  promptly  removed  therefrom,  and 
buried  or  otherwise  properly  disposed  of. 

And  that  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  that  he  will  perform  all 

tbe  work  required  for  strengthening  the  banks  of  the  canal,  which 

a  Soperintendent  of  repairs  would  have  to  do  if  he  was  making  the 

np&B  of  the  canal,  in  order  to  keep  it*  in  good  and  safe  navigable 

condition ;  that  if  necessary  he  will  drive  bearing  piles  in  the  rear 

of  towing-path  or  inside  of  canal,  or  protect  the  banks  by  rip  rap  or 

dope-walls,  or  gravel  or  fill  up  banks  where  they  have  settled,  worn 

down  or  washed  away,  and  that  he  will  do  all  and  every  kind  of  work 

which  may  be  necessary  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  canal, 

whether  that  kind  of  work  has  been  heretofore  required  or  not 

Vol.  m.

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It  is  agreed,  further,  between  the  parties  to  this  contract,  that  the 
party  of  the  first  part  may  prosecute  offenders  for  yiolatioDS  of  the 
Canal  Laws  and  Begulations  committed  on  that  portion  of  the  canal 
Or  other  works  embraced  in  this  contract,  or  upon  any  structure  ooD' 
nected  therewith,  and  recover  the  same  penalties  imposed  by  law  oi 
any  existing  Begulation  of  the  Canal  Board  as  might  have  been 
recovered  for  like  offenses  if  prosecuted  by  a  Canal  Superintendent; 
and  the  amount  of  such  penalties  recovered  shall  be  accounted  for  to 
the  State  (except  in  cases  hereinafter  provided,)  by  deduction  fiiom 
monthly  payments  to  said  party  of  the  first  part ;  but  said  party  d 
the  first  part  may  sue  in  his  own  name,  and  recover  to  his  own  use 
the  actual  damages  he  may  have  sustained  in  consequence  of  such 
trespass. 

It  is  agreed,  further,  between  the  parties  to  this  contract,  that  llie 
party  of  the  first  part  shall,  at  all  times,  enforce  the  laws  and  regu- 
lations made  with  reference  to  driving  horses  or  cattle  upon  the 
towing-path  of  the  canal,  and  that  any  penalty  that  may  be  recovered 
by  virtue  of  such  laws  or  regulations,  shall  belong  to  the  said  portj 
of  the  first  part  The  party  of  the  first  part  shall  also  prosecute 
and  recover  for  his  own  use  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  or  legnla- 
tions  in  reference  to  throwing  or  discharging  any  filth,  dead  animab 
or  putrid  substance  into  the  canal. 

The  materials,  boats,  tools  and  implements  belonging  to  the  Statf 
or  to  the  outgoing  contractor,  which  are  specified  in  the  annexed 
schedule,  which  the  Canal  Commissioner  shall  certify  to  be  neoeasai^ 
for  repairing  said  section,  and  as  being  upon  or  belonging  to  thai 
portion  of  the  canal  embraced  in  this  contract,  and  which  amoonti 
in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  seven  hundKsd  and 
sixty-nine  dollars  and  fifty-four  cents,  shall  be  received  and  taken 
charge  of  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  when  paid  for,  abal 
become  the  property  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part ;  sadi.  pay- 
ment shall  be  made  in  cash  to  the  Commissioner  in  charge,  withii 
two  days  after  the  notice  to  him  or  them  of  the  award  of  this  ooi^raol 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  work  embraced  in  this  oontrad 
shall  be  performed  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Canal  Com 
missioner  in  charge,  and  at  such  times  and  seasons,  ajb  such  places  ii 
the  work,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  aforesaid  Commissioner  shal 
direct;  and  particular  reference  shall  at  all  times  be  had  to  the  navi 
gation  of  the  Erie  canal,  the  safety,  protection  and  security  of  thi 
banks,  and  of  the  mechanical  structures  in  any  manner  connectec 
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lithwork  herein  contracted  for;  and  all  precautionary  measnrefl 
tint  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  security  and  protection  of  the 
daresaid  section  of  the  canal,  and  the  navigation  of  the  same,  shall 
be  carried  into  effect  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  and  the  levels 
filled  up  and  drawn  off,  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Commissioner 
aforesaid. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  farther  promises  and  agrees  not 
to  give  or  sell,  or  allow  to  be  given  or  sold,  by  any  agent  or  agents 
in  his  or  their  employ,  any  ardent  spirits  to  the  workmen,  or  any 
other  persons,  on  or  near  the  line  of  said  canal,  or  allow  any  to  be 
brought  on  th^  work  by  the  laborers  or  any  other  persons.  And 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  further  promises  and  agrees 
to  perform  the  several  stipulations  of  this  contract  by  him  and  work- 
meo  under  his  immediate  superintendence,  and  not  by  a  sub-contract 
or  sub-contractor. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  if  at  any  time  any  overseer,  work- 
men or  lock-tender  employed  by  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be 
dedbred  to  be  unfaithful  or  incompetent  by  the  Canal  Commissioner 
or  Superintendent  of  Bepairs  having  charge  of  said  work  on  that 
put  of  the  canal  embraced  in  this  contract,  the  party  of  the  first 
part^  on  notice  of  such  declaration,  shall  forthwith  dismiss  such 
peiBon,  and  shall  no  longer  employ  him  on  any  part  of  the  work. 

And  it  is  further  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  this  con- 
tnct,  or  any  interest  in  the  same,  shall  not  be  assignable  to  any  per* 
'■on  or  persons  whomsoever,  without  the  written  approval  of  the 
Contracting  Board ;  and  in  case  of  assignment  with  such  approval, 
tlie  same  shall  not  be  effectual  for  any  purpose  whatever,  without 
the  written  consent  to  such  assignment  of  the  sureties  furnished  for 
the  performance  of  the  contract,  or  such  assignee  furnishing  such 
aew  and  satisfactory  security  as  may  be  required,  in  conformity  with 
Ae  provisions  of  chap.  329  of  the  Laws  of  1854,  and  the  provisions 
of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  secure  the  payment  of  wages  to  labor- 
en  employed  on  the  canals  and  other  public  works  of  this  State," 
paesed  April  10,  1850. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  understood  and  agreed  between  the  par- 
ties to  this  contract,  that  in  case  of  delays  arising  in  the  progress  of 
the  work,  either  from  neglect  or  inability  on  the  part  of.  the  party  of 
the  first  part,  which  may  retard  the  opening  of  the  Erie  canal,  or  in 
•fly  way  embarrass  or  interfere  with  its  navigation,  or  any  repair  of 
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'  any  kind  embraced  in  this  contracti  which  the  Canal  Gommissioiiere 
may  direct  to  be  done,  or  in  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
omit  to  do  or  perform  any  act  or  thing,  or  to  famish  any  materials 
by  the  time  or  times  appointed  in  this  contract,  or  when  directed  bj 
the  Commissioner  in  charge,  said  Canal  Commissioner  may  employ 
or  direct  the  Superintendent  of  Repairs  to  employ  a  sufficient  force 
and  to  purchase  the  necessary  materials  to  prosecute  the  work,  or 
such  portions  of  it  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Commissioner  may 
be  necessary  to  secure  navigation,  and  keep  the  said  section  in 
proper  repair,  or  to  fully  perform  this  contract  on  the  part  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part:  And  all  expenses  incurred  in  the  perform- 
ance of  such  work  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  said  Canal  CommissioneTi 
and  the  amount  shall  be  charged  to  the  account  of  the  aforesaid 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  deducted  from  the  payments  hereby 
agreed  to  be  paid  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  unless  sock 
amount  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  the  Gommii- 
sioner  in  charge  within  ten  days. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
receive  into  and  pass  through  that  portion  of  the  canal  or  feeders 
included  in  this  contract,''at  all  times,  all  and  so  much  water  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  Canal  Commissioi^er  in  charge. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  party  of  the  first  part^  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  section  nine  of  the  act,  chapter  886 
of  the  Laws  of  1866,  shall  and  will  pay  all  damages  arising  to  the 
State  or  any  individual,  by  reason  of  the  negligence,  default  or  mis- 
conduct of  the  party  of  the  first  part  in  the  performance  of  this 
contract 

In  case  the  State  or  Division  Engineer  or  Superintendent  of  Bepaira 
shall  certify  to  the  said  Canal  Commissioner,  or  to  the  Contracting 
Board,  that  the  repairs  upon  that  portion  of  the  canals  embraced  in 
this  contract  are  not  promptly  and  properly  made,  or  that  unsuita- 
ble materials  are  used,  or  that  the  locks  are  not  well  and  properly 
attended,  or  the  navigation  is  not  kept  free  from  jams  from  boats, 
timber  or  other  obstructions,  or  the  feeders  to  said  canal  are  neg- 
lected, so  that  there  is  not  sufficient  water  for  navigation,  or  that  any 
part  or  portion  of  this  contract  has  been  violated ;  for  all  or  either 
of  the  above  causes  of  neglect  by  said  party  of  the  first  part,  the 
Canal  Commissioner  may  withhold  said  monthly  drafts  from  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Contracting  Board  niay  declare  the 
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Mid  oontraot  abandoned,  and  thereupon  the  Canal  Commissioner 
ahill  take  charge  cf  .the  work  embraced  .in  this  contract,  and  make 
the  repairs  necessary  to  maintain  navigation,  in  the  manner  pro- 
Tided  for  bj  chap.  106,  Laws  of  1857,  in  .cases  where  said  repairs 
are  not  performed  by  contract,  until  the  Contracting  Board  shall 
relet  said  repairs. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  that  he  will  perform 
the  work  of  dredging  the  Albany  Basin  to  the  depth  of  the  mitre 
sill  of  look  number  one,  at  the  rate  of  seventy  cents  per  cubic  yard, 
inchiding  the  expense  of  depositing  the  material  dredged  out,  at 
such  points  as  shall  do  no  injury  to  the  navigation  of  the  Hudson 
river,  or  as  shall  be  directed  and  approved  of  by  the  Commission- 
en  and  engineers  in  charge  of  the  improvement  of  said  river,  either 
nnder  the  National  or  State  Governments ;  and  that  the  material 
dredged  shall  be  measured  in  dump-boats  by  a  competent  person 
employed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part. 

And  the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  that  he  will  perform  all  the

expiration  of  the  third  month  of  each  succeeding  year  thereafter,  in 

the  provisions  of  such  contract  have  been  fully  complied  with. 
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That  notice  of  letting  issned  by  the  Contracting  Board  on  the 
twenty-sixth  day  of  November,  1866 ;  also  the  notices  posted  np 
at  the  time  and  place  of  letting,  copies  of  which  are  herewith 
attached,  are  considered  a  part  of  this  contract,  so  &r  as  the  same 
may  be  applicable  to  the  work  herein  contracted  to  be  done.

also  a  full  and  fair  compensation  for  the  tools,  implements  and 
materials  procured  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  said  contract  bj  the 
party  of  the  first  part  and  on  hand  when  said  contract  shall  be  can* 
celed,  and  the  value  of  said  materials,  tools  and  implements,  and 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  if  not  otherwise  agreed  upon, 
shall  be  fixed,  ascertained  and  settled  by  arbitrators  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  and  the  said  Contracting  Board.

The  Commissioner  will  reserve  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of 
e^  relative  monthly  estimate  of  work  done  and  materials  delivered,

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as  part  security  to  the  State  for  the  performance  of  the  contract,  and 
at  the  expiration  of  the  third  month  in  each  year,  the  fifteen  per 
cent  thus  retained  daring  the  previous  year,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
contractor,  provided  the  provisions  of  the  contract  shall  have  been 
fully  complied  with. 

In  case  the  Board  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  proposals  are,  in 
consequence  of  any  combination  or  otherwise,  excessive  or  disad- 
vantageous to  the  State,  they  may  decline  all  the  said  proposals  and 
advertise  anew  for  the  work  and  materials. 

The  persons  to  whom  the  work  may  be  awarded  will  be  required 
to  enter  into  contract  for  the  performance  of  the  work  within  ten 
days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  awarded  to  them,  at  the  place 
and  upon  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  Contracting  Board. 

No  bid  will  be  received  from  any  person  or  persons  whose  con- 
tract for  canal  repairs  shall  have  been  declared  abandoned  by  the 
Contracting  Board  on  account  of  incompetency ;  nor  shall  any  such 
person  or  persons  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  ooa- 
tract  for  canal  repairs  on  the  canals  of  this  State.

The  Contracting  Board  requires  of  Contractors  for  Repair  Sections, 
&t  all  times,  as  well  during  the  suspension  of  navigation  as  during 
the  navigation  of  the  canals,  to  receive  into  and  pass  thix>ugh  the 
^hole,  or  any  pprtion  of  the  public  works  under  their  carOi  all  or 
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any  water  required  by  the  Canal  Commissioner,  and  to  do  and 
perform  all  and  any  labor  and  services  necessary  to  supply  any  milla

Within  two  days  after  payment  shall  have  been  made  for  the 
materials,  boats,  tools,  and  other  implements,  by  the  contractors  to 
whom  th^  several  sections  may  be  awarded  (as  provided  for  in  ths 
published  notice),  the  Superintendent,  or  some  other  person  to  b^ 
designate  by  the  Commissioner  in  chai^ge,  shall  deliver  the  said 
materials,  &c,  to  the  contractors,  and  immediately  render  a  sworn 
certificate  of  such  delivery  to  the  said  Commissioner,  and  aduplioal^ 
copy  to  the  clerk  of  the  Contracting  Board. 

The  banks  of  the  canal  in  places  are  too  low,  and  the  pr^sm,  alsc^ 
in  places,  has  become  filled  in  from  wash  of  the  banks  and  depoeitB 
from  streams  or  otherwise ;  the  raising  and  maintaining  of  which 
banks  to  the  original  height  established  and  designed  for  the  same 
above,  bottom  line  of  canal,  and  the  cleaning  oat  and  preserving  the 
prism  of  full  dimensions,  and  well  bottomed  out  to  its  base  or  bofr> 
torn  line  and  width  of  prism,  as  now  established  by  the  Canal  Boajd, 
will  be  required  to  be  done  by  the  Contractor  for  each  section ;  and 
it  is  hereby  intended  and  understood  that  the  cost  of  the  same  shall 
be  iticlnded  in  the  jrearly  contract  price  therefor.  The  said  con* 
tractors  will  also  be  required,  at  all  times,  to  pass  as  much  water 
through  all  or  any  portion  of  the  section  or  sections  under  their  cars 
fbrihe  supply  of  any  other  portion  of  the  canals,  and  will  be  required 
tb  keep  tiie  water  to  such  height  in  each  of  the  levels,  as  may  be 
directed, by  the  Commissioner  in  charge. 

The  contractors  will  be  required  to  furnish  two  good  kerosene  <h1 
lamps  for  each  of  the  locks  on  the  Erie,  Champlain  and  Osw^ 
canals,  to  be  placed  at  the  head  and  foot  of  locks,  on  good  white  oak 
or  pine  posts,  eight  and  one*half  feet  high  above  the  top  of  lock 
walls.  The  posts  are  to  be  six  inches  square  for  two  and  one-quar* 
ter  feet  of  lower  end,  and  the  balance  to  be  handsomely  turned,  and 
the .  top  of  such  form  as  to  receive  the  stem  or  socket  of  the  lamp. 
*There  is  to  be  a  wrought  iron  fVame,  with  four  sides,  for  the  case  of 
the  lamp,  nine  inches  square  at  the  bottom,  seventeen  inches  square 
at  sixteen  inches  high,  and  seven  and  one*half  inches  square  at  the 
top;'  the  whole  height  of  case  twenty-four  and  one-half  inches.    In 
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this  fiame  are  to  be  inserted  eight  panes  of  glass,  corresponding  with 

the  farm  of  the  firame,  and  the  glass  to  be  well  and  properly  cemented. 

On  one  side  is  to  be  a  door,  to  open  for  putting  in  the  lamp.    The 

top  is  to  have  a  proper  ventilator,  and  the  bottom  a  stem  or  socket 

to  attwh  to  the  post.    The  lamp  to  be  of  tin^  and  of  sach  sisse  as  to 

hold  sofficient  oil  to  bum  fifteen  hours,  with  a  wick,  furnishing  four 

times  die  light  of  an  ordinary  kerosene  lamp,  and  to  have  a  suitable 

g^  chimney.    The  whole  to  be  constructed  in  a  similar  form  to 

the  iBiial  street  lamps,  and  adapted  to  burn  kerosene  oil.    The  post 

and  esse  to  be  well  painted,  except  the  glass.    The  posts  are  either 

to  be  set  in  the  ground  three  feet,  or  properly  secured  to  the  walls 

of  the  look.    The  cost  of  putting  up  the  lamps  and  posts  is  to  be 

inehided  in  the  price  per  annum  contained  in  the  contract^  and  at 

the  expiration  of  the  contract' the  lamps  and  posts  are  to  be  the  pro* 

pert7  of  the  State.

jBtpatr  Section  No.  1,  Erie  Canal — Special  Notice  to  Contractors. 

It  will  be  especially  required  of  the  contractor  to  bottom  out  to 
the  original  depth  and  width,  the  level  between  lock  No.  2  and  the 
Weet  Troy  side  cut,  before  the  opening  of  navigation  next  spring. 

The  iron  bridge  superstructure  over  the  canal  at  Canal  street. 
Vest  Troy,  must  be  rebuilt  by  the  contractor  before  the  opening  of 
navigation  next  spring,  either  on  the  plan  of  Whipple's  cast  iron 
tidi  truaSi  or  on  plan  of  King  and  Frees'  wrought  iron  tubular 
trch  trosSy  as  may  be  required  by  the  Canal  Commissioner,  of  the 
suoe  dime-nsions  of  roadway  and  sidewalks  as  the  present  bridge, 
^  rf  such  strength  of  materials  as  the  Commissioner  shall  direct 

The  iron  bridge  superstructure  over  the  canal  at  Union  street, 
Weit  Troy,  must  have  such  repairs  and  alterations  made  the  ensuing

winter  by  the  contractor,  a3  may  be  directed  by  the  Canal  Commis- 
sioner in  charge,  in  order  to  put  the  same  in  safe  condition  for  the 
public  travel  over  it. 

The  new  bridge  and  approaches  now  being  built  over  the  canal  at 
White  street,  Cohoes,  'must  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  contractor  after 
the  same  shall  be  completed. 

The  repairs  of  the  masonry  and  trunk  of  the  Lower  Mohawk 
aqueduct,  necessary  to  be  done  before  the  opening  .of  navigationi 
will  be  excepted  out  of  the  contract,  but  the  contractor  will  be 
required,,  after  said  repairs  have  been  made,  to  keep  the  same  in 
good  navigable  condition  during  the  time  of  his  contract. 

Many  of  the  culverts  and  the  channels*  from  the  same  on  ibis 
section  have  become  filled  up,  and  must  all  be  cleared  out  by  the 
contractor  during  the  next  year. 

If  any  of  the  foundations  of  the  locks  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Canal  Commissioner,  require  concreting,  in  order  to  make  them  safe 
for  navigation,  it  shall  be  done  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  oon« 
tractor. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  keep  constantly  on  hand, 
framed  and  ready  for  use,  such  quantity  of  timber  for  lock  gateSi  as 
will  make  at  least  one  gate  for  each  lock  on  the  section,  and  the 
State,  at  the  expiration  of  the  contract,  will  take  all  the  timber 
which  shall  be  in  good  condition,  and  allow  the  contractor  reasona* 
able  cost  prices  for  the  same. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  keep  the  channels  at  the  lower 
ends  of  the  Port  Schuyler  and  West  Troy  side-cuts,  and  the  channel 
above  and  below  the  sloop  lock  at  Troy,  well  dredged  out,  to  their 
proper  width  and  depth. 

The  dredging  of  the  Albany  basin  is  to  be  done  at  a  specific  price 
per  cubic  yard,  including  the  removal  of  the  material  and  dumping 
the  same  at  such  points  as  shall  do  no  damage  to  the  navigation  of 
the  Hudson  river,  and  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Commissioners  and 
Engineers  in  charge  of  the  improvement  of  said  river,  either  under 
the  State  or  National  Grovemment.

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The  contractor  will  be  required  to  keep  up  the  water  in  the  West 
Tioj  level  during  the  suspension  of  navigation,  if  the  same  shall  be 
required  for  hydraulic  purposes  at  the  United  States  arsenal,  or  at 
the  mills  on  said  level. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  keep  the  dam  and  apron  across 
the  Hudson  river  at  Troy  in  good  repair,  at  its  original  height,  and 
well  brushed  and  graveled  on  the  upper  sida 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  remove  from  the  Albany  basin 
aUBanken  canal  boats,  which  are  now  or  may  be  sunk  hereafter  in 
theaune. 

Il  18  understood  that  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1868,  this  con- 
taet  will  be  extended  to  a  point  200  feet  north  of  the  south  guard 
hkf  at  Cohoes,  and  the  contractor  for  this  section  will  be  required 
to  tend  i&is  guard  lock,  and  to  keep  it  and  the  200  feet  additional 
canal  above  the  lock  in  good  repair  during  the  4  years  continuance 
of  the  contract.

Contract  for  Keeping  in  Repair  Superintendent  Section  No.  11,  Erie 

Canal. 

Armies  of  agreement,  made  and  concluded  this  ninth  day  of 
March,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  between  Val- 
^tine  F.  Whitmore,  of  the  city  of  Rochester,  county  of  Monroe,  of 
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the  first  part,  and  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  of  the  lec- 
ond  part,  whereby  it  was  covenaDted  and  agreed  as  follows : 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  do  hereby  covenant  and  agree  that 
he  will,  for  the  term  of  four  years  and  nine  ||  months,  finom  and 
including  the  ninth  day  of  March,  1867,  &imish  and  keep  on  band 
all  the  materials  necessary,  which  shall  be  of  sound  and  good  qualityi 
and  perform  all  the  labor  necessary  to  put  and  to  keep  in  good  lepaiTi 
and  well  bottomed  out  to  its  original  base  or  bottom  line  and  width 
of  prism,  free  from  obstructions,  and  in  good  navigable  condition,  at 
all  times  during  the  season  of  navigation,  and  reconstruct  and  relay 
all  slope,  vertical  or  pavement  walls  and  docking,  and  to  break  the 
ice  in  the  canal,  to  the  extent  that  the  Canal  Commissioner  in  chargi 
may  require,  to  facilitate  the  passage  of  boats,  toward  the  dose  of 
navigation,  all  that  portion  of  the  Erie  canal  known  and  distingoiahed 
as  superintendent  section  number  eleven  (No.  11,)  extending  ficom 
the  east  end  of  Monroe  county  to  the  west  end  of  construction  seo- 
tion  number  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  (284,)  in  the  village  of 
Brodkport ;  also,  including  its  banks  and  towpath,  walls,  pavementi^ 
docking,  locks,  including  weigh  locks,  aqueducts,  dams,  bridges^ 
basins,  side  cuts,  guard  banks,  feeders,  reservoirs,  culvertB|  waafee 
weirs,  creek  channels,  ditches,  lock  and  watch  houses,  and  every 
other  structure  or  thing,  of  whatever  name  or  designation,  connected 
therewith ;  and  to  construct  or  reconstruct  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Canal  Commissioner  in  charge,  the  same  shall  become  necessary,  and 
on  such  plan  as  the  said  Commissioner  shall  direct. 

In  all  cases  of  breaches  in  the  banks  or  failure  of  any  of  the  struc- 
tures on  the  said  section,  or  any  other  casualty  which  does  now  or 
may  obstruct  navigation,  the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  give 
imm€|diate  notice  to  the  Commissioner  in  charge  and  the  Auditor  of 
the  Canal  Department,  and  to  employ  such  force  upon  its  repair  or 
reconstruction  as  will  insure  its  completion  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  to  the  extent  of  the  liability  of  the  party  of  the  first  part, 
under  this  clause  of  the  contract  And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the 
Canal  Commissioner  in  charge  shall  have  power  to  direct  the  num- 
ber of  men,  teams  and  implements  that  he  may  deem  necessary  to  be 
employed  or  purchased  to  use  in  making  such  repair  or  reconstruo- 
tion ;  and  in  all  cases  the  work  of  repair  or  reconstruction  shall 
be  done  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  aforesaid  Canal 
Commissioner ;  and  all  damages  that  may  accrue  from  entering  upon 
lands  to  obtain  materials,  together  with  the  cost  of  the  materialSi  Ibr 
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SQch  repairs  or  reconstruction,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  appraisal  of  the 
Canal  Appraisers,  or  settled  by  the  Commissioner,  as  now  provided 
by  law,  and  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  or  first  to  become  due  to 
the  party  of  the  first  part  on  this  contract,  afler  such  appraisal,  as 
hereinafter  provided  for,  unless  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
previoosly  adjust  the  said  damages  by  an  amicable  settlement  with 
die  claimants.  And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  Contracting  Board 
may  and  shall  hereafter  settle,  prescribe  and  direct  the  method  and 
mumer  by  which  the  cost  and  expense  the  contractor  may  be  put  or 
inrarin  repairing  said  breaches  in  banks  of  the  canal  or  failure  in 
straetaes,  or  other  casualty  that  may  obstruct  navigation.  And  it 
iiiiirther  mutually  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  in  case 
Aeioiual  expense  of  repairing  any  breach  which  may  occur  upon 
IDJ  part  of  the  canal,  side  cuts,  locks  or  feeders  embraced  in  this 
tontnot,  or  any  structure  connected  therewith,  shall  exceed  the  sum 
ft  SBven  thousand  dollars,  the  whole  of  such  excess  shall  be  paid  i^j 
Iha  party  of  the  second  part,  and  the  repairs  involving  such 
mom  shall  be  done  under  the  directions  of  the  Commissioner  iu 

•tege. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  have  the  locks,  w^te 
•leiii  and  feeders  on  the  said  section  well  and  properly  attended,  and 
to  have  good  and  sufficient  lights  at  the  locks  at  all  times  during  the 
night,  as  specified  in  the  published  notice  of  the  regulations,  and  the 
gBMial  and  special  notice  attached  to  this  contract,  and  to  keep,  or 
mam  to  be  kept,  a  r^ular  account  of  the  lockages  at  such  locks  as 
die  Auditor  shall  designate,  to  be  sworn  to  by  the  lock  tender,  and 
to  be  sent  to  the  Auditor  on  the  first  day  of  every  month. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  give  prompt 
and  sufficient  assistance  to  boats  or  floats  obstructed  by  bars,  or  low 
vaieEB,  or  !*  jams "  of  boats  in  the  canal,  or  any  navigable  feeder 
onhraoed  in  this  contract,  and  to  assist  the  unloading  of  sunken 
boitB  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Superintendent  is  required  to  do 
under  resolution  No,  26  of  the  canal  regulations  of  1868. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  cause  all 
Canada  thistles  and  other  noxious  weeds  growing  on  the  banks  of 
the  canal,  to  the  width  owned  by  the  State,  to  be  cut  down  twice  in 
MBh  and  every  year — once  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  and 
Ae  fliBt  day  of  July,  and  once  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  August 
nd  the  first  day  of  September.    Also  to  cause  all  dead  hoises  and

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other  animals  found  in  the  canal,  or  in  or  upon  any  structare  or 
work  belonging  thereto,  to  be  promptly  removed  therefyooii  and 
baried  or  otherwise  properly  disposed  of. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  that  he  will  perform  aU 
the  work  r^uired  for  strengthening  the  banks  of  the  canal,  which 
a  Supenntendent  of  repairs  would  have  to  do  if  he  was  making  the 
repairs  of  the  canal,  in  order  to  keep  it  in  good  and  safe  navigaUe 
condition ;  that  if  necessary  he  will  drive  bearing  piles  in  the  rearejf 
towing  path  or  inside  of  canal,  or  protect  the  banks  by  rip-rap  or 
slope  walls,  or  gravel  or  fill  up  banks  where  they  have  settled,  worn 
down  or  washed  away,  and  that  he  will  do  all  and  every  kind  of 
work  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  ike 
canal,  whether  that  kind  of  work  has  been  heretofore  reqafred  or 
not 

It  is  agreed,  further,  between  the  parties  to  this  contract,  thai  the 
party  of  the  first  part  may  prosecute  offenders  for  violations  of  the 
Canal  Laws  and  Regulations  committed  on  that  portion  of  the  canal 
or  other  works  embraced  in  this  contract,  or  upon  any  stmotore 
connected  therewith,  and  recover  the  same  penalties  imposed  by  law, 
or  any  existing  regulation  of  the  Oanal  Board  as  might  have  been 
recovered  for  like  offenses  if  prosecuted  by  a  Canal  Superintend«it; 
and  the  amount  of  such  penalties  recovered  shall  be  accounted  far 
to  the  State  (except  in  cases  hereinafter  provided),  by  dedaotion 
firom  monthly  payments  to  said  party  of  the  first  part ;  bat  said 
party  of  the  first  part  may  sue  in  his  own  name,  and  recover  to  his 
own  use  the  actual  damages  he  may  have  sustained  in  oonaeqaenoe 
of  such  trespass. 

It  is  agreed,  further,  between  the  parties  to  this  contract,  thai  the 
party  of  the  first  part  shall,  at  all  times,  enforce  the  laws  and  rego- 
lations  made  with  reference  to  driving  horses  or  cattle  upon  the  tow- 
ing path  of  the  canal,  and  that  any  penalty  that  may  be  recoveied 
by  virtue  of  such  laws  or  regulations,  shdl  belong  to  the  said  partf 
of  the  first  part  The  party  of  the  first  part  shall  also  prosecute  and 
recover  for  his  own  use  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  or  regnlatioDS 
in  reference  to  throwing  or  discharging  any  filth,  dead  a^^iynf^lff  or 
putrid  substance  into  the  canal. 

The  materials,  boats,  tools  and  implements  belonging  to  the  State, 
or  to  the  outgoing  contractor,  which  are  specified  in  the  annexed 
sohedule,  which  the  Canal  Commissioner  shall  certify  to  be  neoes- 
aary  for  repairing  said  section,  and  as  being  upon  or  belonging  to 
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that  portion  of  the  canal  embraced  in  this  contract,  and  which 
amoanta  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  and  /j\  dollars,  shall  be  received  and  taken  charge 
of  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  when  paid  for,  shall  become 
the  properly  of  the  said  party  of  the  firet  part ;  such  payment  shall 
bo  made  in  cash  to  the  Commissioner  in  charge,  within  two  days 
after  ike  notice  to  him  or  them  of  the  award  of  his  contract 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  the  work  embraced  in  this  contract 
diiU  be  performed  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Canal  Com- 
mimmer  in  charge,  and  at  such  times  and  seasons,  at  such  places  in 
tb»  work|  and  in  such  manner  as  the  aforesaid  Commissioner  shall' 
direet;  and  particular  reference  shall  at  all  times  be  had  to  thenavi* 
gplioD  of  the  Erie  canal,  the  safety,  protection  and  security  of  the 
biak%  and  of  the  mechanical  structures  in  any  manner  connected 
with  the  work  herein  contracted  for ;  and  all  precautionary  measures

that  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  security  and  protection  of  the 
itooudd  section  of  the  canal,  and  the  navigation  of  the  same,  shall 
be  carried  into  efi'ect  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the 
kfds  filled  up  and  drawn  off,  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Conmiia^ 
atooar  aforesaid. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  further  promises  and  agrees 
aoi  to  give  or  sell,  or  allow  to  be  given  or  sold,  by  any  agent  or 
IgnHi  in  his  or  their  employ,  any  ardent  spirits  to  the  workmen,  or 
lay  ether  persons,  on  or  near  the  line  of  said  canal,  or  allow  any  to 
ba  brought  on  the  work  by  the  laborers  or  any  other  persons.  And 
tba  aaid  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  further  promises  and  agrees  to 
ftrbna  the  several  stipulations  of  this  contiact  by  himself  and 
workmen  under  his  own  immediate  superintendence,  and  not^by  a 
aabccmtract  or  sub-contractor. 

And  it  is  ifurther  agreed,  that  if  at  any  time  any  overseer,  workmen 
or  lock-tender  employed  by  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be 
deelared  to  be  unfiiithful  or  incompetent  by  the  Canal  Commissioner 
orSoperintendent  of  Bepairs  having  charge  of  said  work  on  thai 
part  of  the  canal  embraced  in  this  contract,  the  party  of  the  first 
patt,  on  notice  of  such  declaration,  shall  forthwith  dismiss  such  per* 
aoa,  and  shall  no  longer  employ  him  on  any  part  of  the  work. 

And  it  is  further  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that  this  con* 
tnct^  or  any  interest  in  the  same,  shall  not  be  assignable  to  any 
poaoa  or  persons  whomsoever,  without  the  written  approval  of  the 
OoatnMSting  Board ;  and  in  case  of  assignment  with  such  appro¥al 
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the  same  shall  not  be  effectaal  for  any  purpose  whatever,  withoat 
the  written  oonsent  to  such  assignment  of  the  sureties  furnished  Soft 
the  performance  of  the  contract,  or  such  assignee  furnishing  siioh 
new  and  satisfactory  security  as  may  be  required,  in  confortni^  witir 
the  provisions  of  chap.  829  of  the  Laws  of  1854,  and  the  proviaom 
of  the  act  entitled  *'An  act  to  secure  the  payment  of  wages  to  labor- 
ers employed  on  the  canals  and  other  public  works  of  this  State^** 
passed  April  10,  1860.

Lock  tenders  employed  by  the  contractors  will  be  promptly  dis- 
missed by  the  Superintendents,  and  will  not  again  be  allowed  to 
serve  as  lock  tenders,  when  they  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  the 
services  required  of  lock  tenders,  by  the  laws  of  the  State  or  the 
regulations  of  the  Canal  Board,  or  when  they  violate  any  of  those 
laws  and  regulations. 

Contractors  are  required  (and  it  is  hereby  repeated,  so  as  to  leave 
no  room  for  dispute),  to  take  the  work  embraced  in  their  respective 
contracts  in  the  condition  it  may  be  in  when  their  several  contracts 
take  effect,  and  put  it  as  well  as  keep  it  in  repair. 

All  work  required  for  strengthening  embankments  which  the 
Superintendent  of  repairs  would  have  to  do  if  he  was  keeping 
the  canal  in  repair,  in  order  to  make  it. in  good  and  safe  navigable 
condition,  must  be  done  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  contractors. 
In  this  work  must  be  embraced  the  driving  of  bearing  piles  in  the

Every  proposal  must  be  accompanied  with  a  bond  to  the  people 
of  the  State  in  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty  per  cent  of  the 
gross  amount  of  the  proposal  for  the  term  of  years  above  specified, 
nor  in  any  case  less  than  $$,000  penalty,  and  which  bond  shall  be 
signed  by  the  party  making  such  proposal  and  two  or  more  respons-

It  must  be  understood  by  the  proposers  for  any  work  under  this 
notice,  that  the  contract  will  be  awarded  only  upon  the  express 
understanding  and  agreement  of  the  proposer  or  proposers  whose 
proposal  may  be  accepted,  that  he  or  they  will  not  either  directly  or 
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indirectly  make  any  claim  upon  the  State  for  any  damage,  loss  or 
indemnity  which  may  be  incurred  or  may  happen  in  consequence  ol 
entering  into  said  contract,  or  during  the  continuance  or  execution 
thereof. 

The  Commissioners  will  reserve  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  amount  of 
each  relative  monthly  estimate  of  work  done  and  materials  delivered,

IMie  persons  to  whom  the  work  may  be  awarded  will  be  required 
to  enter  into  contract  for  the  performance  of  the  work  within  ten 
(lays  after  the  same  shall  have  been  awarded  to  them,  at  the  place 
and  upon  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  Contracting  Board. 

No  bid  will  be  received  from  any  person  or  persons  whose  con- 
tract for  canal  repairs  shall  have  been  declared  abandoned  by  the 
Contnu'.tini>  Board  on  account  of  incompetency;  nor  shall  any  such 
person  or  persons  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  con- 
tra(it  for  canal  re{)airs  on  the  canals  of  this  State. 

Proposals  will  not  be  received  from  any  person  or  company  now

The  lamp  to  be  of  tin,  and  of  such 
size  as  to  hold  sufficient  oil  to  burn  fifteen  hours,  with  a  wick,  fur- 
nishing four  times  the  light  of  an  ordinary  kerosene  lamp,  and  to 
ha?e  a  suitable  glass  chimney.  The  whole  to  be  constructed  in  a 
similar  form  to  the  usual  street  lamps,  and  adapted  to  burn  kerosene 
oil  The  post  and  case  to  be  well  painted,  except  the  glass.  The 
posts  are  either  to  be  set  in  the  ground  three  feet,  or  properly 
secured  to  the  walls  of  the  lock.

Jordan  level,  from  Nine-mile  Creek  aqueduct  to  near  lock  No.  51, 
was  constructed  with  a  wall  bench,  part  of  the  material  of  which  is 
constantly  sliding  in  and  filling  the  prism  of  the  canal,  the  remoyal 
of  which,  amounting  to  nearly  100,000  cubic  yards,  will  undoubt- 
edly be  required  within  two  years.

The  wood  work  above  the  foundation  to  all  the  locks,  except  those 
now  under  contract  to  be  rebuilt  or  those  that  have  been  recently 
thoroughly  repaired,  shall  be  renewed  with  the  same  size  and  quality 
of  timber  that  was  used  in  their  original  construction ;  fifteen  of 
these  to  be  newly  timbered  during  the  suspension  of  navigation  next 
winter,  and  the  balance  during  the  winter  next  following.  The 
gates  above  top  water  line  to  be  well  painted. 

The  head,  foot  and  wing  walls  of  many  of  the  locks  have  shoved 
in  so  as  to  cause  boats  to  wedge  Those  of  locks  No&  7, 19,  22  and 
81  must  be  taken  up  and  relaid  next  winter,  and  others,  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Commissioner  in  charge. 

The  top  of  all  lock  embankments  must  be  raised  to  full  height 
of  lock,  with  good  gravel  and  new  snubbing  posts  of  white  oak 
inserted  where  required.  The  trunks  and  towing  path  bridges  to 
all  the  aqueducts  require  extensive  repairs,  and  the  trunk  to  aque- 
duct on  the  Marshall  level  must  be  entirely  rebuilt  next  winter. 
Many  of  the  bridges  need  extensive  repairs  or  rebuilding,  as  may  be 
directed,  and  all  of  them  must  be  thoroughly  repaired,  the  trasses 
straightened  and  well  leveled  up,  and  the  ceiling  replaced  where 
gone. 

All  bridges  to  be  raised  to  fourteen  feet  above  canal  bottom,  the 
abutments  to  be  raised  with  substantial  stone  masonry,  and  ap- 
proaches raised  to  correspond. 

The  masonry  in  locks,  bridges^  waste  weirs,  culverts,  receivers, 
dams,  bulkheads,  &c.,  that  is  destroyed  or  out  of  place,  must  be  relaid 
arfd  properly  coped,  and  all  masonry  to  be  well  pointed  with 
hydraulic  mortar.    The  towing  path  under  all  the  bridges  must  be 
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TEiaed  to  one  and  a  half  feet  above  surface  of  water  in  the  canal. 
The  docking  at  locks  and  aqueducts  must  be  renewed,  and  walls  at 
foot  of  locks  and  vertical  walls  and  docking  in  villages  to  be  repaired 
or  reoonstructed,  as  may  be  directed. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  immediately  raise  the  towing 
path  and  berme  banks  to  six  feet  above  canal  bottom  at  several 
places  below  Deansville,  and  on  the  Summit  level,  in  all  a  distance 
of  about  two  miles. 

la  addition  to  the  reservoirs  and  feeders  now  in  use,  the  Kingslej 
Brook  reservoir  and  feeder  will  be  brought  into  use  during  the 
coming  season,  and  when  completed  its  repairs  and  maintenance  will 
devolve  upon  the  contractor  for  repairs.

to  Contractors. 

On  Section  No.  1  there  are  seventy-one  locks,  the  gates  of  whid^ 
have  been  in  use  sixteen  years,  except  sixty-seven  new  ones  whicbs 
have  been  put  in  within  the  last  five  years.  The  balance  of  th^ 
gates  are  in  bad  condition,  and  at  least  seventy-five  new  ones 
be  required  before  the  opening  of  navigation  in  the  coming  sprin, 
and  probably  the  balance  during  the  next  year.  The  vidves  an.^^ 
fixtures  to  these  gates  are  all  in  bad  order  and  must  be  repaiied^ 
new  ones  put  in  before  the  1st  of  May. 

Many  of  the  bridge  superstructures  require  rebuilding,  and 
must  be  done  before  the  1st  of  July  next 

Most  of  the  sluices  around  the  locks  are  very  much  dilapidated, 
requiring  extensive  repairs  with  a  large  amount  of  new  timber. 
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The  docking  at  tbe  head  of  all  the  locks  requires  repairing  with 
Bew  timber.  As  much  of  this  work  as  is  possible  must  be  done 
Wore  the  first  of  May  next,  and  the  balance  during  the  season. 

At  very  many  points  the  canal  has  become  partially  filled  by  the 
streams  which  run  in,  and  other  causes.  This  deposit  must  all  be 
takea  out  before  navigation  opens. 

The  superintendent  is  now  engaged  in  framing  and  putting  in 
lock  gates  with  a  heavy  force  of  men,  and  has  also  contracted  for  the 
delivery  of  a  large  amount  of  timber.  The  contractor  will  be 
required  to  employ  and  pay  the  men  engaged  on  this  work  from 
April  1st  to  the  opening  of  navigation,  and  also  to  receive  the 
timber  which  is  being  delivered,  not  embraced  in  this  schedule,  and 
allow  therefor  cost  prices  for  all  that  is  not  in  the  work. 

If  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  State  to  make  any  repairs  on  the 
dam  across  the  Mohawk  river  at  Delta,  it  will  be  considered  as 
embraced  in  the  contract  for  Section  No.  1,  and  the  contractor  must 
perform  the  work  required  under  his  contract  prices  for  the  section. 

On  Section  No.  2  there  are  forty  locks,  and  there  will  be  some 
Dew  gates  required  during  the  season.  The  valves  and  fixtures  in 
many  of  the  gates  are  badly  worn  and  they  must  all  be  well  repaired 
or  new  ones  put  in  this  spring. 

The  attention  of  contractors  is  especially  called  to  the  condition 
of  the  valves  and  fixtures  on  both  sections,  for  if  they  are  not  imme- 
^tely  repaired,  after  April  1st,  the  superintendent  will  put  on  men 
to  do  it  and  charge  the  expense  to  the  contractors. 

All  the  river  docking  near  the  foot  of  lock  No.  109,  at  Lyon's  Falls, 
M  embraced  in  Section  No.  2,  and  must  be  repaired  if  required,  and 
4e  channel  must  be  kept  dredged  out  for  three  hundred  feet  below 
*e  foot  of  the  lock. 

The  bridge  across  Black  and  Moose  rivers,  at  Lyon's  Falls,  has 
oeen  assumed  by  the  State  and  is  now  a  part  of  Section  Na  2. 

The  Black  River  feeder  must  be  thoroughly  bottomed  out  f6r  its 
**^tire  length  before  the  opening  of  navigation. 

Woodhull,  North  Branch  and  South  Branch  reservoirs  are  em* 
oraced  in  Section  No.  2,  and  all  repairs  on  the  same  must  be 
performed  by  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  contract  may  be 
awarded. 

It  is  especially  required  that  all  the  lock  houses  and  State  shops 
^  both  sections  shall  be  kept  in  good  condition. 

Competent  men  (not  boys  or  women)  shall  be  employed  for  lock

Bepair  Section  No.  2,  Chenango  Canal 

Proposers  for  repair  of  section  No.  2  of  the  Chenango  canal  will 
take  notice  that  the  requisition  for  two  lock  tenders  to  each  lock 
does  not  apply  to  this  section,  but  a  sufficient  force  will  be  required 
in  all  cases  to  facilitate  navigation,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  number 
employed  be  less  than  one  to  every  two  locks.

The  trunks  and  towing-path  bridges  to  all  the  aqueducts  will 
wquire  extensive  repairs,  and  the  trunk  to  aqueduct  at  the  head  of 
lock  99  must  be  entirely  rebuilt  before  the  opening  of  navigation 
Jiext  spring. 

The  bridges  on  aqueducts  and  waste  weirs  shall  be  provided  with 
substantial  railings  and  well  painted. 

The  masonry  in  locks,  bridges,  waste  weirs,  culverts,  receivers, 
"Anas,  bulkheads,  &c.,  that  is  destroyed  or  out  of  place  must  be 
lelaid  and  properly  coped ;  and  all  masonry  to  be  well  pointed  with 
Mraulic  mortar. 

The  top  of  all  lock  embankments  must  be  raised  to  full  height 
of  lock  with  good  gravel,  and  when  necessary  new  snubbing  posts 
of  white  oak  inserted.

Lock  No.  7 ;  guard  lock  No.  8 ;  lock  No.  8 ;  lock  No.  9 ;  lock  I 
10 ;  lock  No.  11 ;  guard  lock  No.  5,  and  lock  No.  12.  Upper  gia 
in  lock  No.  13 ;  lock  No.  15 ;  lock  No.  16 ;  guard  lock  Na  6, 
Oswego ;  lock  Na  17,  and  lower  gates  in  lock  No.  18. 

The  completion  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  towing  path  bridge 
Three  River  Point  (6  spans)  with  abutments  and  piers,  is  indudc 
in  the  contract  fpr  repairs,  and  must  be  completed  before  the  opei 
ing  of  navigation  next  spring. 

Pier  at  foot  of  lock  No.  11  must  be  rebuilt 

Docking  at  Van  Buren's  house  (about  600  feet)  requires  the  renew 
of  two  top  sticks. 

Towpath  bridge  over  Black  creek,  must  be  rebuilt. 

Coping  timber  on  walls  at  guard  lock  No.  5  (about  6  ohaini 
must  be  replaced. 

At  Minetto,  about  200  feet  of  berme  bank  to  be  built  over  oofi 
dam,  requiring  about  4,000  cubic  yards.  Towpath  to  be  filled  ot

New  coping  timber  required  on  towpath  walls  from  lock  Na  18 
to  iron  bridge,  in. Oswego. 

The  division  wall  between  the  canal  and  river  and  the  main  canal 
and  Hydraulic  canal,  must  be  repaired  and  properly  pointed. 

The  towing  path  in  many  places  along  the  bluffs  between  Fulton 
and  Oswego  has  become  narrowed  and  filled  up  by  the  wash  from 
the  hill9.  In  such  cases,  the  towing  path  must  be  trimmed  off  to 
its  original  dimensions. 

The  towing  path  has  also  been  washed  off  in  many  places  hy  high 
water  in  the  i^er.  In  all  such  cases  gravel  lining  must  be  put  on 
to  its  original  height.

All  buildings  and  fences  within  the  blue  line,  the  contractor  will 
be  required  to  remove,  in  pursuance  of  act,  chapter  728,  Laws  of 
1865. 

CROOKED  LAKE  CANAL. 

The  timber  and  plank  lining  in  chamber  of  all  the  compostte 
locks  must  be  renewed  during  the  close  of  navigation  next  winter;

Beacon  lights  at  Dresden  must  be  kept  on  pier,  in  harbor,  at  all 
hours  of  the  night  during  the  season  of  navigation  without  addi- 
tional compensation.

The  ''  Committee  oa  Industrial  Interests,"  having  considered  the 
resolution  referred  to  them,  July  9,  on  the  right  of  the  people  of 
this  State  to  catch  and  take  fish  in  certain  waters  of  the  State, 
beg  leave  respectfully  to 

REPORT : 

That,  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  an  act  was  passed 
ostensibly  for  the  preservation  of  ''^moose,  wild  deer,  birds  and 
fresh  water  fish,''  and  that  said  act,  becoming  a  law,  has  injuriously 
affected  an  important  industrial  interest  of  the  State,  more  par- 
ticularly on  the  river  St  Lawrence,  whose  fisheries  afford  employ- 
ment and  subsistence  to  not  less  than  ten  thousand  persons  in  the 
county  of  Jefferson  alone. 

Your  committeee  do  not  deem  it  proper  to  propose  the  constitu- 
tional assertion  of  any  right  which  might  hereafter  conflict  with 
necessary  legislation  for  the  preservation  of  game  or  the  regulation 
of  fisheries  at  certain  seasons ;  but,  inasmuch  as  certain  lakes  and 
rivers  of  the  State  are  so  located  as  to  be  accessible  for  fishing 
purposes  to  the  inhabitants  of  an  alien  country,  as  well  as  to  our 
own  citizens,  and,  in  consequence  of  this  fact,  no  restrictions  upon 
our  citizens  can  restrain  aliens  from  taking  fish  in  the  same  waters, 
but  will  only  operate  to  give  the  said  aliens  an  undue  advantage 
over  citizens  of  this  State,  your  Committee  have  unanimously 
directed  their  chairman  to  recommend  that  the  following  section 
be,  in  its  proper  place,  imbodied  with  the  Constitution : 
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1  Section .  "  The  right  to  take  and  catch  fish  in  any  ol 

2  the  interruUional  waters  bordering  on  this  State,  and  the  riren 
8  and  bays  thereof,  and  to  dispose  of -such  fish,  shall  not  Ix 
4  denied  or  restrained."

REPORT 

OP  MINORITY  OF  JOINT   COMMITTEE  ON   OORPOBA- 

TION& 

The  undersigned  cannot  agree  with  the  majority  of  the  joint 
Committee  on  Corporations,  in  so  changing  the  present  Constitution 
tt  to  inhibit  the  Legislatare  from  creating  corporations  or  amend- 
^g  the  charters  of  any,  by  special  acts. 

It  is  urged  by  those  who  support  this  measure  that  the  creation 
ind  amendment  of  special  charters  are  prolific  causes  for  legisla- 
tion; that  they  beget  corruption,  and  that  general  laws  should 
*loQ6  provide  for  the  different  classes. 

la  answering  this  position,  I  assume  that  after  safeguards  shall 
"^▼e  been  placed  around  future  Legislatures,  by  this  Conventioni  to 
^'^SQit  their  purity,  and  provision  is  made  for  decent  payment  of 
^^Bpdators,  honest  and  capable  men  will  be  elected,  and  should  it 
'^otherwise  the  people  will  prove  to  be  as  bad  as  their  repre- 
aentativeB.    In  that  event,  all  the  work  of  this  Convention  will  be 

^  ^ain,  for  positive  law  cannot  revivify  the  waning  virtue  of  a 
State. 

Confident  in  this  assumption,  I  believe  our  future  legislators 
■^be  unassailable  by  corruption. 
V  oL.  m.  62 
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And  tHoagb  applications  to  oar  Legislatures  for  epecial  charters 
and  amendments  to  charters  are  very  numerooSy  yet  that  only 
proves  that  ours  is  a  great  State,  and  the  requirenfents  of  its  com* 
meroe  and  business  numerous ;  smaller  States  do  not  have  the  same 

« 

needa 

And  though  such  matters  occupy  a  great  deal  of  the  time  of  cor 
l^slators,  yet  that  is  what  we  elect  them  for.  They  are  sent  to 
hear  the  wants  of  the  people — to  receive  and  consider  their  applica- 
tions, and  if  proper,  to  grant  them.  Are  we  willing  to  adopt  the 
prindple  that  our  future  legislative  body  cannot  be  trusted  with 
such  details  ? 

Provision  by  law  exists  for  advertising  the  proposed  application 
for  a  special  charter  or  amendment.  This  ought  to  be  sufficient  to 
give  publicity  to  the  proposition  and  excite  opposition  if  there 
should  be  any. 

General  laws  cannot  provide  for  the  special  needs  of  differsiit 
classes  of  corporations.  Do  persons  interested  desire  to  build  a 
railroad  from  an  ore  bed  and  lay  a  wooden  rail  covered  with  iron? 
The  general  railroad  law  says  the  rail  must  weigh  fifty -six  pounds 
to  the  linear  yard. 

Does  a  ferry  company  wish  the  sole  privilege  of  ferriage  for  a 
portion  of  a  river  in  order  to  render  the  enterprise  sufficiently  prof- 
itable to  warrant  the  undertaking?  It  would  be  impossible  to 
make  a  general  rule  which  could  apply  with  the  same  beneficial  re* 
suits  to  a  sparsely  as  to  a  densely  settled  district,  giving  the  same 
monopoly  as  to  distance  to  each. 

But  it  is  useless  to  multiply  illustrations.  It  would  be  imposable 
to  foresee  the  special  necessities  which  might  arise  in  dififerent 
cases.  Therefore  entrust  it  to  the  Legislature,  which  sits  oftener 
than  once  in  twenty  years,  and  can  thus  mould  legislation  to  vary** 
ing  needs. 

I  therefore  respectfully  submit  that  it  is  best  to  retain  the  section 
of  the  existing  Constitution  on  this  subject. 

Neither  have  I  been  able  to  agree  with  the  Committee  in  lequir* 
ing  individual  liability  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  all  oorpo* 
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istidiui  OIL  the  part  of  Btoekholders,  to  an.  amount  equal  to  the 
amount  of  their  atook. 

Sinee  the  formation  of  the  State  the  experience  and  wisdom  of 
its  L^gislatorea  has  directed  that  the  stockholders  in  some  corpora- 
tions should  be  personally  liable,  and  in  others,  not  Some  are 
formed  for  purely  business  and  money-making  purposed— others 
fer  adentifio — and  still  others  for  purely  benevolent  uses.  Some, 
as  many  rail  and  plank-road  companies,  are  anticipated  &ilures  as 
monied  speculations,  and  the  incorporators  subscribe  never  expect- 
ing to  see  their  money  again,  but  are  content  with  the  general 
good  attained  by  the  performance  of  the  objects  of  their  creation. 
It  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  the  pioneers  in  such  enterprises  lose 
their  investments  while  their  successors  reap  the  profits. 

Under  the  present  laws  in  incorporated  academies,  and  other 
iostitntions  of  learning,  the  incorporatoi^  incur  no  personal  lia- 
Uity.  In  manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical,  chemical,  railroad, 
vA  gas  light  companies,  they  are  liable  only  till  the  capital  stock 
i>  paid  in,  except  as  regards  laborers  and  servants  of  the  company, 
hi  bridge  companies  the  directors  are  responsible  if  debts  are  con- 
tnded  beyond  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock.  In  insurance 
companies  the  corporators  are  liable  only  till  the  stock  is  paid  in, 
while  the  law  fixes  upon  the  members  of  telegraph  companies  a 
pcnonal  responsibility  equal  to  25  per  cent  more  than  the  amount 

rf  their  stock. 

# 

Thus  the  experience  of  the  past  has  demonstrated  that  distinction 
should  be  made  between  divers  classes  of  corporations  in  charging 
^pon  the  members  a  personal  liability  for  obligations.  It  seems 
pfop^  to  heed  its  teachings.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  very  objects 
of  the  creation  of  banking  and  other  monied  corporations,  it  is 
necessary  to  establish  perfect  confidence  in  their  ability  to  meet 
P^nniary  obligationa  Hence  the  necessity  to  insure  such  ability 
by  stringent  laws.  But  the  same  requirements  do  not  exist  with 
<^er  associations.  Therefore  I  would  leave  the  Legislature  to  say 
^bat  laws  upon  this  subject  should  apply  to  each  particular  class 
^d  hence  prefer  to  retain  the  section  of  the  present  Constitution 
Vplicable  to  this  topic. 
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It  k  fortiier  sabmittad  thai  a  danse  should  be  incorporated  into 
the  Constitution,  providing  that  foreign  corporations  doing  btisiiien 
in  this  State  should  deposit  security  here  for  the  punctual  perform- 
ance cS  their  oUigations^  leaving  the  Legidatare  to  prescribe  the 
details.    The  present  laws  require  this  of  insurance  companiea 

There  are  a  host  of  minitog,  mechanical  and  other  corporations^ 
the  creatures  of  other  States  and  countries,  many  of  them  almost 
myths^  with  no  pecuniary  req)Onsibility,  which  find  it  conveniefiti 
after  doing  business  and  contracting  obligations  here,  to  retire, 
''and  like  the  unsubstantial  pageant  of  a  dream,  leave  no  trace 
behind."  It  seebis  as  though  the  eorjiorations  of  our  State  were 
sufficient  for  the  wants  of  our  people,  and  if  others  are  permitted 
to  enjoy  privileges'  here,  let  them  protect  our  citizens  in  their 
dealings. 

The  object  of  incorporation  is  to  combine  the  associated  action 
of  many  as  one  artificial  person,  with  exemption  from  perA>nal 
respon^ility  to  its  members.  Such  privileges  should  be  granted 
to  the  creations  of  other  States  whose  charters  are  ind^ndent  of 
our  control,  only  when  the  interests  of  the  people  of  our  State  i^ 
fully  secured.  I  therefore  recommend  thkt  a  clause  be  inserted  in 
the  Constitution. in  substance  as  follows: 

''  The  Legislature  shall  provide  that  foreign  Corporations  shall 
secure  the  performance  of  obligations  created  in  this  State."

KELATIVE  TO  THOSE  OFFICERS. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant- 
^vernor,  their  election,  tenure  of  office,  compensation,  powers 
^d  duties,  except  as  otherwise  referred ;  respectfully 

REPORT 

^^  following  ARTICLE  as  the  result  of  their  deliberations : 

^ey  have  not  deemed  it  necessary  or  advisable  to  recommend 
?^tiy  amendments  to  article  four  of  the  existing  Constitution^ 
^lieving  that  no  very  essential  change  is  demanded,  except  in 
^oh  particulars  as  they  have  designated. 

^hey  have  accordingly  submitted  copies  of  the  first,  second, 

^iipd,  sixth,  and  seventh  sections  of  that  article,  and  are  in  favor 

"^^   their  entire  adoption.    They  prefer  to  use  language,  as  far  as 

Pi'acticable,  which  has  been  settled  and  approved  by  long  and 

^^U-established  usage  and  judicial  construction,   rather  than  to 

^opt  a  new  and  unsettled  phraseology  which  would  not  be  so 

'^ell  calculated  to  secure  the  continued  existence  of  provisions 

^hich  they  have  unanimously  approved. 
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They  have  proposed  to  amend  the  fourth  section  by  providing 
that  the  compensation  of  the  Governor  shall  be  established  by  law. 
While  your  Committee  are  fully  of  the  opinion  that  the  present 
compensation  is  far  less  than  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Empire 
State  should  be  entitled  to  receive,  they  believe  it  not  wise  or 
expedient  to  name  or  determine  its  amount  in  the  Constitution, 
but  have  proposed  that  it  be  first  fixed  by  the  Legislature,  at  its 
first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  in  order  that  it 
may  not  be  subject  to  the  caprices  and  temptations  of  legislative 
enactment  after  the  election  of  the  successful  candidate  or  during 
his  continuance  in  oflfice. 

To  the  section  providing  for  the  compensation  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  your  committee  have  added  the  clause,  that  when  the 
Legislature  shall  have  determined  its  amount  by  law,  he  shall  not 
receive  or  be  entitled  to  receive,  any  additional  compensation,  fees 
or  perquisites,  for  any  other  duties  or  services  he  may  be  required 
to  perform,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  or  in  any  other  capacity.  The 
reason  for  inserting  this  restriction  must  be  perfectly  obvious  to 
every  member  of  the  Convention,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  detail 
them  here.  They  will  be  cheerfully  stated,  if  called  for  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  or  in  the  Convention. 

It  is  proposed  to  amend  the  section  relating  to  the  veto  power, 
by  requiring  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  composing 
each  branch  of  the  Legislature  to  pa3S  a  bill,  notwithstanding  the 
objections  of  the  Governor. 

By  the  existing  Constitution,  no  bill  can  be  passed  unless  by  the 
assent  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  House ;  and 
yet,  if  the  Governor  §hall  object,  each  House,  on'a  reconsideration, 
may  approve  of  such  bills,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  it  will  then  become  a  law ;  thus,  in  effect,  not 
only  greatly  weakening,  and  rendering  in  a  manner  utterly  power- 
less the  objections  of  the  Executive,  but  also  virtually  annulling 
that  part  of  the  section,  requiring  in  the  first  instance  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected.  The  propriety  of  the  proposed 
amendment  cannot  be  reasonably  doubted,  and  its  necessity  under 
the  alarming  evils  which  have  existed  for  the  last  ten  years,  and 
which,  there  is  great  reason  to  fear,  will  continue  and  increase,  unless 
effectually  restrained  and  prevented,  will,  in  the  judgment  of  your 
committee,  be  manifestly  apparent 
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It  will  be  perceived  .that  your  committee  have  had  under  con- 
sideratioa  the  resolution  referred  to  them,  of  Mr.  Dwight,  of  Oneida. 
They  have  deemed  it  expedient,  not  only  to  incorporate  the  provi- 
sion, contemplated  by  the  resolution,  but  to  extend  the  powers  of 
the  Governor,  so  that  he  may  approve  of  any  part  or  parts  of  a  bill, 
contaming  separate  and  distinct  provisions,  and  disapprove  of  any 
other  part  or  parts  of  the  same  bill. 

It  has  not  unfrequently  been  the  case,  that  bills  proposing  to 

enact  wholesome  and  salutary  laws,  have  also  contained  provisions 

of  80  objectionable  a  character  as  to  prevent  their  approval  by  the 

Governor,  and  thus  many  measures  highly  conducive  and  almost 

indespensable  to  the  public  welfare,  have  been  defeated,  or  have 

wn  preserved  only  by  carrying  with   them  enactments  highly 

odious  and  offensive.    Indeed,  it  is  well  known  that  obnoxious 

Propositions  have  been  artfully  inserted  in  bills,  for  the  purpose  of 

^^orcing  their  enactment  under  the  calculation,  not  often  ill-founded, 

**^at  honest  members  of  the  Legislature  would  be  induced  to  suffer 

•^em  to  pass  into  laws,  rather  than  lose  the  benefit  of  the  unobjec- 

^^Hable  features.     In  other  instances  they  have  been  introduced 

^^ring  the  last  stages  of  legislation,  and  amid  the  hurry  and  con- 

^^ion  and  excitement,  always  prevailing  at  such  a  time,  they  have 

^^n  precipitated  into  laws — when,  if  they  had  been  proposed  in 

^parate  billsj'they  never  could  have  received  the  sanction  of  the 

'*^*^Tslature.     The  substance  of  the  clauses  suggested  in  the  referred 

^^^8olutioD,  with  the  addition  recommended  by  the  committee  has 

^^refoie  been  inserted  in  the  eighth  section. 

Your  committee  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  determine  that  the 
^^e  for  signing  bills  shall  cease  with  the  adjournment  of  the 
"'-'egislature,  instead  of  leaving  the  power  unlimited,  as  it  now  is, 
^^d  enabling  the  Governor  to  sign  them  at  any  time  during  the 


This  amendment  your  committee  believe  they  cannot  recommend 
"too  strongly   to   the  favorable  consideration   of   the  Convention. 
It  is  unnecessary  to  enter  into  details  of  the  reasons  for  its  expe- 
diency or  propriety.     They  will  readily  commend  themselves  to 
^he  minds  of  the   Convention.     The   requirement   will  not  only 
serve  as  a  more  sure  protection  against  all  fraud  and  corruption 
which  may  be  attempted  on  the  part  of  those  interested  in  the 
asaage  oF  the  bills,  but  will  no  doubt  greatly  relieve  the  Execu- 
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tive  from  ceaseless  and  incessant  importunities  and  temptations  to 
which  the  unscrupulous  and  designing  are  ever  ready  to  resort.  It 
will,  in  short,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  serve  as  a  great 
additional  safeguard  to  the  interests  of  the  State.  The  objection 
that  bills  passed  during  the  last  few  days  of  the  session  may  thus 
fail  to  become  laws,  can  be  obviated  by  the  Legislature,  and  they 
can  easily  accommodate  themselves  in  the  passage  of  bills  to  this 
restriction.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  add  that  it  is  in  harmony 
with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  in  respect  to  the  power 
of  the  President  to  sign  bills  passed  by  Congress,  which  has  always 
proved  eminently  successful,  and  has  met  with  the  approbation  of 
all  since  the  organization  of  the  General  Government. 

With  these  amendments  your  committee  respectfully  submit  the 
whole  article,  and  recommend  its  adoption  by  the  Convention.

The  committee  "on  town  and  county  officers,  other  tlian  judi- 
^^^\  their  election  or  appointment,  tenure  of  office,  compensation, 
powers  and  duties, ''  respectfully  submit  as  a  substitute  for  Article 
'^  of  the  present  Constitution,  the  following : 

ARTICLE  . 


^  Section  1.  There  siiall  be  elected  in  each  county  by  the 
^  qualified  voters  therein,  at  the  time  of  holding  general  elections, 
"^  ^  Sheriff,  County  Treasurer,  County  Clerk,  County  Supervisor, 
^^d  as  many  Coroners  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature ; 
^"O  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  for  the  term  of  three 
j^^TSj  unless  sooner  removed  by  competent  authority.  Sheriffs 
^'^^11  hold  no  other  office  during  their  incumbency,  and  shall 
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8  not  be  re-eligible,  or  act  as  under-sheriflf  or  deputy  for  the  sue-

EXPLANATION. 

Your  Committee  have  deemed  it  unwise  to  propose  many 
changes  in  the  tenure  of  oflSce,  or  in  the  powers  and  duties  of  town 
and  county  officers. 

Most  of  these  officers  are  our  common  law  inheritance.  Their 
names  and  functions  are  familiar  to  the  people — their  powers, 
duties,  limitations,  and  responsibilities,  well  defined  by  a  long  series 
of  adjudications.  No  change  should  be  made  which  does  not 
promise  advantages,  clearly  and  decidedly  outweighing  the  incon- 
veniences that  necessarily  attend  any  change  in  the  organic  law 
of  a  State.  But,  in  obedience  to  the  public  demand,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  their  own  judgment,  your  committee  have  incorporated 
in  the  foregoing  proposed  Article,  the  following  new  features,  to 
wit: 

First  Additional  and  exclusive  legislative  and  administrative 
jurisdiction  is  given  to  Boards  of  Supervisors,  in  relation  to  local 
and  internal  affairs,  and  fiscal  concerns  within  their  respective 
counties.  This  change,  it  is  believed,  is  imperatively  demanded. 
The  vast  and  varied  local  interests  of  the  State,  annually  press 
with  great  severity  upon  the  Legislature.  A  very  large  proportion 
of  its  acts  are  of  a  strictly  local  character,  in  which  the  people  at 
large  have  no  direct  interest. 
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Members  are  naturally  more  interested  in  the  aflfairs  of  i\n 
immediate  constituents,  who  made  them,  than  in  the  interests  of  t 
State  at  large ;  and  hence,  general  legislation  is  pushed  aside 
give  place  to  local  and  private  schemes.  It  often  happens  that  i 
merits  of  these  schemes  are  known  only  to  the  local  members  wl 
have  them  in  charge,  and  who,  perhaps,  are  employed  as  attome 
or  agents  to  engineer  them  through  the  Legislature  for  a  considei 
tion.  Moreover,  these  private  and  local  schemes  give  occasion  f 
the  exercise  of  that  peculiar  species  of  legislative  tactics,  known 
"log  rolling."  Worse  than  all,  they  give  employment  to  that  ela 
of  venal  go-betweens,  known  as  ^*  lobbyists,"  who  annually  anfc 
the  Legislature,  and  **ply  their  vocation  "  with  a  skill,  perseveran 
and  success  vorthy  of  a  better  cause.  The  change  proposed  wou 
transfer  local  questions  to  local  boards,  where  they  could  be  proper 
ventilated  and  understood.  It  would  greatly  lessen  the  facilities  f 
corruption,  and  leave  the  Legislature  to  pursue  with  honesty  ai 
deliberation,  its  legitimate  business  of  general  legislation. 

Second,  This  large  increase  of  power  in  the  local  boards,  sugges 
the  propriety  of  some  check  upon  hasty,  inconsiderate,  and  corru] 
legislation. 

To  supply  this  want  a  County  Supervisor  is  proposed,  who  is  1 
act  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  have  a  casting  votei 
case  of  a  tie,  and  a  veto  power. 

Elected  by  the  whole  county,  he  would  represent  the  county,  an* 
not  any  particular  locality  or  interest 

From  the  importance  and  dignity  of  the  ofHce.  it  may  reasonably 
be  supposed  that  it  would  be  filled  by  men  of  character,  who-  woul( 
bring  ability  and  experience  to  the  aid  of  the  Board  in  the  discharg 
of  its  important  duties.  Sitting  as  a  member  of  the  Board,  am 
listening  to  its  discussions,  he  would  be  prepared  to  promptly  intei 
pose  a  veto  in  cases  demanding  his  interference. 

Third  The  inequality  of  representation  existing  in  Boards,  a 
at  present  constituted,  has  caused  considerable  complaint.  Fo 
example,  Watervliet,  in  the  county  of  Albany,  with  a  populatioi 
of  27,000  and  upwards,  has  only  one  representative  in  the  Board 
while  several  towns  in  the  same  county,  with  a  population  of  les 
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than  8,000,  have  each  one  representative,  and  power  in  the  Board 
equal  to  the  populous  and*  wealthy  town  of  Watervliet  In  the 
ooanty  of  Pulton,  one  town  has  a  population  of  about  10,000,  and 
another  of  about  600,  yet  they  are  equal  in  representation  and 
po^wer  in  the  Board.  This  inequality  exists  to  a  greater  or  less 
in  most  of  the  counties  of  the  State ;  and  with  an  increase  of 
lative  power  in  the  Board,  it  would  be  more  sensibly  felt. 


To  remedy  the  difficulty,  authority  is  conferred  upon  the  Legisla- 
to  provide  for  an  increase  and  equalization  of  representation, 
by   an  election  of  representative  Supervisors  from  towns,  villages  . 
»nd  cities,  to  act  as  members  of  the  county  Boards.     This  provision 
'Would  cure  the  evil  complained  of,  without  disturbing  the  present 
fiuniliar  system.     Town  Supervisors  would  exist  as  before,  with  the 
same  undivided  powers  and  duties.    They  would  act  in  their  indi- 
vidual and  independent  capacity  as  town  supervisors,  and  also  as 
members  of  the  county  Board  of  Supervisors ;  while  the  representa- 
tive Supervisors  would  act  only  as  members  of  county  boards. 

fourth.  The  term  of  supervisors  is  increased  from  obe  to  two 
years.  It  was  thought  that  the  increased  duties  and  importance  of 
the  office  under  the  proposed  change,  would,  for  obvious  reasons, 
iDake  a  longer  term  desirable. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  leading  and  most  important  of  these 
^shanges  is  the  transfer  of  local  legislation  from  the  Legislature  to  the 
Coords  of  Supervisors,  The  others  are  mainly  subordinate  to  and 
^^mplemental  of  this.  As  a  whole,  they  form  in  connection  with 
existing  provisions,  a  complete  system,  which  it  is  thought  will 
^eet  the  public  demand  without  essentially  disturbing  the  present 
oxder  of  things,  or  producing  any  serious  inconveniencea 

Fifth.  The  District  Attorney  is  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
ffia office  is  not  representative,  and  there  is  no  good  reason  why  it 
Btould  be  elective  by  popular  vote.  On  the  contrary,  there  are 
wgent  reasons  why  it  should  be  removed  as  far  as  possible  from  the 
political  arena,  and  its  incumbent  made  independent  of  the  favor, 
caprice  and  resentment  of  those  most  likely  to  receive  his  official 
Attentions.

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It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  a  District- Attorney  will  be  zealocw  i 
the  prosecution  of  those  to  whom  he  owes  his  position ;  and  there 
too  much  reason  to  believe  that,  under  our  elective  system,  man 
offenders  go  "  un whipped  of  justice**  solely  for  the  reason  that  the 
have  a  "  friend  at  court"  in  the  person  of  the  prosecuting  officer. 

The  appointive  system  would  not  only  remedy  this  evil,  bi 
secure  a  higher  grade  of  incumbenta  Grant  that  many  able  ai 
worthy  men  fill  the  office  under  the  elective  system,  it  is  true,  neY€ 
theless,  that  in  many  cases  men  totally  unfit  for  the  positic 
intellectually,  morally,  and  professionally,  are  foisted  into  offic 
This  result  is  produced  by  a  skillful  manipulation  of  the  politic 
wires,  the  power  of  caucus,  a  corruption  fund  at  the  polls,  and  tl 
votes  of  those  who  desire  immunity  from  the  penalties  of  violatf 
law. 

The  high  position  of  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  State,  his  person 
responsibility,  and  the  pride  he  would  naturally  feel  in  the  suooe 
of  his  administration,  would  ensure  a  judicious  exercise  of  tl 
appointing  power;  and  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  thatrtl 
change  proposed  would  result  in  a  purer  and  more  efficient  admini 
tration  of  criminal  law. 

These  are  the  only  material  changes  that  a  majority  of  yourooi 
mittee  have  felt  at  liberty  to  recommend.  And,  in  this  connectio 
it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  there  was  not  entire  unanimity  in  tl 
Committee  on  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  District- Att(MnM 
a  minority  preferring  his  election  by  the  people. 

• 

The  other  provisions  of  the  Article  submitted,  embrace  substa 
tially  the  features  of  the  present  Constitution  and  laws  upoa  tl 
same  subject,  so  combined  and  expressed,  as  to  present  in  our  wri 
ten  Constitution,  a  complete  system. 

The  subject  assigned  to  your  Committee  is  so  intimately  connecti 
with  several  others,  that  they  have  found  it  difficult  to  dischaq 
their  duties  without  trenching,  or  seeming  to  trench,  upon  groui 
assigned  to  other  committees.  They  have  endeavored  to  avoid  th 
as  far  as  practicable ;  but,  doubtless,  more  or  less  modifications  • 
the  Article  reported  by  them  will  be  required,  to  harmonize  wit 
other  parts  of  the  Constitution  as  they  may  be  reported  by  cor 
mitfcees,  or  adopted  by  the  Convention. 
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Tour  Committee  having  performed  the  duty  imposed  upon  them 
to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject 
and  of  all  matters  relating  thereto  which  have  been  referred  to  them*

We  believe  that  the  division  of 
as  existing  under  the  present  system,  has  destroyed  all  feel* 
responsibility,  and  has  been  the  cause  of  much  of  the  laxity 
care  and  management  of  the  public  works.

majority  seek  to  create  a  one  man  power,  appointed  by  the

In  these  dayi 
laxity  in  oflScial  morals,  it  is  truly  a  fearful  power  to  be  placed  i 
the  hands  of  any  man.  It  is  a  power,  which,  in  the  hands  o 
designing  politician,  can  be  used  to  control  political  nominati 
and  elections.  It  is  unnecessary  to  dilate  upon  the  dangers  of  si 
an  overshadowing  one  man  power.  Its  extent  must  be  apparen 
any  reflecting  mind. 

It  is  trtie,  the  evils  to  be  remedied  are  great  and  of  vital  imp 
ance,  but  the  question  arises,  is  it  necessary  to  resort  to  such  has: 
ous  remedy?'  The  undersigned  think  not,  and  believe  it  to  be  I 
unwise  and  unnecessary,  because,  it  is  a  fundamental  principle 
government,  that  to  create  a  proper  and  efficient  responsibility,  m 
must  not  be  required  of  the  agent  than  he  will  be  able  well  i 
efficiently  to  superintend  and  direct,  personally.  His  subordimi 
must  be  the  men  who  do  the  work  in  pursuance  of  his  directioD8i 
under  his  personal  supervision.  Then,  there  is  a  responsibili 
coupled  with  a  power  of  execution.  That  is  not  the  case  when  j 
commit  the  charge  of  one  thousand  miles  of  canal  to  one  pers 
iHe  cannot,  personally,  supervise  and  control  the  whole.  The  sn\ 
intendence  and  control  of  sections,  must  necessarily,  be  entrustec 
subordinates,  and  the  success  of  the  management  is  entirely  depe 
ent  upon  the  manner  in  which  the  subordinates  perform  their  di 
The  responsibility,  therefore,  thus  created,  is  simply  the  legal  U 
nical  responsibility  of  a  principal  for  the  acts  of  omission  i 
commission  by  his  subordinates.  That  responsibility  is  not,  i 
never  can  be,  so  greatly  felt  or  appreciated  by  the  agent,  as  w 
the  responsibility  is  in  reference  to  his  own  acts. 

The  undersigned  seek  to  obviate  this  objection,  and  bring 
responsibility  directly  to  the  officer,  by  creating,  instead  of  one,  i 
superintendents  of  public  works,  and  dividing  the  canals  into  1 
distinct  sections,  each  section  to  be  assigned  specially  to  the  c 
management  and  control  of  one  of  the  superintendents.  E 
superintendent  can  then  personally  superintend  and  freqnei 
inspect  every  part  of  the  particular  section  assigned  to  him,  and 
the  entire  care,  management  and  good  government  of  which  he  i 
be  held  responsible.    The  division  of  the  canals  into  four  sect 
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'^rill  bring  the  work  to  be  performed  by  each  superintendent  within 
tb«  compass  of  his  ability,  so  as  to  create  a  direct,  personal  responsi- 
l>ility,  without  the  power  to  shift  it  upon  subordinates. 

The  patronage  of  the  canal  is,  we  know,  a  fearful  power,  in  the 
liands  of  one  or  more  designing  politicians,  acting  in  concert.    But 

is  one,  which  must  of  necessity  exist,  and  be  lodged  somewhere ; 

id,  we  believe  it  to  be  more  safe,  divided  between  four,  than  con- 
ocntrated  in  a  single  head. 

At  the  same  time  that  we,  in  the  plan  proposed  by  us,  give  each 
superintendent  the  entire  charge  of  the  section  assigned  to  him,  in 
order  to  make  the  responsibility  complete,  we  propose  to  vest  in  him 
tie  entire  power  of  appointment  and  removal  over  his  subordinates. 

The  rules  and  regulations  needful  to  control  and  regulate  the 
narigation  and  use  of  the  canals,  feeders  and  structures  connected 
therewith,  should  be  uniform  throughout  their  entire  extent :  and, 
therefore,  the  undersigned  propose  to  create  the  Board  of  Superin- 
teodeuta,  to  be  composed  of  the  four  superintendents,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  make  and  prescribe  all  such  regulations  and  rules,  and 
Aall  also  divide  the  canals  into  four  appropriate  sections,  and  assign 
one  of  their  number  to  each  section.  We  propose,  also,  that  in  case 
My  extraordinary  improvements  are  authorized  or  directed  by  the 
.legislature,  in  relation  to  the  canals,  that  the  general  direction  of 
ftat^  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents. 

With  these  views,  the  undersigned  recommend  the  adoption  of 
Aeir  substitute  by  the  Convention,  as  being  safe  and  more  eflScient, 
and  creating  a  more  direct  responsibility  in  execution. 

The  undersigned  also  dissent  from  the  report  of  the  majority,  as 
to  the  manner  of  selecting  the  officials  to  be  charged  with  the  care 
•nd  management  of  the  canals.  The  majority  entrust  it  to  the 
Governor  and  Senate,  we  recommend  it  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
4e  people,  the  source  of  all  power. 

.  In  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  a  special  election,  and  at  the 
8Wne  time  inaugurate  the  new  system  as  early  as  practicable,  we 
'Wmmend  the  appointment  of  the  first  Board  of  Superintendents, 
hy  the  Legislature  in  joint  ballot  After  that,  at  the  expiration  of 
every  two  years,  one  superintendent  to  be  elected  by  the  people. 
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The  entire  term  of  a  superintendent  to  be  eight  years,  and  the  tei 
of  office  of  the  first  four  to  be  so  arranged,  at  the  time  of  their  i 
pointment,  that  the  term  of  one  will  expire  at  the  end  of  every  t 
years.

^^Vement  of  the  canals  which  hitherto  has  been  the  general  policy 

^OL.  in.  67 
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of  the  State,  which  has  built  up  the  canals,  made  them  a  splendid 
financial  success,  and  poured  through  the  State  the  great  channels 
of  internal  trade,  accompanied  with  incalculable  consequent  advan- 
tages. To  the  undersigned,  it  is  plain  that  such  a  change  is  worse 
than  retrogressive.  '  It  is  experimental  without  progress.  It  sub- 
stitutes for  a  system  most  successfully  tried  through  every  vicissi- 
tude o'f  financial  and  political  change,  an  untried  policy.  It  sub- 
stitutes for  a  system  of  growth  and  such  development  as  has  enabled 
our  canals  to  almost  keep  pace  with  the  requirements  of  commerce, 
a  system  of  inactivity  most  W7imasterly,  so  to  speak,  for  the  reason 
that  cessation  of  improvement  for  so  long  a  period  as  that  contem- 
plated by  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee,  in  this  age 
of  rapid  progress,  of  shift  and  fluctuation  in  the  channels  and  eddies 
of  trade,  of  very  necessity  implies  failure  to  meet  the  increasing 
requirements  of  the  times,  involves  decay,  and  it  well  may  be  the 
utter  failure  of  the  great  scheme  of  the  State  canals.  In  this  great 
century  of  progress,  the  undersigned  cannot  regard  that  as  an 
enlightened  policy  which  shall,  for  eleven  years,  stop  in  its  mid 
career  of  success  the  great  scheme  which  has  so  long  been  the  pride 
of  the  State,  and  thiis  aiford  the  only  possible  opportunity  for  suc- 
cessful rivalry  to  contending  routes  and  opposing  views. 

In  the  view  of  the  undersigned,  the  greatest  questions  of  State  or 
even  National  policy  are  to  be  found  in  the  unprecedented  growth 
of  the  inland  commerce  of  the  country  ;  and  in  consideration  of  the 
comparative  advantages,  disadvantages,  capacities  and  claims  of  the 
various  actual  and  possible  lines  of  transit  across  the  continent 

In  the  view  of  the  undersigned,  the  canals  of  the  State,  as  they 
have  hitherto  formed,  in  the  future  should  form,  in  connection  with 
the  western  lakes  and  with  the  Hudson,  a  most  important  link  in 
the  most  practicable  line  across  the  whole  continent.  In  the  view  of 
the  undersigned,  the  enlargement  of  the  capacity  of  the  trunk  canal, 
and  the  improvement  of  those  lateral  canals,  the  revenues  and  local 
traffic  of  which  would  hereafter  pay  for  the  improvement,  is  so 
entirely  in  consonance  with  the  long  tried  policy  of  the  State,  and 
is  absolutely  demanded  by  the  necessities  of  the  immediate  future 
and  even  of  the  present,  that  it  would  be  worse  than  temerity  to 
adopt  the  fundamental  change  recommended  by  the  majority  of  the 
Committee. 
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Entertaining  these  views,  the  undersigned  cannot,  with  any  regard 
to  duty,  avoid  some  expression,  brief  as  the  magnitude  of  the  con- 
ciderations  will  admit,  of  the  reasons  which  compel  dissent  from  the 

majority  report,  and  some  allusion  to  the  history  of  the  past  which 

can  best  teach  wisdom  for  the  future. 

The  construction  of  the  Erie  canal  was  commenced  in  1817.     It 
was  opened  for  transportation  of  property  in  1825.     From  the  very 
commencement,  the  national  character  of  the  work  was'  recognized, 
and  it  was  foreseen  that  a  navigable  communication  betv.een  Lake 
Erie  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  would  promote,  to  use  language  then 
employed  by  the  Legislature,  "agriculture,  manufactures  and  com- 
merce between  the  States.*'   The  experience  of  almost  half  a  century 
has  fully  approved  the  statesmanship  which  originally  adopted  our 
canal  policy,  which  was  to  improve  the  natural  advantages  of  our 
geographical  position — to  pass  through  our  State  the  then  undevel- 
oped commerce  of  the  West,  and  gradually  to  improve  the  facilities 
afforded  to  a  degree  requisite  to  meet  tne  requirements  of  its  growth. 
The  sagacity  and  foresight  of  the  early  friends  of  the  Erie  canal 
enabled  them  to  see  clearly  in  the  future  the  necessity  which? would 
require  this  commercial  highway.     It  was  a  gigantic  enterprise,  and 
only  those  who  have  studied  the  history  of  the  times  are  able  fully 
to  appreciate  its  magnitude.     Once  completed,  it  immediately  gave 
promise  of  future  success,  and  comparatively  little  difficulty  was 
£:>und  in  securing  its  enlargement.     So  plain  was  the  necessity,  and 
so  palpable   the  benefits  which   it  conferred,  that  the  work  .was 
pushed  forward  with  enthusiasm.     Of  course,  the  patronage  attend- 
ing so  large  an  expenditure  of  public  money  was  accompanied  by 
the  usual  amount  of  corruption,  from  which  no  government  has 
ever  yet  been  exempted,  for  no  pure  government  has  ever  yet 
existed  on  this  earth,  except  in  the  dreams  of  such  visionaries  as 
Sir  Thomas  More,  in  his  Utopia. 

Unable  to  oppose  the  popular  tide  of  sentiment  which  had  s^.  in 
iavor  of  speedy  enlargement,  localities  distant  from  the  trunk  line 
sought  to  take  advantage  of  it  for  selfish  ends,  and  the  lateral  canal 
system  was  engrafted  upon  the  original  policy.  From  this  date 
most  of  the  difficulties  with  which  the  Erie  canal  has  since  had  to 
contend.  Canals  of  doubtful  utility  projected  and  forced  upon  the 
acceptance  of  the  State  as  concessions  to  local  interest  and  to  silence 
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opposition.  They  thus  became  burdens  upon  the  trunk  canal;  and 
when  the  Eri(3  canal  was  no  longer  able  to  bear  these  burdens,  taxa- 
tion followed,  and  with  it  has  arisen  an  unjustifiable  and  indiserimi- 
nating  clamor  against  all  our  canals. 

The  policy  thus  adopted,  and  partially  carried  out,  loaded  the 
State  with  an  enormous  debt,  and  diverted  the  revenues  of  the  Erie 
canal  to  the  support  of  the  unremunerative  branches.  The  people 
have  lost  sight  of  this  fact,  and  have  justified  an  opposition  to  the 
whole  systeni  by  the  expense  and  taxation  chargeable  solely  to 
the  lateral  canals.  The  wise  development  of  our  original  canal  policy 
is  now  threatened  with  destruction  from  a  missapprehension  of  facts 
or  an  interested  antncconism. 

Every  State  has  undoubted  right  to  indemnify  itself  for  the  money 
it  has  advanced  and  the  risk  it  has  run  in  making  any  canal  or 
road,  by  levying  sufficient  tolls  on  the  articles  of  which  it  has  thus 
facilitated  the  transit.  It  is  impossible  to  imagine  any  more  equita- 
ble method  of  levying  a  tax.  The  owner  of  the  property  thus  pass- 
ing to  market,  profits  by  the  transaction.  But  there  is  an  obvious 
and  important  distinction  between  works  belonging  to  individuals 
and  those  of  which  the  State  is  the  owner.  In  private  companies 
carrying  goods  or  making  canals  or  roads,  there  is  a  right  to  make 
whatever  profit  can  be  made  on  freight  or  tolls.  The  principle  of 
competition  ordinarily  checks  undue  extravagance  or  extortion  in 
their  charges.  But  in  such  a  case  as  that  of  the  Erie  canal,  the  State 
has  within  its  own  limits  virtually  no  competitor  of  the  kind.  If  it 
levies  tolls  for  profit,  either  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  State  or  to 
be  expended  for  any  other  purpose  than  those  of  the  canal  itself, 
tribute  is  in  reality  exacted  from  the  people  of  other  States,  on  the 
same  principle  as  if  tolls  were  levied  on  property  carried  through  its 
domain  by  private  companies.  Such  a  State  exacts  money  by  the 
force  of  its  geographical  position. 

No  one  will  deny  that  whatever  SLuy  single  State  has  a  right  to  do 
in  this  way,  others  have  an  equal  right  to  do  toward  it.  The  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  wisely  provides  for  freedom  of  com- 
merce upon  all  the  rivers  and  lakes.  But  as  our  country  became 
more  generally  cultivated  and  more  densely  peopled,  many  lines  of 
railroad  and  canal  have  been  made,  and  the  navigation  of  many 
rivers  has  been  improved  or  completed  by  links  of  railroad  or  canal. 
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A  very  large  amount  of  the  transit  of  property  and  passengers 
depends  upon  the  connections  made  by  the  enterprise  and  labor  of 
man.  The  question  annually  assumes  proportions  of  greater  magni- 
tade.  It  becomes  evident  that  unless  some  general  rule  or  principle 
of  action  is  adopted,  results  may  ensue  detrimental  in  the  highest 
degree  to  that  free  commerce  between  the  States  on  which  the  wel- 
fare of  all  so  much  depends. 

Before  the  adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  in  colonia 
times,  embarrassments  and  restrictions  upon  internal  trade  simihir  in 
effect  to  these  existed.  The  evil  was  of  so  ureal  magnitude  as  to 
form  a  controlling  reason  for  the  adoption  of  a  national  Constitution, 
by  which  commerce  between  the  States  might  be  regulated  and  con- 
trolled. The  whole  spirit  of  the  Constitution,  as  well  as  State  and 
national  policy,  required  that  invidious  measures  should  not  be 
adopted  in  any  State,  and  that  each  State,  in  this  view  most  espe- 
cially, should  regard  itself  as  but  a  part  of  the  great  whole — a  part 
of  a  great  nation,  the  prosperity  and  harmonious  development  of 
whole  and  part,  in  most  important  measure,  dep(fndent  upon  sub- 
stantial freedom  in  commercial  communication  of  each  with  all  the 
Others. 

The  unprecedented  development  of  this  inland  commerce  can  be 
briefly  stated.  No  longer  ago  than  1825,  the  trade  of  the  lakes  was 
transacted  in  a  few  schooners  ot  only  thirt}'  or  forty  tons.  The  arri- 
vals and  departures  from  Buffalo  were  only  sixty -four.  Last  year 
the  arrivals  aiid  departures  were  14,000;  the  value  of  property 
passing  through  Butlalo,  $256,000,000. 

If  we  regard  alone  the  statistics  of  the  census  reports  as  to  the 
population,  productions  and  resources  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Mis- 
souri, Iowa,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin  and  Michigan,  we  are  led  to  surpris- 
'og results.  In  1850,  their  population  was  only  5,403,595.  Ten 
years  later,  in  1860,  it  had  advanced  to  8,955,962,  having  increased 
at  the  rate  of  65.74  per  cent  in  tiie  brief  s[)ace  of  ten  years.  At  the 
^Qie  rate  of  ])rogression  they  will,  in  1870,  have  a  population  of 
^833,401 ;  in  1880,  it  will  be  24,584,878  ;  and  at  the  approaching 
^^ination  of  the  present  century  it  will  amount  to  66,788,208.  So 
httlehave  their  resources  been  hitherto  developed  that,  unless  inter- 
^pted  by  the  devastations  of  war,  we  may  reasonably  expect  the 
present  ratio  of  increase  to  be  continued  until  the  latest  period  here 
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indicated.  They  have  an  area  of  284,992,640  acres,  of  which  little 
more  than  one-sixth  has  yet  been  brought  under  cultivation.  In 
1850,  they  produced  310,384,775  bushels  of  grain,  induding 
43,842,038  bushels  of  wheat,  and  222,208,502  of  corn.  In  1860,  thk 
product  had  been  increased  to  557,551,811  bushels,  indudiog 
89,293,603  bushels  of  wheat,  and  392,289,751  of  corn.  These  eight 
fo.)d-producing  States  yielded  more  than  550,000,000  of  cereals  in 
1859,  »i  crop  which  was  nearly  one  third  deficient  in  comparison  with 
those  of  1860  and  1861.  The  mind  scarcely  realizes  the  magnitode 
of  quantities  thus  represented  in  abstract  figures. 

Beyond  the  chief  region  now  known  as  the  great  grain  producing 
States,  but  including  Minnesota,  Dacotah  and  the  Red  river  ooontrj, 
is  a  vast  territory,  well  watered,  possessing  a  suflScient  supply  of 
timber,  of  exceedingly  fertile  soil,  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  prodnc- 
tion  of  wheat,  yielding,  for  many  years  in  succession,  crops  of  80ch 
abundance  as. are  scarcely  credible  to  the  inhabitants  of  less  favored 


regions. 


It  is  stated  on  competent  authority  that  an  area  of  not  less  thin 
the  whole  of  the  United  States  east  of  the  Mississippi  exists  westol 
the  98th  meridian  and  above  the  43d  parallel.  This  region  is  now 
almost  \Yholly  unoccupied,  but  is  perfectly  adapted  to  the  fallcst 
occupation  by  civilized  man.  Spring  opens  about  the  same  time 
along  the  vast  expanse  of  plains  stretching  from  St  Pauls  to  the 
Mackenzie  river,  a  distance  as  great  as  that  from  St  Pauls's  to 
the  southern  extremity  of  the  long  peninsula  of  Florida,  as  far  as 
from  the  most  southerly  point  in  the  territory  of  the  United  States 
to  Augusta,  the  central  port  of  Maine. 

The  capacity  of  these  vast  regions  when  brought  into  practical 
connection  with  market  and  seaport,  by  rail,  canal,  or  other  artificial 
improvement,  to  increase  the  bulk  of  the  cereal  products  of  the 
country  can  best  be  illustrated  by  referring  to  a  single  instance  of 
the  kind  among  the  many  stated  in  the  report  made  last  winter  bj 
Gen.  Warren  to  Congress,  on  the  rivers  and  the  proposed  improve- 
ment of  the  Upper  Mississippi.  He  reports  that  b}'  constructing* 
canal  thirteen  miles  long  Cannon  river  can  be  connected  with  the 
Minnesota  river,  and  a  navigable  channel  thus  established  which 
would  open  to  settlement  and  cultivation  an  area  of  land  of  SH^^^ 
acres,  two-thirds  of  which  would  be  tillable,  which  would  produce

%  well  known  law  of  trade  that  it  seeks  the  cheapest  avenues 
jportation  to  its  centres,  insurance  and  interest  on  capital 
g  risks,  and  time,  being  elements  of  cost.  This  consideration 
ring  over  our  Pacific  railroads  the  trade  of  India,  China, 
and  the  adjacent  regions,  and  lead  to  the  further  conclusion 
i  eastern  termination  of  these  roads  must  be  on  the  great 
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lakes,  so  as  to  appropriate  the  benefits  offered  by  cheap  navigation 
on  the  way  further  east. 

Already  the  extension  of  telegraphic  facilities  in  China  is  the  sure 
forerunner  of  internal  railway  communication  which  will  revolution- 
ize the  society  of  that  country,  and  enormously  increase  its  foreign 
trade. 

Some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  magnitude  of  the  trade  we  shall 
acquire  with  those  oriental  nations  from  the  fact  that  Japan  alone 
has  a  population  computed  to  be  35,000,000.  Hindostan  contains 
160,000,000  of  human  beings ;  and  the  Chinese  empire,  with  its 
enormous  territory  and  367,000,000  of  people,  contains  a  greater 
amount  of  inhabitants  and  wealth  than  are  elsewhere  united  under 
any  onegovernment.  And  to  this  may  be  added  those  populous 
regions,  full  of  the  most  migratory  races  in  Asia,  between  China 
and  the  Amoor  river,  where  American  enterprise  has  already  pene- 
trated, and  from  which  Genhis  Kan  and  Tamerlane  descended  with 
their  immense  armies  to  conquer  the  world. 

But  the  most  important  consideration  remains  to  be  noticed — the 
addition  to  our  national  wealth,  and  the  rapid  development  of  our 
inland  commerce  which  must  be  produced  by  the  introduction  into 
our  country  of  the  exhaustless  supply  of  the  laboring  element  of  Asia. 
The  immigration  of  the  Mongolian  races  has  already  commenced. 
Thousands  are  alread  v  workin^r  in  the  fields  and  mines  of  our  Pacific 
States  and  territories.  The  extent  of  this  immigration  can  only  be 
estimated  by  considering  the  swarming  millions  which  this  ancient 
hive  of  mankind  has  sent  over  the  face  of  the  earth.  They  are 
moving  in  an  easterly  direction  as  our  Pacific  railroads  are  con- 
structed ;  and  when  these  railways  are  completed,  connecting  with 
all  our  natural  and  artificial  lines  of  tran3portation  running  to  the 
Atlantic,  who  can  doubt  but  what  this  immigration  will  move  on, 
filling  up  our  vast  unoccupied  area  of  the  interior,  their  industry 
developing  our  inland  commerce  with  a  rapidity  never  known 
except  in  our  own  wonderful  history.  No  difference  in  climate  can 
prevent  any  such  immigration,  as  an  examination  of  the  isothermal 
lines  traced  from  continent  to  continent  bv  careful  observations, 
made  by  the  most  scientific  men  will  show.  Pekin,  San  Francisco 
and  New  York,  well  to  the  northward  in  their  respective  countries, 
are  of  about  the  same  temperature  or  on  the  same  isothermal  line.

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The  ability  of  the  Erie  canal  to  meet  the  requirements  of  tbia  vast 
and  growing  inland  commerce  can  be  best  ascertained  by  stating  its 
assumed  maximum  capacity  for  downward  freight,  4,000,000  tone. 
To  pass  this  large  tonnage,  a  boat  must  go  through  the  Alexander 
lock  (the  recognized  standard  for  tonnage  of  Erie  canal),  every  tea 
minutes  during  every  day  and  hour  of  the  season  of  navigation, 
irrespective  of  breaks  or  detentions.  The  annual  tonnage  of  the 
Erie  canal,  from  this  and  other  States,  for  the  last  decade  ia  as 
follows :

If  the  local  or  internal  tratEc  of  the  State  is  added  to  the  through 
downward  tonnage,  the  above  amounts  are  largely  iocrSaseJ,  It  ia 
ascertained  that  in  1862,  this  item  increased  the  tonnage  to  tide- 
water over  3,390,399.  It  is  also  a  well  known  fact  that  when  this 
amount  of  tonnage  is  pressed  upon  the  Erie  canal  for  transit,  it 
creates  detentions,  increases  price  of  freight,  and  large  portions  of 
western  commerce  are  diverted  into  cheape^and  speedier  rival  chan- 
nels of  transportation.  No  one  could  estimate  the  loss  of  tonnage 
at  such  times  to  the  Erie  canal  less  than  half  a  million  or  more. 
Tbe  forthcoming  testimony  taken  by  the  Canal  Committee  in  rela- 
tion to  capacity  of  Erie  canal,  will  confirm  these  statements  if 
anything  more  is  required.  "In  order  to  retain  the  western  trade 
to  tbe  Erie  canal;  we  must  accommodate  it  with  a  more  ample  and 
cheaper  transit.  The  tables  of  the  statistics  of  the  tonnage  of  the 
Erie  canal  show  that  in  every  decade  this  tonnage  has  been  doubled  ; 
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and  if  the  present  capacity  of  the  Erie  canal,  as  is  claimed  by  some, 
is  now  adequate,  are  we  not  imperatively  called  upon  to  make  some 
provision  for  increase,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  future  ?  The 
population  and  productions  of  the  west,  and  the  tonnage  of  the  Erie 
canal,  as  has  already  been  shown,  have  doubled  in  every  decade  for 
the  last  twenty  years.  No  one  can  doubt  but  what  this  ratio  of 
progress  will  be  continued  in  the  future,  with  a  proportionate 
increase  of  revenues  from  the  Erie  canal,  without  we  abandon  our 
past  wise  canal  policy.  The  necessity  of  the  enlargement,  and  the 
means  through  which  it  can  be  accomplished  by  the  application  of 
the  revenues  of  the  Erie  canal,  have  been  so  fully  and  so  recently 
set  forth  and  recommended  in  Governor  Fenton's  message,  which  is 
sustained  in  other  official  documents  from  the  Comptroller,  Auditor, 
Canal  Commissioners  and  State  Engineer,  that  it  does  not  seem 
necessary  to  add  to  them.  If  their  yiews  are  correct,  the  cost  of 
transportation  would  be  reduced,  by  a  further  enlargement  of  the 
Erie  canal,  one  half.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  increased  traffic 
which  would  be  invited  to  the^Erie  [canal  would  enable  the  State  to 
reduce  the  tolls,  in  a  few  years,  one  half,  and  still  leave  an  increasing 
surplus  every  year  to  pay  off  the  present  canal  debt,  with  the 
additional  debt  to  be  paid  from  the  revenues  for  immediate  improve- 
ment; and  then,  if  it  must  be  so,  pay  back  to  the  State  the  taxes 
which  the  people  have  paid  for  our  unremunerative  lateral  canals — 
the  bad  investments  of  the  State  made  to  promote  the  interests  of 
political  parties  or  the  ambitious  schemes  of  politicians. 

The  Erie  and  Champlain  canals  have  paid  into  the  treasury  the 
sum  of  $192,455,779.57,  leaving  a  balance  to  their  credit  of  profit 
and  interest,  above  the  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance,  and  all 
other  expenses  and  charges,  of  $23,108,326.01. 

Add  to  the  above  debt  of  the  Champlain  canal,  as  appears  by 
Auditor's  reply  to  inquiry  by  the  committee,  $2,943,089.92,  and  this 
would  make  the  Erie  canal  a  contributor  to  the  State  Treasury  from 
its  surplus  after  paying  for  cost  of  construction  and  all  other  charges, 
$36,6S  1 ,4 1  S.93.  The  inquiry  naturally  arises  who  paid  these 
millions  of  tolls  ?  An  examination  of  the  amount  of  the  tonnage 
on  the  Erie  canal  for  the  last  decade  will  show  that  they  were  mostly 
paid  by  the  people  of  the  Western  States  for  the  transportation  of 
their  pmducts,  of  their  agriculture,  and  industry  over  the  Erie 
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canal.  The  tonnage  from  Western  States  from  1856  to  1866  oomp 
ing  to  the  Erie  canal  was  18,717,264.  From  this  State,  8,272,016. 
If  there  should  be  deducted  from  the  local  tonnage  of  the  State  the 
western  wheat  that  enters  the  Erie  canal  at  Buffalo  and  from  there 
sent  to  the  mills  at  Lockport,  Medina,  Bochester,  &c.,  and  thei:e 
manufactured  into  flour,  and  then  shipped  to  the  eastern  marketi  it 
would  decrease  the  local  State  tonnage  1,000,000,000  tons,^  for  the 
period  above  indicated  and  increase  the  tonnage  of  the  Western 
States  a  like  amount  These  facts  are  important  as  disclosing  the 
sources  of  our  canal  revenues  and  the  fatal  consequences  which 
would  follow  from  the  loss  of  the  western  tonnage  to  the  Erie  canal 
through  our  neglect  to  meet  the  commercial  neccessities  and  the  rea- 
sonable demands  of  the  northwest. 

The  proposition  is  a  plain  and  incontrovertible  one,  that  everj 
dollar  of  toll  which  our  State  levies  upon  the  property  of  a  citizen 
of  another,  in  consequence  of  its  geographical  position,  is  in  viola- 
tion of  a  fundamental  axiom  of  our  National  Union,  that  each  State 
would  best  promote  its  own  interests,  while  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  others,  in  facilitating  the  means  of  transit  through  it    Each 
should  be  content  with  those  advantages  which  follow,  after  having 
been  repaid  for  its  expenditures  in  furnishing  and  maintaining  any 
channel  of  trade  for  others.    Mr.  Hoffman,  whose  stringent  views 
were  impressed  upon  every  financial  feature  of  the  present  Constitu- 
tion, and  the  advocates  of  whose  policy  form  a  portion  of  every 
political  party  in  this  State,  in  the  Convention  of  1846,  said :  "  I 
never  can  consent  that  the  current  expenses  of  the  State  should  be 
charged  upon  the  right  of  way  which  the  sovereign  holds,  not  as 
property  for  revenue,  but  in  trust  for  the  million — ^to  promote  travel, 
tratiftportation  and  commerce."    He  also  said :  "Neither  in  form  or 
substance  do  I  accede  to  the  doctrine,  that  the  canal  tolls  shall  b^ 
taken  for  general  purposes — I  deny  it     The  right  of  way  is  th^ 
right  of  the  million.    The  sovereign  holds  it  in  trust,  and  can  exer* 
cise  it  only  for  their  benefit,  and  has  no  right  to  make  a  revenue 
out  of  it    Such  a  course  must  engender  the  worst  oppression  and  th» 
worst  corruptions,  and  soon  realize  the  worst  vices  of  the  worst  gov- 
ernments— ^taxation  on  all  we  consume,  which  will  allow  nothing  U^ 
go  to  or  from  the  markets  without  tribute  to  the  Stata'*    He  theiB. 
only  enunciated  a  principle  in  political  economy,  announced  a  century 
ago,  that  a  tax  upon  highways  and  trade  was  bad  policy  for  a  gor- 
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eniment  and  unjust  to  the  people.     The  millions  already  taken  by 
thifl  State  from  western  commerce  beyond  its  requirements-  for 
escpenditures  in  its  aid,  would,  seem,  at  least  now,  to  authorize  the 
demand  for  a  change  of  policy,  so  that  in  the  future  only  such  tolls 
aliculd  be  imposed  on  western  commerce  as  would  fiou^ilitate  and 
'cheapen  its  transit  to  the  seaboard.    At  any  rate,  if  the  Erie  canal, 
after  paying  the  outstanding  canal  and  general  fund  debts,  is  further 
called  upon  to  repay  to  the  State  the  amount  and  interest  of  the 
taxes  levied  and  collected  from  the  people,  to  construct  and  sustain 
the  lateral  canals,  a  policy  should  now  be  adopted  that  would  in- 
crease its  ability  so  as  to  preserve  its  present  trade  and  add  to  it  in 
the  future. 

Tbe  policy  of  the  enlargement  of  1854,  by  removing  the  restric- 
tion  of  the  present  Constitution  by  a  vote  of  the  people,  is  now 
generally  approved.    It  resulted  inj  increased  trade  and  increased 
Wrvenucs.     It  might  be^well  asked  here,  if  the  capacity  of  the  Erie 
canal  had  not  been  increased  to  float  boats  over  80  tons,  in  1846,  up 
to  240  tons,  and  thus  cheapened  transportation  one-half,  how  could 
the  Western  commerce  have  been  retained  to  the  State?    It  cer- 
tainly would  have  sought  other  channels  to  the  ocean,  and^once  lost 
to  the  State,  it  could  never  be  regained,  and  our  people  would  have 
to  suffer,  not  only  for  the  folly  of  such  unwise  inactivity  and  failure 
to  meet  the  demands  of  commerce  in  the  loss  of  trade,  but  in 
increased  taxation  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  existing  canal  debt. 
No  truth  is  better  understood  than  that  the  Erie  canal,  on  account  of 
its  greater  and  cheaper  ability  in  transportation,  has  given  to  this  State 
its  commercial  supremacy  in  the  carrying  trade ;  and  it  is  believed 
to  be  equally  true,  that  no  other  carrying  system  has  the  ability  to 
^^ctaiQ  it    Railway  and  canal  statistics  show  that,  during  the  last  six 
yeaw,  48,007,761  tons  of  freight  have  been  carried  on  the  canal 
w*d  the  two  trunk  railways jn  this  State,  at  a  cost  for  tolls  and  trans- 
portation of  $135,987,067.    The  average  cost  of  the  railway  charges 
P^  ton  is  $4.42  and  a  fraction,  and  the  average  cost  of  the  canal 
chargea,  including  tolls,  is  $1.88  and  a  fraction.    The  striking  con- 
clusion deduced  from  these  statistics  is,  that  whilst  the  Erie  canal  is 
^ly  navigable  for  half  the  year,  and  these  two  trunk  lines  of  rail- 
^^ys  are  operated  the  whole  year,  the  former  has  transported  almost 
^  ^ual  amount  of  tonnage.    But  the  most  important  fact  remains 
^  be  noticed,  one  in  which  the  industrial  and  producing  classes  are 
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deeply  concerned,  is  that  the  necessaries  of  life  atd  the  products  of 
industry  are  exchanged  and  delivered  at  less  than  half  the  cost  by 
the  canal.  As  nearly  all  the  necessaries  of  life  which  are  consumed 
in  the  eastern  portion  of  our  State  and  the  Metropolitan  city  (the 
factor  in  this  immense  trade),  pass  through  this  State  upon  the  Erie 
canal  from  the  West,  the  price  of  freight  is  a  tax  paid  by  the  indus- 
trial more  than  all  other  classes.  Sach  lirticles  are  of  great  bulk  and 
weight,  and  tolls  fall  most  heavily  on  them.  They  are  the  necessa- 
ries of  life  to  all  in  equal  degree.  The  rich  man,  however,  pays  for 
them  fi*om  his  abundance,  the  toiling  millions  from  their  hard  won 
earnings. 

This  the  Erie  canal  has  accomplished,  regulating  and  cheapening 
charges  by  other  systems  of  transportation,  which  were  it  not  for  the 
canal  would  b^  still  more  exorbitant  All  the  tonnage  moved  by 
canal  and  railway  in  our  State,  it  will  be  seen,  average  about 
8,000,000  tons  annually,  at  a  cost  very  neariy  of  $22,000,000. 
The  canals  move  nearly  half  the  amount  at  nearly  half  the  cost  by 
railways.  Does  any  one  doubt  that  in  the  economy  of  transportation 
by  canal  and  its  influence  upon  other  means  of  transportation  in  this 
State,  there  is  a  saving  to  the  people  of  this  and  other  States,  annu- 
ally of  at  least  a  dollar  a  ton— $8,000,000  ?  This  is  more  than  it 
would  cost  to  enlarge  the  capacity  of  the  Erie  canal  to  500  tons. 
Governor  Fen  ton,  in  his  message  transmitted  to  the  Legislature 
January  2,  1867,  on  the  subject  of  the  cost  of  the  enlargement  of 
the  locks  on  the  Erie  and  Oswego  canals,  says:  "I  am  informed, 
however,  by  the  present  able  State  Engineer,  and  feel  satisfied  from 
this  and  other  sources  of  information,  that  a  suitable  enlargement, 
with  single  locks  of  capacity  for  boats  of  five  hundred  tons  burthen, 
plain  but  substantial  work,  can  be  effected  at  a  cost  not  exceeding 
$6,000,000."  Those  who  would  doubt  the  restraining  and  economi* 
cal  influence  of  the  uniform  price  of  transportation  upon  our  canals, 
upon  railway  transportation  during  the  season  of  navigation^  have 
only  to  recollect  that  immediately  after  the  close  of  navigation  upon 
our  canals,  railway  conventions  are  found  in  session,  revising  their 
tariffs  and  raising  them  twenty-five  or  thirty  per  cent  In  a  recent 
report  from  managers  of  railways  in  Pennsylvania,  the  Erie  canal  is 
regarded  as  the  regulator  of  freights  in  the  north. 

The  excess  of  the  cost  of  transportation  by  railway  over  the  cost 
of  transportation  by  canal  has  already  been  stated.    We  need  not 
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go  beyond  the  limits  of  our  own  State  to  find  an  illustration  of  the 
cost  of  transportation  by  the  latter,  when,  deprived  of  the  State  charac- 
ter which  such  works  should  possess,  the  private  interest  of  indivi- 
duals 6r  the  greed  of  gain  upon  the  part  of  monopolists,  becomes  the 
controlling  principle  of  their  management;     The  Chemung  canal 
junction  is  owned  by  private  parties  and  managed  for  the  purposes 
of  private  interest    It  is  fourteen  miles  long,  and  connects  the  Che- 
mang  canal  in  this  State,  with  the  coal  mines  in  Pennsylvania. 
The  exorbitant  charge  of  $2.5^  per  ton  is  made  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  coal,  the  carriage  of  which  aflFords  by  far  the  larger  share  of 
Its  business.     This  is  confirmed  by  reference  to  Document  No.  160 
of  the  Assembly  of  1867,  in  the  report  of  the  investigating  com- 
niittee  of  the  Legislature,  made  April  6th,  "  into  the  matter  of  tolls 
chatted  on  coal  by  the  Junction  Canal  Company  of  New  York ;" 
^^hich  states  that  this  combination  "  enhanced  the  price  of  coal  con- 
®^oaed  by  citizens  of  western  New  York  full  two  dollars  and  fifty-eight 
^^^*^tsper  ton.^^    The  toll  charged  on  coal  per  ton  from  Elmira  to  Buf-^ 
felo,  by  State  canals,  is  forty  cents ;  from  Troy  to  Buflfalo,  845 
***ilc8,  thirty  cents,  on  bituminous  coal. 

"With  the  decrease  of  our  forests,  coal  has  become  substantially  a 
^ooessarj  of  life,  and  its  importance  as  a  necessity  must  rapidly 
^^oirease;  its  cost,  therefore,  is  a  matter  of  great  interest  to  the  people 
this  State  as  well  as  the  whole  country. 

This  example,  limited  though  it  be  in  consequence,  cannot  fail  to 
attention,  and  beyond  all  question  foreshadows  something  of 
^^^  consequences  should  similar  interests  control  the  great  works 
the  State.  Surrender  the  control  of  the  canals,  more  especially  of 
^  Erie  canal,  into  private  hands,  and  into  those  very  hands  is  sur- 
rendered the  power  almost  to  nominate  the  price  of  coal ;  certainly 
)itrarily  to  fix  the  price  of  this  and  many  other  of  the  leading 
tries  of  life. 


In  the  early  history  of  our  railways,  arising  from  ignorance,  nar- 

w  and  mistaken  views  of  the  currents  of  trade,  managers  and 

^^'^ners  of  railways  regarded  our  canals  as  rivals  in  the  carrying 

"tr^de.    A  larger  experience  satisfied  them  that  the  superior  and 

^lieaper  mode  of  transportation  by  the  Erie  canal  for  a  certain  por- 

"^ion  of  commerce,  instead  of  injuring,  benefited  the  railways  by 

^^^wing  through  the  State  passengers  and  freight,  of  which  they 
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would  have  a  fiiir  share  for  half  the  year,  and  a  monopoly  daring 
the  other  half,  thus  enabling  them  to  retain  the  adyantages  which 
grew  out  of  the  commercial  supremacy,  which  the  Erie  canal  exer 
cised  during  the  season  over  all  rivals  in  or  out  of  the  State^  in 
bringing  through  the  Lakes  vast  deposits  of  freight  to  their  and 
other  mammoth  storehouses,  where  the  portion  which  remained 
after  the  close  of  navigation  could  be  retained  and  shipped  by  the 
canal  in  the  spring,  or  moved  by  railway  in  the  winter,  as  the  price 
of  freights  or  the  demands  of  the  Eastern  market  might  indicate  the 
interest  of  the  owners. 

It  is  difficult  for  us  to  appreciate  fully  the  benefits  conferred  upon 
the  State  and  Nation,  in  all  their  parts,  by  the  facilities  of  exchange 
afforded  by  cheap  transit  It  may  be  well  claimed  as  the  souroe  of 
the  material  prosperity  of  this  country.  In  other  countries  it  adds 
value  to  property  already  existing ;  in  ours,  it  may  be  said  to  <»reate 
property.  The  West  had  scarcely  a  nominal  value  before  the  Erie 
canal  was  opened  and  afforded  the  means  of  carrying  western  pro- 
ductions to  market.  It  is  by  transit,  and  that  at  a  low  prioe^ 
enabling  our  people  to  supply  their  wants  as  well  as  to  sell  their  pro- 
ductions, that  we  are  to  compete  successfully  with  the  people  of 
other  countries.  When  we  speak  in  this  connection,  of  the  East^  we 
should  not  limit  our  view  within  the  confines  of  our  own  State,  but 
include  those  States  northerly  and  easterly  fix)m  our  own.  Freedom 
of  transit,  without  monopoly  or  taxation,  is  a  necessary  portion  of 
the*  free  trade  between  the  States,  which  is  the  strongest  material 
bond  of  peaceful  Union,  and  any  efforts  to  interfere  with  it,  create  an 
animus  injurious  to  the  community  in  which  they  find  favor,  stimu* 
lating  those  who  are  ii^jured  to  divert  business  to  less  advantageoos 
routes,  and  leading  in  the  end  to  a  diminution  of  revenue  and  loss 
of  trade. 

The  importance  of  continuing  to  maintain  the  Erie  canal,  as  the 
regulator  of  freight  and  as  the  highway  of  our  inland  oommeice, 
open,  as  at  present,  for  free  competition  to  all  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  subject  only  to  payment  of  an  equitable  share  in  the  actual 
cost  of  the  advantages  they  thus  enjoy,  has  not  escaped  the  sagacity 
of  discerning  men  from  other  States.  A  distinguished  United  States 
Senator,  from  the  Northwest,  explained  the  methods  by  which,  in 
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WiaooDsin,  Minnesota  and  Iowa,  certain  railroad  companies  bad 
beoone  so  far  consolidated  as  to  constitute  almost  a  complete  mon- 
opoly for  transportation  in  those  States,  with  the  natural  result  of 
exorbitant  freights,  unjustly  putting  money  into  the  pockets  of  the 
few  at  the  expense  of  the  producers  of  national  wealth.  The  Sena- 
tor, on  behalf  of  the  people  of  his  State,  protested  against  regarding 
the  ^Erie  canal  "  in  any  other  light  than  as  a  ilational  work,"  stating 
in  8to>ng  terms  his  reluctance  "  to  let  a  company  occupy  the  only 
^occupied  ground  for  a  transit  route  that  there  is  between  the  Mis- 
sisBi^i  river  and  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and  then  set  all  people  that 
&^  ivest  of  it  at  defiance,  and  charge  just  such  tolls  as  they  choose." 

OoTemor  Morgan,  whose  former  oi&cial  relations  to  the  canal 
system  of  the  State  of  iSTew  York  gave  him  an  intimate  and  practical 
bu>wledge  of  his  subject,  during  a  debate  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  after  predicting  the  effects  upon  the  people  of  his  own 
>i^  other  States  upon  the  sale  of  the  Erie  canal  to  railway  corpora- 
tions^ who  he  claimed  must  become  the  purchasers,  and  are  ever 
'^smdy  and  willing  to  run  in  debt  to  extend  their  monopoly,  said :  **The 
Senator  from  Ohio  said  this  morning  they  burnt  their  com  for  fueL 
let  this  monopoly  be  created  and  the  Erie  canal  will  be  made  to 
P*y  $100,000,000 ;  and  they  will  not  only  be  compelled  to  burn 
^©ir  com  in  the  west,  but  they  will  also  bum  their  wheat  when  they 
8©t  the  entire  control  of  the  carrying  trade.  I  think  it  will  be  the 
^^rtcest  day  for  the  agricultural  products  of  the  West  they  ever

might  have  well  included  his  own  people  as  equal  sufferers 
^A^li  the  West,  in  that  event,  for  whatever  calamity  has  befallen 
^*^Q  has  been  equally  disastrous  to  the  other,  so  closely  are  they 
^^^^^nd  together  in  sympathy  and  interest. 

It  would  truly  be  the  "darkest  day  "  the  people  of  this  State  ever 

®^"^,  when  the  control  of  this  channel  of  commerce  should  pass  from 

^^ir  hands  to  complete  the  combination  of  collosal  railway  corpora- 

^^>«i8,  consolidating  and  extending  throughout  the  country,  and 

^i^lding,  as  they  would  then,  $400,000,000  of  capital,  with  no  check 

'^l^^n  the  price  of  the  delivery  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  except  their 

fi^^iMrance^  and  the  easy  virtue  of  modern  Legislatures.    The  imbe- 

^lity  of  a  people  that  would  permit  it,  would  deserve  any  fate.

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The  Commercial  Conventions  in  Chicago,  iu  1862,  and  in  Detroit, 
in  1865,  to  which  the  Boards  of  Trade  in  every  city  and  village  in 
the  Northern  States  sent  large  delegations,  including  many  distip- 
guished  members  of  this  Convention,  adopted  similar  views,  which 
were  expressed  in  their  report,  as  follows : 

"Public  sentiment  requires,  and  has  a  right  to  demand,  that  the 
State  of  New  York  shall  hold  this  great  thoroughfare — this  connect- 
ing link  between  the  East  and  the  West — not  for  local  aggrandize- 
ment, or  State  revenue,  but  as  the  trustee  of  the  nation ;  aftd  impose ' 
only  such  tolls  on  commerce  as  shall  be  required  to  preserve  the 
integrity  of  the  work,  and  ultimately  pay  the  cost  of  construction." 

These  views  are  sound  in  political  economy,  and  such  substantial 
adoption  of  them  in  the  future  policy  of  the  State  toward  her  sister 
States  as  would,  by  constitutional  provisions,  make  the  Erie  canal 
hereafter  a  free,  national  canal,  would  be  a  measure  of  most  enlight- 
ened policy  and  as  promotive  of  the  interests  of  our  own  people  as 
honorable  to  the  commonwealth.  The  public  sentiment  of  mankind, 
as  well  as  the  dictates  of  political  economy,  require  that  products  of 
vital  and  common  necessity  to  the  race  should  only  be  so  taxed  as 
to  insure  adequate  and  complete  means  for  their  transit. 

In  this  brief  reference  to  the  various  benefits  which  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Erie  canal  has  conferred  upon  the  people  of  this  State,  it 
ought  not  to  be  omitted,  as  it  cannot  be  forgotten  by  this  generation, 
the  great  changes  which  were  at  once  produced  upon  its  material 
prosperity. 

It  should  be  remembered  by  the  Convention  that  the  assessed 
valuation  of  all  the  real  and  personal  property  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  as  reported  to  the  Comptroller  in  1866,  was  $1,531,229,636; 
that  the  value  of  the  property  transported  on  the  Erie  Canal,  in  the 
thirty  years  from  1837  inclusive,  was  nearly  three  times  the  value  of 
all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  State ;  that  the  canals  for  the 
la^t  seven  years  have  produced  net  revenues  of  $20,636,868;  that 
the  Western  States  had  in  1860  a  population  of  about  9,000,000, 
which  is  being  decennially  augmented  at  a  ratio  of  65  per  cent;  that 
the  population  of  New  York,  Brooklyn,  Albany,  Troy,  Schenectady, 
ITtica,  Syracuse,  Oswego,  Rochester,  Lockport  and  Buffalo,  in  1820, 
before  the  completion  of  the  Erie  Canal,  was  only  162,921 ;  that  the 
population  of  those  cities  in  1865  was  1,398,526 ;  that  of  the  assessed 
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valaatioa  of  all  the  real  and  personal  property  in  the  sixty  counties. 
of  the  State  ($1,581,229,686),   seventeen,   embracing  New  York 
city.  Kings,  Queens,  Suffolk,  Westchester,  Albany,  Saratoga,  Wash- 
ington, Schenectady,  Oneida,  Eensselaer,  Oswesco,  Onondaga,  Mon- 
Niagara  and  Erie,  (less  than  one-fourth  the  area  of  the  State), 
$1,227,526,000 ;  and  that  these  counties  are  all  upon  the  line 
of  the  Erie  canal.

It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  this  vast  increase  of  wealth 

tbrough  the  centre  of  the  State  has  been  created  within  42  years  by 

the  commercial  operations  of  that  canal.    All  parts  of  the  State^have 

felt  its  benefits  in  some  degree.     There  is  not  a  piece  of  tillable  land 

^pon  the  Adirondack  mountains,  in  the  northern  part  of  our  State, 

or  on  the  Green  mountains,  in  the  South,  that  has  not  been  advanced 

in  value  by  it,    The  causes  which  have  produced  these  stupendous 

Jesuits  will  prove  as  powerful  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  if  unwise 

JJ^easores  do  not  check  progress  and  the  full  development  of  our 

^iiginal  canal  policy. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  that  there  is  no  danger  of  our  losing  the 

Western  trade.    We  have  formidable  rivals  in  railways  and  canals 

'^^e  or  partly  in  operation  or  projected,  in  Maryland,  Virginia, 

Pennsylvania  and  the  British  Pfovinces.     Five  great  trunk  lines  ex- 

teiKiing  from  the  seaboard  to  and  beyond  Chicago,  at  present  the 

Potest  centre  of  our  great  inland  commerce,  including  two  trunk 

*^^e8  through  Canada,  one  terminating  at  Suspension  Bridge  in  Can- 

^  the  other  the  Grand  Trunk,  running  over  a  subsidised  American 

'^  to  Portland,  Maine,  thence  connecting  with  a  British  line  of 

*^naers  to  Liverpool.     The  latter  line  the  new  Dominion  proposes 
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now  to  open  and  operate.  Canada  has  expended  in  the  last  quarter 
of  a  century  pver  $150,000,000  of  British  capital  in  constructing 
canals  and  railways  to  divert  and  control  the  great  prize  of  this  con- 
tinent, our  Western  commerce.  She  has  vainly  striven  to  overcome 
the  commercial  and  climatic  difficulties  of  her  geographical  position, 
ambitiously  coDstructing  vast  public  works,  and  making  large  unre- 
munerative  investments,  accomplishing  results  which  at  best  can 
only  be  partial  and  transitory,  deflecting  a  portion  of  our  trade  for 
a  time,  by  discriminating  legislation  in  aid  of  the  gigantic  struggles 
fbr.existence  of  her  unprofitable  carrying  systems,  from  the  lines  of 
commerce  leading  to  our  seaport  cities,  but  only  to  return  again,  re- 
acting to  the  loss  and  injury  of  those  who  have  reaped  a  temporary 
benefit  from  the  experiments. 

It  is  only  as  late  as  1865,  Canadian  Commissioners  in  Washing, 
ton,  in  their  memorandum  of  terms  for  a  renewal  of  the  Reciprocity 
Treaty,  submitted  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  a  proposition  to  enlarge  their  canals  for  the  pas- 
sage of  American  vessels  of  over  1,000  tons,  provided  they  could 
receive  proper  equivalents  in  reciprocal  trade  with  the  United  States. 
Will  any  one  say  there  is  no  danger  to  our  trade  from  that  quarter, 
now  that  the  commercial  and  financial  energies  of  all  the  British 
Provinces  are  concentrated  under  one  head  in  their  new  Dominion  I 
The  struggle  is  not  given  up ;  it  will  be  renewed  at  any  cost,  and 
true  and  wise  foresight  warns  us  to  be  prepared.

These  gigantic  rivalries  around  us  are  matters  of  the  gravest 
moment — they  should  excite  us  to  the  most  jealous  vigilance  with 
respect  to  the  present.  The  recent  movement  proceeding  from  the 
northwest,  looking  to  the  building  of  a  ship  canal  anxind  the  Falls 
of  Niagara  by  our  National  Government,  perhaps  in  equal  degree 
should  awaken  our  attention.  The  project  includes  the  idea  of  now 
constructing  the  work  "  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State."  Never  before  has  Congress  attempted  even  the  location 
of  a  "  fort,  arsenal  or  dockyard,"  within  the  boundaries  of  a  State, 
without  obtaining  title  to  the  necessary  land,  and  the  consent  of  the 
State  Legislature ;  the  people  of  the  West  are  an  energetic  people ; 
restiveness,  impatience  under  real  or  imaginary  embarrassment,  are 
the  necessary  characteristics  of  such  a  race.  In  ^heir  view  of  the  vast 
volume  of  their  productions  upon  its  outward  progress  to  the  East- 
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eia  States  and  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  meets  with  obstructions  which 
siudi  a  nation  as  our  own  should  not  hesitate  to  remove  at  once.    Dis- 
appointed in  the  delayed  enlargement  of  the  Erie  canal ;  disappointed 
until  doubt  has  almost  arisen  as  to  the  ability  of  the  canal  when 
enlaTged  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  present  and  future  com- 
meroe.    The  West  now  demands  through  her  Senators  in  C!ongress, 
BODae  channel  for  the  Eastward  course  of  its  commerce  should  be 
foand  or  forced  in  the  shortest  possible  time,  and  the  last  Congress 
lias  taken  the  initiative  by  ordering  the  survey  for  a  ship  canal  around 
the   Niagara  Falls.    The  means  by  which  such  channel  shall  be 
Qtoomplished,  are  regarded  as  of  but  little  moment  compared  to 
what  is  deemed  the  immediate  necessity  of  the  canal  itself.    Sub- 
stantial, however,  as  the  general  demand  of  the  West  is,  and  specious 
u  is  the  scheme  of  the  Niagara  ship  canal,  it  is  certainly  to  be  greatly 
apprehended  that  unless  the  people  of  this  State  shall  comprehend 
*^o  necessities  of  the  hour  and  move  on  abreast  with  the  times,  even 
^constitutional  restraint,  or  rather  the  lack  of  constitutional  power  on 
^l^e  part  of  Congress,  will  not  be  found  sufficient  to  prevent  the  con- 
summation of  this  outrage  upon  State  soil,  and  State  dominion,  and 
^e  work  itself  will  stand  upon  our  own  soil,  a  monument  of  national 
Aggression  and  State  imbecility.     The  limited  space  allotted  to  this 
'^port  will  not  permit  the  further  consideration  of  this  branch  of  the 
•abject 

It  is  claimed  by  some  that  we  possess  natural  geographical  advan- 
tages which  will  always  give  us  commercial  supremacy.    This  is  no 
doubt  true  if  we  improve  them  as  we  have  in  the  past.    It  is  true 
th^lof  all  the  States,  New  York  alone  reaches  from  the  Atlantic  to 
tbe  great  chain  of  western  lakes  without  encountering  at  one  or 
nioie  places  the  formidable  obstacles  presented  by  the  Allegany 
monntaina     While  her  eastern  front  is  on  the  ocean  and  includes 
harbors  of  unsurpassed  excellence,  her  western  territory  is  a  portion 
of  the  great  valleys  of  the  interior.    Rivers  issuing  from  her  high- 
lands flow  through  her  own  boundaries  into  the  Atlantic,  or  find 
their  way  by  the  Allegany  and  Ohio  into  the  Mississippi  river  and 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico.    Another  of  her  boundaries  is  on  the  St.  Law- 
'"^oe.    Rendering  her  advantages  available  by  means  of  railways 
tnd  canals,  she  is  enabled  to  penetrate  into  all  parts  of  our  country 
"7  following  routes  which  nature  has  already  formed  and  indicated 
"7  her  streams.     While  her  valleys  and  rivers,  with  their  natural 
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extensions,  reach  to  the  Mississippi,  the  Mohawk,  and  the  Hudsou 
gather  together  in  one  common  channel  the  chief  commerce  of  the 
great  West  and  North,  increased  like  their  rivers  by  continual  addi* 
tions  from  their  source  until  they  reach  the  ocean. 

Toward  the  great  lakes  and  to  the  natural  eastern  termination  of 
their  navigation  (Buffalo,  also  the  termination  of  the  Erie  canal,) 
the  trade  of  the  West  has  heretofore  substantially  concentrated.  By 
the  route  through  the  State  of  New  York  only  500  miles  in  lenglji 
(and  a  third  of  that  distance  through  the  Hudson  river,)  the  trade 
of  the  West,  still  retaining  substantially  its  direct  eastward  course, 
reaches  a  safe  and  natural  seaport  upon  the  Atlantic. 

This  report  has  already  extended  beyond  its  intended  limit  'The 
subjects  are  so  important  commercially,  financially  and  politically 
affecting  the  destiny  of  this  State  and  the  happiness  of  it  people, 
that  it  seems  scarcely  possible  to  limit  their  consideration. 

It  will  only  now  be  added,  great  as  are  all  the  natural  and  geo- 
graphical advantages  of  this  State,  we  cannot  retain  our  commercial 
supremacy,  without  we  continue  our  early  canal  policy  of  progress- 
ive improvement.  In  the  view  of  the  undersigned,  our  whole  c^nal 
system  is  now  in  the  crisis  of  its  fate.  Inaction  now  is  an  abandon- 
ment of  our  public  works — it  involves  decay,  loss  of  trade,  and 
consequent  taxation  of  the  people. 

The  lessons  of  the  times  teach  us  that  this  is  an  age  of  progress 
and  those  who  do  not  heed  the  teaching,  whether  they  be  States, 
parties  or  politicians,  and  keep  step  to  the  forward  movement  of  the 
day  will  be  forced  behind  by  their  more  progressive  rivals,  who  will 
bear  off  the  palm  of  success.

FREEMAN   CLARKE'S  MINORITY  REPORT  FROM  THE 

COMMITEE  ON  FINANCE. . 

As  a  member  of  the  Committee  "  on  the  finances  of  the  State,  the 
pablic  debt,  rerenaes,  expenditures,  and  taxation,  and  restrictions 
on  the  powers  of  the  legislature  in  respect  thereto,"  the  undersigned 
dissents  from  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee,  in  refer- 
ence to  a  portion  of  the  article  submitted,  and  offers  as  a  substitute 
the  following,  and  in  a  very  brief  manner  further  reports  thereafter. 


ARTICLE 


1  Seo.  1.  After  paying  the  expenses  of  collection,  superintend- 

2  ence,  and  ordinary  repairs,  there  shall  be  set  apart,  in  each  fiscal 
S  year,  out  of  the  revenue  of  the  State  canals,  from  the  first  day  of 

4  Jane,  1867,  the  sum  of  one  million  seven  hundred  thousand  dol- 

5  lars,  to  be  added  to  the  sinking  fund,  now  existing,  to  pay  the 

6  interest  and  to  redeem  the  principal  of  that  part  of  the  State  debt

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8  paid ;  and  the  principal  and  income  of  said  sinking  fund  shall

1  Sec.  2.  After  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  first  sec-

3  of  the  surplus  revenues  of  the  State  canals,  in  each  fiscal  year,

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The  debts  of  the  State,  for  the  payment  of  which  the  revenues  of 
the  canals  are  pledged,  after  deducting  the  unapplied  balance  of  their 
sinking  funds,  were  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1867,  as  follows :

The  Bounty  Debt  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  last  was  $26,944,000. 
There  will  be  due  from  the  Treasury  to  the  Sinking  Fund  of  that 
debt  at  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  out  of  the  receipts  from 
taxes  already  collected,  a  sum  sufiicient  to  reduce  the  principal  of 
the  debt  considerably  below  $26,000,000. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  sections 
of  the  article,  herewith  reported,  the  requirements  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  1846,  are  fully  carried  out  in  reference  to  the  payment  of  the 
lemaining  portion  of  the  Canal  Debt  of  1846,  the  General  Fund 
Debt,  the  enlargement  and  completion  debt,  and  the  appropriation 
of  $200,000  per  annum  to  the  General  Fund,  for  the  support  of  the 
State  Government. 

At  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  present  Constitution,  the  canals 
were  indebted  to  the  General  Fund  for  advances  for  canal  purposes 
to  the  amount  of  about  $5,000,000 ;  that  debt  seems  to  have  been  com- 
promised by  the  provision  in  the  Constitution,  requiring  a  perpetual 
annual  appropriation  of  $200,000,  as  mentioned  above,  from  the 
revenues  of  the  canals,  to  the  General  Fund,  for  the  support  of 
the  State  Government;. 

The  fifth  section  provides  for  an  appropriation  of  $187,500,  per 
annum  to  the  -Sinking  Fund  of  the  floating  debt  loan,  heretofore 
paid  by  taxation. 

The  revenues  of  the  canals  have  failed  to  meet  the  requirements 
imposed  upon  them  by  the  present  Constitution,  consequently,  there 
has  been  raised  by  taxation  since  1846,  and  drawn  from  the  General 
Fund  for  canal  purposes,  with  interest  added,  about  $18,000,000. 
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The  sixth  section  provides  that  after  a  fall  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  five  preceding  sections,  that  the  remaining  portion 
of  the  net  revenues  of  the  canals  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
the  sums  raised  by  taxation  and  drawn  from  the  General  Fund  as 
stated  above,  and  as  the  money  is  received  into  the  Treasury,  it  shall 
be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  bounty  debt.  It  also  ftirther 
provides,  that  after  all  the  preceding  requirements  are  fulfilled,  that 
the  canal  tolls  shall  then  be  reduced  to  a  rate  sufficient  only,  to 
keep  the  canals  in  good  repair  and  navigable  condition. 

The  seventh  section  provides  that  money  may  be  borrowed  to  pay 
any  portion  of  the  State  debt,  including  the  bounty  debt,  that  the 
revenues  of  the  canals  may  fail  to  pay,  as  it  matures,  and  for  the 
imposition  of  taxes  to  pay  any  deficiency  of  interest  that  the  reve- 
nues of  the  canals  may  fail  to  meet. 

Section  eight  provides  that  no  money  shall  be  borrowed  after  the 
expiration  of  twenty-five  years  from  this  time,  to  pay  any  portion 
of  the  State  debt,  that  may  then  remain  unpaid  without  a  provision 
in  the  act  authorizing  the  loan,  requiring  the  payment  of  the  princi- 
pal and  interest  of  the  debt  by  taxation,  within  eighteen  years  there- 
after. 

The  ninth  section  provides  that  the  credit  of  the  State  shall  not 
be  given  or  loaned  to  any  individual,  association,  or  corporation,  and 
that  the  same  restriction  shall  apply  to  the  counties  and  towns,  and 
cities,  and  villages  of  the  State. 

The  other  sections  are  substantially  the  same  as  those  in  the  exist- . 
ing  Constitution,  relating  to  the  same  subjects. 

The  contributions  to  the  several  Sinking  Funds,  now  existing,  for 
the  payment  of  the  Canal  Debts,  will,  by  the  provisions  of  the 
article  now  submitted,  continue  the  same  as  under  the  existing  Con- 
stitution, consequently  there  will  be  no  necessity  of  making  any 
change  in  the  mode  of  keeping  the  accounts  or  in  either  of  the 
Sinking  Funds. 

By  the  operation  of  the  Sinking  Fund  the  Debts  will  be  paid  as 
follows : 

Canal  Debt  of  1846  in  1868. 
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General  fund  debt  in  1872. 

B*loating  debt  loan  in  1872. 

Enlargement  debt  in  1877. 

The  whole  annual  requirements  to  meet  the  obligations  imposed 
pon  the  revenues  of  the  canals  are  $3,366,000.  After  the  payment 
I  1868  of  the  canal  debt  of  1846,  the  requirements  will  then  be 
^dticed  to  $2,816,242.66.  Under  the  provisions  of  section  five  of 
i€3  article  herewitli  n  ported,  the  appropriation  of  $187,500  per 
nnum  to  the  sinking  fund  of  the  floating  debt  loan,  which  has 
ev^tofore  been  paid  by  taxation,  will  be  added  to  the  requirements, 
laking  the  total-amount  for  the  next  fiscal  year  $3,003,742.64,  and 
^  oontinue  until  1872,  when  the  General  Fund  debt  and  the  floating 
^V>t  loan  will  have  been  paid.  From  that  period,  after  paying 
l^o  appropriation  of  $1,116,242.66  per  annum  to  the  enlargement 
l«>>t  sinking  fund  and  $200,000  per  annum  to  the  General  Fund,  the 
'erriaining  portion  of  the  revenues  would  be  applicable  to  the  pay- 
nt  of  the  interest  of  the  bounty  debt. 


After  the  payment  of  the  enlargement  debt  in  1877,  the  entire 
revenues  of  the  canals  with  the  exception  of  $200,000  per  annum, 
^propriatcd  to  the  General  Fund,  would  be  applicable  to  the  pay- 
Dftetit  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bounty  debt.  The  law 
^UChorizmg  the  bounty  loan,  provides  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  int|rest  of  the  debt  by  taxation  within  twelve  years  from 
^he  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act.  The  amount  to  be  annually 
'^i^  to  meet  the  requisition  is  about  $4,000,000.  By  the  provision 
authorizing  the  extension  of  the  loan,  nothing  more  would  have  to 
^^  raised  by  tax.ition  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  debt. 

If  the  revenues  of  the  canals  do  not  exceed  $3,000,000  per  annum 

^t  Vill  be  neces.sary  to  raise  by  taxation  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 

'^hole  of  the  interest  on  that  debt,  up  to  the  year  1872,  when  the 

Qeneral  Fund  debt,  and  floating  debt  loan  will  have  been  paid.  After 

^**ftt period  the  whole  of  tlu^  inttjiust  will  be  paid  and  provision  for 

"Repayment  of  the  principal  of  the  debt,  tlirongh  the  operations  of 

*to  sinking  fund,   from   the   revenues  of  tlie  canals.     The  people 

*«crdbre,  from  1872  will  be  relieved  from  taxation  on  account  of 

ftatorany  other  of  the  proHtMit  debts  of  the  State. 
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It  will  be  observed  thar  under  the  provisions  of  the  article  that 
the  people  would  be  at  once  relieved  from  the  tax  of  $187,500  per 
annum,  to  pay  the  appropriation  to  the  sinking  fund  of  the  floating 
debt  loan,  and  also  from  the  tax  of  about  §2,600,000  per  annum  now 
raised  to  apply  in  payment  of  the  princii>al  of  the  bounty  debts. 
The  State  taxes,  therefore,  would  be  about  $2,800,000  less  the  next 
year  and  thereafter  until  1872,  than  they  were  the  last  year,  and 
from  1872  until  the  bounty  debt  would  have  been  paid,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  authorizing  the  debt,  the  tax  would  be  about 
$4,000,000  per  annum  less  than  they  were  the  last  year. 

It  has  before  been  stated  that  the  amount  now  due  the  Genera 
Fund  from  the  revenues  of  the  canals  is  about  $18,000,000,  and  will 
with  the  accumulated  interest  up  to  the  time  of  its  payment,  amount 
to  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bounty 
debt  No  more  appropriate  use  could  be  made  of  the  money  when 
paid  into  tlio  treasury  than  to  apply  it  to  the  payment  of  the  debts 
of  the  State,  and  thus  relieve  our  overburthcned  people  from  taxa- 
tion to  that  extent. 

The  only  objectors  to  this  course  will  probably  be  those  who  advo- 
cate an  additional  enlargement  of  the  Erie  and  Oswego  canals.  An 
appropriation  of  the  money  to  such  a  purpose  would,  in  the  view  of 
the  undersigned,  be  injudicious ;  and  it  is  believed,  after  due  considera- 
tion, by  the  Convention  and  the  people,  that  the  advocates  of  that 
policy,  whether  in  or  out  of  this  Convention,  will  be  v^ry  few. 

The  engineer's  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  enlargement  of  the  Erie 
and  Oswego  canals  will  be  found  on  page  forty -six  of  the  last  finan- 
cial report  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department,  as  follows :

lands  of  travel  and  commerce  had  covered  the  land  with  a 
rk  of  railroads.  Two  roads  had  been  constructed  running 
.  with  the  Erie  canal,  from  tide  waters  to  Lake  Erie,  competi- 
ith  the  canal  for  freight,  and  superseding  it  entirely  in  the 
►rtation  of  passengers.  There  has  been,  consequently,  no 
rable  permanent  increase  of  freight  on  the  Erie  canal  since 
The  increase  of  freight  to  and  from  tide  waters,  has,  since 
{riod,  been  carried  by  railroads,  and  the  tendency  of  that 
e  is  still  steadily  in  tlif  same  direction. 

D.  W.  C.  Littlejohn,  Chairman  of  the  Canal  Committee  of 
.  Legislature,  in  a  report  in  reference  to  enlarging  the  locks

the  merchandise  for  the  interior,  purchased  at  the  sea-board,  is  ship- 
ped by  the  railroads  almost  exclusively." 

The  Auditor's  report  shows  that  the  number  of  tons  which  arrived 
at  tide-water  by  the  Erie  canal  from  the  State  of  New  York,  in  186.3, 
was  637,748;  in  1866,  only  287,948  tons;  and  in  1837,  thirty  years 
ago,  the  quantity  was  321,251  tons,  or  33,303  more  than  in  1866.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  greatest  number  of  lockages  in  ai 
one  year  of  the  series,  was  57,368,  in  1852,  and  that  the  lockages' 
1866  were  only  30,226. 

It  farther  appears,  by  the  Auditor's  report,  that  the  greatest  noi 
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ber  of  lockages  at  any  one  lock  on  the  Erie  canal,  before  the 
enlargement,  was  in  1847,  at  Alexander's  lock,  west  of  Schenectady, 
then  a  single  lock.  The  number  of  boats  passed  was  43,957.  The 
double  locks  at  that  point  are  now  capable  of  passing  double  the 
number,  or  87,914  boats,  within  the  time  occupied  in  passing  the 
boats  in  1847,  and  each  boat,  if  as  large  as  the  locks  now  admit,  capa- 
ble of  carrying  three  times  the  number  of  tons  that  the  boats  carried 
in  1847.  The  number  of  lockages  last  year  (1866),  at  Alexander's 
double  locks,  was  only  29,882,  or  14,075  less  boats  than  passed  the 
single  lock  in  1847.  * 

It  is  not  necessary  to  add  other  statistics  to  show  that  there  has 
not  been  any  permaneat  increase,  worthy  of  notice,  of  tonnage  on 
the  canals,  since  the  completion  of  the  enlargement.  There  has 
been  a  gain  in  the  quantity  of  coal  and  in  the  products  of  the  forest 
transported  on  the  canals,  otherwise  the  aggregate  would  show  a 
large  falling  off. 

It  is  evident  that  the  railroads  have  carried  all  the  increase  of 
freight  for  the  last  fourteen  years,  and  that  the  canals  have  reached 
their  maximum  without  having  been  taxed  to  the  extent  of  more 
than  one-quarter  of  their  capacity. 

The  chief  engineers  and  surveyors  recommend,  as  a  measure  to 
meet  the  growing  demands  of  our  internal  commerce,  the  enlarging 
of  the  locks  of  the  Erie  and  Oswego  canals.  The  chief  argument 
urged  in  favor  of  the  measure  is,  that  by  admitting  larger  boats  the 
cost  of  transportation  would  be  greatly  reduced,  and  the  speed  of 
movement  of  boats  increased. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  officers  referred  to  recom- 
mend the  enlarging  of  the  locks  without  enlarging  the  canals. 
Conjectures,  therefore,  of  increased  speed  under  such  conditions  can 
"have  no  authority  whatever,  and  as  conjectures  they  are  rendered  of 
little  value,  as  the  results  of  experience  have  shown.  A  loaded  boat 
of  the  size  recommended  will  be  equal  to  a  tonnage  displacement  of 
684  tons.  Now  it  has  been  found  practically  by  forwarders  that 
boats  of  the  size  now  in  use,  which  are  generally  far  smaller  than 
the  capacity  of  the  locks,  cannot  be  propelled  with  the  speM 
attained  by  smaller  boats  before  the  canals  were  enlarged.    We  have

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a  right,  therefore,  to  believe  that,  with  another  enlargement  of  boatSi 
there  woald  be  another  diminution  of  speed. 

The  Auditor  in  his  report  shows  that  the  average  time  for  the 
passage  of  boatsTrom  Buffalo  to  Albany,  has  increased  since  the  corn- 
pletion  of  the  enlargement,  from  eight  and  a  half  to  ten  days,  ^e 
larger  class  of  boats  require  twelve  days. 

The  tonnage  capacity  of  boats  now  admitted  through  the  locks 
can  certainly  be  rated  as  high  as  250  tons,  some  are  restored  as 
high  as  300  tons,  and  they  pass  the  locks  as  readily  as  smaller  boatB, 
And  yet  the  Auditor's  report  further  shows,  that  the  average  ton- 
nage of  the  485  new  boats  built  last  year  was  only  154  tons.  .  After 
making  due  allowance  for  a  few  smaller  class  of  boats  built  for  some 
of  the  lateral  canals,  the  new  boats  are  not  within  forty  per  cent  as 
large  as  the  locks  will  admit.  With  this  greater  capacity  inviting 
use,  and  certain  to  be  used  if  required,  and  profitable,  we  find  this 
small  average  of  tonnage  of  new  boats  built  fourteen  years  afiter  the 
completion  of  locks  which  admit  boats  of  at  least  one-third  more 
tonnage.  Our  enterprising  forwarders  are  either  failing  to  appre- 
ciate their  privileges,  or  too  shrewd  not  to  see  that  their  privileges 
are  greater  than  it  is  profitable  for  them  to  accept 

The  average  tonnage  of  boats  built  in  1862,  was  168  tons ;  those 
built  in  1868,  177  tons,  and  those  built  in  1864  and  1865,  were  of 
considerable  less  tonnage  than  those  built  in  the  two  previous  yearS| 
and  as  previously  shown,  those  built  in  1866,  averaged  154  tons. 

The  above  shows  that  forwarders  find  it  for  their  interest  to 
diminish  the  size  of  boats,  and  consequently  increase  their  speed  of 
movement,  rather  than  increase  the  size  of  boats,  and  consequently 
diminish  their  speed. 

It  is  admitted  that  nearly  all  of  the  up  or  Western  bound  freight 
is  now  carried  by  railroads;  boats,  therefore,  have  but  little  up 
freight,  and  that  of  a  class  such  as  coal,  and  which  is  carried  at  very 
low  rates.  It  requires  thirty  days  time  for  a  large  boat  to  make  a 
round  trip  from  Buffalo  to  Albany  and  back,  including  time  of  load' 
ing  and  discharging  cargo.  Under  such  circumstances,  it  is  hardly 
within  the  range  of  probabilities  that  there  can  be  any  reductioQ  of 
cost  of  transportation  on  the  canals. 
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In  reference  to  the  use  of  steam  on  the  canals  as  a  propelling 
power,  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  says  in  his  report : 

'"The  experiments  thus  far  made  in  the  use  of  steam  as  a  niotor 
have  been  unsuccessful.  This  result  is  attributable  to  the  want  of 
capacity  in  the  locks.  The  room  occupied  by  the  power  necessary 
for  rapid  transit  is  too  great,  as  compared  with  the  space  remaining 
for  stowage  of  cargo,  to  make  its  use  economical.  The  difficulty 
will  be  greatly  lessened,  if  not  entirely  removed,  by  the  use  of  the 
large  boats."  Now  if  the  difficulty  assigned  is  the  only  obstacle  in 
the  way  of  using  steam,  it  would  seem  that  it  could  be  more  easily 
overcome  by  using  steam  tugs,  that  would  run  two  boats  100  feet 
long  each,  than  to  expend  say  $20,000,000  to  try  the  experiment  of 
propelling  a  boat  200  feet  long  with  the  propelling  power  in  the  boat 
The  fact  is,  the  use  of  steam  has  been  thoroughly  tested  and  proved 
a  failure,  by  reason  of  the  boats  being  already  too  large  for  the  size 
of  the  canal,  the  resistance  of  tlfe  waters  is  too  great  to  admit  of  a 
propulsion  of  more  than  two  miles  per  hour  with  safety  to  the  canal 
banks. 

« 

When  the  State  debts  are  paid,  from  the  revenues  of  the  canals, 
the  tolls  could  be  reduced  to  a  point  sufficient  only,  to  keep  the 
canals  in  repair.  In  that  way  they  would  be  more  formidable  com- 
petitors of  railroads,  than  it  is  otherwise  possible  for  them  to  be. 
The  canals  would  continue  for  all  time  to  carry  coal,  lumber  and 
other  freight  that  cannot  be  easily  handled  on  cars,  and  have  a  tend- 
ency to  keep  down  the  price  of  other  classes  of  freight  on  the  rail- 
roads. In  this  way  the  canals  will  continue  to  be  of  great  service 
to  the  State,  even  after  they  have  ceased  to  yield  a  revenue  beyond 
keeping  them  in  repair. 

The  enlargement  of  the  locks  would  have  no  influence  whatever 
in  retaining  our  ascendency  in  transporfation.  If  we  rely  upon  our 
canals  to  do  the  carrying  trade  of  the  West,  a  large  portion  of  it 
will  be  diverted  into  other  channels,  and  lost  to  the  State. 

Great  and  important  as  was  the  conception  of  our  canal  system, 
it  is  evident  that  it  has  in  a  great  measure  fullilled  its  mission.  The 
progress  of  the  country  is  in  advance  of  the  canals;  we  have  out- 
grown their  first  and  more  important  use.  With  the  exception  of  a 
part  of  the  canals  of  this  State,  it  is  believed  that  there  is  not  one 
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in  the  whole  country,  owned  and  operated  by  the  State,  that  is  pro- 
ductive. Several  canals  have  been  entirely  abandoned,  and  not  one 
of  the  least  importance  has  been  constructed  within  the  last  twenty 
years.  Railroads,  on  the  other  hand,  have  vastly  increased  and  will 
continue  to  increase.  The  records  of  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
Suite,  show  that  248  companies  have  been  organized  in  this  State 
since  the  passage  of  the  General  Railroad  Act,  in '  1848,  with  an 
aggregate  capital  of  $236,903,000,  and  length  of  roads  6,967f  miles. 
In  the  United  States  there  are  now  about  38,000  miles  of  railroad. 

It  is  plain  to  be  seen  that  railroads  are  superseding  canals  in  every 
ection  of  the  country.  Speed  is  now  the  great  desideratum  of  the 
imes.  This  is  demonstrated  by  the  transportation  through  our 
State.  The  freight,  including  tolls,  on  all  of  our  canals  the  last 
year,  as  appears  by  the  Auditor's  report,  wjis  $10,160,051.  During 
the  same  year,  the  receipts  for  carrying  freight  on  the  Erie  and  New 
York  Central  roads  alone  were  $21,282,943. 

More  business  could  probably  be  forced  upon  the  canals  by 
imposing  tolls  on  railroad  freight  but  it  would  be  unwise  to  do  so. 
There  are  competing  thoroughfares  to  the  sea  board,  our  natural 
advantages  arc  very  great,  but  in  order  to  retain  our  supremacy  we 
should  refrain  from  imposing  restrictions  tending  to  depress  individ- 
ual or  corporate  enterprise. 

Great  advances  have  already  been  made  in  the  construction  and 
management  of  railroads,  but  so  far  as  the  business  of  freight  is  con- 
cerned, they  are  comparatively  in  their  infancy.  The  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  railroads  will  as  effectually  supersede  other  methods 
of  carrying  freight,  as  they  have  already  other  modes  of  carrying 
passengers.  The  freight  business  through  this  State  will  soon 
demand  (and  individual  enterprise  will  meet  the  demand)  a  double 
track  railroad,  exclusively  for  freight,  from  New  York  to  BuflFalo, 
and  ere  long  to  connect  with  the  Pacific  road. 

The  ca{>acity  of  such  a  road  will  meet  all  the  requirements  of  our 
internal  commerce  for  the  next  fifty  years.  The  canals  and  rail- 
roads, running  both  passenger  and  freight  trains,  could  not  sucoess- 
fully  compete  with  it.  On  a  road  substantially  built,  with  grades 
not  exceeding  ten  feet  to  the  mile,  trains  of  one  hundred  cars,  carry- 
ing ten  tons  on  each  car,  could  be  drawn  by  a  single  engine^     Trains 
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be  multiplied  to  any  extent  that  business  should  require,

EXPLANATIONS. 

1?he  Committee  on  State  Finances,  &c.,  in  the  article  proposed 
endeavored  to  accomplish  the  following  leading  objects : 


I.  To  simplify  the  State  Finances  so  that  every  citizen  of  ordinary 
^^erstanding  will  be  able  to  comprehend  from  the  article  itself  the 
^^^ncial  condition  of  the  State  and  the  arrangement  made  to  pay 
^^^  debts,  regulate  the  expenses,  and  dispose  of  the  revenues. 

3.  To  provide  for  the  certain  payment  of  the  outstanding  debts 
Within  a  limited  period,  to  fulfil  the  obligations  of  the  present  Con- 
;ution  and  preserve  perfectly  the  public  faith. 


5.  To  prohibit  the  creation  of  debs  in  future  for  any  purpose  or 
^^^ect  whatever,  except  for  protection  against  invasion  or  insurrec-

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tion  or  defense  in  war,  unless  the  same  shall  receive  the  affirmative 
sanction  of  the  people. 

4.  To  restrict  the  Legislature  in  the  appropriation  of  public  moneys 
to  the  necessary  purposes  of  a  proper  administration  of  the  State 
government  —  to  reduce  taxation  and  thus  relieve  the  labor  and 
industry  of  the  State,  as  far  as  practicable,  from  the  excessive  bur- 
dens now  resting  upon  them. 

The  outstanding  debts,  for  which  the  canal  revenues

The  payment  of  these  debts  is  first  provided  for  out  of  the  revenues 
of  the  canals,  by  section  3  of  the  proposed  article,  in  substantial 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  present  Constitution,  but  vary- 
ing somewhat  in  the  detail  of  accomplishing  the  object  Instead  of 
separate  sinking  funds  for  each  debt  constituting  the  forgoing 
amount,  the  committee  have  provided  a  single  sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  all  of  said  debts,  into  which  ihe  whole  net  revenues  of 
the  canals  are  to  be  paid  until  the  whole  debts  are  fully  discharged, 
which  will  be  in  the  year  1878,  estimatiag  the  net  revenues  at 
$2,418,000,  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years;  and  that  is  the 
period  when  the  said  debts  would  be  paid  by  the  terms  of  ^he  pres- 
ent Constitution  upon  the  same  estimate  of  revenues. 

Said  section  imperatively  requires  payment  of  these  debts  by  the 
year  1878,  and  provides  for  supplying  deficiencies  by  taxation  if 
the  revenues  fall  short  of  the  annual  estimates.  The  advantages  of  a 
consolidated  sinking  fund  are,  that  it  enables  the  State  officers  to 
apply  any  money  in  the  fund  to  the  payment  of  any  of  the  indebt- 
edness as  it  matures,  and  thus  obviate  the  inconvenience  of  accumu- 
lating money  in  one  sinking  fund,  when  there  is  a  deficiency  in 
anothet. 

It  also  prevents  the  renewal  of  debts  when  they  might  be  paid, 
and  saves  to  the  State  the  loss  of  two  per  cent  interest  upon  such 
accumulations.  It  will  be  impossible,  if  the  proposed  third  aeotion 
is  adopted,  to  extend,  by  renewal  or  otherwise,  any  portion  of  the 
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feri^oing  indebtedness  bejond  1878,  while  if  Che  revenues  exceed 
the  estimates,  they  will  be  provided  for  at  an  earlier  period,  and  the 
revenues  released  from  the  obligation  for  their  payment 

The  fourth  section  provides  for  the  repayment  into  the  treasury 
of  advances  drawn  from  the  people  by  taxation  since  1846,  and 
used  in  payinent  of  canal  debts,  and  in  the  construction  and  improve* 
ment  of  the  public  works. 

These  advances  were  made  under  the  following  pledge  contained 
in  the  Constitution  of  1846,  for  their  reimbursement :  "  Every  con- 
tribution or  advance  to  the  canals,  or  their  debt,  from  any  source 
other  than  direct  revenues,  shall,  with  quarterly  interest  at  the  rates 
then  eurrent,  be  repaid  into  the  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  State 
oat  of  the  canal  revenues,  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  consistently 
wiih  the  just  rights  of  the  creditors  holding  the  said  canal  debt"

Although  the  requirement  in  the  Cionstitution  is,  that  these  ad- 
shall  be  repaid  with  quarterly  interest  at  the  "  then  current 
f^  the  (Committee  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  add  simple  inter- 
only,  and  at  the  lowest  rate  at  which  the  State  has  ever  borrowed 
considerable  sum  of  money.  From  the  earliest  period  in  the 
history  of  the  public  works,  it  has  been  deemed  unjust  and  improper 
^  impose  taxation  upon  the  people  for  their  construction  or  improve- 
**^«nt  All  parties  have  regarded  the  public  works  as  a  trust  in  the 
'^^nds  of  the  State,  to  be  made  self-sustaining  on  the  one  hand,  and 
'^^^t  a  means  of  profit  to  be  used  for  any  than  their  own  purposes, 
^'^  the  other.  Advances  therefore,  from  other  sources  than  their 
^^^^ect  revenues,  have  always  been  deemed  a  legitimate  charge  upon 
^heir  revenues,  to  be  returned  as  soon  as  practicable. 

iTbe  Convention  of  1846,  by  the  provisions  of  Article  7,  in  the 

nt  Constitution,  intended  to  make  a  full  settlement  between  the 

and  the  General  Fund  of  the  State,  for  advances  made  {Hrior 

^bat  time,  which  was  ratified  by  the  people,  and  has  since  been 

by  all  officers  of  the  government,  and  the  people,  as  a 
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finality  upon  that  subject,  and  then,  having  provided  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  of  the  State  in  a  shorter  period  than  the  revanaas 
would  be  likely  to  pay,  the  Convention  incorporated  into  the  Cbu- 
stitution  the  foregoing  pledge.

When  the  outstanding  debts  are  paid,  the  time  will  have  airiv^^ 
when  this  obligation  is  to  be  fulfilled,  and  the  committee  deemi'^ 
but  an  act  of  imperative  justice,  demanded  alike  by  establishes^ 
policy  and  good  faith,  and  by  constitutional  obligation  imposed  aiB-^ 
exacted  by  the  people  themselves,  that  definite  and  certain  provisic^^^ 
be  made  for  the  return  of  these  sums  to  the  treasury,  from  iSm^  ^ 
revenues  of  the  canals,  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  the  State.    ^Kf 
these  sums  had  not  been  thus  advanced,  the  canal  debts  would  ha^"^o 
been  correspondingly  larger  than  they  now  are,  and  but  for  tl^B>e 
pledge  in  question,  the  taxes  would  never  have  been  tolerated. 

The  sixth  section  provides  for  a  definite  disposition  of  all  sum.  dS, 
which  may  be  returned  to  the  treasury  to  pay  these  advances,  in  a 
manner  that  will  reduce  taxation  upon  the  people  to  the  extent 
the  sums  so  returned. 

A  proposition  has  been  made  to  the  Committee  to  authorize  t 
creation  of  an  additional  canal  debt  of  $12,000,000,  to  be  used 
commencing  a  new  enlargement  of  the  present  enlarged  canals, 
enlarging  the  locks  thereon,  and  make  such  debt  a  charge  upon 
revenues  of  the  canals  prior  to  the  payment  of  any  portion  of 
advances  before  referred  to. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  expenditure  of  this  money  will  I 
increase  the  capacity  of  the  canals,  cheapen  transportation 
secure  a  largely  increased  amount  of  business. 

The  Committee  have  considered  this  proposition,  together 
such  reasons  as  have  been  offered  in  favor  of  it,  and  have  arriveJ.  ^^ 
the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  adopt  it,  at  this  time,  a^  * 
part  of  the  organic  law  of  the  State. 

The  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary,  nor  within  the  authorX^^T 
conferred  by  the  Convention,  to  elaborate  their  views  upon  tb*^ 
question,  and  they  shall  content  themselves  with  brief  and  gene^^ 
reasons  for  opposing  the  proposed  scheme  of  debt  and  expenditu-^^^, 

The  present  enlargement  of  the  canals  is  but  just  completed    X'i*® 
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ftte  has  been  engaged  in  the  work  more  than  thirty  years,  and  has 
pended  upon  the  work  $39,425,334.32.  A  water-way  of  seventy 
seven,  with  expensive  and  permanent  structures,  has  been  secured 
pable  of  transporting  boats  of  250  tons  burthen.  It  is  claimed 
It  $12,000,000  will  accomplish  the  proposed  work,  but  according 
air  the  past  history  of  the  State  in  constructing  public  works,  the 
penditure  will  double  that  sum. 

It  is  proposed  to  undertake  this  work  when  materials  &nd  labor 
)  extravagantly  high,  and  when  the  expense  of  it  will  be  double 
it  of  ordinary  times.  It  is  assumed  that  the  demand  for  further 
penditure  will  cease  when  the  locks  are  enlarged,  but  enlarged 
ks  may  necessitate  an  enlarged  water-way  and  a  change  of  other 
Qctures,  involving  tens  of  millions  more  of  debt  and  expenditure. 

Under  these  circumstances,  and  in  view  of  the  financial  condition 
the  State  and  country,  the  comnjittee  believe  such  a  project 
jlit  not  to  entertained  without  the  existence  of  the  clearest  ne- 
aity  and  the  most  pressing  reasons,  and  they  are  satisfied  that 
ther  necessity,  nor  sound  policy,  whether  considered  with  refer- 
ee to  the  canals  themselves  and  their  business,  or  the  interests  of 
people  at  large,  will  justify  orJeven  excuse  its  adoption  at  the 
isent  time. 

Fhe  capacity  of  the  Erie  canal  to  do  business  has  never  been 

ched,  and  scarcely  approached.     This  is  true  with  the  canal  in  al- 

©d  bad  repair,  and  with  only  the  most  ordinary  force  and  facilities 

passing  through  the  locks  where  obstructions  are  likely  to  occur. 

According  to  estimate  of  the  present  State  Engineer,  the  full 
3acity  of  the  Erie  canal  will  not  be  reached  before  1882,  estimat- 
;  a  uniform  increase  of  business  equal  to  the  past  twenty  years. 

In  1862,  the  State  Engineer,  Hon.  Van  E.  Richmond,  arrived  at 
3  same  conclusion,  and  calculated  the  capacity  of  the  canal  suf- 
ient  to  transport  to  tide  water  5,220,000  tons,  and  the  testimony 
all  the  engineers  in  the  employ  of  the  State  has  been  entirely 
iform  since  this  subject  has  been  agitated,  that  there  is  now,  and 
U  be  for  an  indefinite  period  in  future,  abundant  capacity  in  the 
ie  canal  to  transport  all  the  property  which  will  be  brought  to  it; 
i  as  far  as  the  committee  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  this  is  cor- 
K>iated  by  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  practical  business  of

navigating  the  canals.  Some  complaint  has  been  made  by  tlie  latter, 
that  the  canals  are  not]in  good  repair,  but  they  have  never  experi* 
enced  any  want  of  capacity. 

The  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department,  in  several  reports  to  the 
Legislature,  has  demonstrated  that  the  Erie  canal  is  capable  of  trans- 
porting 4,000,000  tons  each  way,  estimating  the  longest  period  for 
passing  a  lock  which  has  ever  been  claimed,  while  the  greatest  quan- 
tity ever  transported  one  way  was  2,916,094  tons,  and  that  was  in 
1862,  and  a  little  less  in  1868,  in  both  of  which  years  the  bumnesB 
was  largely  increased  in  consequence  of  the  war  and  the  blockade  of 
the  Mississippi  and  other  western  and  southern  routes  of  transit 

But  the  Auditor  says  in  his  report  of  1866 :  **  We  know  the  fiM)t 
by  experiment,  that  a  boat  can  be  passed  through  a  lock  in  good 
order  and  well  attended  in  a  considerable  less  time  than  five 
minutes/'  and  then  shows  upon  that  basis  of  five  minutes,  that  the 
canal  is  capable  of  transporting  6,393,600  tons  each  way,  ^ich  is 
considerably  more  than  double  the  quantity  brought  to  tide  water  in 
the  exceptional  year  of  1862. 

In  speaking  of  those  who  claim  that  the  capacity  of  the  oanal  it 
overtaxed,  the  Auditor  says:  "When  this  subject  is  examined, 
disregarding  local  interests  and  other  considerations  always  involved 
in  the  expenditure  of  public  moneys,  we  shall  find  these  speculations 
are  mere  chimeras,  and  that  these  fears  will  dissipate  as  idle 
wind."  Every  member  of  the  Convention  can  easily  examine  fiir 
himself  the  basis  upon  which  these  calculations  have  been  made, 
and  the  committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  incorporate  the 
details  into  their  report. 

If  the  trifling  expense  of  increasing  the  attendance  upon  the  lockt 
will  add  so  much  to  the  facilities  of  navigation,  the  Committee 
assume  that  this  course  will  be  adopted  whenever  a  necessity  for  it 
shall  occur.  The  Committee  are  entirely  satisfied,  that  if  temporary 
embarrassments  have  occurred  at  times  when  business  was  most 
crowded,  they  are  attributable  more  to  the  want  of  thorough  man- 
agement, than  any  want  of  capacity. 

Nor  can  the  policy  be  justified  on  the  ground  of  cheapening  trans- 
portation. The  tonnage  on  the  canals  is  now  transported  for  less 
than  one-half  the  price  of  the  tonnage  on  the  railroads  of  the  State, 
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and  if  prioes  alone  determined  the  rontei  the  canals  would  supersede 
all  other  means  of  transportation.  But  the  Committee  believe  that 
the  increase  of  indebtedness  would  tend  to  perpetuate  present  prices 
of  transportation,  if  it  did  not  increase  them.  The  increase  of  debt 
insures  the  continuance,  if  not  the  increase,  of  tolls  upon  property 
traasported,  and  these  tolls  are  a  tax  upon  the  commerce  passing 
ov^  the  canals  and  add  to  the  cost  of  transportation. 

Tour  Committee  are  persuaded  that  a  reduced  cost  of  transporta- 
tion can  be  more  certainly  effected,  by  paying  the  existing  canal 
<Wbti,  and  reducing  the  tolls  to  such  a  nominal  amount  as  will  be 
i^eceflsary  to  keep  the  canals  in  good  repair,  than  by  piling  up  the 

^^l)t8|  and  rendering  it  necessary  to  continue  or  increase  these  large 
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Li  round  numbers,  the  tolls  amount  to  about  one-third  of  the  price 
transportation  on  the  canals,  and  if  they  could  be  removed,  the 
Ottsalfl  would  be  placed  in  a  condition  for  successful  competition, 
•siiperior  to  that  to  be  attained  in  any  other  manner.  Freedom  from 
^febt,  and  comparative  freedom  from  tolls,  constitute  a  policy  which 
le  State  should  permanently  adopt  in  reference  to  the  c&nals,  and 
which  it  should  never  have  departed.  Since  the  commence* 
m^Dtof  the  enlargement,  the  surplus  revenues  of  the  canals  have 
^uaounted  to  $61,807,917.07,  while  the  whole  amount  expended  upon 
^U  the  canals  has  been  only  $52,610,551.41,  showing  that  sufficient 
Teyenues  have  been  received  to  have  accomplished  all  that  has  been 
don^— paid  off  the  debt  of  six  millions  existing  at  the  commence- 
""^^nti  and  nearly  if  not  quite,  repaid  all  advances  which  had  been 
'^^lidc,  and  then  have  left  the  canals  comparatively  free  from  debt, 
•*^  ocmimerce  passing  over  it  free  from  taxation. 

The  debt  policy  has  absorbed  more  than  one-half  of  all  the  net 

^Venues,  in  the  payment  of  interest  on  loans,  to  say  nothing  of  the 

*^^  of  large  sums  necessarily  consequent  upon  the  hurried  expen- 

^ture  of  large  amounts  of  money  within  short  periods  of  time,  and 

^^  oocasuHud  depreciation  of  the  credit  of  the  State. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  this  connection,  that  the  financial 

^^dle  presented  by  the  Committee  is  so  arranged  that  the  outstand- 

^  doial  debts  will  be  paid  in  eleven  years,  and  if  the  revenues 

tc^ualthe  average  of  the  past  seven  years,  they  will  be  paid  in  nine 
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years,  and  then  if  it  should  be  desirable  to  reduce  tolls  so  9b 
cheapen  transportation,  or  for  any  other  reason,  it  will  be  in 
power  of  the  people,  through  the  Legislature,  to  do  so,  and  flim;^ 
prolong  the  time  for  the  payment  of  the  advances  into  the 
On  the  other  hand,  if  the  tolls  are  continued,  the  advances  will 
rapidly  discharged,  and  the  revenues  freed  from  all  charge  or  inc 
braDce.     Either  course  may  be  made  to  result  in  a  free  channel 
communication  for  all  the  commerce  seeking  transit  through 
State  to  the  seaboard. 

If  the  necessity  for  this  measure  was  more  pressing  than  yoi 
Committee  believe  it  to  be,  and  if  the  policy  and  utility  of  it  we 
more  apparent,  your  committee  would  not  consent  to  violate 
constitutional  pledge  for  the  repayment  of  the  advances  before  m< 
tioned,  without  the  clearest  evidence  that  the  people  demand  it    ! 
far  from  this  being  the  case,  every  indication  of  public  sentime 
invites  and  demands  relief  from  the  burdens  of  taxation. 


Besides,  the  Constitution  will  contain  ample  provisions  for 
accomplishment  of  the  proposed  object,  if  it  shall  hereafter  becoi 
necessary,  or  for  any  reason  desirable. 

The  proposed  article  enables  the  people  at  any  time  to  incctr  i 
debt  for  any  purpose,  and  the  Constitution  itself  can  easily  be 
amended,  as  it  was  in  1854. 

But  the  Committee  believe  that  the  people  ought  to  insist,  and 
that  they  will  insist  upon  the  reimbursement  of  the  advances  drawn 
from  them  by  taxation. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  State,  and  the  excessive  taxation 
now  being  imposed  upon  the  people,  furnish  to  the  minds  of  the 
Committee  conclusive  reasons,  if  there  were  no  other,  against  the 
creation  of  additional  indebtedness.     This  condition,  and  the  amount 
of  taxes  upon  the  people  of  the  State,  will  be  briefly  stated. '

The  highest  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  property  in  the  State  is 
$1,689,432,615.00 ;  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  this  State  is 
permanently  indebted  to  considerably  more  than  one  third  the 
assessed  value  of  the  propert}''  therein.

Making  an  aggregate  of  annual  taxation  of $180,981,398  80 

^tich  is  more  than  eleven  per  cent  on  the  assessed  valuation  of 
Plt)perty,  and  equals  a  tax  of  $45  upon  every  man,  woman  and 
^hild  in  the  State,  and  more  than  $200  upon  every  voter. 

If  this  excessive  annual  taxation  should  be  capitalized,  it  would 
^^uire  the  sum  or  §3,000,000,000  at  six  per  cent  to  pay  it,  which  is 
%1,400,000,000  more  than  the  assessed  value  of  the  whole  property. 

I£j  therefore,  the  present  amount  of  taxation  is  to  be  regarded  as 
Jiermanent,  and  cannot  be  materially  reduced,  the  unwelcome  truth 
tmist  be  acknowledged,  that  the  property  of  the  State  is  mortgaged 
^  more  than  the  amount  of  its  full  value.

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It  is  estimated  that  three  and  one-half  per  cent  upon  the  value  of 
property  is  a  liberal  allowance  for  the  net  profits  of  the  people. 

This  brief  statement  shows  that  taxation  has  reached  a  point 
largely  beyond  the  entire  net  earnings  of  the  whole  people,  and  is 
absorbing  the  capital  with  fearful  rapidity.  No  argument  is  needed 
to  establish  the  fact  that  such  an  extent  of  taxation  cannot  be  per- 
manently endured.  It  is  no  longer  a  matter  of  choice  but  of  ability. 
The  people  have  borne  these  exactions  with  unexampled  patriotism 
and  patience,  but  they  have  a  right  to  demand,  and  your  Committee 
believe,  do  demand  from  this  Convention,  some  alleviation  from 
present  and  protection  against  future  burdens. 

The  proposed  measure  will  prevent,  to  the  extent  of  the  debt 
created  and  the  interest  thereon,  the  application  of  the  sums  to  be 
returned  to  the  treasury  for  the  advances  to  the  canals,  in  reducing 
taxation.  The  policy  adopted  in  the  proposed  article,  commends 
itself  to  the  Committee  on  the  ground,  also,  of  prudence  and  safety, 
as  a  protection  against  any  unforeseen  misfortune  or  disaster  affecting 
the  business  interests  of  the  country.  No  one  could  have  antici- 
pated that  the  short  space  of  seven  years  would  have  changed  the 
condition  of  the  people  of  New  York,  from  that  of  comparative 
freedom  from  taxation,  to  the  most  overburdened  and  heavily  taxed 
people  in  the  civilized  world.  The  last  war  increased  the  business 
of  our  canals  by  blockading  other  channels  of  communication — the 
next  war  may  blockade  the  canals  themselves.  Pestilence  or  famine 
may  come  upon  us,  withering  the  very  sources  of  our  prosperity, 
and  the  only  path  to  financial  safety  lies  in  the  direction  of  prudence 
and  rigid  economy. 

The  question  for  New  York  is,  whether  she  will  endeavor  to  check 
the  spirit  of  extravagance  and  lavish  prodigality,  so  prevalent  in 
public  and  private  affairs,  by  rigid  financial  provisions,  which  will 
insure  the  practice  of  economy  and  the  observance  of  plighted  public 
faith ;  or  whether  the  great  power  of  her  influence  shall  be  used  to 
swell  the  force  of  that  advancing  tide,  which  threatens  to  submerge 
public  and  private  credit,  and  bankrupt  every  business  interest  of 
the  country. 

The  Committee  have  retained  all  the  restrictions  upon  the  Legis- 
lature, with  reference  to  appropriating  public  money,  contained  in 
the  present  Constitution,  and  have  added  some  otheia 
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They  propose  to  prohibit  the  Legislature  from  ImposiDg  any  tax 
pen  the  people  for  works  of  internal  improvement.  The  Commit- 
e  believe  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  enforcement,  by  consti- 
itional  provisions,  of  a  principle  which  has  always  been  recognized 
I  this  State.  The  present  canals  of  the  State  can  be  kept  in  repair 
om  their  revenues,  and  if  extensive  improvements  or  new  works 
lall  be  hereafter  authorized,  they  should  be  constructed  with  cur- 
3nt  revenues,  or  by  the  creation  of  debts  contracted  in  pursuance 
f  the  Constitution. 

The  Committee  have  also  introduced  a  provision  prohibiting  the 
legislature  from  giving  or  loaning  the  money  or  property  of  the 
itate.  This  provision  will  be,  it  is  believed,  most  salutary,  and  will 
3sult  in  a  large  saving  to  the  people  annually.  It  involves  a  gene- 
il  principle,  applicable  to  numerous  cases  which  have  heretofore 
scurred,  absorbing  large  sums  of  money,  and  to  others  hereafter 
X5urring,  which,  without  this  provision,  would  be  deemed  proper 
ejects  for  State  aid  or  bounty.  Nothing  is  more  dangerous  or  more 
)rrupting  than  the  practice  which  has  lately  prevailed,  of  Appropri- 
.ing  money  for  the  benefit  of  railroad  corporations,  and  taxing  the 
3ople  to  supply  the  means. 

It  can  be  justified  on  no  principle,  and  is  usually  made  successful 
y  a  combination  of  influences  in  favor  of  different  projects,  without 
luch  regard  to  the  merits  of  any. 

The  Committee  have  felt  some  embarrassment  on  account  of  the 
ecessary  effect  of  this  provision,  in  cutting  off  all  appropriations 
>r  charitable  purposes,  except  to  such  institutions  as  the  State  itself 
•wns  and  controls. 

But  the  practice  of  taxing  the  whole  people  of  the  State  for  the 
upport  of  local  charities,  operates  unequally,  and  cannot,  as  your 
Committee  believe,  find  a  justification  in  any  sound  principle  of 
jublic  policy. 

The  Committee  have  therefore  concluded  to  submit  the  provision, 
prohibiting  all  appropriations  of  this  character,  and  leave  to  the 
iadgment  of  the  Convention  the  question  whether  any  modification 
ihall  be  made  in  the  respects  referred  to,  or  not. 

The  Committee  have  considered  the  question,  which  has  been  fyi 
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some  time  agitated,  of  rebuilding  the  Capitol.    The  last  Legislature 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $250,000  for  that  purpose,  and  limited  the 
expense  to  four  millions  of  dollars.     The  committee  are  satisfied 
however  that  this  sum  will  fall  far  short  of  accomplishing  the  object^ 
and  that  an  annual  tax  of  one  million  of  dollars  at  least  for  ten  years, 
will  be  required.     Although  the  present  structure  is  inadequate,  IJ 
some  respects,  to  accommodate  the  growing  wants  of  the  State,  ye* 
it  is  sufficiently  ample  and  commodious  for  present  public  purp( 
and  in  view  of  the  high  price  of  every  element  involved  in  its  stru< 
ture,  and  to  save  an  overburdened  people  from  additional  taxationrrm 
the  committee  have  concluded  to  recommend  the  suspension  of  tl 
work  for  ten  years,  by  which  time  the  public  debts  will  either 
paid,  or  so  materially  reduced  as  not  to  be  oppressive.     The  Comm^S.t.- 
tee  have,  as  well  to  prevent  future  controversy,  as  in  justice  to  t^kic 
people  of  Albany  who  have  contributed  to  this  object,  inrnqinnt  tm_  d 
a  provision  permanently  locating  the  Capital  at  the  City  of  Albans ^. 

The  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  remarking,  in  connection  w5K.t^li 
the  subject  of  restrictions  upon  legislative  power,  that  they  ha^i^^^i^e 
found  it  extremely  difficult  to  draw  the  line  between  unaltera""fc>le 
prohibitions,  and  that  discretion  which  must  of  necessity  be  repo^^^^ 
in  the  Legislature.  They  have  selected  classes  of  appropriati^i^xis 
which  they  believe  might  be  entirely  cut  off,  and  yet  within  "fcte 
remaining  powers  improper  and  extravagant  appropriations  majr 
made,  not  within  the  competence  of  constitutional  provisions  to 
vent,  without  impairing  the  usefulness  of  the  legislative  body. 

The  only  effectual  remedy  for  perfect  fidelity  in  the  representati 
must  be  applied  by  the  people  themselves. 

It  is  their  duty  to  inform  themselves  of  the  manner  in  wfaii^" 
public  trusts  have  been  discharged,  and  to  hold  representatives  t^  * 
rigid  accountability  for  their  conduct.  When  this  shall  be  doO^ 
there  will  bo  no  occasion  to  complain  of  corrupt  or  even  improp^*" 
legislation. 

Aside  from  canal  revenues,  the  State  has  no  permanent  reveati^^ 
except  the  inconsiderable  sums  derived  from  auction  and  salt  dati^^^ 
and  these  are  regarded  of  doubtful  propriety — one  being  a  tax  ap^^ 
the  most  common  necessary  of  life,  and  the  other  upon  trade  at**^ 
commerce.  The  State  has  received  but  little  more  than  $100,000 
annually,  from  both  these  sources,  on  an  average  for  the  past  iwotxtf 
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years.     All  other  means  are  obtained  by  direct  taxation  upon  the 
property  of  the  State. 

The  expenses  of  the  State  government  have  increased  from 
$750,000  in  1846,  to  $3,500,000  in  1866— an  increase  for  beyond  any 
public  necessity,  and  attributable  only  to  that  spirit  of  extravagance 
not  to  say  corruption,  pervading  the  administration  of  public  aiFairs. 

If  the  article  proposed  by  the  Committee  shall  be  adopted,  the 
Committee  estimate  that  direct  taxation  will  be  reduced  at  once,  about 
six  millions  of  dollars  annually. 

The  Committee  have  not  considered  the  subject  of  the  proper  prin- 
ciples  of  assessment  and  taxation,  which  was  referred  to  them,  and 
they  also  desire  to  present  a  provision  on  the  subject  of  claims  by 
individuals  against  the  State,  and  beg  leave  to  continue  their  labors 
upon  these  subjects.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

We  concur  in  the  article  reported  by  the  Committee,  with  a  single 
reservation.  It  deals  with  the  canals  on  the  assumption  that  their 
present  capacity  is  adequate,  and  that  their  enlargement  will  not  be 
necessary  for  many  years,  if  ever.  Of  the  correctness  of  that  assump- 
tion we  entertain  a  doubt.  If  the  facts,  as  they  are  now  in  course  of 
full  and  authentic  ascertainment  under  a  resolution  of  the  Convention, 
shall  not  justify  the  assumption  on  which  the  reported  article  is 
based,  we  shall  desire  its  modification  to  meet  any  ascertained  neces- 
sity, near  or  more  remote,  for  the  enlargement  of  the  canals.

By  said  Free  School  Law  of  1849,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
required  to  levy  and  assess  upon  the  county,  a  tax  equal  to  theStal 
school  moneys  apportioned  to  the  county,  and  upon   the   sever^^aa/ 
towns  a  tax  equal  to  the  State  school  moneys  apportioned  to  eacr   ■gj 
town.     This  was  in  effect  nearly  doubling  the  ordinary  town  tax  IWdt 
the  support  of  schools.     This  law  was  repealed  by  "^chapter  .151  -^Df 
the  Laws  of  1851. 

The  returns  annually  made  to  the  Comptroller  by  the  Clerks  of 
the  Boards  of  Supervisors,  contain  a  column  headed  "  School Tajci,'' 
but  the  returns  were  required  only  to  make  certain  that  the  to^^n 
school  tax  had  been  levied  according  to  law.  Another  column  in 
the  returns  is  headed  "Town  Taxes,"  which  includes  all  town  ajid 
municipal  expenses,  without  distinguishing  between  those  for  schools, 
police,  water,  or  other  subjects  of  expenditure. 

There  has  never  been  any  report  of  State,  county,  town  or  muni- 
cipal taxation  for  schools  to  this  Department 

Since  1857  the  reports  of  trustees  have  shown,  with  an  approach 
to  accuracy,  the  amount  of  school  district  taxation,  and  for  six  years 
previous  the  reports  contained  incomplete  returns  of  such  taxation. 

In  1851,  by  chap.  151,  the  free  school  act  was  repealed  and  a  State 
tax  was  levied  and  collected  for  $800,000. 

In  1856,  by  chap.  180,  the  mode  of  taxation  was  changed,  and 
the  school  tax  was  fixed  at  three-fourths  of  a  mill  upon  each  doU^*^ 
of  valuation.  Chap.  406,  of  1867,  has  increased  this  tax  to  one  ao^ 
one-fourth  mills  for  the  future. 

The  Superintendent  can  state  from  records  in  his  office  and  ttoc 
Comptroller's  what  each  town  in  the  State  is  reported  to  have  rai 
by  tax  from  1816  to  1850  for  the  support  of  schools.

It  was  this  consideration,  doubtless,  which  originally  led  the  peop""^ 
of  the  State  to  invest  the  Governor  with  the  exclusive  power 
granting  pardons,  and  the  same  consideration  has  doubtless  led 
the  lodging  of*  the  power  of  pardon  in  the  same  hands  in  twenty 
nine  other  of  the  States  of  this  Union. 


The  vast  and  constantly  increasing  population  of  the  State,  ra< 

fied  as  it  is  by  our  peculiar  commercial  and  geographical  positi , 

furnishes  a  large  number  of  cases  of  application  for  pardon  aa.  -^ 
ally,  for  investigation  and  decision,  and  necessarily  imposes  u^j^^ 
tbe  Governors  of  the  State  an  amount  of  labor  truly  formidaJb/c 
The  Committee  would  gladly  have  adopted  some  means,  were  nnj 
deemed  safe  and  practicable,  by  which  to  lighten  the  burdens  thus 
resting  upon  the  Executive  of  the  State.     But  the  Committee  wej^ 
unable  to  devise  any  scheme  which  seemed  to  them  so  likely  to 
secure  the  various  objects  sought  to  be  accomplished  by  the  creation 
of  a  power  for  the  remission  or  modification  of  sentences  imposed 
upon  persons  convicted  of  crime.     In  most  if  not  all  of  the  States 
where  a  Council  exists,  whose  duty  it  is  to  act  with  the  Governor  in 
relation  to  the  granting  or  refusing  of  pardons,  the  duties  of  the 
Council  are  merely  advisory,  and  the  final  responsibility  of  granting 
or  refusing  the  pardon  rests  with  the  Governor.     So  that  the  Got- 
ernor  must,  in  those  States,  fully  investigate  every  application  pre- 
sented, and  perform  the  additional  duty  of  participating  in  the  dis- 
cussions of  a  collection  of  gentlemen  wh^  can  only  give  advice,  but 
who  are  really  to  share  no  part  of  his  responsibility;  so  that  the 
establishment  of  a  Council  to  act  in  connection  with  our  Chief 
Executive  in  relation  to  pardons,  would  only  tend  to  largely  increase 
Executive  labor  and  care.     The  Committee  consulted  ExGovemora 
Fish,  Morgan  and  Seymour,  and  His  Excellency  Governor  Fenton, 
and  all  these  gentlemen,  with  the  exception  of  Ex-Governor  Fish, 
fully  concurred  in  the  view  last  expressed. 

Ex-Governor  Seymour  was  kind  enough  to  come  from  his  home 
to  the  Capitol  and  personally  explain  to  the  Committee  the  working 
of  our  present  system,  as  witnessed  by  himself  during  his  official 
experience,  and  to  state  to  the  Committee  that,  in  his  opinion, 
although  the  possession  of  the  pardoning  power  imposed  upononr 
Governors  the  most  laborious  and  painful  duties  which  a  man  can 
be  called  upon  to  discharge,  yet  from  the  nature  of  our  govenuncnt 
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be  power  could  not  be  safely  lodged  in  other  hands,  nor  its  respon- 
ibilities  be  safely  divided.  That  all  which,  in  his  opinion,  could 
e  safely  done  to  lighten  a  Governor's  labors  would  be  for  the  Legis- 
iture  of  the  State  to  provide  the  means  from  time  to  time  to  enable 
lie  Governor  to  ascertain,  through  a  suitable  clerk  or  agent,  the 
ruth  or  falsehood  of  the  allegations  on  which  the  applications  for 
ardons  are  based.  Thfe  Committee  concur  in  the  view  that  such  aid 
hould  be  furnished  to  the  Executive,  but  as  they  believe  the  Legis- 
itnre  will  always  provide  adequately  for  the  necessary  expense  of 
he  Executive  Department,  they  have  not  deemed  any  new  consti- 
ational  provision  necessary  to  secure  the  end  indicated. 

An  examination  of  the  statistics  furnished  shows  that  the  whole 
lumber  of  pardons  granted  during  the  last  twenty  years  is  2,915 ;  of 
his  number  766  were  pardons  for  petty  oftenses  of  persons  confined 
n  jails  and  penitentiaries,  and  who  were  doubtless  mostly  convicted 
n  courts,  other  than  courts  of  record ;  so  that  the  whole  number  of 
pardons,  for  all  grades  of  oflfenses,  have  averaged  less  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  per  year  for  the  last  twenty  ycai's.  Another  fact 
has  an  important  bearing  upon  the  subject  under  consideration:  the 
whole  number  of  convictions  in  courts  of  record  during  the  last 
twenty  years  is  35,572,  while  the  whole  number  of  pardons,  other 
than  from  jails  and  penitentiaries,  was  but  2,149,  and  the  whole 
number  from  all  places  but  2,915,  or  not  more  than  one  in  fifteen  of 
the  persons  convicted  in  courts  of  record;  and  little  would  be 
hazarded  in  snying  that  the  proportion  of  persons  pardoned  for  con- 
victions in  inferior  courts  would  be  much  less.  The  whole  number 
of  applications  for  pardons  during  the  last  sixteen  years  is  5,645,  or 
an  average  of  about  353  per  year ;  so  that  it  appears  that  less  than 
one-half  of  the  applications  for  pardon  have  been  successful.  In  a 
word,  something  in  the  cases  of  one  in  six  or  seven  of  those  convicted 
in  courts  of  record  has  induced  an  application  for  pardon,  and  one 
in  fifteen  of  those  so  convicted  has  been  successful;  in  his  applica- 
tion. But  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  the  pardons  granted  have 
relieved  the  persons  pardoned  from  all  punishment  It  will  be 
bund  that  it  has  been  exceedingly  rare  that  any  person  has  been 
;)ardoned  until  after  suffering  a  considerable  portion  of  the  punish- 
3QeDt  imposed  by  the  court,  and  in  most  instances  only  sSter  the 
term  of  imprisonment  had  more  than  half  expired.  What  is  called 
pardon  is  really  a  remission  of  a  portion  only  of  the  sentence 
imposed. 
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In  many  cases  convictions  have  been  had  for  offenses,  the  punish- 
ment for  which  as  prescribed  by  law  was  five  or  ten  years,  where  an 
examination  of  the  case  showed  that  but  little  moral  guilt  compara- 
tively was  really  involved  in  the  act  which  caused  conviction  ;  but  the 
court  had  no  power  to  impose  a  less  sentence  than  imprisonment  for 
five  or  ten  yenrs,and  although  the  judge  imposed  the  sentence  required 
by  law,  both  the  judge  and  district  attorney  have  united  in  a  recom- 
mendation for  a  pardon  at  an  earlier  day  than  the  expiration  of  the 
sentence.  Another  frequent  cause  of  pardon  is  the  failure  of  health 
in  consequence  of  imprisonment  in  the  case  of  persons  who  were 
not  known  as  old  offenders.  In  looking  over  the  history  of  pardons 
in  this  Slate  for  the  last  twenty  years,  the  Committee  believe  that  it 
will  be  found  that  the  power  has  been  very  carefully,  judiciously 
and  conscientiously  used,  and  that  although  cases  can  be  found  where 
the  exercise  of  cletnency  has  set  at  liberty  most  wicked  and  unde- 
serving criminals,  such  cases  have  occurred  through  the  fault  of  the 
neighbors  of  the  criminals  too  readily  joining  in  recommendations 
too  favorable  to  the  ])risoner.  But  these  cases  have  been  so  rare  as 
to  give  no  occasion  to  fear  that  the  public  interests  will  suffer  by 
leaving  the  pardoning  power  in  the  hands  of  the  same  functionary 
where  it  has  rested  for  the  last  fortj'-five  yeai's.

Gentlemen — In  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  your  honorable 
body  transmitted  to  us  on  the  first  instant,  we  have  caused  the  real 
estate  in  use  in  the  city  of  New  York  by  the  various  religious 
denominations  for  the  purposes  of  public  worsiip,  and  for  other 
purposes,  now  returned  as  **  exempt,"  to  be  valued  in  the  same  ratio 
as  assessed  property,  and  the  amount  thereof,  according  to  such 
valuation,  is  seventeen  millions  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  thou- 
sand dollars  ($17,183,000). 

The  laws  by  which  said  property  is  exempted  from  taxation  were 
passed'  previous  to  the  year  1847.  See  IRS.,  p.  38,  sec.  4.  All 
of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ing  duly  considered  the  subjects  referred  to  them,  respectfully 

REPORT : 

'he  first,  second,  sixth  and  seventh  sections  of  Article  five  of  the  . 
Jent  Constitution  require,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee, 
little  alteration  or  emendation.  They  believe  that  the  people  of 
State  are  satisfied  with  the  elective  system,  inasmuch  as  no  sug- 
aon,  by  petition  or  otherwise,  for  the  substitution  of  a  system  of 
ointment  has  been  laid  before  them.  They  have,  therefore,  not 
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presumed  to  recommeod  any  change  in  the  manner  of  selecting  these 
State  officers. 

Your  Committee  have,  however,  thought  it  best  that  the  heads  of 
the  State  Departments  should  be  chosen  at  the  same  time  and  for 
the  same  term  as  the  Governor.  They  believe  that  a  common  tenure 
of  office  would  add  force,  harmony  and  concurrence  of  action  to  the 
State  administration.  In  order  to  elect  the  State  officers  in  the  year 
1868,  at  the  same  time  with  the  Governor,  it  has  of  course  been 
found  necessary  to  abbreviate  to  one  year  the  term  of  those  who  may 
be  elected  in  November,  1867. 

Your  committee  has  retained  the  provision  that  the  State  Bogi- 
neer  and  Surveyor  shall  be  a  practical  engineer ;  and  have  added 
one  that  the  Attorney  General  shall  have  been  a  Counsellor  at  Law 
for  ten  years. 

The  present  provision  for  the  temporary  suspension  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  a  State  Treasurer  who  shall  violate  his  official  duty,  has 
also  appeared  to  your  committee  to  be  satisfactory,  and  likely  to  prove 
efficient  should  such  an  unhappy  exigency  arise.  They  have,  how- 
ever, proposed  to  add  to  this  section  a  provision  for  the  removal  of 
the  Treasurer  from  office  by  the  Legislature,  which  finds  no  place  in 
the  present  Constitution. 

The  subject  of  compensation  has  engaged  the  attention  of  your 
Committee,  and  they  report  some  additional  provisions  intended  to 
confine  the  State  officers  to  the  receipt  of  fixed  salaries  for  their 
official  services;  and  also  to  require  the  payment  of  fees  and  costs 
received  into  the  State  treasury. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  respectfully  submit  the  following  pro- 
posed sections : 

ARTICLE . 


1  Section  L  The  Secretary  of  State,  Comptroller,  Treasurer,

COMMITTEE  ON  CANALS. 

The  undersigned,  from  the  committee  on  canals,  respectfully 

REPORT 

That  he  wholly  dissents  from  the  article  reported  by  the  majority 
of  the  committee  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  management  of 
the  canals,  and  the  financial  policy  to  be  inaugurated.  So  far  as  the 
management  of  the  canals  is  concerned,  the  undersigned  has  already 
briefly  stated  his  objections  to  the  plan  recommended  by  the  major- 
ity in  a  report  already  submitted. 

As  to  the  financial  sections  of  said  report,  the  undersigned  regards 
bem  as  objectional  upon  the  following  grounds : 

F^rst  They  violate  the  faith  of  the  State,  pledged  to  the  public 
^editors  by  the  express  terms  of  the  existing  Constitution. 

The  revenues  of  the  canals,  which  are  now  pledged  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  specified  in  the  proposed  sixth  and  eighth  sections, 
t>e  diverted  to  the  extent  of  eight  millions  of  dollars,  and  the  pay- 
ckent  of  said  debts  correspondingly  postponed. 
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Second,  The  article,  in  the  opiiiion  of  the  undersigned,  contains 
provisions  under  which  a  system  of  public  improvements  may  be 
commenced  which  may  require  twenty  years  to  finish,  and  aa 
expenditure  of  many  times  the  amount  of  the  proposed  limit. 

That  from  the  evidence  taken  betore  the  committee,  and  the  exam- 
ination  of  the   subjects,    the    undersigned  has  failed   to  see  any 
mmediate,  and  certainly  no  pressing  necessity  for  additional  capacity 
in  the  Erie  canal. 

Some  evidence  has  been  given  tending  to  show  that  temporary 
embarrassment  in  navigating  the  Erie  canal  has  occasionally  occarred 
at  a  point  near  the  conjunction  of  the  Oswego  canal  with  the  Brie, 
for  a  short  period  in  the  most  crowded  season  of  canal  navigation, 
but  that  the  embarrassment  was  attributable  to  some  extent  to  lack 
of  force  and  efficien:  management,  and  may  be  obviated  at  a  com- 
paratively trifling  expense  at  the  points  named.  That  the  general 
capacity  of  the  canal  is  amply  sufficient  at  the  present  titi.e,  and  will 
be  for  an  indefinite  number  of  years  in  the  future,  is  abundantly 
established  by  the  concurrent  testimony  of  those  best  acquainted 
with  the  subject. 

Third.  The  undersigned  fails  to  see  in  the  form  of  said  article 
those  wise  and  stringent  safeguards  against  improvidence  and  prodi- 
gality in  expenditure,  which  experience  has  demonstrated  to  b© 
indispensable. 

Instead  of  loosening  the  forms  of  restraint  on  these  subjects  in  tb.^ 
organic  law,  the  undersigned  believes .  that  every  consideration  O* 
public  policy  demands  they  should  be  made  more  stringent 

That  since  the  article  reported  by  the  majority  was  considered  i'* 
committee,  a  report  has  been  submitted  to  this  body  by  a  majority 
of  the  finance  committee  upon  this  subject,  in  the  reasoning  and  coXJ 
elusions  of  which  the  undersigned  fully  c6ncur3.  The  article  ^^ 
submitted  by  said  finance  committee,  the  undersigned  understandi 
to  be  in  direct  antagonism  to  the  one  proposed  by  the  majority 
of  the  canal  committee,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  finances  and 
the  application  of  the  revenues  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  and  tto 
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impiovement  of  the  Canals.  There  are  minor  provisions  in  said 
article  from  which  the  undersigned  dissents ;  but  it  is  unneoessarj 
:o  incorporate  them  in  this .  report,  as  they,  together  with  a  more 
letaiied  specification  of  the  objections  herein  contained,  may  be 
stated  upon  the  floor  of  the  Convention.

They  agree  with  the  majority  of  the  committee  in  the  opinion 
hat  there  are  great  and  radical  defects  in  the  system  of  superin- 
endence,  care  and  management  of  the  canals  of  the  State.  These 
ivils  have  become  so  great  as  for  a  long  time  past  to  have  attracted 
he  attention  of  the  State  at  large.  They  have  induced  great  neg- 
ect  in  repairs  and  in  the  daily  care  and  regulation  of  the  use  of  the 
canals,  and  the  public  convenience  has  suffered  largely  therefrom. 
Ihey  have  also  seriously  affected  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the  State, 
targe  sums  of  money  have  been  paid  for  construction  and  repairs 
lad  with  very  little  advantage  to  the  public  interest 

The  result  to  the  State  has  been  an  unnecessarily  large  expenditure 
>f  the  public  moneys,  and  a  very  imperfect  and  defective  canal 
oanagement 
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I 

Two  principal  causes  seem  to  lie  at  the  foundation  of  these  evils : 

FirsU  The  want  of  one  general  supervising  and  directing  power— 
a  power  which,  while  acting  under  the  Constitution  and  laws,  shall 
direct  the  whole  canal  system  and  be  responsible  to  the  people  for 
its  results. 

Seeand.  The  imperfections  in  the  application  of  the  system  of  let- 
ting the  work  of  coostniction  and  repairs  of  the  canak.  Under 
this  system  a  practice  has  grown  up  which  admits  of  fraudoleDt 
combinations  that  have  wasted  and  are  still  wasting  the  public 
treasure  in  the  most  profligate  manner. 

The  undersigned,  in  the  hope  of  curing  these  evils,  have  united 
with  the  majority  of  the  committee  in  the  radical  reform  leocHn- 
mended,  in  their  report,  of  discontinuing  certain  officers  and  boards 
hitherto  having  the  care  and  management  of  the  canals,  in  consti- 
tuting one  head  of  the  canal  system  and  transferring  the  care  and 
superintendence  of  the  canals  to  one  chief  officer,  to  be  called  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  associated  with  four  assist^ts. 

• 

But  while  agreeing  with  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee, as  above  indicated,  the  undersigned  feel  constrained  to  differ 
from  it  as  to  the  mode  of  appointing  these  officera 

We  recommend  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  be 
elected  by  the  people,  and  that  [such  Superintendent  do  have  the 
power  of  appointing  his  four  assistants. 

The  undersigned  believe  that  the  appointment  of  this  high  ofltor 
by  the  Governor  is  liable  to  very  grave  objections.  The  office  of 
Governor,  as  the  chief  executive  of  the  State,  necessarily  draws  to  it 
a  very  large  and  increasing  patronage.  It  is  unwise  needlessly  to 
enlarge  it  By  giving  to  the  Governor  the  appointment  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  or  the  power  of  nominating  him 
to  the  Senate  for  their  confirmation,  the  patronage  of  the  executivi 
will  be  extended  to  the  entire  canal  systeuL  It  will  be  mw® 
indirectly  to  reach  not  only  the  very  large  body  of  subordinate 
officers  in  charge  of  the  canals  who  will  be  appointed  by  the  Sapc^ 
intendent  of  Public  Works,  but  in  a  measure  the  numetoos  opera- 
tives employed  [upon  them.    The  chief  executive  would  0OOD  be 
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egarded  as  the  ultimate  source  of  power  in  the  canal  system,  as  he 
roald  have  the  power  to  name  the  individual  who  was  to  regulate 
bat  system  and  to  appoint  all  the  subordinate  officers  in  charge. 
[^has  would  be  created  an  active  organized  political  power,  reaching 
brough  every  quarter  of  the  State  penetrated  by  our  thousand 
ailes  of  canals,  under  one  head,  and  ever  ready  to  act  as  that  head 
night  be  disposed,  for  the  perpetuation  of  its  own  power  and  for 
dvancing  the  political  interests  of  the  executive.  The  eflfect  at  all 
lines  on  the  selection  of  a  candidate  for  the  chief  executive  office 
rould  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  State.  Important  inter- 
ests in  regard  to  which  a  chief  magistrate  should  be  selected  it  is 
jbared  would  soon  be  overshadowed  by  the  large  patronage  of  the 
canals  dependent  upon  his  nomination.  The  office  of  Governor 
needs  no  such  patronage  to  sustain  it.  Its  power  and  patronage 
should  continue  to  be  of  a  general  character,  applicable  to  all  the 
interests  of  the  State,  and  not  especially  connected  with  one  great 
and  absorbing  interest 

The  efficiency  and  prosperity  of  the  canals  themselves  would  in 
the  opinion  of  the  undersigned  be  liable  to  be  marred  by  removing 
their  care  and  management  from  officers  elected  by  the  people  to  one 
officer  appointed  by  an  agent  of  the  people.  If  there  be  any  office 
in  the  whole  range  of  official  positions  under  that  of  the  chief  execu- 
tive which  should  be  elective  by  the  people  it  is  that  of  the  officer 
who  is  t<)  have  the  caie  and  management  of  the  canals  of  the  State. 

The  canals  are  the  great  avenues  of  internal  trade.  Every  pro- 
ductive interest  in  the  State  is  affected  by  their  good  condition  and 
successful  operation.  The  daily  business  of  the  masses  of  the  peo- 
ple in  large  districts  of  the  State  is  impeded  or  advanced  according 
as  the  canals  are  negligently  or  faithfully  managed.  The  yearly 
revenues  of  the  State  arising  from  these  extensive  works  of  internal 
improvement  de|)end  upon  the  same  conditions.  These  matters 
reach  the  taxpayers  directly.  By  inefficient  and  bad  management 
they  will  be  subjected  to  increased  burdens  from  taxation,  while 
their  ability  to  meet  them  will  be  diminished.  The  judgment  of  the 
people  at  large  as  to  the  management  of  our  canals  may  be  generally 
Klied  upon  as  connect.  Tiic  people  will  be  vigilant  in  their  obser- 
vation regarding  these  matters,  for  they  concern  their  daily  interests. 
The  executive  may  not  be  so.     His  is  a  larger  and  more  general 
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supervision.  If  evils  exist  it  will  be  the  interest  of  the  people  to 
correct  them,  and  although  that  must  depend  upon  the  actioDof 
political  organizations,  yet  no  party  will  dare  to  nominate  men 
whom  the  good  sense  of  the  people  may  reject  for  their  inoaptcitf 
or  indisposition  to  faithfully  manage  the  canals.  By  electing  t 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works  he  will  be  brought  into  conticl 
with  the  people  and  made  accountable  to  them  as  his  immediate 
constituents.  If  the  people  hold  the  power  of  selecting  this  high 
officer  they  will  at  all  times  have  in  their  hands  the  power  to  m* 
rect  the  evils  of  mismanagement,  while  the  officer  himself— 4he 
servant  of  the  people — cannot  fail  to  desire  so  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  his  office  as  to  commend  himself  to  the  approbation  of  thoN 
by  whose  suffrages  he  has  been  elected.  It  is  impossible  in  a  fiee 
government  to  remove  its  officers  from  political  agitation  andinfla* 
ences.  But  it  is  believed  that  the  intelligence  and  good  sense  of  the 
people  will  in  the  end  better  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  eocfa 
official  duties  ns  concern  their  important  daily  interests,  than  any 
other  power. 

If  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  is  to  be  charged  witk 
their  entire  care  and  management,  and  he  alone,  as  the  head  of  oar 
system  of  internal  improvements,  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  its 
successful  workings,  as  is  proposed  by  the  committee,  then  it  seems 
to  follow  as  a  legitimate  result  that  he  should  have  the  power  of 
appointing  his  assistant  superintendents,  as  well  as  all  other  suto* 
dinates.  He  cannot  have  a  fair  opportunity  for  the  exercise  of  his 
skill  and  abilities  in  the  discharge  of  the  important  and  muldftrioas 
duties  of  his  high  office,  unless  he  be  permitted  to  select  the  agents 
through  whom  he  shall  direct  and  manage  the  system  in  all  its  parta 

The  undersigned  therefore  report  the  following  section  on  this 
subject.

6  interest  or  principal  of  the  Canal  and  General  Fund  Debts,  as  pro- 

7  vided  in  sections  seven  and  eight  of  this  article,  the  defideaqr 

8  shall  be  supplied  by  loan  upon  the  credit  of  the  said  SinkiDg 

9  Fund.    In  case  such  deficiency  cannot  be  so  supplied  at  a  satisfac- 

10  tory  rate  of  interest,  the  Legislature  shall  make  other  provision 

11  therefor,  so  as  to  fully  preserve  the  public  faith. 

1  §  9.  Every  contribution  or  advance  to  the  capals  of  this  Stale^ 

2  made  since  June  one,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  or  wbidi 

3  may  hereafter  be  made,  from  any  source  except  their  direct 

4  revenues,  shall,  with  interest  thereon  at  current  rates,  be  repaid 

5  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  out  of  the  canal  revenues,  as  soon 

6  as  the  same  can  be  done  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 

7  article.     All  sums  so  paid  shall,  together  with  all  sarplos  reve- 

8  nues  thereafter  derived  from  the  canals,  be  applied  exclosivdy 
9^  to  the  payment  of  any  then  existing  debt  of  the  State,  until  the 

10  same  shall  be  fully  paid. 
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1  §  10.  The  Legislature  shall  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dis- 

2  pose  of  any  of  the  canals  of  this  State,  but  they  shall  remain 

8  the  property  of  the  State  and  under  its  management. 

Your  committee,  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  the  subjects 
lus  considered,  present  a  statement  of  the  reasons  which  have 
overned  their  action  in  submitting  the  foregoing  article  for  adop- 
on  by  the  Convention. 

Your  committee  assume  that  the  canals  are  to  remain  the  property 
r  the  State.  Such  was  the  determination  of  the  Convention  of 
}46.  The  people  ratified  the  decision  by  adopting  the  present 
onstitution.  That  expression  was  renewed  in  the  amendment  of 
354.  The  unanimous  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  just 
ibmitted,  recommends  the  re-enactment  of  the  prohibition,  con- 
ined  in  the  present  Constitution,  and  in  that  we  entirely  concur. 

With  respect  to  the  resolution  referred  to  your  committee,  "  to 
quire  as  to  the  expediency  of  providing  by  an  amendment  to  the 
onstitution  for  the  leasing  for  a  term  of  years  the  Champlain  canal 
•  any  other  of  the  lateral  State  canals,  &c.,"  your  committee  are  of 
)inion  that  no  such  disposition  is  practicable. 

The  lateral  canals  should  be  treated  as  parts  of  an  entire  system, 
tiich,  as  a  whole,  is  self-sustaining  and  highly  remunerative  to  the 
ate,  and  no  part  of  the  same  can  be  abandoned  without  doing 
justice  to  localities  and  incurring  the  serious  and  merited  displeas- 
e  of  large  portions  of  the  people.  A  majority  of  the  railroads 
lich  have  been  constructed  in  the  same  or  similar  localiti^,  have 
oved  disastrous  and  non-paying  investments  to  the  proprietors  { 

t  no  one,  in  the  sections  interested,  would  tolerate  the  idea  of  their 

« 

andonment. 

Assuming  that  the  canals  are  to  remain  State  property,  the  im- 
rtant  question  arises,  what  shall  be  the  future  policy  of  the  State 
regard  to  this  vast  system  of  internal  navigation  and  commerce 
th  other  States  through  their  agency  ? 

Shall  they  be  preserved,  improved  and  made  remunerative  and 
neficial  to  the  public  as  the  legitimate  use  of  their  resources  will

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admit  consistently  with  existing  obligations,  and  without  resorting 
to  taxation  for  that  purpose ;  or  shall  they  be  denied  all  fiirther 
improvement,  their  diminished  revenues  handed  over  to  other 
objects,  and  the  faith  and  honor  of  the  Slate  sacrificed? 

To  adopt,  at  this  late  day,  a  system  which  will  prevent  the  further 
improvement  of  the  canals,  out  of  their  own  earnings,  when  such 
improvements  are  found  necessary,  and  such  earnings  suflScient  for 
the  purpose,  and  which  would  divert  the  growing  commerce  of  the 
Northwest  to  other  channels,  would  be  the,  height  of  financial  folly 
and  an  inexcusable  denial,  on  the  part  of  this  great  State,  of  those 
obligations  to  the  other  States,  which  arise  from  our  geographical 
and  commercial  position. 

It  is  a  truism  that  our  conduct  should  at  least  be  as  liberal  and 
considerate  with  reference  to  the  future  as  would  be  that  of  an  indi- 
vidual in  similar  circumstances. 

Entertaining  these  views,  your  Committee  have  devoted  much  of 

their  time  to  the  question  as  to  what  improvements,  if  any,  areneces. 

sary,  and  whether  the  revenues  will  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of 

'such  improvements,  without  resort  to  taxation,  and  without  anj 

abandonment  of  the  pledges  of  the  existing  Constitution. 

Your  Committee  found  fliese  questions  very  fully  considered  and 
discussed  in  the  reports  upon  the  subject  made  l:)y  the  Canal  Conh 
mittee  to  the  Legislature  during  its  last  session,  and  in  the  offidal 
reports  of  canal  officers  for  several  years  past. 

They  have  also  taken  the  examination  of  engineers,  public  officen 
and  practical  operators,  who  were  deemed  to  possess  the  most  relia- 
•ble  knowledge  upon  the  subject. 

From  these  sources  it  appears  that  in  the  enlargement  of  the  Erie 
canal,  about  seventy  miles  of  the  Eastern  section,  (being  the  fiist 
portion  enlarged)  was  constructed  with  what  are  termed  wall, 
benches,  and  is  from  six  to  ten  feet  narrower  on  the  bottom, 
than  the  remainder  of  the  channel.  The  reverse  should  be  the  case, 
and  the  eastern  the  wider  portion,  to  accommodate  the  accumulation' 
of  boats  as  they  come  in  from  the  other  canals  and  approach  the  Hud- 
son river.  The  removal  of  these  wall-benches,  so  as  to  make  this 
portion  of  the  canal  as  wide,  at  least,  as  the  remaining  portion,  is 
indispensable  to  secure  the  full  navigable  capacity  of  the  Erie  oanaL 
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They  are  also  of  opinion  that  the  present  locks  upon  the  Ene, 
Oftwego  and  Cajuga  and  Seneca  canals  do  not  furnish  to  the  canals 
more  than  one  quarter  of  such  navigable  capacity.  The  locks  will 
not  admit  of  the  passage  of  boats  carrying  over  about  two  hundred 
tons,  and  for  considerable  portions  of  the  seasons  of  navigation  they 
are  not  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  business  now  offered. 

The  published  estimates  and  tables,  based  upon  an  equal  distri- 
bution of  lockages  through  the  entire  season  of  such  navigation, 
show  that  not  over  seveuty-five  or  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  capacity  of 
the  locks  has  not  yet  been  reached. 

But  these  estimates  are  fallacious  in  practice,  as  the  main  business 
is  crowded  into  a  much  shorter  period  of  time.  The  lockages  can- 
not, in  practice,  be  so  distributed,  and  when  boats  are  crowding  for 
lockage,  the  time  of  passing  will  always  be  more  or  less  delayed  by 
irregularities  which  unavoidably  will  occur. 

In  the  mode  in  which  the  business  is  now  done,  the  locks  are  taxed, 
during  the  season  from  harvest  to  near  the  close  of  navigation,  to 
their  full  capacity,  and  at  times,  beyond  that.  This  is  shown  to 
have  been  the  case  for  several  years,  resulting  at  times  in  serious 
and  protracted  delays  in  navigation. 

To  obviate  this  and  to  secure  to  the  public  the  use  of  the  navig- 
able capacity  of  the  canals,  it  is  proposed  to  construct  a  single  tier  of 
locks  of  sufficient  size  t(;  pass  boats  twenty-three  feet  in  width  and 
two  hundred  feet  in  length,  capable  of  carrying  six  hundred  tons. 
The  boats  now  in  use  can  be  passed  through  such  locks  with  the 
same  facility  as  through  those  at  present  existing.  The  materials, 
where  there  are  double  locks,  are  nearly,  perhaps  quite,  sufficient  for 
the  new  structures.  To  do  an  equal  amount  of  business  the  number 
of  lockages  will  be  diminished;  carriers  will  be  enabled  to  take 
freight  at  reduced  prices,  and  steam  can  be  used  as  a  propelling 
power. 

The  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canals, 
to  which  reference  has  been  made,  and  which  has  been  furnished  to 
the  members  of  the  Convention,  is  pertinei»t^in  this  connection  : 

"If  any  are  of  the  opini(;n  that  the  proposed  work  is  of  doubtful 
utility,  after  what  has  already  been  stated  herein,  the  committee 
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respectfully  refer  all  sucli  to  the  Delaware  and  Baritan  canal,  in  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  a  canal  of  about  the  same  sized  prism  as  the 
Erie ;  with  locks  two  hundred  and  twenty  feet  long,  and  twenty-fonr 
feet  wide,  two  boats  the  size  of  those  now  in  use  upon  our  canah 
will  pass  one  of  those  locks  at  the  same  time,  full  as  quickly  as  one 
will  through  our  locks ;  and  steamers  from  one  hundred  and  fifly  to 
two  hundred  feet  long,  and  say  twenty -three  feet  wide,  have  been  in 
successful  operation  thereon  for  the  last  twelve  or  fifteen  yeare* 
Their  average  speed,  including  lockages,  being  three  miles  per  hoar, 
at  which  they  are  limited  by  the  regulations  upon  the  canal" 

This  change  will  diminish  the  cost  of  transportation,  give  to  the 
public  the  full  use  of  the  enlarged  channel  of  the  canals,  and  secure 
to  us  the  rapidly  increasing  commerce  of  the  West  and  Northwest 
Already  the  opening  gates  of  other  avenues  are  turning  on  their 
hinges,  and  unless  we  act  promptly  and  wisely  the  flood  may  pass 
in  other  directions. 

We  must  depend  mainly  upon  this  commerce  for  our  fature 
revenues.  The  history  of  canal  transportation  abundantly  proves 
this. 

In  1837  there  was  only  56,255  tons  from  the  West  reaching  tide- 
water, while  from  within  the  State  the  quantity  was  321,251  toni 
In  1866  the  amount  from  within  the  State  had  diminished  to  287,948 
tons,  while  that  from  the  West  had  increased  to  2,235,716  ton& 
This  was  the  largest  quantity  ever  received,  save  in  the  exceptional 
years  of  1862  and  1863,  when  the  greatest  delays  occurred  in  the 
navigation  of  the  canal.  With  these  exceptions  the  increase  has 
been  gradual  and  almost  uniform  from  the  opening  of  the  Erie 
canal  to  the  present  time,  as  will  appear  by  the  following  table^ 
giving  the  tonnage  arriving  at  tide-water  by  the  Erie  canal  for  the 
last  thirty  years,  and  the  portions  from  within  the  State  and  from 
the  Western  States  and  Canada.

In  1806,  3,305,607  Ions  reached  tide-water  from  tlie  Erie  and 
Champlain  canals.  This  was  more  than  the  fun'ign  cxjKirtti  or  im- 
ports at  the  city  of  New  York.  The  rapid  settlement  and  growth 
of  the  new  States,  and  the  rapidly  increasing  products  of  the  States 
of  the  Nortbwt'rfl,  demand  more  ample  fac:ilitios  for  trnnsportation. 
It  is  clear  that  an  increase  of  the  capacity  of  the  lot'lcs  and  aqueducts, 
and  the  removal  of  the  wall-beaches,  are  all  that  is  reqiiisile  to  fur- 
nish such  facilities.  If  we  fail  to  do  this,  that  incro;isiiig  commerce 
will  be  forced  to  seek  other  channels;  but,  if  we  exercise  that  wis- 
dom and  foresight  which  characterized  the  conduct  of  the  distin- 
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dshed  men  with  whom  the  canal  system  originated,  the  Erie  canal 
ay  continue  to  be  what  they  designed  and  hoped  it  would  always 
main,  the  great  artery  of  commerce  from  the  lakes  to  the  ocean. 

Why  should  not  such  improvements  be  made  upon  the  canals  as 
QQe  and  experience  have  proved  to  be  necessary,  and  as  our  means 
ill  allow  ?  In  truth,  the  position  is  not  openly  advocated  they 
louM  not  be  improved.  The  opponents  of  such  improvement 
itrench  themselves  behind  the  position  that  the  work  is  wholly 
onecessary. 

It  is  a  strange  position  to  advance  that  in  the  construction  and 
peration  of  railroads,  in  river  and  ocean  navigation,  various 
nprovements  and  vast  expenditures  are  annually  found  necessary 
)  supply  the  public  wants,  and  promote  economy  and  convenience; 
ot  no  such  necessity  exists  in  respect  to  the  canals.  They  must 
tand  still.  Had  the  destinies  of  the  Empire  State  always  rested  in 
le  hands  of  such  advocates,  the  Erie  canal  would  never  have  been 
instructed. 

The  suggestion  that  this  increasing  business  can  be  done  by  con- 
tructing  railroads,  needs  but  a  moment's  notice.  It  is  entirely 
^practicable.  What  is  to  be  done  with  air  this  property  when 
ransported  to  New  York  by  rail  ?  The  Atlantic  Docks  and  the 
nmense  expenditure  which  has  been  made  to  furnish  facilities  for 
his  commerce,  by  water,  what  is  to  be  done  with  those  ?  The 
acreased  expense  by  rail  is  another  insuperable  objection.  The 
ctual  cost  to  the  railroad  from  Buflfalo  to  New  York,  for  the  past 
liree  years,  as  appears  by  the  returns  made  under  oath,  on  belialf  of 
lie  New  York  Central  Eailroad  Company,  has  been  double  all  the 
barges  upon  the  Erie  canal,  and  in  excess  of  the  water  carriage  from 
Jhicago  to  New  York. 

'  The  following  is  a  statement  of  such  cost  and  charges : 
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The  reporfs  also  show  that  the  cost  of  repairs  upon  the  track  of 
tiilroads  is  equal  to  about  ten  per  cent  upon  the  cost  of  the  road 
.rack,  while  the  cost  of  superintendence  and  repairs  upon  the  Erie 
^nal,  with  all  the  waste  of  money  which  has  occurred,  is  only 
ibout  one- tenth  of  that  sum,  or  less  than  one  per  cent. 

It  will  be  an  unfortunate  day  for  the  people  of  this  State  when 
;hey  adopt  and  act  upon  the  idea  that  the  canals  have  "  fulfilled 
;heir  mission,"  and  that  *'  we  have  outgrown  their  more  important 
ISC.''  The  Central  road,  during  the  periods  aforesaid,  carried  all 
;he  freight  its  cars  would  hold  or  its  motive  power  propel,  at  the 
iimes  when  freights  were  pressing,  and  yet  the  quantity,  except 
mimals,  was  only  about  one-fifth  part  of  that  taken  by  the  canal, 
md  including  live  stock  less  than  one-third. 

The  Auditor  has  reported  to  this  Convention  in  response  to  a 
resolution  of  inquiry  the  aggregate  cost  of  all  the  canals  and  feeders, 
tx>th  productive  and  unproductive,  with  all  cost  of  maintenance  and 
repairs,  and  interest  at  seven  per  cent  upon  all  such  expenditure 
^Manual,  2  vol.,  450,  451.)  The  entire  cost  and  interest  foots  at 
^00,093,502.25. 

The  entire  income,  with  interest,  has  been  $202,619,510.08.  This 
leaves  the  canals  debtors  to  the  State  in  the  sum  of  $7,473,992.27. 
Assuming  this  statement  to  be  correct,  it  follows  that  what  are  now 
termed  canal  debts  have  been  arbitrarily  fixed  as  such.  In  no  esti- 
tnate  or  statement  which  has  fallen  under  our  observation,  except  in 
this  of  the  Auditor,  have  the  canals  been  credited  with  the  $200,000 
per  annum  which  has  been  paid  for  the  support  of  the  State  govern* 
ment  out  of  their  revenues  since  1846. 

This  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  interest  on  each, 
appears  to  be  the  true  mode  of  determining  the  extent  to  which  the 
uinfds  are  indebted  to  the  State. 

In  either  view  of  the  subject  tKe  question  may  well  be  asked, 
Fhat  system  of  public  works  of  e^ual  magnitude  can  compare  with 
>tir  canal  system  in  the  remuneration  they  have  furnished  for  the 
expenditures  made  in  their  construction  and  maintenance? 

The  canals  we  propose  to  have  improved  are  creditors  to  the 
amount  of  over  thirty-eight  millions  of  dollars.

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In  determining  the  question  whether  the  proposed  improvemeDt 
oan  be  made  without  taxation,  your  committee  have  provided  in  the 
foregoing  article  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  as 
they  fall  due  of  the  canal  debt,  the  enlargement  debt,  the  floating 
debt,  and  the  interest  on  the  General  Fund  debt.  The  appropriation 
already  made  for  the  Ghamplain  canal  is  supposed  to  be  safScient 
for  the  work,  as  now  authorized  by  law;  but  an  additional  sum  is 
set  apart  to  meet  any  contingency,  and  save  a  resort  to  taxation. 

They  have  estimated  the  cost  of  building  the  enlarged  works  at 
$40,000  per  lock,  or  $4,000,000.  Witnesses  have  testified  that  price 
is  ample  for  the  purpose. 

An  experienced  contractor  and  former  canal  officer,  on  his  exami- 
nation, stated  he  would  be  willing  to  do  the  work  at  the  sum 
named. 

For  the  removal  of  the  wall-benches ;  for  additional  water  and 
basins,  and  for  enlarging  aqueducts  and  bridges,  the  estimates  here- 
tofore made  are,  in  substance,  adopted. 

A  survey  and  estimate  of  the  cost  of  enlarging  the  locks  and 
making  improvements,  as  proposed,  were  made  in  1863.  An  expe- 
rienced engineer  who  assisted  in  making  them,  as  the  agent  of  the 
general  government,  was  examined  as  a  witness  before  us.  From 
his  evidence  it  appears  that  the  work  was  projected  with  a  view  of 
affording  a  passage  for  gun-boats  to  the  lakes.  The  plan  was  to 
construct  a  series  of  new  locks,  all  of  new  materials,  of  the  highest 
finish  used  in  structures  of  that  character,  leaving  one  tier  of  the 
present  locks  for  permanent  use.  In  arriving  at  the  cost  of  twelve 
millions  for  such  work,  the  cost  prices  of  1860  were  adopted  and 
fifty  per  cent  added  thereto. 

Three  items  of  the  same,  for  deepening  the  canal  one  foot,  for 
laud  damages  and  removal  of  buildings,  and  engineering  and  con- 
tingencies make  $3,417,421.  By  changing  the  masonry  from  the 
full  finish  therein  contemplated  to  wh.it  is  termed  rough  dressed  or 
hammered  masonry,  and  by  using  the  materials  on  hand,  which  are 
believed  to  be  ample,  where  there  are  double  locks,  that  estimate  is 
greatly  reduced.  The  materials  equal  about  one-half  the  cost  of 
masonry.

It  will  be  observed  that  a  deficiency  loan  of  three  and  a  half 
million  dollara.  to  extend  for  the  term  of  three  years,  will  become 
necessary  in  1874.  Two  installments  of  the  General  Fund  debt, 
amounting  to  $1,642,961,  will  also  have  to  be  provided  for  in  like 
manner.    Provision  is  also  made  for  the  ultimate  repayment  to  the 
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State  of  General  Fund  debt  and  of  all  advances  heretofore  made,  or 
hereafter  to  be  made  to  the  canals,  with  interest  thereon  at  cantDt 
rates. 

If  the  annual  revenues  shall  increase,  at  the  rate  per  cent  cootem- 
plated,  these  loans  will  not  become  necessary ;  but  the  debts,  iaclad- 
ing  the  General  Fund  debt,  will  all  have  been  paid  by  the  year  1877, 
and  a  large  balance  will  be  left  in  the  treasury,  as  will  appear  by  the 
statement  and  estimate  of  the  Canal  Committee,  to  which  reference 
has  been  made.     (Pages  23  to  27.) 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  above  mentioned  provisions  supersede 
the  State  loan,  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  floating  debt,  and  to  that 
extent  relieve  the  people. 

Your  Committee  believe  a  larger  annual  revenue  than  $8,000,000 
will  be  realized.  The  expenses  of  maintenance  and  repairs  wiD, 
we  hope,  be  materially  diminished.  With  an  increase  of  tonnage, 
even  at  the  average  rate  of  the  last  twenty  years,  and  with  undi- 
minished tolls,  for  which  we  have  provided,  such  increase  is  certain 

A  glance  at  the  past,  on  this  subject  of  tolls,  will  be  instmctire. 

At  the  rate  existing  in  1846,  when  the  present  Constitution  was 
adopted,  the  receipts  for  tolls  for  the  year  1866  would  have  been 
$6,930,264,  or  $2,477,039  in  excess  of  the  sum  actually  obtained. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  the  tonnage  will  not  be 
materially  affected  by  a  change  of  tolls  within  the  range  of  prices 
charged  since  1852.  The  capacity  of  the  canals  to  afford  facilities 
for  transportation,  so  that  forwarders  can  lessen  the  expense  of  their 
labor,  will  do  far  more  to  attract  tonnage  to  the  canals  than  any 

adjustment  of  the  tolls  which  can  be  made. 

• 

The  experiment  adopted  in  1858  to  1860  to  invite  additional  ton- 
nage, by  a  reduction  of  tolls,  resulted  in  no  substantial  increase  of 
the  same,  while  the  State  sustained  a  loss  of  revenue  of  $1,998,966^ 
or  more  than  the  entire  floating  debt,  in  those  three  years;  and 
before  the  State  restored  the  present  rates,  the  loss  was  over 
$2,600,000. 

The  tonnage  since  1846,  at  the  rates  of  toll  existing  when  the 
present  Constitution  was  adopted,  would  have' produced  in  excess  of 
the  actual  receipts,  at  the  rates  since  charged,  $30,703,464. 
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This  som  woald  have  more  than  paid  the  entire  debts  chargeable 
upon  the  canals,  and  the  improvements  since  made,  and  have  left 
them  the  creditors  of  the  State. 

In  considering  the  subject  of  the  care  and  management  of  the 
canals,  we  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  concentration  of  power 
and  a  clearly  defined  responsibility  furnish  the  surest  guarantees  for 
a  more  economical  and  efficient  administration. 

This  end  they  hope  to  secure  by  the  abolition  of  the  offices  named 
and  by  placing  the  canals  under  the  charge  of  a  single  superintend- 
ent^ with  assistants  amenable  to  himself,  and  employees  of  his  selec- 
tion, and  always  subject  to  his  control.  The  combinations  which 
have  been  strengthening  and  forming  for  so  many  years,  and  which 
have  resulted  so  disastrously  to  the  interests  of  the  State,  as  shown 
by  the  recent  investigations,  will  thus  be  broken  up. 

The  C!ommittee  regard  the  appointment  of  the  Superintendent  by 
the  Oovemor  and  Senate,  to  hold  for  a  term  of  eight  years,  subject 
to  removal  for  cause,  as  the  moat  advisable  mode  of  selection.  It 
will  place  such  officer  in  a  position  of  independence  of  political  organ- 
.izations,  and  above  the  vicissitudes  and  changes  resulting  from  party 
contests. 

Who  can  doubt  what  would  have  been  the  result  had  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  Company,  at  the  date  of  its  organization,  resolved 
to  select  its  superintendent  at  short  stated  periods,  by  a  vote  of  all 
the  stockholders,  instead  of  leaving  his  selection  to  the  executive 
board  ?  Combinations  for  the  promotion  of  favored  persons,  without 
due  regard  to  their  fitness  for  the  position,  would  have  been  the 
inevitable  result,  and  ineffii^iency  and  want  of  success  in  the  manage- 
ment would  doubtless  have  been  the  consequences. 

It  is  in  no  spirit  of  hostility  to  the  elective  principle  that  we 
make  this  recommendation.  The  people  elect  the  Governor  and 
Senators,  by  whom  the  selection  is  to  be  made,  and  the  duties  of  the 
position  are  such  ttiat  fitness  alone  should  control  the  choice,  and 
the  interests  at  stake  are  too  vast  to  be  left  to  the  capricious  choice 
of  nominating  conventions. 

The  recommendation  as  to  the  appointment  of  the  Auditor  is  in 
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conformity  to  the  Qsa^  which  hsM  prevailed  since  the  office  irw 
created,  and  to  which  we  hare  heard  no  objection. 

Your  committee  feel  constrained  to  notice  the  proposal  that  the 
revenues  of  the  canals  shall  be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the 
bounty  or  war  debt  befofre  any  of  the  improvements  demanded  by 
the  public  necessity  shall  haVe  been  madd.  There  are  many  rea- 
sons why  this  should  not  be  done,  prominent  among  which  are  the 
following : 

Firsty  It  is  to  be  hoped  the  general  government  will  refund  to 
each  State  and  locnlity  the' entire  debt  contracted  for  war  purposes, 
thus  placing  the  States  upon  an  equal  footing  in  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  contest  for  National  Life. 

Second,  The  Western  and  Northwestern  States  have  not  only  con- 
tributed largely  to  our  revenues  through  the  canals,  as  shown  by 
the  precedmg  tables,  but,  during  the  war,  they  devoted  of  their  blood 
and  treasure  their  full  share  to  support  the  national  cause.  It  would 
be  unjust  and  unbecoming  the  policy  of  this  great  State  to  tax  their 
products  while  seeking  the  market  through  our  canals,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  the  portion  of  such  expenses  incurred  by  us. 

Third,  The  debt  is  one  which  the  people  are  pledged  by  a  direct 
vote  to  pay,  and  will  pay  if  necessary,  by  taxation.  They  will 
cheerfully  submit  thereto  on  condition  they  are  hereafter  to  realize 
the  full  fruits  of  the  contest  in  which  the  debt  was  incurred— » 
nationality  purified  and  strengthened,  and  States  enjoying  reciprocal 
and  mutual  commercial  intercourse. 

FourOi,  Before  the  several  debts  and  liabilities  to  be  paid  from 
the  revenues  shall  have  been  discharged,  the  Bounty  or  War  debt 
will  have  been  paid  and  extinguished  in  some  one  of  the  modes 
before  mentioned. 

While  your  committee  would  avoid  all  unnecessary  impositioDH 
by  taxation,  they  cannot  so  underrate  the  patriotism  and  intelligence 
of  the  people  as  to  believe  they  will  prefer  a  policy  which  will 
violate  the  honor  of  the  State  and  doom  the  canals  to  neglect  and 
destruction  in  order  to  escape  taxation,  for  the  present,  at  the  hazard 
of  more  certain  and  onerous  taxation  in  the  future. 
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Your  Committee  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  subject 
of  imposing  tolls  upon  railroads,  and  of  compelling  uniform  rates  of 
freight,  are  questions  for  legislative  action,  and  that  neither  can 
properly  be  affected  by  a  Constitutional  provision. 

They  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the 
several  resolutions  and  subjects  referred  to  them.

REPORT 

OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  INVESTIGATE 
AS  TO  CAPACITY  OF  LOCKS  ON  EEIE  CAN'AL. 

On  the  8th  of  August,  inst.,  the  Convention  passed  the  foUowing 
resolution : 

"  On  motion  of  Mr.  Prosser,  Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on 
Canals  have  authority  to  attend  personally  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
of  this  week,  or  authorize  a  sub-committee  of  their  number  to  do  so, 
at  such  place  as  they  think  proper,  to  take  testimony  and  make  per- 
sonal examination  as  to  the  capacity  of  the  locks  upon  the  Erie  canal 
to  do  the  business,  and  as  to  the  capacity  of  the  prism  for  larger 
locka" 

In  pursuance  of  such  resolution  the  undersigned  were  appointed 
to  perform  the  duties  therein  stated ;  and  as  one  of  their  number  had 
previously  been  assigned  by  the  Convention  other  duties  at  the  city 
of  Syracuse  at  the  same  time,  your  Committee  selected  that  place  as 
the  most  appropriate  and  convenient  to  take  the  testimony,  and 
make  the  examination  referred  to  in  the  aforesaid  resolution. 

On  Friday,  the  9th  instant,  your  Committee  assembled  at  Syra- 
cuse, and  in  the  evening  took  the  testimony  of  James  Clark,  of  that 
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place,  which  they  annex  hereto ;  but  for  convenience  the  substaDoe 
of  Mr.  Clark^s  testimony  is  here  stated :  He  testifies  that  he  hasfiv 
over  twenty  years  last  past  been  engaged  in  taking  care  of  horsei 
employed  in  the  towing  of  canal  boats ;  that  his  attention  has  been 
daily,  during  the  navigable  season  of  the  canals,  for  this  long  periodi 
called  to  notice  any  delays  that  occurred  in  the  passage  of  boats  at  tbtt 
place ;  that  during  the  fall  of  1860, 1861, 1862  and  1863,  there  was  veiy 
great  detention  there,  caused  by  the  inability  of  boats  to  pass  through 
the  locks  as  rapidly  as  they  came,  there  being  three  tiers  of  locks  to 
pass  boats  on  to  that  level  going  east,  and  only  two  to  pass  them  off 
westward ;  that  the  crowds  were  great  and  frequent  during  the  peri- 
ods above  stated;  that  as  the  boats  built  the  last- few  years  woe 
larger  than  formerly,  it  was  impossible  to  pass  them  through  the 
locks  as  rapidly  as  could  be  done  several  years  ago— say  in  1860 
and  1861. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  10th  day  of  August,  your  Committee 
visited  the  lock  on  the  Erie  canal,  in  the  city  of  Syracuse;  found 
boats  busily  engaged  passing  both  ways.  They  took  the  following 
memoranda  of  what  occurred  in  their  presence:  There  was  plenty  of 
water,  and  no  lack  of  attention  on  tlie  part  of  the  boatmen  or  lock- 
tenders;  both  locks  wore  fully  employed  every  instant,  and  the 
loaded  boats  were  aided  by  the  use  of  a  fixed  purchase,  or  pulley, 
upon  the  lock,  furnished  by  the  lock-tender,  this  fixcilitated  consid- 
erably.

Thus  seven  boats  were  passed  in  one  hour,  equal  to  168  in  24 
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The  testimony  of  James  Delamater,  the  lock-tender,  was  then 
taken,  and  is  herewith  annexed,  and  is  briefly,  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: That  there  was  great  delay  in  the  years  1860,  1861,  1862  and 
1863,  at  Syracuse,  in  boats  getting  through  the  locks,  and  he  agrees 
with  Mr.  Clark,  the  other  witness,  that  boats  were  there  awaiting 
lockage  half  of  the  time  for  the  fall  of  those  years;  .that  as  the 
boats  built  within  the  past  few  years  are  rather  larger,  it  takes  more 
time  to  pass  them  through  the  locks  than  in  1860,  1861 ;  that  from 
150  to  170  boats  daily  is  as  many  as  can  be  passed  through  those 
double  locks;  that  there  is  plenty  of  water,  and  the  locks  are  well 
and  faithfully  attended.  Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
it  is  entirely  safe  to  rely  upon  the  testimony  of  this  witness.  Atten- 
tion is  invited  to  one  further  statement  which  he  makes ;  that  for 
leveral  days  the  latter  part  of  November,  1866,  there  was  a  great 
crowd  of  boats  at  that  place  (in  this  he  corroborates  the  witness 
Clark),  and  as  many  boats  were  passed  daily  as  could  be,  and  that 
a  true  statement  of  what  was  then  done  he  forwarded  to  the 
Auditor;  a  copy  of  that  statement  is  hereto  annexed,  and  it  shows 
the  number  of  boats  passed  through  those  double  locks  from  the 
28d  to  the  30th  of  November,  1866,  inclusive,  (the  days  when  the 
largest  number  were  passed)  was  1,269,  or  say  nearly  159  daily. 

Your  Committee  are  favored  with  a  letter  from  the  Hon.  Lewis 
Selye,  now  a  member  of  Congress  from  the  27th  district  of  this 
State,  addressed  to  one  of  their  number  (Mr.  Prosser)  in  the  year 
1861,  fully  corroborating  the  witnesses  Clark  and  Delamater.  Indeed 
the  prediction  of  Mr.  Selye  that  "should  the  business  of  the  canal 
require  the  passage  of  more  tonnage  through  these  locks  than  was 
passed  last  fall,  you  must  increase  the  capacity  of  the  locks  or 
otherwise  be  content  with  what  was  then  done,"  has  been  singularly 
verified ;  for,  as  will  be  noticed  by  referring  to  the  table  herein  of  the 
number  of  new  boats  registered  in  the  years  1861  and  1862,  largely 
in  excess  of  former  years,  accompanied  by  the  fact  of  very  high 
freights  upon  the  canal,  as  appears  by  the  report  of  the  Auditor,^ 
and  the  further  fact  that  in  those  years  there  was  less  than  the  usual 
detentions  by  breaks  in  the  canal,  as  appears  by  the  recent  report  of 
the  Canal  Commissioner?,  yet,  with  plenty  of  water,  a  great  increase 
of  boats,  an  abundance  of  business,  and  the  incentive  to  energy 
which  high  freights  impart,  the  lockages  in  the  fall  of  1861,  1862, 
and  1863  were  little  if  any  more  than  in  the  fall  of  1860,  as  the 
following  table  will  show.

Dear  Sir  :  In  answer  to  your  inquiry  in  relation  to  the  Lodi 
locks,  I  have  only  to  say  that  during  the  last  two  months  of  naviga- 
tion last  fall,  the  number  of  boats  were  such  that  rendered  it  utterly 
impossible  to  pass  them  without  more  or  less  detention ;  we  had  a 
full  supply  of  operators,  and  each  lock  was  manned  with  four  ener- 
getic young  men,  who  understood  their  business ;  a  span  of  horses 
was  kept  upon  the  berme  bank  to  facilitate  the  passage  of  boats 
through  what  is  called  the  heel-path  lock,  but  with  all  this,  we  were 
compelled  to  require  boats  to  wait  for  their  turn.  Should  the  busi« 
ness  of  the  canals  require  the  passing  of  more  tonnage  through  these 
locks  than  was  passed  last  fall,  you  must  increase  the  capacity  of 
ther  locks,  otherwise  be  content  with  what  was  then  done.

From  the  report  of  the  Auditor  on  trade  and  tonnage  for  the  year 
1866,  the  average  cargo  of  boats  eastward  is  stated  at  one  hundred 
and  seventy  tons.  Upon  inquiry  at  the  Department  your  Committee 
^rc  informed  that  in  making  up  this  average  the  total  tons  arriving 
at  tide-water  by  the  Erie  canal  is  taken  and  divided  by  one-half  the 
lockages  at  Alexander's  lock,  the  quotient  is  assumed  as  the  average 
cargo.  It  will  be  apparent  that  in  this  way  of  arriving  at  cargo,  the 
cribs  of  timber  of  very  light  weight  and  the  small  boats  from  the 
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Chemung,  the  Chenango,  the  Genesee  Valley  and  the  Black  Kver 
canals  come  in  to  make  up  the  average  so  low  as  this. 

From  the  annexed  statement  of  the  Auditor  it  appears  the  cargo 
of  boats  from  Buffalo  and  Oswego  for  the  past  six  years  gradually 
increased,  and  in  the  year  1866,  in  the  month  of  November,  from 
Buffalo,  averaged  two  hundred  and  nine  tons. 

From  the  foregoing  your  Committee  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that 
the  practical  capacity  of  the  Erie  canal,  with  the  existing  locks,  to 
pass  property  eastward  J^from  Lakes  Erie  and  Ontario,  to  tide-water, 
may  be  stated  substantially  as  follows :  The  canal  opens  on  the 
average,  on  the  first  of  May,  hence  the  full  season  for  shipment  from 

those  places  from  May  1st  to  November  16th,  is 200  days 

Deduct  from  this  the  average  interruption  to  the  naviga- 
tion by  breaks  in  the  canals  before  referred  to, 17 

183  days 

Taking  160  lockages  as  the  average  daily,  one-half  east, 
with  average  cargo  of  200  tons,  which  is  liberal,  includ- 
ing lumber,  ship-stuffs,  and  other  light  property,  and  we 
have  a  daily  tonnage  from  the  lakes  east  of  16,000 —    Tans. 
for  183  days  is 3,228,000 

But  as  this  would  fully  occupy  the  canal  with  business  coming 

from  beyond  this  State,  done  with  large  boats,  it  is  quite  apparent 

that  the  cribs  of  timber  and  the  small  boats  from  the  lateral  canals 

will  reduce  the  average  cargo  below  200  tons,  and  correspondingly 

reduce  the  total  tonnage  which  can  pass  east  in  a  season.    Your 

Committee  are  hence  of  the  opinion  that  3,000,000  of  tons  annually 

eastward  is  the  full  practical  capacity  of  the  Erie  canal  with  the 

present  locks ;   but  with  the  locks  proposed  and  one  tier  only,  they 

think  the  capacity  will  be  very  largely  increased,  even  by  horse 

power,  and  fully  trebled  if  the  business  is  done  by  steam;  and  that 

the  prism  of  the  canal  is  well  adapted  to  boats  200  feet  long  and  23 

feet  wide,  when  improved,  aj9  is  proposed  by   the  Committee  on 

Canals.

I.  Have  you  been  so  situated  that  from  your  business  you  were 
3  to  know  whether  or  not  there  was  much  obstruction  in  the 
igation  of  the  canal  here  ? 

L  Yes,  sir,  I  have  seen  a  good  deal  of  it?  I  have  seen  it  all. 
l  During  the  fullest  years  of  business,  more  particularly  during 
war,  was  there  or  not  much  detention  of  boats  here  ? 
L  There  was,  all  the  time  during  the  season,  pretty  much  all. 
J.  What  was  the  cause  of  that  detention  ? 
i.  They  had  more  boats  than  they  could  lock. 
I.  The  inability  to  go  through  the  locks  as  fast  as  they  came,

J.  Are  you  or  are  you  not  aware  that  the  locks  from  here  west 
double?

Q.  You  say  that  during  the  war  particularly  there  were  boilB 
detained  here  a  large  portion  of  the  time.  Was  it  particularly  in  the 
fall? 
A.  Yes,  sir,  and  more  or  less  all  the  season. 
Q.  What  portion  of  the  time  during  the  fall  of  1861,  1862  and 
1863,  do  you  feel  quite  sure  that  there  were  boats  waiting  here  to  be 
locked  ? 

A.  Well,  I  could  not  tell  the  time  exactly ;  but  I  know  a  gpOd 
part  of  the  fall,  more  or  less,  there  were  boats  waiting ;  I  know  very 
ofl;en  we  had  one,  two  and  three  miles  of  boats  coming  in  firom  the 
west  here,  besides  a  great  many  down  on  the  Oswego  canaL

Q.  Were  they  locking  them  on  as  fast  as  they  could,  night  and 
day? 
A.  Yes,  sir.  • 

Q.  Seven  days  in  the  week  ? 
A  Yes,  sir.

Q.  Did  the  locks  seem  to  be  well  manned  ? 
A  Yes,  sir,  all  the  time. 
Q.  A  full  supply  of  water  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  During  these  full  years  of  business,  in  the  fall,  as  near  as  yoa 
can  estimate,  would  you  say  that  boats  were  lying  here  less  or  more 
than  half  of  the  time,  waiting  ? 
A.  I  think  I  could  say  half  of  the  time. 
Q.  Half  of  the  time  you  think  there  was  a  crowd  waiting  to  get 
through  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  think  I  could  say  that. 
Q.  During  last  fall  was  there  some  detention  here  ? 
A.  A  very  great  detention,  sir. 
Q.  How  has  it  been  this  season  ? 

A.  Well,  it  has  been  off  and  on ;  sometimes  there  would  be  a 
crowd  to  last  ten  or  twelve  hours;  sometimes  two  or  three  days; 
during  last  week  and  the  fore  part  of  this  week  there  were  boats 
detained  here  nearly  all  the  time. 
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Q.  That  was  on  account  of  the  difficulty  in  locking?

5one  to  get  the  boats  out  of  the  way. 

Q.  What  is  your  impression  about  tlie  size  of  the  canal  being 
i&apted  to  a  boat  five  or  six  feet  wider  and  from  150  to  200  feet 
ODg,  if  they  were  of  an  easy  model — do  you  thing  they  could 
lavigate  the  canal  tolerably  well,  or  would  they  be  too  large? 

A.  I  think  they  would  navigate  it  provided  they  had  the  water 
o  bear  them  up,  but  with  the  present  banks  as  they  are  now,  and 
he  water  they  have  now,  I  don't  think  they  would  work  very  well. 

Q.  You  think  that  the  boat  is  not  too  wide  for  the  canal  if  there 
s  enough  water  ? 

A.  I  think  the  banks  are  so  in  some  places  that  it  would  be  pretty 
ifficult  to  manage. 

Q.  There  is  a  bench-wall,  and  they  run  on  that  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  It  is  contemplated  taking  that  out? 

A.  That  is  not  all ;  there  is  a  good  deal  of  canal  where  this  bencb- 
all  was,  and  some  of  it  has  slid  into  the  canal;  there  is  up  here 
hat  they  call  the  mile  level,  well,  there  was  in  times  past  a  slope 
all  there,  that  wall  has  almost  all  slid  in,  and  it  has  gone  down  into 
le  canal,  and  the  water  comes  up  so  on  to  that,  that  the  swells  of 
16  canal  will  set  a  boat  right  up  on  there,  so  you  have  to  pry  it  off 

Q.  Are  we  to  understand  you  that  if  the  bottom  was  made  right, 
id  this  slope  wall  put  in  good  order,  and  the  bench-walls  taken 
at,  that  the  large  boats  would  navigate  the  canal  well  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  should  think  they  would;  you  would  want  more 
ower  on  them. 

Q.  Three  horses,  perhaps  ? 

A.  Yes ;  I  know  when  we  used  to  tow  boats  of  eighty  and  ninety 
^ns — ninety  tons  was  called  a  pretty  big  load — and  we  have  not 
ly  more  power  now  than  then,  and  now  we  have  them  carr}'ing

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from  220  to  230  with  the  same  horse  power  that  we  used  to  have 
when  we  carried  eighty  or, ninety. 

Q.  The  same  speed  ? 

A.  About  the  same  speed ;  very  little  difference ;  there  was  a 
spell  last  fall  here  when  we  had  ten  miles  of  boats. 

Q.  When  was  that  ? 

A.  About  the  middle  of  November. 

Q.  You  had  a  crowd  here  then  ? 

A.  A  tolerable  crowd.  There  had  to  be  a  man  standing  on  the 
weigh  lock  night  and  day  constantly  to  manage  them. 

Q.  Which  way  were  they  going? 

A.  They  were  going  east;  we  had  no  detention  going  west  then, 
but  at  that  season  of  the  year  there  isn*t  a  great  many  going  west; 
the  way  they  used  to  manage  with  the  Oswego  and  western  boats, 
they  would  let  two  western  boats  pass  and  then  let  one  Oswego 
boat  in. 

Q.  At  such  times  do  you  not  feed  your  teams  along  on  the  tow- 
path  ? 

A.  Frequently  they  do  it ;  there  were  times  last  fall  whea  from 
our  station,  twelve  miles  west  of  here,  Memphis,  boats  were  two 
days  coming  here. 

Q.  The  level  was  so  full  of  boats  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  the  boys  used  to  come  here  to  the  barn  and  get  feed, 
and  feed  their  horses  on  the  tow  path. 

Q.  About  how  many  days  do  you  think  it  lasted  then? 

A.  I  should  think  it  must  have  lasted  about  six  or  eight  days. 

Q.  The  business  of  the  company  you  work  for  is  to  tow  boat^ 
and  horses  are  stationed  how  often  i 

A.  Every  ten  or  twelve  miles. 

Q.  And  you  have  charge  of  their  station  at  this  place? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  the  name  of  the  company  you  work  for  i 

A,  The  Western  Transportation  Company.

Q.  How  many  hoi^ses  under  your  jurisdiction?

A.  I  think  the  company  owns  about  700,  and  they  are  coming  in 
and  going  out  constantly.

A.  I  have  been  here  for  seven  years.

A.  Yes,  sir,  at  these  locks.

Q.  What  portion  of  the  time  during  the  fall  of  the  years  during 
the  war,  should  you  think  they  were  waiting — more  than  one  boat?

Q.  Do  you  recollect  last  year  any  time  when  there  was  any  mate- 
rial detention  here  ?

Q.  What  should  you  think  was  the  longest  time  when  there  were 
boats  waiting  here  steadily  for  lockage  ? 

A.  About  a  week. 

Q.  When  was  that? 

A.  That  was  in  November,  I  thmk. 

Q.  Have  you  sent  to  the  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department  the 
number  of  boats  that  passed  through  at  this  time? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  attend  to  that  myself. 

Q.  Has  there  been  any  change  in  the  size  of  boats  since  1861  or 
1863,  so  they  would  lock  faster  or  slower? 

A.  Think  there  has. 

Q.  In  what  regard  ? 

A.  Well,  they  have  been  making  them  larger,  quite  a  number  of 
them ;  I  could  not  tell  how  long. 

Q.  Do  they  lock  faster  or  slower  on  that  account? 

A.  Slower;  they  fill  the  lock  right  up. 

Q.  Can  you  lock  a  light  boat  quicker  than  a  loaded  boat? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  much  quicker. 

Q.  Can  they  go  through  faster  on  the  heelpath  than  on  the  tow- 
path  ? 

A.  They  can  on  these  locks. 

Q.  Which  is  the  best  to  go  into  here? 

A.  I  think  the  heelpath,  because  they  draw  in  easier. 

Q.  Does  a  boat  come  better  into  a  full  lock  or  an  empty  lock? 

A.  Into  a  full  lock ;  these  locks  are  so  narrow  that  the  water  gets 
in  ahead  of  the  boat,  and  it  can't  get  in  until  the  water  gets  out 
You  see  to  these  locks  we  have  pulleys ;  we  have  to  use  them  to  get 
the  boats  in. 

Q.  During  this  time  have  the  locks  been  pretty  well  manned? 

A,  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Daring  these  years  did  you  have  extra  horses  to  help  the 

atmen  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  The  boats  that  have  been  built  during  the  last  few  years,  do 

u  think  they  have  been  generally  wider  ? 

A.  I  think  they  have ;  it  seems  to  me  they  fill  the  lock  more. 

Q.  About  as  large  as  can  get  into  the  lock  ? 

A.  Ycs,  sir. 

Q.  If  we  refer  to  the  statements  you  rendered  last  fall  to  the

TESTIMONY 

TAKEN  BEFOEE  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CANALS  OF  THE 
CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION,  IN  EELATION  TO 
COST  OF  IMPROVEMENTS  ON  ERIE  CANAL. 

Friday,  August  2,  1867. 
The  Committee  met  at  four  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  Chairman,  Hon.  E.  G.  Lapham,  presiding. 

Fred.  J.  Warburton  appeared  as  stenographer. 

S^lvamis  H.  Sweety  called  as  a  witness,  and  being  daly  sworQ| 
testified: 
Q.  [Examined  by  the  Chairman.]  Where  do  you  reside? 
A.  Albany. 

Q.  State  your  occupation  ? 

A.  I  hardly  know,  but  I  suppose  the  coal  business  at  present 
Q.  Are  you  by  profession  an  engineer  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  so,  sir  ? 
A.  Since  1849. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  been  an  engineer  upon  the  State  canals  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  How  many  years  ? 

A.  Well,  since  1852,  with  the  exception  of  a  year  and  a  half,  up 
to  and  including  1864. 

Q.  [By  Mr.  Alvord.]  You  were  Deputy  State  Engineer  of  this 
State,  were  you  not  ? 

A.  From  1862  up  to  the  middle  of  1865  I  was  Deputy  State 
Engineer? 

Q.  [By  the  Chairman.]  What  would  be  the  cost  to  construct  a 
lock  of  sufficient  size  to  pass  boats  200  feet  by  23,  using  the  mate- 
rial in  the  present  lock  for  that  purpose,  the  locks  averaging  ten 
feet  lift? 

A.  A  lock  of  this  size  and  description  would  cost  about  $42,804, 
allowing  $4.95  per  cubic  yard  for  taking  up  and  dressing  masonry 
in  present  double  locks,  and  laying  same  in  the  new  structure. 
Upon  the  basis  of  the  above  estimate  for  one  single  lock  of  ten  feet 
lift,  as  an  average  for  all  where  double  locks  occur,  and  completing 
enlargement  of  present  single  locks  with  first  class  rubble  masonry 
at  $6  per  cubic  yard,  the  total  cost  of  this  improvement  on  the  Erie 
canal,  including  land  damages  and  engine6ring,  would  be  about 
$3,617,296.  Oswego  canal. — There  are  eighteen  locks  on  the 
OswegQ  canal,  which  to  enlarge  upon  the  basis  of  estimate  made  for 
one  often  feet  lift  of  first  class  rubble  masonry,  would  cost,  including 
land  damages  and  engineering,  about  $944,700.  In  one  set  of  the 
present  double  locks  there  are  4,800  cubic  yards  masonry ;  in  one 
of  the  present  single  locks,  1,720  cubic  yards  masonry;  in  one  of 
the  proposed  enlarged  locks,  3,683  cubic  yards  masonry;  the  actual 
cost  of  double  set  previous  to  1850  was  $70,170,  average;  the 
actual  cost  of  present  single  locks,  $27,000,  average ;  the  estimated 
cost  of  proposed  enlarged  lock  in  1863,  $98,827 — all  of  ten  feet  lift, 
built  of  first  class  dressed  masonry. 

Q.  What  would  be  the  cost  to  construct  a  like  lock,  using  the 
material  in  one  of  the  locks,  and  furnishing  additional  material  for 
constructing  the  same  of  rubble  masonry? 

A.  A  lock  constructed  in  this  manner  would  cost  about  $43,160, 
allowing  $4.95  for  the  use  of  material  from  old  structure,  and  $6 
per  cubic  yard  for  the  rubble  masonry.  There  would  be  required 
of  rubble  masonry  about  2,430  cubic  yards,  using  700  cubic  yards 
from  old  structure.  A  new  lock  of  this  description  constructed  by 
the  side  of  present  single  locks  on  the  Western  Division,  same  lift 
(ten  feet),  would  cost  about  $7S,046.    By  using  second-claas  rabble 
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masonry,  at  $4.58  per  cubic  yard,  the  cost  of  each  lock  as  abOve 
would  be  reduced  $4,800  for  enlarging  one  of  present  double  locks, 
and  $5  for  new  locks  by  the  side  of  present  single  locks.  There  are 
at  present  fifty-seven  double  locks  and  sixteen  single  locks  on  the 
main  line  of  the  Erie  canal.  In  the  new  line  of  enlarged  locks  it  is 
proposed  to  reduce  the  number,  enlarging  one  of  the  double  locks 
to  fifty-five.  Simply  using  as  a  basis  the  estimate  above  for  first 
class  rubble  masonry,  the  total  cost  of  enlarging  one  of  the  present 
locks  and  constructing  new  ones  by  the  side  of  present  single  locks 
on  the  Erie  canal,  including  land  damages  and  engineering,  would 
be  about  $4,212,213.  With  second  class  rubble  masonry  (which  I' 
should  not  recommend),  the  same  would  cost  about  $3,900,000. 
Oswego  canal. — There  are  eighteen  locks  on  the  Oswego  canal, 
which  to  enlarge  with  first-class  rubble  masonry  would  cost,  includ- 
ing land  damages  and  engineering,  on  basis  of  the  above  estimate 
forgone  lock,  $944,700. 

Q.  What  would  be  the  cost  per  mile  to  remove  the  "bench 
walls"  and  make  the  canal  of  uniform  width,  and  the  number  of 
miles  to  be  removed  ? 

A.  It  would  cost  about  $20,000  per  mile  to  remove  the  "  bench 
walls  "  and  rebuild  new  slope  walls  to  the  bottom  of  canal.  There 
were  in  1864  seventy  miles  of  canal  with  "  bench  walls  "  on  the 
Eastern  Division,  and  fifteen  miles  of  same  on  the  Middle — making 
in  all  eighty-five  miles,  which  to  improve  would  cost,  including  ten 
per  cent  for  contingencies  and  engineering,  about  $1,931,601. 

Q.  What  would  be  the  cost  to  widen  the  aqueducts  so  as  to  pass 
boats  of  the  size  pmposed,  viz. :  200  by  23. 

A.  There  are  in  all  upon  the  Erie  canal  about  thirty-two  aque- 
ducts, having  an  aggregate  length  of  about  four  and  two-third  miles ; 
the  longest  is  1,130  feet  (near  Schenectady);  the  next  (Montezuma 
aqueduct)  894  feet,  and  the  third  in  length  (near  Schenectady)  is 
650  feet.  The  two  aqueducts  near  Schenectady  are  only  forty  feet 
in  width,  while  the  Montezuma  aqueduct  is  fifty-three  feet  at  surface 
of  water.  The  Rochester  aqueduct  is  built  entirely  of  stone,  upon 
arches,  while  the  othera  of  magnitude  have  wooden  trunks  upon 
stone  piers.  The  Rochester  aqueduct  is  but  forty-five  feet  wide  at 
sarface,  and  about  780  feet  in  length.  The  parapet  walls  are  ten 
feet  thick  at  top  on  both  sides.  Only  450  feet  is  of  less  width  than 
fifty  f(^t.     An  estimate  was  made  February  4,  1864,  for  widening 
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all  the  tqdeducts  having  a  less  width  than  fifty  fdlb%  itmoaiitiog  ^ 
$246,173,  incladiog  ten  per  cent  for  oontingeticies  and  engibMiiiig. 

For  Increase  Supply  of  Water. 

The  maximum  quantity  required  beyond  present  supply  would 
not  exceed  18,830  cubic  feet  per  minute,  which  to  obtain  woold 
eost,  as  per  estimate  February,  1864,  including  land  damages  ud 
engineering,  $482,447.  Of  this  amount  Fish  creek  cost  $864,128, 
and  the  balance  for  reservoirs  on  the  Middle  Division. 

Upon  the  basis  of  estimate  submitted  under  the  second  qaes- 
tion,  the  total  cost  of  enlarging  and  improving  the  Erie  canal  to  pas 
boats  200  by  23,  is  approximately  as  follows :

The  annual  rate  of  increase  of  tonnage  from  the  Western  Stilv 
over  the  Erie  canal  from  1837  to  1868,  both  inclusive,  w«l  16  ptf 
cent 
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The  annual  rate  of  increase  over  all  the  canals  for  the  same  period 
was  6  1^^  per  cent. 

Allowing  the  annual  rate  of  increase  over  all  the  cjinals  at  5  per 
cent,  the  tonnage  will  reach  11,340,000  in  1884,  or  two  and  one- 
sixth  times  greater  than  1862,  that  year  being  the  highest  ever 
realized.  The  tonnage  from  the  State  the  past  four  years  arriving 
at  tide  water  is  less  than  the  foiir  years  preceding  1840. 

Comparison  of  the  business  and  receipts  of  the  New  York  Central 
knd  Erie  railroads  with  the  New  York  State  canals,  viz :

Showing  that  the  New  York  State  canals  have  done  in  the  past 
eleven  years  48  per  cent,  more  business  than  the  New  York 
Central  and  Erie  roads,  while  the  actual  cost  transporting  same  was 
84i  per  cent.  less.  The  total  approximate  cost  of  these  two  roads, 
including  equipment,  is  $73,833,714,  and  the  New  York  State 
canals,  including  equipment,  about  $83,644,848,  exclusive  of  interest 
on  loans.

Q.  I  understand  you  substantially  to  have  answered  that  with 
these  enlarged  locks,  the  owners  of  .boats  could  do  their  business  u 
conveniently  as  they  do  with  the  present  locks  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can  the  present  materials  be  used  advantageously  in  building 
new  locks  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  think  so. 

Sylvanus  O,  Chase,  called  as  a  witness  and  being  duly  swora, 
testified. 

Examined  by  Mr.  Prosskr  : 

Q.  Your  business  for  the  last  15  or  20  years  has  been  what? 

A.  It  has  been  the  transportation  business  upon  the  Erie  canal, 
lakes  and  rivers. 

Q.  Are  you  peraonally  familiar  with  the  running  of  boats  on  the 
canal? 

A.  I  am. 

Q.  For  how  many  years  have  you  been  on  board  of  a  boat  yonr 
self  during  the  season  ? 

A.  About  eight  years  I  took  charge  of  a  boat. 

Q.  Before  the  enlargement  of  the  Erie  canal  do  yt)u  recollect  the 
size  of  it,  the  width  of  it  on  the  surface  and  on  the  bottom? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not  precisely. 

Q.  The  boats  then  being  one-half  the  width  of  the  canal,  did  yoa 
find  any  serious  inconvenience  in  their  passing  each  other? 

A.  Not  that  I  remember. 

Q.  From  your  experience  would  you  anticipate  any  difficulty  in 
boats  meeting  and  passing  each  other  with  tolerable  celerity  with 
fifty-two  feet  of  width  at  the  bottom  of  the  canal,  tlic  boats  occupv- 
ing  forty-six  feet  { 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Which  has  been  the  fullest  year  in  your  recollection? 

A.  I  think  1862. 

Q.  Had  you  boats  that  year,  sir  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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I.  Were  they,  or  were  they  not,  hindered  in  getting  through  the

L.  There  was  more  or  less  hindrance ;  they  were  a  long  time

!•  To  what  do  you  attribute  the  increased  length  of  time? 

L  A  large  amount  of  business  doing  and  the  number  of  boats

\.  Were  there  other  delays  besides  getting  through  the  locks  ? 

L.  Well,  there  might  have  been  some  delays  caused  by  breaks, 

omething  of  that  kind,  which  always  occur  with  the  canal.

A  Well,  eight  to  nine  days. 

Q.  Were  boats  delayed  as  great  a  length  of  time  as  fiftosn  dajfi 
without  any  break? 

A  Yes,  sir. 

Q,  No  obstruction  in  navigation  ? 

A.  Well,  there  might  be  a  slight  one,  such  as  I  have  mentioned 
a  stoppage  of  eight,  or  ten,  or  twelve  hours ;  then  boats  would  be 
longer  coming  down. 

Q,  But  the  detention  you  spoke  of  arose  through  the  difficoltj  of 
getting  the  boats  through  the  locks.

Q.  What  porti(m  of  the  year — what  montlis  ? 

Q.  Well,  the  greatest  stress  would  be  from  tlie  middle  of 
September  to  the  close  of  navigation,  or  hardly  to.  the  close,  until 
busmess  drops  off. 

Q.  What  is  the  cause  of  the  pressure  at  that  time  i 

A.  The  large  amount  of  business. 

Q.  The  harvest  coming  in  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Seeking  a  market? 

A.  A  number  of  causes  bring  it  here. 

Q.  It  is  caused  by  the  harvest  mostly  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  They  are  mainly  agricultural  products  from  the  west? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

•Q.  And  occur  every  year? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  aware  of  the  fact  that  in  calculating  the  capacity  of 
the  canal  to  do  its  business,  that  it  is  calculated  upon  the  basis  of 
distributing  the  business  over  the  entire  of  the  navigable  season  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  that  is  so. 

Q.  The  fact  is  that  about  two-thirds  of  the  business  is  pressed 
into  about  one-third  of  the  time? 

A.  Yes,  that  is  about  it. 

Q,  So  that  a  calculation  based  upon  the  idea  of  distributing  the 
business  through  the  whole  year  is  a  false  one  when  you  come  to 
put  it  to  the  practical  test  of  the  movement  ? 

A.  I  look  upon  it  so.

Q.  You  have  had  some  experience  with  steam  on  the  canal? 

A*  Yes,  somewhat

Q,  Would  these  enlarged  boats  bring  to  the  business  of  the  canab 
the  carriage  of  any  articles  that  are  not  now  transported  upon  it? 

A.  Well,  I  should  think  it  would,  from  the  cheapness  of  trana- 
portation. 

By  Mr.  Alvobd. 

A.  What,  in  your  opinion,  taking  into  consideration  the  shoitea- 
ing  of  the  time  of  transportation,  the  increased  size  of  the  boata^  aad

Q.  If  you  were  satisfied  of  the  fact  that  the  cost  of  transportatioD 
was  reduced  51^  per  cent  by  the  former  enlargement,  what  wooU 
be,  in  your  opinion,  from  those  premises,  the  result  in  this  case^oom* 
paring  tbe  cost  of  the  present  canal  with  the  contemplated  eolaige- 
ment  of  locks  and  boats  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  as  I  could  answer  that  question. 


(^  Would  it  not  strecgihen  you  in  the  position  yon  Imve  tdken 
lat  it  would  rednoe  the  cost  one-half  7 

A.  Tee ;  it  was  not  from  figures  that  I  say  one-half,  but  merely 
17  jndgment,  made  np  in  a  moment 

Q.  Will  yon  take  time  to  make  that  calculation  and  hand  it  to- 
lorrow  or  Monday  morning  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  Mr.  Bell. 

Q.  You  have  been  engaged  about  eight  years  on  the  canal  ? 

A.  I  was  on  the  canal  about  eight  years  as  captain. 

Q.  On  your  own  boat  or  for  some  other  parties  ? 

A  I  ran  a  boat  of  my  own  part  of  the  time,  and  part  of  the  time 
>r  a  line ;  for  the  last  twenty-five  years  I  have  been  here  in  the 
ransportation  business. 

Q.  How  long  since  you  ran  a  boat  on  the  canal — what  years  ? 

A  It  was  pretty  much  the  first  of  the  boating. 

Q.  Did  you  run  a  boat  on  the  canal  since  1860  7 

A  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  do  you  get  at  the  facts  you  state  in  regard  to  the  amount 
f  business  on  the  canal  in  1862  ?  From  what  data  do  you  judge  it 
ras  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity  ? 

A.  I  get  at  it  from  the  length  of  time  boats  were  in  making  their 
rips,  and  the  general  knowledge  I  had  along  the  canal. 

Q.  You  were  not  on  it  personally  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  don't  mean  to  say  it  was  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity 
ioring  the  whole  season  of  1862  ? 

A.  Certainly ;  the  last  three  months  of  the  season  were  taxed 
tear  up. 

Q.  You  donH  know  personally  where  these  delays  occurred,  or 
rhat  caused  them  ? 

A  Not  particularly. 

By  Mr.  Alvord. 

Q.  You  know  there  was  no  complaint  or  allegation  that  there 
rere  delays  by  breaks? 

A  There  were  very  few,  if  any,  that  year. 

By  Mr.  Bill. 

Q.  Yon  only  know  that  fact  as  other  forwarders  know  it  7 

A.  That  is  all. 
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Q.  You  never  stood,  at   Syracuse   and   ga^  the  boats  locj^ed 
tlirougli? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  1862  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  did  in  1862 ;  I  was  there  in  1861,  when  it 
was  quite  as  bad  as  1862. 

Q.  What  season  of  the  year  were  you  there? 

A.  In  the  fall. 

Q.  Was  there  detention  on  account  of  want  of  proper  facilities 
for  lockage  ? 

A   There  was  a  crowd  of  boats  there ;  it  was  late  in  the  fall. 

Q.  You  don't  know  that  they  were  detained  from  want  of  lockage? 

A.  I  don't  now  remember  what  caused  the  crowd. 

Q.  "I  wish  to  know  whether  you  were  practically  there  or  knew  it 
as  a  forwarder? 

A.  We  knew  it  as  forwarders.  I  don't  remember  now  what 
caused  it,  but  there  were  crowds  of  boats. 

By  Mr.  Root. 

Q.  You  start  a  boat  from  Buffalo,  do  you  not  get  a  skeleton  sbip- 
ing  bill  of  that  next  day  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  had  almost  universally  to  send  men  with  your  line  to 
assist  boats  to  get  through  the  locks  because  they  were  detained  ? 

A.  I  have. 

De  Witt  C.  Littlejohn^  called  as  a  witness  and  being  duly  sworn i 
testified : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  You  reside  in  Buffalo? 

A.  I  do,  sir. 

Q.  Formerly  in  the  city  of  Oswego? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  been  for  how  many  years,  more  or  less,  familiar 
with  the  navigation  of  the  canals? 

A.  About  31  or  35  years. 

Q.  Principally  at  Oswego  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  were  a  forwarder  and  warehouseman  during  most  of  that 
time? 

A.  Engaged  in  commerce  of  the  canals  and  lakea 
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Q,  What  has  been  your  observation  as  to  the  capacity  of  the 
►cks,  the  present  structures  of  the  canals,  to  accommodate  the  busi- 
ess  in  the  pressing  season  of  commerce  ? 

A.  My  experience  is,  sir,  that  they  are  entirely  inadequate. 

Q.  What  is  the  result  of  it? 

A.  A  great  loss  of  trade  to  the  State  and  city  of  New  York,  and 
'  you  will  permit  me  to  explain  just  here,  inadequate,  for  two 
siuses. 

Q.  I  would  like  to  have  you  do  so  without  further,  questions? 

A.  In  the  first  place,  in  the  autumn  months  when  the  farmer 
esires  to  sell  the  products  of  his  farm,  they  are  inadequate  to 
smove  the  quantities  that  are  offered  at  the  two  ports  of  BaflFalo 
nd  Oswego;  this  being  the  fact,  this  pressure  of  this  property  on 
ae  way  to  market  enhances  the  price  of  transportation,  often  even 
cabling  it,  and  that  results  in  this  way :  lessens  the  volume  of 
aovement  of  property  to  the  seti-board,  the  advance  in  the  rate 
f  freight  holds  back  upon  the  prairies  the  property  which  at  a 
3wer  rate  of  freight  would  come  to  market. 

By  Mr.  Alvord  : 

Q.  Does  not  the  question  of  time  also,  enter  very  largely  into  the 
objection  ? 

A.  Very  largely. 

Q.  And  that  time  is  made  longer  in  consequence  of  this  pressure  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  the  Chairman  : 

Q.  What  delay  is  ordinarily  caused  by  this  insufficiency  of  the 
ocks,  so  far  as  you  have  observed — what  amount  of  delay  ? 

A  I  should  think  the  length  of  a  trip  from  Buffalo  to  New  York 
md  return  was  increased  about  twenty-five  to  thirty-three  and  one- 
ihird  per  cent  in  time,  and  it  is  caused  in  this  way :  There  are  a  very 
arge  number  of  boats  in  the  canals,  in  the  summer  perhaps  half  of 
ihem  are  idle;  the  autumn  freights  bring  the  whole  number  out, 
md  there  are  as  many  as  can  lock  consecutively  every  eight  or  ten 
ninutes,  during  every  hour  of  the  twenty -four.  If  there  be  a  delay 
>f  two  hours  these  boats  run  upon  each  other,  and  accumulate  upon 
I  lock,  and  from  that  moment  for  days  they  keep  coming  on 
behind,  to  use  that  term,  before  those  preceding  shall  have  locked 
through,  and  there  is  this  constant  delay,  not  at  one  lock,  but  at 
every  lock  all  the  way  through. 
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Q.  What  is  your  idea  as  to  the  capacity  of  an  enlarged  lock,  Boch 
as  we  have  mentioned,  to  let  through  the  boats  of  the  pieaent 
dimensions  ? 

A.  I  don't  quite  understand. 

Q.  As  to  the  capacity  of  a  lock  200  feet  in  length  and  25  fixt 
wide  to  pass  the  boats  now  in  use,  as  to  whether  they  would  famish 
greater  or  less  facilities  for  passing  them  than  the  present? 

A.  Certainly  no  less;  equally  good. 

Q.  You  could  lock  through  two  at  a  time  ? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Which,  in  your  opinion,  would  require  the  greater  amouot  of 
water,  the  present  double,  locks  or  an  enlarged  single  lock. 

A.  You  mean  if  you  were  using  large  boats  ? 

Q.  No,  I  mean  the  present  boats. 

A.  There  would  be  much  more  water. 

Q.  I  desire  to  know  -whether  enlarging  the  locks,  next  yeir,  if 
you  please,  will  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  property  holders  who 
now  own  that  large  amount  of  boat  property  upon  the  canals— 
whether  the  enlarged  locks  will  interfere  with  in  any  way  their  con- 
tinuing their  business  as  long  as  their  boats  last? 

A.  It  will  not  interfere  except  in  one  way,  that  when  one«half  of 
the  tonnage  of  the  canals  shall  be  large  boats,  then  smaller  boats  will 
be  depressed ;  as  far  as  the  practical  purposes  of  the  canal  are  con- 
cerned, it  will  make  no  difference. 

Q.  And  it  would  require  no  more  water  in  your  judgment,  to  do 
the  business  with  the  boats  now  on  the  canal  and  with  the  large 
lock,  than  with  the  present  lock  ? 

A.  I  am  inclined  to  think  it  would  require  more  water,  on  account 
of  the  width  of  the  lock. 

By  Mr.  Alvord  : 

Q.  Taking  the  present  business  of  the  canal,  make  your  enlarged 
locks,  and  throw  your  business  through  on  your  large  boats,  whit 
then  would  be  the  consumption  of  water  as  compared  with  the  pres- 
ent locks  ? 

A.  I  should  think  no  more  water  would  be  required  to  lock  laigc 
boats  through  the  large  locks  than  is  now  required  to  lock  throngh 
those  of  small  tonnage. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  The  points  of  inquiry  are  with  regard  to  building  new  locb 
out  of  the  present  structures,  with  respect  to  the  capacity  of  the 
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resent  locks  to  do  the  business  of  the  canal,  and  with  respect  to  the 
"esent  channel  of  the  canal  to  do  the  business  in  case  the  enlarged 
cks  and  boats  are  placed  upon  it.  Now,  without  any  further 
lestion,  I  would  be  glad  to  have  you  make  any  suggestion  upon 
ly  of  those  points  which  occurs  to  you  f]X)m  your  knowledge  and 
Lperience  ?  i 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  deem  the  question  of  the  enlargement  of  the  water 
ays  through  the  State  of  New  York  as  the  most  important  that 
ftn  be  presented  to  the  people  through  this  Convention.  There  are 
val  routes  opening  to  this  trade,  which  is  perhaps  the  grandest 
nown  to  the  world,  between  the  lakes  and  the  Atlantic  coast  of 
ar  own  metropolis,  and  for  the  purpose  of  the  remark^  I  have  to 
lake,  I  shall  treat  the  entire  chain  of  lakes  as  one  basin,  into  which 
16  surplus  product  of  the  whole  surrounding  country  flows  on  its 
ray  to  market  At  the  head  waters  of  the  Mississippi  river  we 
leet  competition  upon  that  river. 

The  grain  was  carried  before  the  war  upon  barges  and  in  steam, 
rs;  they  are  now  erecting  grain  elevators  at  St.  Louis  and  other 
mportant  points  upon  that  river;  they  are  shipping  this  grain  in 
►ulk  and  towing  it  down  the  Mississippi  in  barges  in  the  same  way 
hat  we  are  passing  it  through  our  State  and  down  the  Hudson 
iver,  and  it  will  make  a  very  cheap  mode  of  transportation  for  the 
rheat  and  corn  of  the  Northwest  to  the  market,  and  that  market 
Qay  be  even  the  market  of  New  York.  You  have  the  St.  Law- 
ence,  which  is  a  natural  waterway  to  the  ocean ;  you  have  the  rail- 
fay,  and  you  have  a  proposed  improvement  in  Virginia  called  the 
Fames  River  route,  to  connect  the  Ohio  with  Richmond,  and  making 
>erhaps  the  most  formidable  rival  the  State  of  New  York  can  know. 
Jow,  a  wise  sagacity  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  this  State  will 
)rompt  them  to  enlarge  their  waterways  through  the  State  before 
hese  improvements  shall  be  commenced  or  completed ;  for  if  we 
)roceed  they  may  never  be  constructed. 

There  is  another  rival  line,  too,  to  which  I  have  not  referred, 
korth,  the  Ottawa  line,  which  will  shorten  the  distance  to  Liverpool 
)y  way  of  Montreal,  some  600  miles.  We,  therefore,  in  looking 
hrough  the  future,  have  to  compete  with  these  several  lines ;  your 
anals  as  they  now  are  in  the  autumn,  are  worked  beyond  their  capa- 
ity,  hence  the  rise  in  the  rate  of  freight ;  often  times,  in  September, 
October  and  November,  the  rate  of  freight  has  ruled  from  Chicago 
J  New  York,  on  corn,  at  40  and  60  cents  a  bushel,  whereas,  if  your 
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canals  were  enlarged  20  to  25  cents  would  be  a  remunerative  rate 
to  both  the  vessel  owner  and  canal  proprietor  for  the  movement  of 
that  same  property ;  with  an  abundant  communication  through  the 
State,  these  great  advances  could  not  take  place,  or  not  frequently; 
they  would  be  more  uniform.  Now,  sir,  to  illustrate,  commencing 
at  the  city  of  Erie  and  running  in  a  circle  round  to  the  head  of  Lake 
Superior,  there  is  an  imaginary  line,  and  is  moved  to  the  lake  or 
from  the  lake,  just  as  the  price  of  transportation  rises  or  falls. 

If  the  rate  of  transportation  increases  the  line  is  contracted ;  that 
is,  we  go  a  less  distance  for  this  property ;  if  your  rate  is  low,  we 
extend  that  line  down  to  St.  Louis,  and  even  beyond  the  Mississippi, 
and  draw  in  a  much  greater  amount  of  freight  to  our  canals  and  nul- 
Toads ;  hence  the  importance  of  an  enlargement  of  the  canals,  to  keep 
at  the  lowest  possible  rate  this  price  of  transportation.  And  now  to 
illustrate  again.  I  think  the  statistics  at  Washington  show  that  the 
growth  of  corn  has  reached  from  six  to  eight  hundred  millions  of 
bushels  per  annum ;  and  no  matter  what  the  price  has  been  in  New- 
York,  I  think  we  have  never  been  able  to  deliver  on  the  Atlantic 
coast  over  sixty  millions  of  bushels  in  a  single  year.  Now,  enlarge 
your  canal,  place  upon  it  a  boat  of  600  tons,  and  you  reduce  the 
freight  to  less  than  one-half.  And  to  illustrate  here.  If  it  require 
$800  to  pay  a  canal  boat  owner  a  fair  profit  on  his  round  trip  to 
New  York  and  back  to  Buffalo,  that  would  be  about  $4  a  ton  on  hia 
200  tons  now  carried ;  if  you  carried  600  tons,  $2  a  ton,  half  price, 
would  give  you  $1,200;  he  would  earn  $400  more  with  his  large 
boat  on  the  same  trip  at  $2  than  he  now  earns  carrying  200  tons 
at  $4. 

By  Mr.  Alvord. 

Q.  Would  not  that  more  than  pay  for  the  extra  cost  of  mofing 
and  power? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  $200  ought  to  pay  for  the  additional  outlay. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  You  spoke  of  enlarging  the  canal  to  do  this.  Do  you  mean 
anything  more  than  enlarging  the  locks? 

A.  I  mean  the  enlargement  of  the  locks.  My  impression  is  that 
with  the  enlargement  of  the  lock  and  removing  of  the  bench-walls, 
boats  of  600  tons  can  and  will  navigate  the  canal  with  steam  as  it 
now  is ;  but  if  we  should  err  in  tliat,  I  still  say  enlarge  the  locks 
and  try  it,  and  if  the  prism  is  not  large  enough,  enlarge  the  prism 
hereafter ;  but  my  impression  is  it  will  answer  all  purposes  for  the 
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next  ten  or  fifteen  years.  Now,  sir,  in  my  judgment  there  is  another 
qoestton,  and  one  of  great  importance  to  the  city  of  New  York, 
involved  in  the  enlargement  of  these  locks.  The  Western  States 
are  being  rapidly  filled  up  with  population ;  emigration  is  flowing 
n^idly  westward,  now,  both  foreign  and  domestic.  If  the  State  of 
New  York  and  the  States  on  the  Atlantic  slopes  afford  cheap  trans- 
portation for  the  grain  and  produce  of  those  States  to  the  sea-board, 
it  will  ever  be  to  the  interest  of  the  Western  Suites  to  devote  them- 
selves to  agricultural  pursuits,  and  market  the  property  at  the 
8ea*board ;  if  on  the  other  hand  you  take  two-thirds  of  every  bushel 
of  wheat  to  get  it  to  market,  you  compel  these  western  men  to  manu- 
facture on  the  prairie  by  steam ;  they  will  call  for  your  operatives 
now  in  New  York  and  ^  New  England  and  locate  them  on  the 
prairies,  and  eat  of  their  own  produce.  Now,  it  is  to  the  interests  of 
the  Eastern  States  ever  to  be  the  factors  or  salesmen,  and  with  cheap 
transportation  they  may  ever  remain  so ;  but  with  a  high  transpor- 
tation we  must  cease  to  grow  in  population,  we  must  cease  to  increase 
in  our  manufactures,  and  cfease  to  be  the  agents  or  commission  men 
in  distributing  this  property  all  along  our  coast  and  perhaps  to  the 
whole  world.  But  I  think  that  is  the  great  question  that  is  involved 
in  this  whole  contest.  It  is  a  strife  on  the  part  of  the  East  to  retain 
this  great  business  of  the  West,  and  it  can  only  be  retained  by 
reducing  our  rate,  so  that  it  will  not  be  to  the  interest  of  the  pro- 
ducer at  the  West  to  manufacture  for  himself.  I  think  that  underlies 
the  whole  question,  and  that  the  State  of  New  York  has  a  greater 
interest  in  that  than  any  of  the  other  States. 

Q.  In  commercial  operations,  in  which  the  products  of  the  West 
participate,  is  not  the  saving  of  two  or  three  or  four  days  time  a 
very  important  item  ? 

A.  The  most  important  item.  I  should  have  illustrated  in  refer- 
ring to  the  cost  of  transportation  that  it  would  be  about  two  dollars 
a  ton  on  rolling  property,  and  that  would  be  equivalent  to  about 
seven  cents  a  bushel  on  wheat  or  corn — a  prompt  reduction. 

By  Mr.  Alvord. 

Q.  Can  you  answer,  from  any  knowledge  you  have  gained  from 
examination  in  that  regard,  the  question  as  to  the  practicability  of 
building  enlarged  locks  out  of  the  present  structures  ? 

A.  I  have  no  knowledge,  sir,  that  would  be  useful  to  this  Com* 
mittee ;  I  have  my  own  views  in  regard  to  it,  but  no  knowledge  as 
to  cost

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Q.  What  effect  will  the  reduction  of  the  length  of  time  in  tnuu- 
portation  have  on  the  retention  of  trade  and  the  bringing  of  otber 
trade  to  the  canal  ? 

A.  It  will  have  a  very  great  influence.  Now,  the  Canadian  go?- 
ernment  claim  that  by  an  enlargement  of  the  Welland  canal  they 
can  turn  this  trade  down  the  St.  Lawrence  river.  If  that  be  n 
and  I  have  ever  doubted  it,  to  compete  with  them  it  would  be  neoes^ 
sary  that  we  should  have  a  steam  navigation  through  our  own  State. 

Q.  I  understand  that  about  95,  or  nearly  98  per  cent  of  the  entire 
of  the  flour  which  reaches  by  any  means  the  city  of  Boffido  'n 
transported  by  rail,  although  the  cost  of  the  transportation  is  about 
double  by  rail  what  it  ordinarily  would  be  by  canal? 

A.  I  know  from  experience  that  that  is  so. 

Q.  In  your  experience  would  that,  or  not,  remain  the  case  if  joa 
had  enlarged  your  locks  so  as  to  carry  boats  of  this  capacity  we  ba?e 
been  speaking  of  and  decrease  the  cost  of  transportation? 

A.  I  believe  that  very  much  of  this  flour,  whenever  markets  were 
steady  and  not  fluctuating  in  New  York,  as  is  generally  the  case  oot 
of  war  times,  would  return  to  the  canals  again. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Flour  used  to  go  by  the  canals? 

A.  Almost  entirely. 

By  Mr.  Bell. 

Q.  Is  not  lime  more  of  an  object  now  than  it  was  ? 

A.  I  assume  that  by  reducing  the  time,  not  only  roucb  of  the 
flour,  but  all  the  pork  and  beef  which  takes  to  rail  would  retan  to 
the  canal. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  that  the  water  would  be  sufficient  for  steam  od 
the  canals? 

A.  I  think  so. 

Q.  What  speed  would  you  get  by  steam  ? 

A.  From  about  2  to  2^  miles. 

Q.  What  speed  do  they  average  now  ? 

A.  I  doubt  if  they  average  a  mile. 

Q.  What  is  the  tonnage  of  the  largest  sized  boat  now  used  on  the 
canals  ? 

A.  The  average  is  220  or  225 ;  the  larger  ones  are  240. 

Q.  What  boats  could  be  used  if  these  locks  were  enlarged  as  pro- 
posed? 

A.  I  have  estimated  it  from  650  to  600  tons. 
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Q.  That  would  make  quite  a  difference  in  the  transportation  ? 

A.  Ye8|  sir. 

Q.  About  how  long  does  it  require  to  lock  a  boat  through  the 
loekst 

A.  Theoretically,  five  minutes ;  practically,  ten  to  fifleen — ten  or 
twelve. 

Q^  About  how  many  do  they  get  through  in  24  hours? 

A.  Well,  if  they  lock  100  to  120  in  24  hours  I  think  they  are 
doing  very  well. 

Q^  Do  you  think  that  the  canals  are  now  taxed  to  their  utmost 
capacity  ? 

A.  In  the  autumn  months,  not  only  in  1862,  but  also  for  the  last 
three  or  four  years.  I  have  had  a  conflict  with  the  State  authorities 
for  many  years.  The  Auditor  makes  up  his  report  and  gives  to 
each  day  and  each  hour  the  same  quantity  of  property  to  move. 
Yon  are  a  merchant  and  know  that  in  July  and  August  there  is  not 
that  demand  for  transportation  that  there  is  in  October  and  Novem- 
ber, and  that  in  commerce  as  in  nature,  we  have  our  freshets,  and 
we  have  got  to  provide  a  way  for  a  freshet  in  commerce  as  a  freshet 
of  water.  They  are  now  threshing  their  wheat  all  over  the  West^ 
and  you  will  see  such  a  freshet  in  a  few  weeks  as  you  never  remem- 
bered. 

Q.  Do  you  think  by  the  enlargement  of  the  locks  as  proposed, 
and  the  removing  of  the  bench-walls  and  other  obstructions,  you 
would  get  any  considerable  amount  of  property  on  the  canal  that  is 
now  transported  on  the  railroad  ? 

A.  Beyond  a  doubt,  sir ;  but  I  ought,  perhaps,  to  say  I  care  very 
little  whether  we  do  or  not;  I  desire  to  see  the  railroads  of  the 
country  prosper ;  I  look  to  see  the  canals  prosper  by  the  increased 
amount  of  freight  passing  over  them,  not  by  taking  it  fjt)m  the 
railroad. 

Q.  Have  you  in  your  mind  what  class  of  property  it  Would  take 
from  the  railroad  ? 

A.  I  think  flour,  beef,  and  pork,  barreled. 

By  Mr.  Seymour. 

Q.  What  is  the  comparative  expense  of  transporting  these  freights 
you  refer  to  by  railroad  and  by  water  to  Albany  ? 

A.  I  should  think  a  railroad  ought  always  to  charge  fifty  percent 
more  than  is  charged  upon  the  canals  to  afford  its  stockholders  a  fair 
profit     In  order  to  illustrate:  I  to-day  conversed  with  a  New  York 
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gentleman,  and  lie  is  a  man  of  large  views,  or  oaght  to  be ;  be  was 
opposed  to  an  enlargement  of  the  water-way  through  the  Staie,«iid 
was  in  favor  of  building  a  grand  freight  railroad  from  Chioego  to 
New  York,  exclusively  for  freight  Now,  to  show  the  fallacy 
of  that,  here  is  the  Hudson  river  and  there  is  the  Hudson  Biver 
Railroad;  a  barge  will  carry  corn  to  New  York  from  Albany  for 
two  and  a  half  cents  a  bushel  with  a  fair  profit,  while  no  reilrotd 
can  carry  the  same  thing  at  three  cents.  They  are  bringing  apon 
the  canals  on  the  route  from  Chiwigo  to  Buffalo,  vessels  of  l,O00tDd 
1,500  tons  burthen,  carrying  a  cargo  which  it  would  require  nearlj 
200  cars  to  carry,  and  running  that  distance  in  five  days. 

Q.  Looking  at  all  these  matters  to  which  you  have  referred,  do 
yon  think  that  the  reduction  of  the  expense  of  transportation  woold 
equal  fifty  per  cent  by  the  improvements  now  contemplated  by  the 
large  lock  ? 

A.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  money  received  by  the  transporter ;  your 
tolls  would  remain  the  same.  There  is  another  fact ;  it  is  trgati 
by  many  that  we  need  no  facilities,  because  there  will  be  no  mtiiet 
for  these  products.  I  have  seen  a  letter  received  by  Mr.  Osbon, 
the  former  President  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  from  Baring 
Bro's,  Europe,  in  which  they  lay  down  certain  prices  for  our  grain 
in  the  city  of  New  Yoik  at  which  Europe  would  call  for  500,000,000 
per  annum,  and  which  I  do  not  doubt.  I  think  the  reason  wcare 
not  now  receiving  gold  dollars  back  for  grain  in  much  larger  quan- 
tities, is,  because  it  costs  us  too  much  to  get  it  to  the  seaboard. 

Q.  Do  you  not  know  that  there  is  throughout  the  prairie  coantry 
a  very  great  complaint  of  the  expense  they  are  at  in  getting  their 
produce  forward  by  reason  of  freights,  and  that  the  great  desire  of 
the  Western  people  is  to  come  this  way  if  the  expense  of  transporta 
tion  can  be  diminished  ? 

A.  I  know  sir,  that  the  complaint  is  universal,  so  universal  tbit 
they  are  holding  conventions;  I  don't  say  they  are  now,  but  they 
have  been  all  over  the  West  last  winter — all  over  Illinois  ;  and  I  hare 
been  in  the  west  and  seen  many  owners  of  large  corn-fields  anxiona 
to  buy  cattle  to  eat  up  their  corn,  when  otherwise,  they  would  have 
sent  it,  just  in  the  berry,  if  they  could  have  found  a  way  of  moving 
it ;  they  are  obliged  to  eat  it  up  to  put  it  in  a  more  compact  fonn 
for  shipment. 

By  Mr.  Champlain. 

Q.  Enlarge  these  locks,  as  proposed,  and  use  boats  of  600  tons 
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burthen,  drawing  six  feet  of  water,  23  feet  wide,  and  to  give  a  con- 
venient navigation,  such  as  you  ought  to  have,  what  in  yoar 
judgment,  should  be  the  width  of  the  prism  of  the  canal  at  the 
bottom? 

A.  I  think,  sir,  that  with  52  feet  on  the  bottom,  with  the  know- 
ledge that  in  the  knuckle  of  the  boat  there  is  a  foot  saved,  and  that 
where  the  boats  actually  pass  there  would  be  57  instead  of  62  feet, 
and  then  with  the  other  fact  that  half  the  boats  go  light,  the  present 
prism,  52  feet  upon  the  bottom,  would  answer  the  purpose  well. 

Q.  Suppose  both  boats  were  loaded  to  their  utmost  capacity  7 

A.  They  could  pass  and  have  11  feet  to  spare. 

Q.  I  understand  you  to  say  that  in  your  opinion  it  would  be  suf- 
ficient, but  nevertheless  you  would  be  for  the  enlargement  if  it  was 
necessary.  ^ 

A.  I  am  clear  in  my  opinion  that  the  enlargement  of  the  lock 
will  make  the  canal  available  to  move  double  its  present  capacity 
in  the  way  of  tonnage,  without  any  enlargement  in  the  way  of 
prism,  but  I  do  not  want  to  stultify  myself;  I  believe  if  the  State 
understood  her  interests  she  would  widen  the  prism  also  10  or  15 
feet,  in  order  to  make  the  friction  less  and  the  movement  easier ;  but 
as  our  people  are  unwilling  to  do  that  I  would  enlarge  the  locks. 

Q.  You  are  familiar  with  the  last  enlargement? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  About  how  long  has  the  canal  been  enlarged  ? 

A.  I  doubt  whether  it  is  fully  completed  yet;  I  believe  the  State 
declared  it  completed  in  1862. 

Q.  Since  it  has  been  practically  increased  the  expense  of  trans- 
portation has  been  diminished  fifty  per  cent;  that  is  what  is 
assumed.  Now,  how  much  has  the  trade  been  increased — the 
freightage? 

A  I  cannot  say,  sir,  for  I  do  not  keep  those  statistics  in  my  mind ; 
I  know  the  increase  has  been  large,  but  I  cannot  say  what  When 
the  locks  were  first  enlarged  we  brought  into  use  the  enlarged  boat, 
with  a  draft  of  water  of  four  feet ;  it  has  been  gradually  increased 
till  we  now  have  six  feet 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  tell  me  how  much  the  freight  has  been 
increased  ? 

A.  The  statistics  will  show  you. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  say  that  since  the  enlargement  .the  freight  has 
been  increased  a  quarter  from  what  it  was  before  ? 
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A.  I  have  no  doubt  it  has. 

By  Mr.  Root. 

Q.  In  your  opinion,  supposing  the  locks  had  not  been  enlarged, 
would  they  have  even  held  the  trade  upon  the  canal  that  they  had 
before  the  enlargement  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  Now,  if  the  Committee  please,  to  illustrate  the 
advantages  of  a  large  canal  boat.  The  time  was  when  the  largest 
vessels  on  our  lakes  averaged  400  or  500  tons ;  they  have  rinoe 
brought  into  use  vessels  of  1500  tons ;  the  expense  of  the  move- 
ment of  the  large  vessel  would  give  the  small  vessel  a  handsome 
profit,  but  the  consequence  is  that  they  can  afford  to  carry  it  mticb 
less ;  you  reduce  the  cost  where  you  gain  the  freight 

Q.  Then  the  fact  is,  that  if  'you  had  not  enlarged  the  canals  yon 
would  nave  had  no  business  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  The  canals  have  suffered  in  the  last  four  or  five 
years  from  two  causes.  First,  A  short  crop  for  two  or  three  yeaif 
in  succession ;  and  secondly^  by  the  high  prices  of  the  war,  wWdi 
made  it  important  for  the  owner  of  property  to  market  as  soon  u 
possible.  These  two  features  have  militated  against  your  canals  * 
very  much,  else  they  would  have  been  taxed  to  a  much  greater 
extent  than  they  have  been,  so  that  the  comparison  in  taking  the  last 
three  or  four  years  is  not  a  fair  one. 

By  Mr.  Bell. 

Q.  You  have  estimates  for  a  large  crop  this  year  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  an  astonishing  crop ;  I  think  the  estimate  is  between 
250  and  300  millions  of  bushels  of  wheat;  corn  is  estimated  much 
larger  than  preceding  years,  probably  not  less  than  800  millions. 

The  Committee  adjourned  to  Saturday,  August  8, 1867,  at  8^  A.  M. 


Saturdai/j  August  3,  1867,  8 J  A.  M. 

The  committee  met — Hon.  E.  G.  Lapham,  presiding. 

William  J,  ifcAlpine,  called  as  a  witness,  being  duly  sworn,  lesti 
fied: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 
Q.  State  your  residence? 
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A.  Stockbridge,  Massachusetts. 
Q.  Your  occupation  ? 
'  A.  Civil  Engineer. 

Q.  Were  you  formerly  connected  with  the  canals  of  this  State, 
and  if  so,  in  what  capacity  ? 

A.  I  was  connected  with  the  canals  of  this  State  about  twenty 
years,  in  all  capacities  from  the  lowest  to  that  of  State  Engineer. 
,  Q.  How  many  years  did  you  hold  the  ofiBice  of  State  Engineer  ? 

A.  Two. 

Q.  Have  you  made  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  building  an  enlarged 
lock,  sufficient  to  pass  boats  twenty-three  feet  in  width  and  200  feet 
in  length  out  of  the  materials  of  the  present  double  locks  upon  the 
canals  ? 

A.  I  took  the  report  of  the  State  Engineer,  which  Mr.  Prosser 
handed  to  me,  and  I  have  made  a  rough  estimate  of  the  cost  of  re- 
building those  locks,  and  the  sum  of  $40,000  for  each  lock  would 
be  ample  for  building  a  lock  of  such  a  character  as  would  be  per- 
fectly suitable  to  the  purpose ;  I  understand  there  are  about  100 
locks — ^I  forget  the  exact  number. 

Q.  You  would  make  the  average  cost  about  $40,000  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Including  in  that  such  additional  material  as  might  be  neces* 
sary? 

A.  The  entire  cost,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  your  judgment  of  the  capacity  of  locks  of  that  kind 
to  do  the  business  of  the  canal  as  compared  with  the  present  system 
of  locks  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  as  I  exactly  understand. 

Q.  I  desire  to  ask  your  opinion  as  to  whether  they  would  furnish 
more  or  less  capacity  for  the  business  with  the  boats  as  they  now 
are? 

A.  They  could  be  operated  as  well,  and  a  lockage  could  be  made 
in  a  trifle  longer  time — perhaps  a  third  longer. 

By  Mr.  Alvord  : 

Q.  What  would  the  result  be  provided,  as  would  naturally  be  the 
•case  with  boats  of  the  present  size,  for  the  locking  of  two  boats  at 
once;  what  would  be  the  capacity  as  compared  with  the  present 
locks? 

A.  It  would  be  nearly  the  same,  not  quite. 

Q.  Have  you  any  idea  of  the  present  capacity  of  the  locks  to  do 
the  business? 
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A.  Upon  that  point  I  can  hardly  say  anything ;  since  1668  I 
have  had  but  little  acquaintance  with  the  canal  except  as  all  the 
rest  of  us  had,  passing  through  and  hearing  of  it. 

Q.  Were  you  aware  of  any  diflSculty  in  accommodating  the  busi- 
ness of  the  canal  up  to  that  time? 

A.  There  was  no  difficulty  up  to  that  time  so  far  as  where  the 
double  locks  were  in,  perhaps  a  little  earlier. 

Q.  What  is  your  judgment  of  the  capacity  of  the  canal  to  dotbe 
business  with  boats  of  the  size  mentioned  ? 

A.  The  present  canal  would  permit  such  boats  to  be  used  on  it, 
but  not  with  the  same  advantage  as  boats  of  the  present  size;  it 
would  be  attended  with  more  expense.  I  speak  now  merely  of 
towing  a  boat ;  it  would  be  more  expensive. 

Q.  By  taking  into  account  the  increased  tonnage  of  the  boat? 

A.  The  same  amount  of  tonnage  done  in  these  large  boats^  I  f  ap- 
pose could  be  done  to  quite  as  good  an  advantage. 

Q.  The  idea  I  designed  to  draw  out  was  not  the  relative  adnn- 
tage  of  the  small  and  large  boats,  but  as  to  whether  the  channel  is 
sufficient  to  allow  the  proper  navigation  of  the  canal  with  boatBupon 
it  of  600  or  600  tons,  23  feet  wide,  by  200  feet  long;  whether,  in 
your  judgment,  the  present  prism  of  the  canal  is  suffident  to  allow 
such  navigation  ? 

A.  The  enlarged  boats  you  propose  would  not  be  as  well  adapted 
to  the  channel  of  the  canal  as  the  present  ones. 

Q.  The  question  was,  whether,  in  your  judgment^  there  is  edj 
practical  difficulty  in  the  way  of  navigating  the  canal  with  boats  of 
the  large  size  ? 

A.  In  reference  to  that  I  say  no,  not  at  all,  sir,'  with  some  little 

.     qualifications ;  there  may  be  some  little  alterations  that  need  to  be 

made ;  for  instance,  I  know  in  some  parts  of  the  canal  I  have  coo- 

structed,  of  some  very  sharp  turns  I  have  in  my  mind  now,  near  the 

aqueduct. 

Q.  Have  you  any  idea  what  it  would  cost  to  move  the  bench- 
walls  of  this  section  and  make  the  canal  the  same  width  as  the  main 
body  of  it  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  can't  tell  you,  only  that  it  is  comparatively  a  small 
sum ;  it  would  cost  but  a  small  sum  comparatively  to  take  out  the 
bench  walls,  or  even  to  do  more — to  cut  off  the  slope  and  make  it 
steeper. 

Q.  We  are  now  carrying  through  the  canal,  upon  boats  whose 
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capacity  is  restricted  to  about  220  tons;  the  proposed  improved 
boat,  28  feet  wide  and  200  feet  long,  would  carry  about  550  to  600 
tons;  taking  those  facts  as  the  initial  point,  what  would  be  the  result 
in  your  opinion,  with  the  inconveniences  you  have  mentioned  upon 
the  passage  of  property  through  the  canal  so  far  as  it  regards  the 
cost  of  transportation  ? 

A.  I  think  it  would  materially  lessen  the  cost  of  transportation, 
taking  every  thing  into  consideration  as  I  suppose  you  intended. 

By  Mr.  Prosser 

Q.  These  boats  all  run  to  New  York  with  their  cargo? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  Mr.  Alvokd. 

Q.  That  would  of  course  add  strength  to  your  position  ? 

A  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Supposing  you  were  to  employ  as  the  motive  power,  steam 
rather  than  horses,  what  is  your  opinion  in  regard  to  the  term  of 
time  in  passing  through  the  canal  upon  the  plan  of  the  enlai^ged 
locks  with  boats  adapted  to  that  purpose,  as  against  the  present 
transportation  by  horses? 

A.  I  think  it  would  materially  shorten  the  time  of  the  large  boats ; 
and  I  may  also  mention  in  that  connection  that  such  boats  as  those 
would  admit  of  the  introduction  of  steam,  which  abroad  is  discussed 
a  great  deal.  The  .present  sized  boats  are  too  small  to  permit  the 
introduction  of  steam  and  allow  room  for  cargo. 

Q.  It  takes  up  too  much  of  the  cargo  capacity  ? 

A.  Both  room  and  tonnage  of  the  vessel. 

Q.  That  would  lessen  materially  the  cost  of  transportation  ? 

A.  No ;  I  think  the  cheapest  transportation  is  by  horses. 

Q.  When  you  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  boat  goes 
down  the  river  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  did  not  speak  of  that;  I  think  it  would  be  cheaper. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  Might  not  these  boats  load  even  at  Detroit  ? 

A.  I  think  they  would  not  be  suitable  for  lake  navigation. 

By  Mr.  Alvord  : 

Q.  Take  into  consideration  that  the  canal  practically  ends  in  New 
York  city,  the  time  entering  into  and  making  a  part  of  the  expense, 
and  then  answer  me  whether  or  not  the  expense  would  be  decreased 
by  using  steam  as  against  horses  ? 
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A.  I  rather  think  it  would.    . 

By  the  Gbairman. 

Q.  You  put  the  cost  of  constructing  locks  out  of  the  locks  we 
now  have  at  $40,000  ? 

A.  Yes,  and  furnishing  any  new  material  required . 

Q.  What  would  be  the  cost  of  building  an  entire  new  lock,  fiu" 
nishing  material  and  all? 

A*  I  think  it  would  be  very  nearly  the  same;  all  thatisavailible 
of  the  present  locks  is  one  wall ;  you  necessarily  move  one  wall  tnd 
the  other  has  to  be  extended. 

Q.  But  you  have  the  material  to  build  the  remainder  ? 

A.  I  make  up  my  estimate  on  the  fact  that  you  havetobniM 
much  during  the  close  of  navigation,  and  in  doing  that  you  have  to 
encounter  the  difficulty  of  raising  the  wall,  and  I  have  found  it  so 
frozen  that  it  was  almost  like  quarrying  stone;  in  the  summertime 
it  comes  very  hard  apart,  and  in  the  winter  time  it  is  much  wone^ 
Bo  tibiat  I  calculate  the  material  you  take  out  nearly  as  expensive  as 
the  new.  The  advantage  of  a  new  lock  is,  that  you  build  it,  not  is 
the  unfavorable  season,  but  you  take  the  best  weather. 

Q.  Is  it  your  opinion  that  a  new  lock  of  this  kind  could  be  built 
for  $35,000  2 

A.  Yes. 

By  Mr.  Root  : 

Q.  That  is  to  be  rubble  wall  ? 

A.  I  say  certainly  not;  rubble  wall  is  just  as  objectionable ia  the 
point  of  cheapness  as  the  present  locks  are  on  the  point  of  finish; 
rubble  wall  would  not  be  sufficient. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  What  is  the  objection  to  rubble  wall? 

A.  The  operation  of  the  water  passing  through  the  look,  the 
strong  current  and  eddies  wash  out  the  cement  however  well  it  my 
be  put  in  and  then  out  drop  the  small  stones.  What  is  geaendlj 
termed  rubble,  is  stone  as  it  comes  from  the  quarry  without  any 
dressing  or  shaping,  consequently  where  these  irregular  shaped 
stones  are  put  together  all  the  spaces  must  be  filled  with  smaller 
sized  stones,  those  stones  drop  out,  directly,  a  hole  gets  behind  the 
stone  then  it  freezes  and  the  walls  arc  thrown  out;  I  know  this 
because  I  have  seen  locks  built  of  it. 

Q.  Our  idea  of  rubble  masonry  for  a  lock  is  rough  dressed  stone. 

A.  Then  you  have  not  used  the  correct  term ;  that  would  be 
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rough  hammered  work  There  are  several  different  styles,  first, 
rubble  is  merely  the  stone  as  it  comes  from  the  quarry,  selecting  the 
stone  and  laying  it  without  reference  to  courses;  the  next  would  be 
rough  hammered  work,  just  knocking  it  off  to  make  it  in  tolerable 
shape ;  the  next  would  be  hammered  work  but  uncoursed,  and  then 
comes  in  the  course  hammered  and  the  coursed  cut. 

By  Mr.  Alvord. 

Q*  I  take  it  after  this  explanation  that  your  estimate  is  founded 
upon  coursed  hammered  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  not  coursed  hammered  ;  that  is  unncesssary ;  but  tol- 
erably  well  hammered  faces  and  rubble  back;  in  building  the 
masonry  of  the  enlarged  locks  it  was  absolutely  cut  through  to  the 
back  of  the  wall ;  every  block  put  in  was  square ;  it  was  coursed 
through  to  the  back ;  that  is  what  made  it  cost  $12  a  yard. 

Q.  Is  that  any  better  than  the  rough  hammered  wall  with  rubble 
back,  upon  which  you  made  your  estimate  ? 

A.  If  you  ask  me  if  it  is  any  better,  I  say  yes ;  but  if  you  ask  if  it 
is  better  for  the  purpose,  would  it  make  the  lock  stand  longer,  I 
think  not ;  it  was  a  totally  unnecessary  expense ;  at  the  time  these 
estimates  were  made  I  was  not  the  chief  engineer,  but  I  remonstrated, 
and  I  would  say  that  Mr.  Jervis,  my  chief,  contended  strongly  in 
fistvor  of  this  rubble  backing. 

Q.  What  do  you  calculate  to  be  the  expense  of  this  you  speak  of; 

A.  It  could  be  built  for  $10 ;  perhaps  $8  in  the  summer. 

Q.  What  portion  is  cost  of  material  as  you  estimate  it  ? 

A.  The  material  hammered  in  shape — is  that  what  you  mean? 

Q.  Yes. 

A.  It  is  something  more  than  half. 

By  Mr.  Koor. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  the  operations  of  the  boats  on  the  Delaware 
and  Raritan  canal — the  large  boats  that  pass  there,  supposed  to  be  200 
feet  long  or  something  like  that,  the  canal  being  52  feet  on  the  bottom 
and  70  feet  on  the  surface,  and  something  like  ours'  ? 

A.  I  think  that  canal  is  100  feet  or  75 ;  it  is  wider  than  ours'. 
I  have  not  carefully  examined  it,  but  as  I  have  been  passing  occa- 
sionally I  have  seen  the  boats  going  through,  and  I  never  happened  x 
to  observe  any  difficulty,  but  that  is  not  the  kind  of  information 
you  would  want;  it  is  not  an  opinion  of  much  value. 

Q.  It  is  contended  by  some  persons  that  it  is  impracticable  in  a 
canal  of  our  size  for  large  boats  to  pass  each  other,  and  that  they 
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would  be  detained,  so  that  yoa  could  not  pass  any  more  property 

than  now? 

A.  It  is  hardly  necessary  for  you  to  see  it  in  operation ;  here  is  a 
sectional  area ;  in  drawing  it  I  see  there  is  so  much  room,  and  com* 
ing  by  the  curve  jrou  have  to  widen  them  so  as  to  allow  the  boats  to 
go  through. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  I  ask  whether  you  would  be  willing  to  take  these  locks  and 
contract  to  build  them  at  $40,000  ? 

A.  It  is  not  in  my  line,  I  never  did  contracting  work,  but  I  iroold 
say  cheerfully  yes ;  I  made  the  estimate,  allowing  ample  compeosa* 
tion ;  I  know  men  who  would  take  the  whole  work  very  gladly  for 
that  sum. 

Joseph  Breeds  called  as  a  witness,  and  being  duly  sworn,  testified: 

Examined  by  Mr.  Alvord  : 

Q.  You  live  at  Syracuse  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  are  acquainted  with  the  operations  of  the  canals  of  this 
State? 

A.  I  know  something  of  it 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  it  ? 

A.  About  thirty  years. 

Q.  You  have  been  originally  a  contractor  on  the  line  of  the 
public  works  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir, 

Q.  And  since  that  time  engaged  in  business  in  Syracuse  directly 
connected  with  the  canals  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  your  business  for  the  three  years  of  1864^  1865, 
and  1866  ? 

A.  I  was  looking  after  the  Erie  canal. 

Q.  As  its  superintendent  ? 

A*.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Most  of  the  thirty  years  you  speak  of  you  have  been  in  the 
immediate  neighborhood  of  Syracuse? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  your  observation  in  regard  to  the  capacity  of  the 
canal  for  the  purpose  of  moving  its  freight — say  for  the  last  five  or 
six  years — the  freight  that  naturally  and  necessarily  comes  to  it? 
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A.  1861,  '62  and  '68  there  was  considerable  detention. 

Q.  What  was  that  detention  owing  to? 

A.  There  was  probably  an  excess  of  business  in  1^62  and '68 
>Yer  former  years ;  there  was  a  larger  number  of  small  boats ;  they 
liad  not  gone  out  of  use  as  much  as  now,  hence  it  often  increased 
the  number  of  lockages. 

Q.  What  was  that  detention? 

A.  Detention  of  the  locks. 

Q.  What  did  it  amount  to  so  far  as  it  regarded  the  transfer  of 
boats  from  one  level  to  another  through  Syracuse  ? 

A.  Various  times  detentions  of  twenty -four  hours  and  forty-eight 
hours ;  the  canal  ^ways  would  be  filled  with  boats  from  lock  fifty 
to  forty-nine. 

Q.  Was  this  the  case  for  continuous  periods  of  time  during  the 
fall? 

A.  No,  sir;  there  was  more  or  less  detention  in  1862  and  1868 
from  the  middle  of  September  to  the  close  of  navigation ;  while  I 
was  receiving  and  discharging  at  the  weigh  lock,  we  had  great  dif- 
ficulty in  getting  in  a  boat  to  receive  or  discharge  cargo  on  account 
of  the  crowding  of  the  boats. 

Q.  E[as  that  been  more  or  less  the  case  since  that  time  up  to  the 
present  time? 

A.  I  don't  think  it  has  been. 

Q.  How  was  it  last  fall  ? 

A  There  was  a  crowd  last  fall,  but  that  perhaps  did  not  grow  so 
much  out  of  the  incapacity  of  the  canal  as  a  sunken  boat  and  the 
loss  of  a  gate ;  I  have  not  any  doubt  but  what  there  would  have 
been  a  surplus  of  boats  owing  to  the  break  west;  there  was  a  break 
west  and  at  the  same  time  a  large  shipment  from  Oswego  arriving  at 
Syracuse ;  then  the  detention  of  the  sinking  of  this  boat,  and  loss 
of  the  gate  which  kept  up  a  detention  until  these  boats  from  Oswego 
had  passed. 

Q.  Did  not  that  keep  up  very  nearly  to  the  end  of  the  season? 

A.  Very  nearly. 

Q.  What  is  your  idea  as  to  the  capacity  of  the  canal  having  been 
reached  in  1862  and  1863  ?  Could  there  have  been  any  more  busi- 
ness done  upon  the  canal  if  you  had  had  an  abundance  of  freight 
and  boats  to  move  it,  than  was  done  during  that  time,  the  fall  of  the 
year? 

A.  Probably  not,  sir;  I  don't  know  but  there  has  been  an 
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improyement  made  since  that  time  which  adds  twenty  per  cent  to 
the  passage  of  boats. 

Q.  Taking  even  the  improvements  you  speak  of,  would  there 
have  been  an  ability  to  do  very  much  of  business  moi^  taking  into 
consideration  the  freight  that  lay  at  Buffalo  and  Oswego  ready  to 
move  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  there  would,  sir ;  I  think  there  are  times  when 
the  canal  is  urged  to  its  full  capacity. 

By  Mr.  Seymour  : 

Q.  About  how  long  a  period  is  that  ? 

A.  It  depends  on  the  movement  of  grain  and  freight 

Q.  Take  year  and  year,  about  what  time  ?       ^ 

A.  It  commences  about  September  and  keeps  on  to  the  close  of 
navigation. 

Q.  Do  you  state  that  as  generally  occurring  each  year,  that  &Dm 
the  middle  of  September  to  the  close  of  navigation  there  is  a  pressure 
upon  the  canal  to  which  it  is  not  adequate  ? 

A.  I  think  that  may  be  so  stated,  sir,  as  a  general  fact;  it  varies 
from  year  to  year ;  it  depends  often  upon  the  receipts  of  grain  and 
the  prices  of  grain. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  Will  it  necessarily  arise  in  the  future,  providing  the  canals  are 
unchanged,  that  there  will  be  detentions  at  certain  periods  from  the 
causes  already  mentioned  ? 

A.  I  don't  suppose  it  is  possible  to  construct  a  canal  so  that  there 
will  be  no  detentions. 

Q.  I  mean  detentions  from  the  inability  of  the  locks  as  they  now 
are  to  take  the  boats  through  as  rapidly  as  commerce  would  require 
them  to  be  locked  through  ? 

A.  I  think  detentions  are  unavoidable. 

Q.  Do  you  think  an  enlarged  lock,  of  25  by  100  feet^  and  a  single 
tier  of  such  locks  would  add  to  the  capacity  of  the  canal  in  the  way 
of  lockage  ? 

A.  My  idea  is  you  will  have  the  same  detentions,  no  matter  how 
you  construct  it 

Q.  Aside  from  accidents,  do  you  think  there  will  be  detentions? 

A.  Perhaps  not;  nor  would  it,  with  its  present  capacity;  y<» 
would  not,  aside  from  accidents,  have  very  much  detention  if  it  was 
properly  managed. 

Q.  How  many  can  be  locked  through  at  Syracuse  in  24  hours  ? 
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A.  I  think,  by  referring  to  the  Auditor's  report,  150  or  160. 

Q.  Practically,  can  that  be  done  ?  .    ' 

A  Yes,  sir ;  we  locked  last  fall  from  96  to  115 ;  that  is,  eastward 
>und  loaded  boats,  to  say  nothing  of  the  westward  bound,  for  some 
i  days ;  but  still  we  put  on  at  times  extra  teams  to  help  those  boats 
I  and  out  of  the  lock  ;  we  are  locking  against  tide  at  Syracuse,  as 
oa  come  east 

By  Mr.  Pbosser  : 

Q.  Then  you  observed  a  time  last  fall  when  there  was  as  much 
^ne  as  could  be  done  ? 

A.  I  think  so. 

Q.  Did  you  observe  how  long  that  tinie  continued? 

A.  I  should  think  about  two  weeks,  but  that  perhaps  would  in- 
ude  the  time  of  the  detention,  when  we  did  a  partial  work ;  we 
Bed  one  lock  during  the  repairing  of  the  other. 

Q.  Was  this  in  November  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was. 

Q.  After  there  had  been  a  break  farther  west? 

A  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  your  recollection  quite  distinct  that  there  was  a  period  of  as 
>ng  as  a  week  when  both  locks  were  in  requisition  and  both  were 
3ed  to  the  extent  of  their  capacity  ? 

A.  I  should  think  there  may  have  been. 

Q.  There  were  some  few  days  at  any  rate — perhaps  a  week  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Then  by  referring  to  what  was  done  if  we  find  that  the  number 

200  boats  for  the  largest  period  for  one  week  in  November,  would 

then  be  your  judgment  that  that  was  the  utmost  capacity  of  the 
mal  to  pass  boats  at  Syracuse  ? 

A  At  that  particular  season  of  the  year  you  may  know  that  the 
orses  and  men  are  worn,  and  half  of  the  boats  want  men;  the 
orses  are  unable  to  pass  the  boats  in  and  out 

Q.  We  must  deal  with  things  practically  as  they  have  been  and 
•e  to  be.  Now,  if  we  find  at  the  Auditor's  Department  that  the 
umber  passing  at  the  latter  part  of  November  is  a  given  sum,  may 
e  then  say  that  that  is  the  practical  capacity  to  pass  boats  at  that 
Dint  at  that  period  of  the  year? 

A.  Your  idea  is  to  get  at  the  capacity  of  the  locks? 

By  the  Chairman : 
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Q.  The  idea  is,  if  the  canal  did  at  that  period  all  that  coold  be 
reasonably  and  fairly  done  ? 

A.  Here  comes  the  question :  It  may  take  one  man  half  an  Ikhu 
to  pass  a  boat  which  could  be  passed  in  fifteen  minutes ;  the  capacity 
of  the  canal  is  one  thing  and  the  habits  of  men  another. 

Q.  Take  it  as  it  will  be  ? 

A.  You  may  lock  boats  from  6  to  12  an  hour,  with  a  good  dasB 
of  boatmen  ready  to  move  in  whenever  the  lock  is  open,  and  you 
may  increase  the  number  to  15  or  20  boats,  but  the  next  few  hoan 
you  may  have  to  get  extra  teams  t6  fetch  in  the  boats — it  is  all  draw. 

By  Mr.  Seymour. 

Q.  Are  you  able  to  state  what  would  be  the  effect  upon  cheapen- 
ing transportation  by  the  use  of  boats  28  feet  wide  and  200  feet 
long? 

A.  I  have  not  given  that  any  thought,  sir. 

William  W,  Wrightj  called  as  a  witness,  and  being  duly  sworn, 
testified : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Your  residence  ? 

A.  Geneva. 

Q.  BLave  you  been  more  or  less  connected  with  the  canals  of  this 
State.? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  what  capacity  ? 

A.  I  went  in  first  as  clerk  of  contractors,  and  afterwards  as  a  con- 
tractor ;  I  have  been  most  of  the  time  a  canal  contractor ;  I  abo 
have  been  a  Canal  Commissioner  for  two  years. 

Q.  Have  you  estimated  the  cost  of  constructing  a  single  tier  of 
locks  sufficient  to  pass  boats  23  feet  wide  and  200  feet  long. 

A.  I  examined  the  estimate  Mr.  McAlpine  made ;  I  made  an  esti- 
mate on  that. 

Q.  What  is  your  judgment? 

A.  My  judgment  is  that  it  is  ample. 

Q.  In  your  judgment  cannot  the  work  be  done  for  less  than  the 
sum  he  names  7 

A.  In  my  judgment  the  work  might  be  done  for  less,  but  taking 
all  contingencies  into  consideration  that  would  be  safe. 

Q.  Would  you  be  willing  to  take  the  contract  at  that  price! 

A.  Yes.  sir. 
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Q,  While  Canal  Commissioner,  was  your  attention  called  to  tb«^ 
question  of  building  with  finished  masonry  and  what  is  called 
rabble  masonry  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion  as  to  the  relative  advantages  of  those 
two? 

A.  My  judgment  is  that  the  dressing  which  has  been  used  on  all 
our  locks,  the  enlarged  sized  locks,  is  an  entirely  unnecessary 
expense,  and  to  test  that,  while  I  was  Commissioner  I  built  a  lock 
on  the  Chenango  canal,  which  I  did  not  make  in  the  ordinary  accept- 
ance of  the  term  of  rubble  masonry,  because  that  would  not  answer 
for  a  lock ;  that  is  I  did  not  make  it  of  the  kind  of  rubble  masonry 
you  would  put  under  your  barn,  but  I  made  my  stone,  although 
large,  rough,  and  rubble  back,  and  I  built  this  lock  for  $5,000, 
indestructible ;  I  put  oak  fenders  in  every  five  feet,  which  would 
last  about  ten  years,  and  can  be  put  in  new  for  say  $40 ;  I  built  that 
lock  for  $5,080,  but  that  was  without  profit  to  the  contractor;  there 
was  a  lock  built  of  wood  on  the  Chemung  canal  about  the  satne  time 
which  cost  about  $8,000,  and  this  lock  which  was  entirely  indestruc- 
tible cost  but  $6,000. 

Q.  In  your  judgment- is  any  engineering  necessary  to  rebuild 
these  locks  ? 

A.  Not  in  the  ordinary  acceptation  of  the  term ;  it  is  just  stand- 
ing by  old  customs — old  fogy  ism. 

Q.  Now  state  in  regard  to  the  capacity  of  the  locks  as  they  now 
are  to  do  the  business  of  the  pressing  season  7 

A.  We  had  about  as  much  in  every  month  of  the  year  at  Syra- 
CQ8e  in  1862 ;  I  was  Commissioner  at  that  time. 

Q..  Were  there  at  times  more  than  you  could  do  ? 

A.  I  will  tell  you  the  fact  in  regard  to  these  detentions  which  Mr. 
Breed  alludes  to ;  this  large  number  of  boats  were  there  sometimes, 
but  the  men  worked  at  it  so  energetically  and  faithfully  that  the 
boatmen  were  satisfied,  and  I  reported  that  there  was  no  material 
detention ;  still  every  month  in  the  year  at  some  time  you  could 
stand  and  count  from  ten  to  100  boats  waiting  to  be  locked  through. 

Q.  Have  you  thought  anything  on  the  question  of  enlarging  the 
locks,  and  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  connected  with  it? 

A.  I  have  sir. 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion  as  to  that  ? 
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A.  My  opinion  is,  to  make  the  locks  agree  with  the  prism  of  the 

canal. 

Q.  What  would  be  your  opinion  as  to  the  extent  f 

A.  I  should  think  from  twenty-two  to  twenty-five  feet  wide  and 
about  double  their  present  length,  so  that  boats  could  be  carried  of 
the  capacity  of  550  tons ;  for  boats  twenty -two  feet  in  width  the 
present  channel  would  answer,  I  think ;  no  doubt,  except  at  some 
few  curves,  which  could  be  remedied. 

By  Mr.  Seymour  : 

Q.  How  would  it  be  with  boats  twenty-three  feet  in  width,  if 
the  wall-benches  were  taken  out? 

A.  In  that  case  I  think  they  could  be  used,  sir. 

Q.  What  effect  would  introducing  boats  of  this  size  produce  apon 
the  cheapening  of  transportation  ? 

A.  I  have  a  general  impression  that  it  would  cheapen  it  aboat  as 
much  as  we  cheapened  ii  from  the  old  canal  to  the  enlargied  one. 

Q.  That  is  about  one-half? 

A.  About  one-half;  by  simply  removing  the  wall-benches  and 
changing  the  locks. 

By  Mr.  Prosser  : 

Q.  With  your  intimate  knowledge  as  to  the  locking  of  boats^  what 
is  your  opinion  as  to  the  number  of  boats  that  can  be  passed  throagh 
a  single  lock  if  the  boats  were  28  feet  wide  and  200  feet  long,  the 
business  being  done  through  a  lock  in  a  direct  line  with  the  tow- 
path — one  lock  on  the  towpath  side;  do  you  think  you  could  lock 
through  as  easily  as  at  present  with  horse  power? 

A.  I  think  you  could  lock  through  as  readily  with  the  miiigin  of 
a  foot  as  you  lock  through  the  present  boats  with  nfi  inch  maigia 
allowed  ;  steam  would  enable  you  to  lock  through  more  quickly,  of 
course. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  Would  the  proposed  lock  use  more  water  ? 

A.  The  single  lock  might  use  more  water,  but  I  think  you  might 
move  the  same  quantity  of  freight  with  the  same  quantity  of  watar. 

By  Mr.  Prosser  : 

Q.  Was  there  plenty  of  water  in  1862  on  your  division  ? 

A.  Yes ;  we  were  troubled  with  our  feeder  On  the  eastern  end  at 
that  time. 

Q.  You  have  had  one  brought  in  since  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

The  CommiUee  adjoiuaed  to  Monday,  August  6ih|  1867|  at  4  P.  K* 
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Monday,  Aug.  6ih,  1867,  4  p.  m. 
The  Committee  met ;  the  Hon.  E.  G.  Lapham  in  the  chair. 

Charles  B,  Stuart^  called  as  a  witness,  and  being  duly  sworn,  tes- 
tified: 

Examined  by  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Your  residence  ? 

A.  Geneva,  New  York. 

Q.  Occupation? 

A.  Civil  engineer. 

Q.  Have  you  been  engaged  upon  the  State  Canals  at  any  time, 
and  if  so,  in  what  capacity  ? 

A.  I  was  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  1848  and  1849. 

Q.  And  how  long  have  you  been  an  engineer? 

A.  Thirty -three  years;  I  was  a  United  States  Consulting  Engi- 
neer,  appointed  by  the  President,  to  inquire  into  the  construction  of 
these  gun-boat  locks,  in  1863.  • 

Q.  On  the  canals  of  this  State  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I  want  to  inquire  of  you  your  judgment  as  to  what  it  would 
cost,  out  of  the  materials  of  the  present  locks,  to  construct  a  lock 
large  enough  to  adroit  of  the  passage  of  a  boat  23  feet  wide  by^ 
200  feet  long — ^say  a  lock  25  feet  wide  by  200  long,  and  ten  foot  lift 
on  the  average  ? 

A.  In  1863,  when  I  made  the  examination  in  conjunction  with 
the  State  Engineer  for  the  enlargement  of  the  locks  for  the  purpose 
of  passing  large  boats  from  the  Hudson  river  to  Lake  Erie,  we  esti- 
mated the  locks  at  26  feet  wide  by  225  feet  long,  if  I  recollect  right, 
and  one  estimate  was  based  upon  building  entire  new  locks  of  those 
dimensions,  and  the  other  based  upon  extending  those  already 
built,  and  widening  them.  I  think  the  estimate  I  madt;  at  that 
time,  in  round  numbers,  was  ten  millions  and  a  half  for  the  length- 
ening of  those  locks,  and  about  eleven  millions  and  ;i  half  to  build 
entire  new  locks.  I  think  the  difference  was  about  a  million  dollars 
between  lengthening  the  present  ones  and  building  new  onea  I 
think  at  that  time  I  estimated  fifty  per  cent  .idditional  to  the  prices 
of  1860.  I  should  judge  the  difference  between  200  feet  and  225 
would  be  very  material. 

By  Mr.  Alvord. 

Q.  Did  each  one  of  your  calculations  include  the  necessity  of 
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leaving  eitber  of  the  present  looks  untouched  ?     This  proposition  is 
to  take  up  both?   •  • 

A.  How  is  it  possible  to  do  the  work  from  the  first  of  NovcmbCT 
to  the  first  of  June  ? 

Q.  We  have  had  the  testimony  of  Mr.  McAlpine  and  Mr.  Sw«ct 
and  understand  we  shall  have  that  of  our  own  Engineer,  tbat  it 
could  be  done. 

A.  It  would  require  a  very  favorable  season  to  do  it  from  the 
1st  of  November  to  the  L«t  of  June,  for  very  often  in  this  State  you 
are  not  able  to  lay  the  cement  work  before  the  middle  of  April,  and 
if  it  had  to  be  done  in  that  time  it  would  require  a  good  deal  of 
extra  expense. 

The  estimate  we  made  was  based  upon  the  fact,  assuming  tbat  the 
canals  would  be  closed  the  1st  of  November  and  would  be  opened 
the  1st  of  June,  and  we  should  be  two  years  in  building  them;  we 
were  to  leave  one  lock  in  operation  during  the  entire  time,  and  we 
would  get  the  cement  work  above  the  first  water  level  the  first  sea- 
son, and  above  the  high  water  level  the  next  If  it  was  all  to  be 
done  in  one  year  it  would  add,  undoubtedly,  to  the  expense;  the 
limited  time  you  would  have  to  lay  the  cement  masonry  would  add 
greatly  to  the  expense,  and  of  course,  add  to  that  part  of  the  ex» 
jpense.  We  propose,  in  this  estimate  of  ours,  to  keep  one  lock  open 
until  the  other  was  finished,  but  to  have  the  advantage  of  the  special 
navigation  earlier  on  the  canal. 

By  Mr.  Seymour  : 

Q.  What  do  you  think  it  would  cost  at  present  [prices  and  take 
two  years? 

A.  I  think  you  could  do  it  as  cheap  in  one  year  now  as  two 
years  then. 

Q.  if  we  take  two  years  now  how  much  cheaper  can  we  do  it 
than  in  1863  ? 

A.  I  should  think  ten  per  cent. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  You  have  no  estimate  based  upon  the  expense  of  a  single  lock! 

A.  No,  sir;  we  made  a  thorough  survey  of  the  canal  from  here 
to  Buffalo,  and  had  a  separate  estimate  of  each  lock  and  the  cost  of 
enlarging  wherever  required;  I  base  my  estimate  upon  that  now. 

Q.  In  making  that  you  added  50  per  cent  to  the  prices  of  1860? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  we  took  the  cost  of  prices  along  in  1860  and  added 
50  per  cent  to  that 
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Q.  EUtve  you  any  idea  as  to  the  present  capacity  of  the  IoAb  to 
o  the  business  offered  in  the  canals  ? 

A.  My  opinion  is  that  the  capacity  of  the  present  locks  ought  to 
e  double  to  do  the  business  of  the  next  ten  years.  I  have  just 
Mne  from  Missouri,  and  I  feel  very  sanguine  of  the  crops ;  I  don't 
bink  it  is  possible  to  enlarge  them  quick  enough  for  the  west. 

Q.  You  would  not  be  able  to  state  without  your  memoranda  what 
lie  cost  of  simply  enlarging  the  locks  would  be? 

A.  No,  sir ;  not  with  the  accuracy  you  would  require  it  I  can 
end  it  to  you,  however. 

Mr.  Alvobd,  reads  to  witness  from  report  of  State  Engineer  on 
niargement,  1864. 

Witness — ^I  should  deduct  from  my  estimate,  of  course  the  land 
amages  and  the  deepening  of  the  canal  one  foot,  and  then  there 
rould  be  the  difference  of  making  double  and  single  locks. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion  as  to  whether  that  would  increase  the 
apacity  of  the  locks  for  business  over  the  present  locks  ? 

A.  The  capacity  of  the  canal  is  governed  a  good  deal  by  the 
^ularity  of  your  lockages;  if  they  should  come  on  uniform  and 
sgular,  a  larger  lock  would  pass  as  much  as  two  smaller. 

By  Mr.  Alvord. 

Q.  You  take  into  consideration  that  a  boat  of  that  size  would 
arry  550  to  600  tons,  while  the  others  carry  only  about  250? 

A.  They  would  have  about  twice  and  a  half  the  capacity  of  the 
resent  locks,  and  if  they  could  come  along  regularly  one  large  lock 
^ould  pass  as  much  as  two  small  ones. 

Q.  It  is  not  the  number  of  lockages,  but  the  quantity  of  property  ? 

A.  You  put  in  your  estimate  that  the  boats  going  down  are  filled) 
at  those  going  up  are  not 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  What  I  designed  by  the  question  was  to  get  at  a  practical  view 
f  the  matter,  as  to  whether  in  your  opinion,  the  change  would 
ffect  the  capacity  of  the  canal  for  business,  and  if  so,  to  what  extent? 

A.  I  (hink,  sir,  it  would,  twenty-five  per  cent  for  business  at  least, 
t  fifty  per  cent  less  cost ;  cheapen  transportation  by  one-half  and 
dd  one-quarter  to  the  amount  of  business ;  that  is  without  gding 
Qto  a  detailed  estimate. 

By  Mr.  Alvord. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  do  not  think  that  the  present  capacity 
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of  the  Erie  canal  at  the  crowded  season  of  the  year  has  been 
reached,  and  was  it  not  in  1862  ?  Were  there  not  delays  of  four 
and  five  days  ? 

A.  I  know  of  delays  myself  of  a  week. 

Q*  Is  not  the  fact  that  for  six  or  eight  or  ten  3'ears  back  prac- 
tically the  capacity  of  the  canal  has  been  taxed  very  nearly  to  its 
utmost,  and  to  its  utmost  when  we  have  full  crops? 

A.  I  might  answer  that  question  by  saying  that  I  believe  in  1862 
it  was  taxed  beyond  its  capacity,  and  that  the  State  lost  very  largely 
in  tolls  in  not  having  more  capacity  to  do  the  business  at  that  time, 
and  I  will  state  farther,  that  I  believe  with  the  large  crops  the  West 
promises  for  some  time,  I  think  for  the  next  three  to  five  years,  they 
will  require  twice  the  capacity  that  portion  that  would  come  this 
way  if  you  had  the  capacity  to  bring  it,  and  if  you  could  cheapen 
the  transportation  you  would  have  much  more. 

Q.  If  we  could  cheapen  the  transportation  without  increasing  the 
capacity  of  the  canal,  are  we  in  any  condition  to  receive  the  trade 
that  would  come  ? 

A.  If  you  cheapen  the  transportation  without  enlarging  your 
capacity,  it  would  be  a  very  great  desideratum,  of  course ;  you 
would  receive  a  much  larger  amount  of  tolls  than  you  do  at  present; 
for  while  it  is  very  material  to  have  the  capacity  for  the  tows  that 
come  this  way,  it  is  still  more  material  to  cheapen  your  transporta- 
tion. 

Q.  I  ask  whether,  outside  of  the  simple  question  of  cost,  the  ques- 
tion of  time  does  not  enter  into  the  computation  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Would  we  not  be  enabled  to  pass  through  such  a  canal  as  that 
more  rapidly  by  steam  than  we  do  at  present? 

A.  I  have  contended  for  over  thirty  years  that  steam  tugs  on  the 
Erie  canal  was  what  I  hoped  to  see,  and  expect  to  see — trains  of 
boats  instead  of  single  boats. 

Q.  Have  you  any  doubt  about  the  adaptability  of  boats  to  steam 
with  enlarged  locks  ? 

A.  Not  at  all,  sir;  the  canal  is  large  enough  now  when  you  take 
out  the  bench. 

Q.  Would  not  the  result  of  that  state  of  things  be  a  very  great 
increase  of  business  to  the  canal  outside  of  every  other  question? 

A.  With  your  facilities  increased  by  enlarged  locks,  and  taking 
out  the  benches  and  putting  on  enlarged  boats,  and  adopt  the  tow 
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;em — have  trains  of  boats,  you  cheapen  transportation  and  add  to 
r  speed  of  transit,  and  you  can  put  your  tolls  up  to  such  a  point 

0  pay  the  sinking  fund  on  your  canals  in  a  few  years. 
Jy  the  Chairman : 

I,  Your  estimates  were  made  in  view  of  the  present  style  of 

sh — the  full  finish  ? 

^.  Yes,  sir ;  the  present  locks. 

If,  How  much  difference  would  it  make  if  the  locks  were  to  be

J.  You  can  state  whether  the  difference  would  be  trifling  or  con-

^.  In  those  locks  the  foundation  must  be  worked  down  to  a  very 
3  bed  to  make  them  work  well,  and  I  doubt  about  the  propriety 
putting  in  rough  blocks ;  I  think  the  saving  would  be  very  small 
x)mparison  to  the  value  of  the  work,  as  the  facing  of  the  stone 
ts  but  a  small  portion  of  the  entire  expense  of  the  lock,  and  I 
I't  think  it  would  increase  the  price  of  the  lock  more  than  ten 
cent,  but  I  think  the  lock  Would  be  damaged  very  much  more 
n  that  by  the  boats  knocking  against  it;  boats  of  500  or  600 
8  going  through  a  lock  and  striking,  the  stone  must  be  very  solid, 
^ou  soon  knock  the  lock  to  pieces.  If  a  boat  of  200  tons  gives 
1  a  blow  equal  to  ten  tons,  one  of  these  large  boats  would  be 
lal  to  40  tons.  I  think  it  is  very  important  that  your  masonry 
»uld  be  of  the  most  solid  character,  and  I  would  not  recommend 
rthing  that  would  endanger  its  stability. 
3y  Mr.  Seymour  : 

1  Would  not  rough  hammered  work  answer  ? 
\.  But  it  costs  you  about  as  much  as  the  smooth  stone ;  the  large 
'  dock  I  built  was  all  very  fine  hammer-dressed  stone,  and  we 
nd  it  very  important  with  large  ships  going  in  there,  for  these 
igh  stones  striking  a  vessel  will  oflen  damage  it  very  much,  and 
3  very  important  to  have  a  smooth  face  to  a  lock  of  that  kind.

By  Mr.  Seymour  : 

Witness. — ^I  doubt  if  we  will  be  enabled  to  pay  our  present  canal 
debt  without  enlarging  our  canal  and  cheapening  transportation,  and 
my  reasons  are  the  success  of  the  competing  routes  which  are 
springing  up. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  this  route  by  the  James  riYer? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  it  is  a  very  feasible  route  if  they  have  the  capital  to 
do  it,  but  I  think  it  will  take  some  years  to  get  capital  to  go  down 
there. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  I  suppose  Norfolk  harbor  is  a  better  harbor  than  New  York? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  There  is  a  work  now  to  be  built  directly  from  Nor 
folk  to  Memphis,  and  then  going  through  the  center  of  Tennessee, 
and  they  have  got  the  capital  arranged  for  it. 

By  Mr.  Alvord  : 

Q.  Are  you  not  aware  of  the  fiict  that  a  gentleman  whom  you  are 
very  well  acquainted  with,  Mr.  Van  Vleck,  is  now  engineer  tot  t 
road  to  run  from  New  Orleans  through  Mobile  to  Chattanooga,  for 
the  purpose  of  running  from  there  to  Charleston  and  Memphis 
both? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  also  from  Memphis  through  to  Norfolk,  expecting  to 
go  through  Knoxville  and  Nashville,  which  would  almost  be  an  air 
line. 

Q.  What  are  the  prospects  in  regard  to  the  Illinois  and  Michigan 
canal? 

A.  Well,  sir,  they  commenced  it  last  year,  and  had  an  appropria- 
tion  to  go  on  with  it  and  to  lower  the  summit   level;  thej 
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>mmeDced  the  construction  under  that  appropriation,  went  on  for  a 
me,  and  ascertained  that  it  was  going  to  cost  more,  and  I  have 
arned  that  they  have  suspended,  by  order  of  the  government,  till 
ley  decide  what  they  will  do,  but  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
at  that  they  will  enlarge  that  canal.  That  canal  being  made,  will 
ring  trade  this  way  if  you  have  the  facilities. 

Q.  Otherwise,  will  it  not  take  it  the  other  way  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  it  will  take  it  down  the  Mississippi  river.  I  feel 
ery  certain  that  they  will  have  it  built  within  five  years,  and  Illinois 
ould  not  hesitate  to  spend  thirty  million  dollars,  if  necessary ;  and 
ly  opinion  is,  looking  over  this  whole  matter,  that  the  safety  of  our 
mals,  the  revenue  we  derive  from  it  to  pay  the  present  debt,  has 
ot  to  be  derived  from  enlargement  and  a  cheapened  transporta- 
on. 

By  Mr.  Prosser 

Witness — ^In  my  judgment  the  proposed  width  of  boat,  28  feet, 
»r  the  present  canal,  is  not  too  wide.

Hon.  E.  G.  Lapham  in  the  chair. 

No  witnesses  being  in  attendance,  the  Committee  adjourned  until 
p.  M.,  and  on  assembling  at  that  hour  the  following  testimony 
as  elicited : 

James  P.  Ooodsell,  called  as  a  witness,  and  being  duly  sworn, 
istified : 

Examined  by  the  Chairn^an. 

Q.  Your  residence  ? 

A.  Durhamville,  Oneida  county. 

Q.  You  are  at  present  the  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  held  the  office  ? 

A  A  year  ago  last  January. 
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Q.  What  is  your  occupation  ? 

A.  Civil  engineer. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  followed  engineering  ? 

A.  Twenty  years. 

Q.  What  practical  acquaintance  have  you  had  with  the  canals  of 
this  State  ? 

A.  About  fifteen  years. 

Q.  As  engineer  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  sixteen  years,  perhaps. 

Q.  We  desire  your  opinion  as  to  the  cost  in  your  judgment  of 
constructing  out  of  the  material  of  the  present  locks  of  the  canal  t 
single  enlarged  lock  of  sufficient  capacity  to  pass  a  boat  23  feet  bj 
200— a  lock  say  25  by  200  feet  ? 

A.  My  estimate  is  $65,000  for  the  average  of  the  locks. 

Q.  In  that  do  you  include  anything  for  land  damages  ? 

A.  Ko,  sir ;  that  is  for  the  lock  itself. 

Q.  Nothing  for  engineering  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  At  what  price  per  yard  do  you  estimate  the  masonry  7 

A.  From  $18  to  $15. 

Q.  Will  you  state  how  you  make  up  the  average  ? 

A.  Made  up  from  excavation,  taking  down  the  old  lock,  the  new 
stone,  laying  the  masonry,  foundations,  the  gates  and  all  the  fixtures 
pertaining  to  the  lock,  including  everything. 

Q.  What  style  of  masonry  ? 

A.  The  same  as  the  present  style. 

Q.  Finished  masonry? 

A  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  made  an  estimate  of  what  it  cost  to  do  the 
work  by  using  rough  dressed  stone  or  rubble  masonry? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  think  it  would  reduce  it  about  $2  a  yard. 

Q.  How  much  a  lock  ? 

A.  There  is  about  3,000  yards  in  a  lock — about  five  or  six  thousand 
dollars. 

By  Mr.  Alvord  : 

Q.  Do  you  understand  that  the  proposition  is  to  use  the  entire 
material  of  the  double  locks  in  the  new  locks  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not;  I  don^t  think  that  is  practicable. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Your  estimate  is  based  upon  using  new  material  7 
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A.  My  estimate  is  based  upon  the  estimate  made  by  Mr.  Taylor 
nd  reported  to  the  Legislature  in  1864. 

Q.  Yoa  have  not  made  any  estimate  independent  of  that? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Could  you  form  an  estimate  approximately  of  the  cost  by  using 
be  material  on  the  present  locks  for  that  purpose?    . 

A.  No,  sir;  not  without  a  calculation. 

Q.  It  would  very  materially  reduce  the  expense  if  it  could  be 
one? 

A.  As  far  as  the  amount  of  stone  would  go. 

Q.  You  say  you  estimate  the  masonry  at  from  $12  to  $15  per 
urd.    What  portion  does  the  material  represent? 

A.  I  suppose  there  is  3,600  yards  of  masonry  in  the  present 
ouble  locks. 

Q.  What  portion  of  the  $15  per  yard  is  made  by  the  material 
sed? 

A.  It  would  be  hardly  one-half,  sir. 

Q.  Probably  about  half? 

A.  Not  quite  half. 

Q.  Then  using  the  present  material,  if  practicable,  would  reduce 
be  expense  in  your  estimate  to  about  what  sum  ? 

A.  As  far  as  the  stone  would  go. 

Q:  To  about  what  price  per  lock? 

A.  About  $6,000  or  $8,000. 

Q.  I  would  like  to  have  you  state  briefly  your  reason  for  the 
pinion  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  use  the  material  of  the  present 
xjks? 

A.  I  did  not  mean  to  be  understood  that  it  would  be  impractica- 
le  to  use  it,  but  I  should  insist  upon  one  lock  being  kept  open  while 
36  others  were  being  built. 

Q.  Only  with  that  view? 

A.  Simply  that. 

Q,  Your  estimates  then  contemplate  leaving  one  tier  of  the  pres- 
nt  locks  for  use,  in  addition  to  the  new  ones  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion  as  to  the  capacity  of  the  present  locks 
>  accommodate  the  business  and  the  emergencies  of  trade? 

A.  Well,  sir,  that  is  a  somewhat  difficult  question  to  answer. 

Q.  Give  us  the  result  of  your  observation,  as  a  practical  question  ? 

A.  If  trade  could  be  distributed  uniformly  upon  the  canal,  my 
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judgment  is  that  the  present  locks  would  answer  for  the  next  fifteen 
years.  The  maximum  capacity  of  these  locks  would  not  be  reached 
within  about  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  but  you  can't  distribute  the 
trade  uniformly  through  the  season  ;  you  can't  force  the  spring  and 
fall  crops  into  the  summer  months,  so  that  some  months  thejare 
to  their  full  capacity,  while  others  hardly  at  all. 

Q.  Are  there  not  seasons  when  they  are  overtaxed  ? 

A.  I  have  never  known  the  double  locks  to  be  overtaxed,  sir. 
There  are  instances-  where  there  are  cases  of  a  break  of  a  large 
crowd  of  boats,  but  that  is  exceptional. 

Q.  What  is  your  judgment  as  to  the  capacity  or  sufficiency  of  the 
prcisent  channel,  aside  from  that  portion  where  the  bench- walls  hiTe 
not  been  taken  out,  for  trade  adapted  to  the  enlarged  locks? 

A.  I  think  the  water  should  be  increased  one  foot  in  depth,  the 
side  walls  taken  out  and  put  down  with  a  slope  of  1  1-4  to  1. 

Q.  Is  there  not  sufficient  water  now  in  the  enlarged  channel  to 
accommodate  boats  of  500  or  600  tons  burthen  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  if  you  get  your  walls  in,  you  have  52  feet  on  the 
bottom,  but  if  you  make  your  boats  23  feet  wide,  two  boats  would 
be  46  feet ;  that  leaves  you  only  6  feet,  which  is  very  close  steering 
for  boats  of  tliat  large  character  with  heavy  burthens,  and  when  I 
Kpeak  of  the  depth  of  water  I  allude  to  steam  as  the  motive  power. 

Q.  Boats  floating  a  foot  above  the  bottom  would  furnish  a  still 
broader  space — 5  to  7  feet  more  ? 

A.  I  suppose  to-day  there  is  not  a  level  on  the  Erie  canal,  per- 
haps, this  side  of  Montezuma  that  has  7  feet  of  water  upon  it. 

Q.  You  think  it  would  be  impracticable  with  steam  ? 

A.  With  seven  feet  of  water  I  think  so,  sir ;  not  entirely  impno 
ticable. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  Is  there  any  way  of  securing  additional  water  ? 

A.  It  would  cost  a  large  amount  to  do  it,  but  it  could  be  done 

Q.  How  large  ? 

A.  I  calculate  it  would  cost  a  million  of  dollars  to  build  the  Fish 
Creek  feeder  and  the  necessary  reservoirs  upon  the  long  level. 

By  Mr.  Seymour  : 

Q.  How  would  you  supply  the  canals  with  water  ? 

A.  I  think  there  is  no  trouble  on  any  of  the  levels  but  the  long 
level ;  that  could  be  supplied  with  the  water  from  Fish  creek,  which 
drains  a  very  large  territory,  some  400  square  miles,  and  then  by 
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erecting  reservoirs  on  Oneida  creek,  and  C!oosewan  creek  and  Oris* 
kanj  creek,  in  respect  to  which  calculations  are  made  in  the  State 
Engineer's  report. 

By  Mr.  Alvord  : 

Q.  The  calculations  on  thai  report  are  less  than  $400,000  ? 

A.  The  Fish  Creek  feeder  itself  would  cost  $300,000. 

Q.  Well,  that  is  all  there  is  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  Have  jou  made  estimates  aside  from  those  in  the  report  to 
which  you  refer  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Are  those  the  estimates  made  from  the  survey  in  which  Gen- 
eral Stuart  assisted  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Later  than  this  ?  He  spoke  of  one  he  made  in  behalf  of  the 
Government  in  1863,  I  think  it  was? 

A.  Mr.  Taylor  can  answer  that  question  better  than  I  can. 

Q.  You  speak  of  a  later  survey  than  that  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  but  what  he  had  a  hand  in  this.  I  think  he  was 
appointed  Consulting  Engineer  on  the  part  of  the  government 

Q.  There  is  no  impracticability  in  using  the  material  of  the  present 
locks  except  the  interference  with  navigation  ? 

A.  None  whatever. 

Q.  Is  there  sufficient  in  the  double  locks  to  build  one  of  the 
enlarged  locks,  or  more  than  sufficient? 

A.  There  may  be  enough,  but  I  hardly  think  there  would  be ; 
there  would  necessarily  be  a  great  deal  of  waste  and  necessarily 
a  change  in  the  form  of  the  enlarged  lock. 

Q.  Have  you  any  judgment  as  to  the  durability  and  permanency 
of  structures  of  rough  and  rubble  masonry — hammer  dressed  and 
rubble  backs? 

A.  I  prefer  rubble  masonry  myself  when  laid  in  courses,  to  smooth 
work. 

Q.  And  it  costs  less,  does  it  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  it  wants  to  be  massive — wants  to  be  heavy  wbrk. 

By  Mr.  Bell  : 

Q.  What  is  the  difference  between  rubble  and  smooth? 

A,  On^  is  cut,  and  one  uncut. 

Q.  The  difference  in  price  ? 
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A.  It  is  somewhere  about  two  dollars  a  yard. 

By  Mr.  Pbosseb. 

Q.  Have  you  recently  let  a  lock  on  the  Champlain  canal  I 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  was  the  contract  price  2 

A.  I  don't  remember,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  the  estimate  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  The  Auditor  informed  me  it  was  $31,000  it  was  let  at? 

A.  That  is  no  evidence  that  the  lock  could  be  built  for  that 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  what  the  last  one  that  was  completed  cost  7 

A.  You  mean  of  the  enlarged  locks  ? 

Q.  Yes,  fair ;  the  locks  built  on  the  Champlain  canal  ? 

A.  No,  sir;   to  the  best  of  my  recollection  somewhere  about 
$40,000. 

Q.  Did  you  make  the  estimates  for  the  locks  on  the  GhemoDg 
canal,  averaging  about  $30,000  each  ? 

A.  They  were  made  by  the  division  engineer  of  the  Middle 
division. 

Q.  Did  they  meet  your  approval  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Were  those  of  the  character  of  rubble  work  you  have  jnrt 
spoken  of  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  were  the  dimensions  of  those  locks  ? 

A.  The  same  as  those  on  the  Erie  and  Champlain  canals. 

Q.  Would  the  increased  cost  of  adding  110  feet  in  the  chamberof 
that  lock  be  about  as  the  increased  length  per  lineal  foot  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  What  would  be  the  increase  in  that  particular  ? 

A.  I  could  not  tell ;  it  would  largely  exceed  that 

Q.  It  would  be  more  expensive  to  make  it  longer  per  foot? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  what  would  that  increased  length  consist  ? 

A.  The  increased  foundation. 

Q.  I  iam  speaking  of  the  width. 

A.  I  did  not  understand. 

Q.  These  are  estimated  at  about  $30,000 ;  about  170  feet  long  the 
masonry  is  ? 

A.  I  think  they  are  about  150. 
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Q.  A  little  shorter  than  the  others? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  think  so. 

Q.  These  cost  $200  per  lineal  foot,  then ;  would  the  addition  of 
110  feet  to  the  chamber  cost  as  much  per  foot? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know ;  I  should  not  build  a  lock  and  increase 
the  length  of  the  chamber ;  it  would  not  do. 

Q.  I  only  Vant  to  get  at  the  expense  of  it  ? 

A,  I  can't  tell. 

Q.  What  is  a  fair  price  to  take"down  such  masonry  in  November, 
and  dean  off  the  mortar  ready  to  relay  again,  and  relay  it  up  again 
upon  the  same  foundation  ? 

A.  I  should  think  it  would  cost  about  $5  per  yard. 

Q.  Would  that  be  entirely  ample  in  your  judgment? 

A.  Well,  that  is  contingent  upon  the  machine  that  is  used ;  I 
should  think  $5  or  $6  a  yard. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  cost  of  the  foundation  per  square  foot? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not.  If  the  Committee  want  an  estimate  of  this 
kind  I  should  want  to  make  it 

Q.  In  your  judgment  does  entire  timber  make  a  good  founda- 
tion? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  would  not  put  an  enlarged  lock,  except  it  was  upon 
the  rock,  on  anything  except  piles. 

Q.  Are  there  many  of  the  existing  locks  that  were  piled  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  proportion  ? 

A.  I  can't  tell  you,  sir ;  I  should  think  about  one-half  of  them. 

Q.  Was  piling  included  in  the  estimate  of  the  Chemung  locks  ? 

A.  I  can't  say  about  that  without  reference  to  the  estimates. 

Q.  You  state  that  you  thought  it  would  cost  a  million  of  dollars 
to  supply  the  canal  on  account  of  using  larger  boats  ? 

A.  Yes  to  get  the  requisite  increased  amount  of  water ;  I  based 
my  calculation  on  the  fact  that  there  is  not  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
water  now. 

Q.  There  is  of  course  some  surplus  above  evaporation  and 
leakage  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  the  estimated  leakage  per  lock  ? 
.  A.  About  1,000  cubic  feet  a  minute. 

Q.  Do  the  Trimble-gates  leak  less  th2\,n  the  mitre-gates? 

A.  I  could  not  say,  sir. 
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Q.  What  would  you  say  would  be  the  natural  tendency? 

A.  I  should  think  I  would  prefer  the  mitre-gate. 

Q.  It  would  leak  less  1 

A.  If  kept  in  order. 

Q.  If  gates  generally  leak  1,000  cubic  feet  a  minute,  how  can  it  be 
that  with  one  lock  of  the  proposed  size,  having  only  one  to  leak, 
that  we  can  require  much  or  any  more  water  than  we  have  now,  if 
we  have  large  boats  with  large  tonnage  ? 

A.  The  lock  would  leak  more  in  the  first  place,  and  there  is  a 
difficulty  I  think  you  don't  appreciate,  upon  the  short  levels;  for 
instance,  between  here  and  Cohoes,  to  fill  one  of  these  large  loclo,  it 
would  take  half  the  water  on  the  level  to  fill  it. 

Q.  As  we  clearly  have  some  water  now  for  lockage  purposes  and 
enough  to  pass  three  millions  of  tons,  when  we  had  that  in  one  year, 
and  always  over  two  millions,  all  we  would  want  is  3,600  feet  per 
minute  in  addition  to  the  present  leakages  of  the  locks  to  pass  fi?e 
millions  of  tons ;  I  then  would  inquire  if  it  would  require  a  million 
dollars  to  get  sufficient  water? 

A.  I  don't  admit  the  premises ;  I  think  it  would  require  a  million 
dollars  to  supply  the  Erie  canal  with  water  for  large  boats,  and  half 
a  million  with  the  water  it  requires  to-day. 

Q.  If  we  bring  an  additional  supply  in,  equal  to  fill  these  locb 
seventy-five  times  a  day,  will  hot  that  be  a  sufficient  additional  sap- 

ply? 

A.  No,  sir. 

By  Mr.  Seymour  : 

Q.  We  propose  to  enlarge  the  locks  of  the  canal,  if  possible,  so  as 
to  admit  boats  200  feet  long  and  23  feet  wide.  Now,  I  understand 
you  to  say  that  the  filling  of  a  lock  suitable  for  such  a  boat  would 
draw  the  short  levels  down  so  that  they  would  not  be  navigable? 

A.  Some  of  the  short  levels  it  would. 

Q.  How  extensively  would  that  be  the  result  ? 

A.  The  most  of  the  short  levels  on  the  canal  are  between  here 
and  Cohoes,  they  are  aflfected  materially  now  by  two  lockages  in  one 
direction  at  the  same  time. 

Q.  How  can  that  be  remedied  i 

A.  By  making  a  pond  between  the  two  locks. 

Q.,  Do  you  understand  that  we  will  have  to  alter  the  prism  of  tbe 
present  canal  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Could  it  be  done  by  raising  the  banks? 

A.  That  would  increase  the  lift  of  your  lock. 

Q.  Could  it  be  done  by  deepening  the  canal  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  because  your  mitre-sills  would  retain  their  relative 
>osition  to  the  surface  of  the  water. 

Q.  Then  there  would  be  no  way  according  to  your  idea,  than  by 
laking  the  canal  wider? 

A,  That  has  been  always  the  practice. 

Q.  To  overcome  those  difficulties,  taking  the  whole  of  them  as 
oa  look  at  them,  what,  in  your  judgment,  would  be  the  cost? 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  could  not  give  any  intelligent  opinion  in  regard 
>it 

Q.  Can  you  approximate  in  any  way  ? 

A.  I  would  not  like  to  do  it 

Q.  Are  we  to  understand  this  as  the  result  of  your  views  that 
ou  think  there  is  water  enough  to  be  obtained  for  the  extra  de- 
land  in  locking  these  large  sized  boats  and  increasing  the  locks, 
at  that  that  would  cost  a  million  of  dollars  ? 

A.  That  is  my  opinion  sir. 

Q.  And  when  we  had  got  that  you  still  think  that  upon  the  short 
ivels  the  use  of  so  large  a  boat,  in  letting  it  through  the  locks,  will 
raw  the  level  down  so  as  to  delay  navigation  on  the  level  ? 

A.  Well,  that  is  presuming  all  the  business  is  to  be  done  with 
irge  boats ;  I  don't  take  that  as  a  basis ;  the  small  boats  can  be 
sed  for  local  traffic  still ;  the  trouble  would  be  in  the  boat  locking 
p ;  you  would  have  to  lock  down  the  whole  lock  full  of  water, 
ut  if  she  was  coming  down,  taking  the  lock  full  of  water  with  her, 
ICQ  it  would  not  affect  the  level. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q,  They  don't  usually  go  up  loaded  ? 

A.  Well  that  would  not  be  material. 

Q.  You  assume  that  a  lockage  through  the  large  lock  would  take 
lore  water  than  through  the  present  double  locks? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  must  take  some  more;  that  depends  upon  the 
imit  of  the  size  of  the  boat. 

Q.  Are  you  prepared  to  say  that,  with  the  diminished  number  of 
>ckages  with  large  boats,  assuming  all  the  business  to  be  done  with 
arge  boats,  a  greater  amount  of  water  would  be  required  than  is 
equired  with  the  present  lockages  ? 
Vol.  III.  Ill 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  Mr.  Prosser. 

Q.  Do  you  recollect  the  length  of  the  shortest  level  ? 
.A.  I  do  not  sir,  but  I  think  there  are  some  not  more  ibaatwo 
lengths  of  a  boat  between  the  levels. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  the  present  boats  or  proposed  boats  ? 

A.  I  could  not  say  exactly. 

By  Mr.  Seymour. 

Q.  Suppose  the  locks  were  increased  to  the  size  adequate  to  these 
large  sized  boats,  would  there  be  any  necessity  for  altering  the 
prism  of  the  canal  excepting  so  far  as  taking  away  the  benoh-walls 
aside  from  the  difficulty  you  mentioned  of  drawing  down  the  levels; 
in  other  words  would  there  be  free  passage  for  boats  of  thiB  size? 

A.  I  think  there  would;  I  think  the  levels  would  be  long 
enough  for  that;  it  shortens  the  level  below  when  it  increases  die 
length  of  the  lock. 

Q.  And  there  would  be  no  necessity  for  increasing  the  prism  of 
the  canal  for  the  new  locks  excepting  this  drawing  down  of  water 
from  the  short  levels  ? 

A.  I  believe  not,  sir ;  I  believe  there  is  room  enough  to  get  the 
twenty-five  feet  without  interfering. 

Q.  And  getting  convenient  navigation  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  My  question  is  general ;  if  the  locks  on  the  canal  were  made  of 
this  enlarged  size,  so  as  to  admit  such  boats  as  we  named,  and  tbe 
wall-benches  were  removed,  would  there  be  any  obstruction  to  navi- 
gation except  the  one  you  have  mentioned  of  the  short  levels? 

A.  Well,  there  are  probably  one  or  two  points  on  the  canal  that 
would  need  relief;  the  shortest  curve  on  the  canal  that  I  know  o^is 
getting  into  the  lower  Mohawk  aqueduct ;  probably  there  are  one  or 
two  points  that  would  need  to  be  improved. 

Q.  Would  the  aqueducts  need  to  be  widened  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  for  the  passage  of  boats. 

Q.  How  much  ? 

A.  I  think  there  is  no  arbitrary  width  to  them ;  I  think  they 
vary  very  much;  that  is  my  recollection ;  some  are  forty,  some  are 
forty-two,  some  are  forty-four. 

Q.  Can  you  give  us  a  rough  general  estimate  of  the  expense 
required  to  widen  those  aqueducts  so  as  to  make  them  adequate? 

A.  I  think  that  is  provided  for  in  the  estimate. 
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Q.  That  is  what  your  estimate  now  would  be? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Taking  the  widening  of  these  aqueducts  and  altering  the 
prism  of  the  canal  in  a  few  places  where  the  course  is  sharp,  there 
is  no  difficulty  after  those  things  are  done  and  the  wall-benches 
removed,  to  the  easy  navigation  of  the  canal  for  boats  of  this  size, 
excepting  the  one  you  have  mentioned? 

A.  If  you  don't  provide  for  any  additional  depth  of  water;  if  you 
io^  you  have  to  depress  the  bottom  of  your  aqueduct. 

Q.  I  am  taking  the  canal  as  it  now  exists. 

A.  Very  well ;  I  think  there  is  none,  except  the  one  I  have  men- 
tioned. 

Q.  Then  what  would  be  necessary  to  be  acquired  to  perfect  this 
icheme  of  navigation  we  have,  is  the  acquisition  of  the  water,  which 
jrou  estimate  at  a  million,  the  enlargement  of  these  aqueducts  and 
the  few  alterations  in  the  short  curves  of  the  canal,  is  it? 

A.  Those  would  be  the  leading  items,  sir ;  there  are  other  expen- 
ses; for  instance,  the  enlargement  and  refitting  of  the  five  weigh- 
locks,  a  very  large  item  of  expense. 

Q.  How  large  would  you  estimate  that  ? 

A.  I  think  it  would  cost  about  the  same  as  the  other  locks. 

Q.  Now  to  recur,  as  we  have  gone  over  these  general  topics,  to 
this  matter  of  drawing  down  the  levels,  how  could  that  difiiculty  be 
overcome,  in  your  opinion? 

A.  By  making  what  the  engineers  call  a  pond  room  between  the 
locks,  increasing  the  area  of  water  so  they  would  not  draw  down  so 
rapidly. 

Q.  Has  that  been  estimated  for  in  the  estimate  you  have  spoken 
of?  / 

A.  I  can't  say  in  regard  to  that ;  on  the  division  I  had  charge  of 
It  that  time,  there  were  no  items  of  that  kind,  and  I  can't  say. 

Q.  Do  you  say  you  would  not  be  able,  without  looking  at  it,  to 
^ve  an  estimate  of  this  ? 

A.  All  these  matters  I  give  as  matters  of  opinion  and  conjecture. 

Q.  I  understood  you  to  say  that  you  had  known  of  no  obstruc- 
tions in  the  navigation  of  the  canal,  the  passage  of  boats ;  is  it  not  a 
fact  that  during  the  latter  part  of  September,  and  the  months  of 
E)ctober  and  November,  in  a  good  season  for  Western  products,  that 
the  boats  are  hindered  from  passing  by  lack  of  room  ? 

A.  Well,  there  are  a  variety  of  causes  that  go  to  make  up  these

delays ;  there  is  a  want  of  efficiency  in  the  working  of  the  locb-in 
the  management  of  the  lockages. 

Q.  We  ask  it  as  a  practical  question. 

A.  I  don't  know  that  there  any  great  delays  that  fall  under  my 
observation. 

Q.  Is  there  any  way  you  would  suggest  for  obviating  whatever 
of  delay  there  may  be  ? 

A.  It  has  been  customary  to  double  the  men  upon  the  lock  on 
such  occasions ;  I  don't  know  that  it  is  followed  under  the  present 
system  ;  I  think  not,  at  least  as  a  general  rule ;  it  has  been  customaiy 
in  trouble  of  this  kind  to  put  an  extra  team  and  windlass  upon  the 
lock,  so  as  to  get  out  and  in  more  rapidly. 

Q.  If  the  locks  should  be  made  of  this  size  to  bring  in  the  sized 
boats  I  have  named,  and  other  things  should  be  made  to  adapt  them- 
selves that  we  have  spoken  of,  could  steam  be  used  with  advantage 
in  the  navigation  of  these  boats  on  the  Erie  canal  ? 

A.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  men  most  familiar  with  this  subject^ 
that  it  could  be  successfully  used ;  I  am  not  an  expert  in  matters  of 
this  kind  to  give  an  intelligent  opinion. 

Van  H.  Richmond,  called  as  a  witness,  and  being  duly  sworn,  tes- 
tified: 

Examined  bv  the  Chairman : 

Q.  Your  residence  ? 

A.  Lyons,  Wayne  county. 

Q.  Your  business? 

A.  Engineer. 

Q.  What  experience,  if  any,  have  you  had  with  the  State  canals! 

A.  From  1837  to  1862  I  was  employed  on  the  Erie  canal,  with 
the  exception  of  a  couple  of  years. 

Q.  You  live  upon  the  line  of  It? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q  What  is  the  result  of  your  experience  and  observation  as  to 
the  capacity  of  the  present  locks  to  do  the  business  of  the  canal? 

A.  In  my  annual  report  in  1861  to  the  Legislature,  I  made  an 
estimate  of  the  capacity  as  near  as  I  could,  and  it  is  as  near  as  any- 
thing I  can  get  at  now  probably ;  it  is  equal  to  a  tonnage,  to  furnish 
ample  facilities  for  the  delivery  through  the  Erie  canal  to  tide  water 
of  6,220,000  tons. 

Q.  That  is  averaging  through  the  year  ? 
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A.  Yes,  sir;  and  the  revenue  with  the  same  rate  of  tolls  as 
charged  in  1860,  $6,902,318 ;  they  each  have  reference  to  an  equal 
distribution  of  business. 

Q.  As  to  the  business  in  fact  which  has  been  done,  what  has  been 
your  observation  as  to  the  capacity  of  the  locks  ? 

A.  There  are  times  of  course  when  it  is  more  than  others;  I 
never  recollect  seeing  the  canal  when  I  thought  it  overtaxed;  I 
have  seen  it  crowded,  but  when  there  has  been  a  sufficient  supply  of 
water  and  business  moving  uniformly  along,  I  don't  ever  remember 
noticing  the  time  when  the  canal  was  overtaxed ;  it  might  be  so  and 
I  not  have  noticed  it ;  I  have  not  been  on  it  for  five  or  six  years — 
since  1862. 

Q.  What  is  your  judgment  as  to  the  capacity  of  the  channel  to 
accommodate  business  for  enlarged  boats  and  locks? 

A.  My  judgment  is  that  the  present  channel  would  be  too  small 
for  that  sized  lock,  still  boats  could  navigate  it  except  on  the 
curves ;  there  would  be  places  where  two  of  those  long  boats  could 
not  pass,  and  a  good  many  such  places,  as  I  understand  it. 

Q.  How  many  such  points  are  there  in  the  canal  ? 

A.  I  could  not  tell,  there  are  a  good  many,  but  of  course,  that 
would  have  to  be  enlarged. 

Q.  One  boat  could  pass  through  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  The  distance  is  not  great  ? 

A.  No,  they  are  not  long. 

Q,  It  would  be  impossible  for  boats  to  pass  on  these  curves? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  Mr.  Prosser  : 

Q.  Would  a  perpendicular  wall  at  those  points  remedy  it? 

A.  No,  you  would  have  to  widen  the  canal,  the  surface  of  the 
water  would  not  be  wide  enough. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  With  the  exception  of  those  curves  ? 

A.  With  the  exception  of  those  curves ;  on  straight  lines  they 
could  pass ;  still,  in  my  judgment,  if  the  thing  was  to  be  built«new, 
any  engineer  would  adopt  a  larger  prism. 

Q.  What  we  want  to  do  is  this :  we  want  to  see  whether  we  can- 
not put  on  the  large  locks  and  boats  without  incurring  any  general 
enlargement  of  the  channel? 
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A.  Well,  there  is  52  feet  bottom ;  two  boats  passing  would  leaye 
a  little  room. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  thought  of  the  subject  of  the  practicability  of 
using  steam  ? 

A.  I  have  thought  of  it,  but  it  is  a  subject  I  am  not  familiar  with  • 
my  impressions  have  been  that  it  is  practicable,  but  that  it  would 
cost  more  than  horse  power,  but  I  am  not  familiar  with  the  subject 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion  as  to  whether  there  would  be  advantage 
in  using  these  large  boats  with  horse  power  ? 

A.  They  could  be  moved  with  horse  power  at  a  slower  rate,  of 
course ;  the  object  of  using  steam  is  to  get  up  speed ;  but  if  you 
allow  two  of  these  boats  to  pass  each  other  at  any  speed  it  would 
create  a  wall  of  water  at  the  end  of  the  boat. 

By  Mr.  Alvord  : 

Q.  I  understood  you  to  say  that  you  thought  it  would  decrease 
the  cost  of  transportation — the  large  boats  ? 

A.  I  take  that  for  granted,  sir.. 

By  the  Chairman : 

Q.  Have  you  any  idea  as  to  the  percentage  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  have  not  made  any  estimate  at  all. 

Q.  Have  you  estimated  the  question  at  all  as  to  the  demand  for 
increased  facilities  for  the  commerce  oflfered  by  the  West  ? 

A.  I  have  not. 

Q.  Or  as  to  whether  it  is  desirable  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  would  answer  one  question,  although  it  was  not 
asked  me ;  speaking  of  the  short  levels,  for  instance  we  have  got  a 
short  level  between  locks,  these  new  locks  as  I  understand,  are  pro- 
posed to  be  about  twice  the  length  of  the  present  locks  and  to  hold 
sopie  50,000  cubic  feet  of  water ;  you  throw  50,000  cubic  feet  on  to 
one  of  these  short  levels  and  the  result  is  you  throw  it  over  the 
banks,  there  is  no  room  for  it ;  if  you  could  retain  it  you  would 
have  it  to  fill  the  next,  of  course. 

By  Mr.  Prosser  : 

Q.  Can  you  state  the  length  of  the  shortest  level  ? 

A«  No,  sir,  but  we  have  levels  so  short  that  that  amount  of  water 
would  flood  them.  For  instance,  you  are  locking  down  a  boat,  the 
boat  is  in  the  lock,  and  you  throw  the  water  out  to  let  your  boat 
down ;  there  is  not  room  enough  for  it,  and  the  result  is  it  must  pass 
over  the  bank ;  the  only  way  is  to  widen  these  levels ;  make  an 
area  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  water. 
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Q.  You  might  raise  your  banks  ? 

A.  That  would  flood  your  locka  There  is  only  one  way,  you 
have  got  to  increase  your  water-way ;  in  many  places  you  could 
form  a  basin. 

By  the  Chairman. 

Q.  Where  these  short  levels  are,  on  which  side  is  the  tow-path? 
•  A.  That  does  not  make  any  difference  ;  you  would  naturally  put 
it  on  the  berme  side. 

Q.  The  question  with  me  is  whether  the  berme  side  is  against  the 
hill,  or  on  the  opposite  side  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  how  that  is ;  if  that  was  the  case  you  could  have 
an  open  space  with  a  bridge. 

By  Mr.  Seymour. 

Q.  What  would  be  the  expense,  in  your  opinion  ? 

A.  I  have  not  made  an  estimate. 

By  Mr.  Champlain. 

Q.  What  do  you  say  to  the  rubble  masonry — how  is  it  adapted  to 
the  canal  7 

A.  I  would  prefer  to  dress  the  masonry :  the  expense  is  so  little 
in  proportion  to  the  expense  of  the  lock ;  it  is  only  the  face. 

Q.  The  question  is  whether  timber  put  in  would  not  be  better 
than  the  present  facing — fenders  as  thej  are  called,  up  and  down  ? 

A.  You  would  want  solid  timbers  and  pretty  close  together ;  you 
would  want  a  pretty  smooth  surfaca 

Q.  If  it  could  be  built  so  that  wood  would  rub  against  wood,  it 
would  probably  be  better  ? 

A.  you  have  iron  generally  on  the  face  of  the  boat 

By  Mr.  Seymour. 

Q.  If  these  short  curves  were  overcome,  and  we  had  boats  of  the 
81256  named,  200  by  twenty-three  feet,  would  there  be  any  difficulty 
in  their  navigating  the  canal  freely  except  in  this  matter  of  the  short 
levels — the  overflow  of  water  ? 

A.  You  could  navigate  the  canal,  but  not  as  freely  as  the  present 
boats  can. 

Q.  It  would  be  rather  heavier  management  ? 

A.  Yes,  and  i^low  movement ;  when  two  boats  passed  each  other 
they  would  have  to  move  very  slow  indeed. 

Q.  That  matter  of  the  levels  would  be  the  principal  difficulty  in 
your  mind  ? 

A.  As  far  as  the  management  of  the  canal. 
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Q.  The  aqueduct  would  have  to  be  changed  and  the  wall-benches 
removed ;  then  is  there  any  other  difficulty  to  be  overcome  except 
the  short  levels,  supposing  we  had  water  enough  ? 

A.  There  don't  any  other  difficulty  occur  to  me. 

Q.  As  to  the  supply  of  water,  do  you  imagine  that  could  be 
sufficiently  suppliea  from  Fish  creek? 

A.  I  don't  know  exactly  how  that  is ;  I  have  not  made  any  esti- 
mates. 

By  Mr.  Champlain. 

Q.  The  object  of  this  is  to  cheapen  transportation.  Would  not 
reduction  of  tolls  do  the  same? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

By  Mr.  Seymour. 

Q.  If  this  system  were  carried  out  of  enlarging  the  boats  and 
locks,  keeping  the  tolls  at  the  same  rate  as  now,  would  not  transpor- 
tation be  cheapened  7 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

WiUiam  B.  Tayhr,  called  as  a  witness,  and  being  duly  sworn, 
testified : 

Examined  by  the  Chairman : 

Q.  Your  residence  ? 

A.  Utica. 

Q.  Your  occupation? 

A.  Civil  engineer. 

Q.  What  experience  have  you  had  upon  the  State  canals  ? 

A.  Well,  I  had  experience  from  1849  to  1865,  with  the  exception 
of  about  two  years. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  State  Engineer  and  Surveyor  ? 

A.  Four  years ;  1862  to  1865,  inclusive. 

Q.  You  made  the  examination  and  report  in  which  the  Govern- 
ment to  some  extent  participated  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  your  judgment  as  to  the  feasibility  of  constructing  a 
tier  of  locks  out  of  the  material  of  the  present  structures  ?  ' 

A.  Well,  it  is  feasible  to  construct  them,  because  you  can  use  the 
material  in  the  new  locks. 

Q.  Have  you  a  judgment  of  what  it  would  cost  per  lock,  or  have 
you  made  an  estimate  ? 

A.  I  have  no  estimate ;  my  judgment  would  be  mere  guess. 
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Q.  What  would  be  your  opioion,  judging  of  the  estimates  you 
nade,  of  original  cost  ? 

A.  All  you  would  get  useful  from  the  original  lock  would  be  the 
Jtone,  and  a  large  proportion  of  that  could  be  used  in  the  structure. 

Q.  Aboat  whnt  price  per  lock  would  it  reduce  the  actual  cost? 

A.  I  could  tell  how  much  it  would  decrease  per  yard. 

Q.  Well,  how  much  ? 

A.  Well,  ordinarily  it  would  decrease  the  cost  of  the  new  work 
^.50  to  $4.50  per  yard  ;  that  is  just  the  cost  of  supplying  the  stone. 

Q.  What  is  your  judgment  as  to  the  feasibility  of  constructing 
ocks  of  rough  hammered  face  stone  with  rubble  back  ? 

A.  It  would  make  a  good  lock,  but  it  would  have  to  be  heavy 
stone. 

Q.  What  would  be  the  cost  per  yard  of  masonry,  rough  faced, 
with  rubble  back  ? 

A.  It  would  cost  from  two  dollars  to  two  and  a  half  less  than  the 
Iress  faced. 

Q.  How  much  would  it  cost  per  yard  ? 

A-  I  should  think  from  eight  and  a  half  dollars  to  nine  dollars; 
a  that  style  of  masonry  you  don't  require  such  a  good  style  of  raa- 
onry  as  where  you  rely  upon  the  stone  entirely,  without  the  fenders. 

Q.  What  is  your  opinion  as  to  the  feasibility  of  using  the  enlarged 
ock  with  the  present  prism  of  the  canal  ? 

A.  I  think  it  could  be  done ;  if  the  canal  was  to  be  new  entirely, 

would  prefer  a  greater  width  of  prism ;  there  would  be  no  particu- 
ir  difficulty  except  in  the  particular  spots  that  have  been  mentioned* 

Q.  They  could  be  overcome  with  little  expense  ? 

A.  There  are  some  places  where  it  would  be  large,  where  you 
rould  have  rock  excavation,  as  at  Little  Falls,  but  the  expense  of 
•rdinary  excavation  would  not  be  great 

Q.  What  would  be  the  price  of  excavation  per  yard  at  Little 
I'alls? 

A.  Two  dollars  and  a  quarter  at  Little  Falla 

Q.  Have  you  any  judgment  as  to  the  condition  of  the  canal  to 
ccommodate  business  when  it  is  offered  ? 

A.  It  is  very  much  crowded,  to  say  the  least,  at  seasons. 

Q.  There  are  seasons  when  it  is  taxed  to  its  full  capacity  ? 

A.  There  are  times ;  for  with  all  the  estimates  as  to  what  it  would 
lo,  when  passed  uniformly,  there  are  times  when  we  have  had  more 
han  we  could  pass,  taking  breaks. 
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By  Mr.  Alvord  : 

Q.  Take  it  without  breaks,  have  you  not  known  days  in  odd- 
nectioQ  when  the  canal  was  taxed  more  than  it  could  do,  providing 
it  could  have  distributed  it  over  a  little  more  time  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  There  has  been  actual  detention  of  boats  waiting  for  locks  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  of  course,  if  you  could  control  tonnage,  put  it  where 
you  pleased,  you  could  get  along  with  the  present  locks. 

Q.  In  regard  to  the  supply  of  water,  what  is  your  idea  ? 

A  If  you  enlarged  your  locks  and  used  large  boats,  until  your 
small  boats  were  got  out  of  the  way,  you  would  want  an  increased 
quantity  of  water,  but  after  your  canal  had  been  fully  constructed  I 
think'  this  quantity  of  water  is  little  compared  with  what  it  is  gene- 
rally supposed  to  be,  from  this  fact,  that  even  when  we  were  locking 
rapidly  at  locks  we  feed  a  great  deal  more  water  through  the  cul- 
verts than  we  passed  through  the  locks  ;  for  instance,  we  feed  85,000 
feet  of  water  from  Buffalo,  and  yet  we  always  have  a  supply  of 
more  or  less  feeding  on  to  that  lock ;  take  it  at  Little  Falls,  even 
when  the  boats  are  passing  quite  rapidly,  therfe  is  not  sufficient.     • 

Q.  When  you  get  your  enlarged  locks  and  large  boats  the  question 
of  water  is  but  a  small  consideration  ? 

A.  I  think  it  would  have  to  be  very  little  increased,,  excepting 
you  would  have  to  construct  reservoirs  on  these  short  levels.  In 
speaking  of  this  water  this  estimate  for  gunboat  locks  estimated  Fish 
creek  and  two  other  reservoirs ;  Fish  creek  supplies  7,500  teet  per 
minute,  and  that  would  be  all  that  would  be  required  on  that  long 
level.  Some  think  it  would  be  necessary  to  take  in  an  other  creek, 
but  I  don't  think  it  necessary,  for  Black  River  feeder  as  now  con- 
structed, supplies  water  on  an  average  to  run  to  Oneida  lake  west 
and  also  from  there  to  Little  Falls. 

Q.  And  in  the  dryest  time? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  In  regard  to  cheapening  transportation  and  leaving  the  tolls  as 
they  are,  look  at  this  report  of  Mr.  Sweet? 

A.  I  concur  in  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Sweet  as  to  comparison 
of  cost  of  transportation. 

Q.  You  have  more  or  less  interested  yourself  in  this  question  as 
it  has  come  up  from  time  to  time.  What  is  your  opinion  in  regard 
to  the  fact  of  the  future  of  the  business  upon  the  Erie  and  Oswego 
canals  of  this  State  ?    In  your  opinion,  can  the  State  of  New  Yoric 
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»rd  to  sit  still  with  its  present  means  of  transportation  and  expect 
"Ctain  in  the  future  its  commerce  ? 

\..  Well,  it  can  do  no  more  than  retain  it ;  it  can  hardly  be  increased 
h  its  present  facilities. 

i.  Can  it  expect  to  retain  what  it  has  got  because  of  the  cost  of

Q.  I  understood  you  to  say  that  at  certain  seasons  the  capacity 
had  been  if  not  a  uite  reached ;  you  also  answered  the  question  that 
if  the  large  boats  were  built,  it  would  decrease  the  cost  of  transpor- 
tation ;  I  will  ask  you  whether,  in  your  opinion,  taking  into  consid- 
eration the  practical  operation  of  our  canal,  the  decrease  of  tolls 
would  be  practical  in  bringing  business  to  the  canals? 

A.  No,  sir;  so  far  as  our  tolls  are  concerned,  I  don't  think  that 
our  tolls  have  affected  in  any  way  the  bringing  of  business  to 
canals ;  they  are  so  much  lower  than  others  that  it  has  very  little 
to  do  with  it. 

Q.  Then  the  result  of  decreasing  the  tolls  would  be  practically  to 
decrease  the  revenue  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  AVould  there  be  such  an  increase  of  tonnage  as  to  compensate 
for  the  decrease  of  tolls  and  still  keep  up  our  revenue  ? 

A.  Well,  hardly.
